Mr.  Patterson's  resolution  recited 
that  tht  action  of  the  Democratic  c.au- 
cws  In  dieiatintj  to  senators  lui»v  they 
should  vote  was  a  plain  violation  of  the 
spirit  and  intent  of  the  constiluiion  of 
the  United  States,  that  each  smator 
was  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  any  at- 
tempt to  coerce  him  was  an  Invasion 
of  the  riRhts  of  a  state;  that  any  sen- 
ator who  permits  himself  to  be  coerced, 
weakens  and  degrades  his  state;  that 
for  any  senator  to'  vote  otherwise  than 
as  his  sense  of  duty  dictates,  degrades 
his  htyh  office  and  assails  the  uignlty 
and  standing  of  the  senate. 

Tlie  resolution  was  listened  to  with 
great  Interest  by  the  senators. 

Mr.  Lodge  had  prepared  a  resolution 
similar  to  that  of  Senator  Patterson, 
declaring  that  a  treaty  like  the  Domin- 
ican should  not  be  made  the  subject  of 
party  action,  but  withheld  it  when  hfe 
heard  that  Mr.  Patterson  had  prepared 
a  resolutitui.  This  he  heard  fioin  the 
lips  of  the  Colorado  senator,  wlio 
claimed  tlie  privilege  of  prtsenling  the 
matter.  Mr.  Lodge  conceded  the  su- 
periority of  Mr.  I'attersons  claim.

Private  Conferences  Are 

Constantly  Going  On 

at  Algeciras. 

Algeclras.  Spain,  Feb.  5.— The  French 
delegation  at  the  Moroccan  conferenc:- 
was  reinforced  this  morning  by  ihe 
arrival  of  Count  .St.  Rene  Taillandier, 
who  was  the  French  minister  at  Fez 
during  the  Franco-German  crisis  last 
summer.  Count  Taillander  came  over 
on  the  French  cruiser  La  Londe  of 
Tangier  and  Joined  M.  lUvoll  head  of 
the  French  mission. 

Later  the  count  had  talks  with  Am- 
bassad«»r  White  and  othtr  delegates. 
His  presence  is  considered  to  relate  to 
tlie  private  discussions  going  on  be- 
tween the  delegates  on  the  main 
F'raDCO-Clerman  Issue.

Represent- 
atives of  the  countess  and  the  court  ap- 
peared before  a  judge  who,  according  to 
tho  French  law,  endeavored  to  arranero 
a  conciliation  before  allowing  a  definite 
suit  to  proceed.  It  is  said  that  the 
judge's  efforts  were  not  successful  and 
that  the  suit  will  proceed  but,  owing 
to  tlie  secrecy  in  divorce  proceedings 
here,  it  is  difficult  to  confirm  this  re- 
port. 

Rumors  have  been  current  for  a  long 
time  that  the  countess  had  decided  that 
any  further  continuation  of  her  rela- 
tions with  her  husband  was  Impossible 
and  her  removal  from  the  Castellano 
residence  to  a  hotel  in  the  center  of 
Paris  gave  support  to  the  belief  that 
^he  had  finally  decided  to  apply  for  .x 
divorce. 

Sensational  reports  have  been  cir- 
culated with  reference  to  the  count's 
conduct,  and  the  name  of  a  prominent 
society  leader  of  Paris,  a  woman  of 
very  high  standing,  has  been  meiitiontd 
in  connection  with  the  affair.  But  the 
greatest  reticence  has  been  maintained 
by  all  the  parties  concerned  relative 
to  the  progress  of  the  negotiations 
looking  to  a  conciliation,  and  e\en  this 
morning  a  favorable  result  was  expect- 
ed, especially  as  the  countess  returned 
to  her  residence.  It  now  appears  that 
the  efforts  of  those  interested  in  bring- 
ing about  a  settlement  of  the  difleren- 
ces  between  the  countess  and  the 
count,  with  an  apjteal  to  the  courts, 
have  been  unavailing.  The  count  is 
said  to  be  In  the  southeast  of  Fiance.

Between  Imports  and 

Exports  in  1905. 

Washington,  Feb.  5.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Trade  between  the  Ignited 
States  and  Italy  is  of  unusual  interest 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  Italy  has  con- 
tributed more  than  ,500,000  citizens  to 
our  population  since  IS^O.  A  statement 
Just  prepared  by  the  department  of 
commerce  and  labor,  through  its 
bureau  of  statistics,  shows  that  tho 
commerce  between  Italy  and  the 
United  States  in  the  fiscal  year  l'J05 
aggregated  $77,500,000,  almost  equally 
uivided  between  imports  and  exports. 

As  a  market  for  American  products 
Italy  outranks  Belgium,  Cuba,  Auslral- 
a.sia  or  Argentina,  and  exceeds  by  over 
100  per  cent  the  market  offered  by  the 
entire  continent  of  Africa.  In  the 
matter  of  imports  Italy  ranks  ahead 
of  Belgium,  Netherlands  or  Switzer- 
land, in  Europe;  China  or  India,  In 
Asia,  and  the  combined  Imports  from 
Australasia  and  the  Philippine  Islands, 
and  supplies  over  three  times  as  much 
as  the  entire  continent  of  Africa.  Ex- 
ports from  the  United  States  to  Italy 
in  the  last  fiscal  year  were  valued  at 
$38,740,067,  compared  with  $39,478,741  to 
Belgium,  $3S,380,GOl  to  Cuba,  $26,353,311 
to  Australasia,  and  $18,540,603  to  Africa. 
Our  imports  from  Italy  in  the  .same 
year  were  valued  at  $38,628, .079,  against 
$34  296,146  from  India,  $27,884,518  from 
China  $25,882,455  from  Belgium,  $21,- 
718,748  from  Netherlands  and  $11,343,- 
622  from  Africa. 

In  our  trade  with  Italy  exports  ex- 
ceeded Imports  during  the  year  by 
about  $100,0u0,  our  total  exportalions  to 
that  country  being  $38.740,06J_  and  our 
imports  therefrom  $38,628,579.  It  is 
only  within  the  last  decade  that  our 
exports  to  Italy  have  averaged  more 
than  our  imports  therefrom.  In  the 
decade  ending  with  1875  imports  from 
Italy  aggregated  $67,500,000  in  value, 
while  exports  thereto  were  but  $62,000,- 
000;  In  the  next  decade,  ending  with 
1885,  imports  from  Italy  were  valued 
at  $106,500,000  and  exports  thereto  $94.- 
500,000;  in  the  decade  ending  with  1895 
Imports  from  Italy  exceeded  by  $64,- 
000  000  the  value  of  exports  to  that 
countrv,  the  former  being  $202,000,000 
and  the  latter  $137,333,000;  while  in  the 
decade  just  ended  exports  to  Italy  ex- 
ceeded by  over  $20,000,000  the  value  of 
our  imports  from  that  country,  the  ag- 
gregate value  of  the  exports  being  for 
the  ten  years  ending  with  June,  1905, 
$297,500,000,  and  that  of  imports  $277.- 
f)00,OfX).  Thus,  in  thirty  years  our  trade 
with  Italy  has  aggregated  considerably 
more  than  $1,000,0<>0.000,  of  whicli  $586,- 
000,000  represented  imports  and  $530,- 
000,000  exports.

Tells  Senate  Committee 

They  Cannot  be  Fed 

on  Principles. 

Washington,  Feb.  5.— Sci-relary  of  War 
Tafi  today  was  heard  bi-forc  the  senate 
commUtee  on  Philippines  in  favor  of  tho 
Philippine  tariff  bill.  The  obligations  of 
the  United  Stales  to  the  island  provided 
the  theme  for  an  earnest  app"al  made 
with  an  emphasis  that  he-  has  not  ordin- 
arily exhibited  in  addressing  committees 
of  congress.  He  asked  the  committee 
what  liud  congrt'ss  done  for  the  Philip- 
pines, and  aiKsWfred  thai  a  people  cannot 
be  uplifted  by  this  country  unle.ss  it  was 
willing  to  aid  them  in  increasing  their 
productive  conditions.  The  islands  are 
helng  used  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
business  in  the  I'lilted  States,  he  declared, 
and  lie  a.sked  where  was  tJie  justice  a 
guardian   should  .show   Its   wards. 

Referring  to  the  tobacco  and  sugar  in- 
terests. Secretary  Taft  said  tliat  both 
have  had  the  liiKhest  kind  of  protection 
and  that  "All  this  foi^  that  has  been 
created  has  nothing  of  substance  in  it" 
in  respect  to  injuries  to  these  crops.  He 
said  there  had  not  been  a  witness  who 
t<«ir<d  Immediate  injury,  but  that  tlje 
danger  Is  confined  to  the  enormou.«Iy  ex- 
aggerated growth  of  these  Industries 
which  these  witnesses  build  up  in  lliti.- 
(jwn  minds.

OPPOSED  TO 
RATE  BILL 

Representative  Littlefield 
of  Maine  Argues  Strong- 
ly Against  It. 

Says  That  the  Interstate 

Commerce  Commission 

Shows  Incapacity. 


Washington.  Feb.  5.— An  hour  to  op- 
pose the  railroad  rate  bill  waa  yielded 
to  Mr.  Liltlclield  (Me.)  in  the  tiouse 
today.  Mr.  Littlefield  believed  the  pic- 
lures  of  distress  on  the  railway  ques- 
tion were  entirely  too  lurid.  The  rail- 
roads, undoubtedly,  had  madt  mis- 
takes, but  conditions  were  not  intoler- 
able. On  the  other  hand,  he  said,  the 
interstate  commerce  commission  had 
made  many  blunders.  The  proposed 
legislation,  he  believed,  went  too  far, 
and  he  should  vote  against  It.  He  had 
l)«M  n  willing  to  go  as  far  as  the  presi- 
dent reconunended  in  1904  and  1905. 
Not  a  member  of  the  house,  he  main- 
tained, could  say  what  is  a  reason- 
able rate.  There  is  not  a.  single  case 
in  any  court  record,  or  any  rule  on 
which  a  reasonable  rale  could  l>e  de- 
rtned.  This  was  one  of  the  great  and 
tremendous  difticulties  the  bill  pre- 
sented, and  Indicated  the  vast  and  ar- 
bitrary power  that  waa  to  be  vested 
in  a  political  tribunal.  In  the  zeal 
with  which  both  political  parties  were 
ruimlng  a  race  they  had  gone  far  be- 
yond the  president's  desires.  First, 
the  bill.  In  his  opinion,  confers  upon 
the  commission  the  power  to  originate 
rates;  second,  the  bill  provides  no 
court  of  review,  a  presidential  recom- 
mendation, twice  made,  as  necessary 
us  a  conservative  and  wise  restriction; 
third,  the  most  important  of  all.  the 
bill  puts  into  the  hands  of  the  com- 
mission the  power  to  say  whether  or 
not  it  shall  eliminate  the  preferential 
rate  that  exists  from  one  end  of  the 
land  to  the  other,  and  Is  intermingled 
with   all   business. 

A  remedy  for  nine-tenths  of  rate  evils 
he  said,  novv  exists  in  all  courts  both 
under  present  law  and  the  common 
law.  Under  the  proposed  bill  a  curious 
and  incongruous  condition  was  pro- 
posed. When  the  commission  deter- 
mined whether  a  rate  was  reasonable 
it  was  acting  in  a  Judicial  capacity; 
when  it  prescribed  a  rate  for  the  fu- 
ture, it  would  be  legislating  and  wh"n 
it  administered  this  hndlng  it  acted  :n 
at^.  executive  cai>acity.  This  was  a 
combination  of  three  functions  of  gov- 
einment — executive,  legislative  .ind 
judicial— in    one   single    body. 

Mr.  Littlefield  said  he  would  demon- 
strate the  Incapacity  of  the  Interstate 
commerce  commission  and  from  their 
own  records.  "And"  he  added,  "I  will 
give  them  that  square  deal  that  we 
hear  talked  of  so  much  and  see  so  llttl*^ 
practiced."  The  commission  had  been 
overruled  two-thirds  of  the  lime,  he 
.said. 

The  bill  provides  seven  commission- 
ers and  made  four  a  quorum  and  it  was 
po.sstble  for  the  presiilent  to  remove 
three  and  leave  all  the  power  in  the 
majority  of  tlie  remaining  fotn-.  It 
would  be  then  that  this  dangerous 
power  would  rise  up  and  curse  Its  mak- 
ers. 

Mr.  Littlefield  collated  judicial  de- 
cisions to  support  his  contention  that 
In  giving  the  commission  all  these 
powers  the  courts  could  have  abso- 
lutely no  power  of  review  of  any  action 
of  the  commission,  which  might  be 
Just  a  shade  under  or  less  than  con- 
fiscation of  propertj'.  A  number  of 
senators  listened  to  Mr.  Littlefield'? 
argument  including  Senators  Foraker. 
Perkins.  Millard.  Kean.  Bulkely.  Uay- 
ner.  Piles.  Scott,  Oalllnger  and  AlfH\ 

Mr.  Stevens  (Mltin.)  fidlowing  said 
the  huge  and  awful  things  predicted 
were  not  contained  in  the  bill.

Convention  Productive 

of  Good  Results. 


J.  K.  Persons,  who  represented  the  Du- 
luth Commercial  club  at  the  recent  "See- 
ing America  First"  convention  In  Salt 
Lake  City.  Utah,  has  made  a  written  re- 
port to  the  president  and  board  of  direc- 
tors of  the  club  regarding  the  meeting. 

He  urges  the  appointiTient  by  the  local 
commercial  organization  of  a  committee 
to  confer  with  the  executive  committee 
at  Salt  I..ake  City,  and  to  lend  aU  pos- 
sible assistance  in  the  work  of  organiza- 
tion, which  has  been  formed  to  advertise 
the  West  and  to  try  and  prevail  upon 
Americans  to  see  their  own  country  be- 
fore spending  their  money  for  trips 
abroad.  He  explains  that  Duluth  will  l>e 
directly  benefited  by  the  movement.  Mr. 
Persons  says  in  part: 

"In  compliance  with  your  request  I  at- 
tended the  conference  as  a  delegate  from 
the  Duluth  Commercial  club,  and  I  regret 
exceedingly  that  it  was  not  possible  for 
the  president  or  secretary  to  have  been 
present,  becausv  it  is  beyond  question  that 
there  has  been  started  here  the  greatest 
movement  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  West 
that  has  ever  been  inaugurated,  and  Du- 
luth, at  the  head  of  fresh  water  naviga- 
tion, and  offering,  hs  she  does,  the  finest 
climate  on  earth  at  the  time  when  tourist 
travel  is  at  Its  flood,  should  be  at  the  very 
tront  in  any  movement  looking  to  the 
keeping  at  home  any  portion  of  tlie  vast 


sum    of   money    new   spent   by   Americano 
abroad. 

"There  were  ten  states  and  the  Domin- 
ion of  Canada  reijresentcd  at  the  con- 
ference, and  long  before  it  was  called  to 
order  it  was  apparent  from  tlie  character 
of  the  men  who  were  in  attendance  as 
delegates  that  the  movement  was  going 
to  receive  the  enthusiastic,  hearty  and 
working  support,  not  alone  of  the  West, 
but  of  the  entire  country.  The  delibera- 
tions of  the  conference  emphasized  very 
strongly  that  this  movement  was  not  lo- 
cal, but  national,  ;uid  that  while  it  was 
commercial,  it  was  in  its  broadest  and 
lje.sl  sense  educational. 

"It  is  a  mighty  work  and  it  has  been 
taken  in  hand  by  men  whose  very  names 
iire  synonymous  for  energy,  ability  and 
mtegrity— men  who  are  honorable  and 
patriotic  men  who.  unde*  the  providence 
of  God,  will  make  it  the  mighty  instru- 
ment for  the  good  it  Is  destined  to  be.  The 
character  of  men  comprising  the  first  exe- 
cutive board  is  an  indication  of  the  weight 
and  dignity  of  this  movement. 

"It  is  not  national  nor  local,  as  I  said 
before,  and  yet  tlie  executive  committee 
must  depend  In  a  great  measure  upon  the 
active,  intelligent  and  persistent  support 
of  municipalities,  members  of  commerce, 
commercial  clubs  and  local  bodies  of  like 
character  all  over  the  country. 

"The  See  America  league  will  do  a 
vast  amount  of  work  that  can  be  taken 
advantage  of  by  local  bodies,  and  1  j 
would  urge  upon  our  president  and  oui  1 
board  of  directors  the  appointment  of 
a  committee  to  confer  with  the  exe- 
cutive committee  here— to  give  the  exe- 
cutive committee  all  the  assistance  in 
the  power  of  the  club  and  to  take  advan- 
tage of  any  action  of  the  league  that 
will  be  of  benefit  to  us  locally.  Mr. 
Fisher  Harris,  secretary  of  the  Salt 
Lake  City  Commercial  club,  is  executive 
secretary,  and  he  asures  me  that  he  is 
anxious  to  take  the  matter  up  with 
such  a  committee,  or  our  club,  at  once. 
On  Friday  evening  the  Salt  Lake  City 
Commercial  club  entertained  the  dele- 
gates at  a  very  deliglitful  banquet  in 
the  banquet  hall  of  the  club.  The  en- 
tertainment was  superb  and  the  feast 
of  reason  and  flow  of  soul  lasted  un- 
til the  wee  small  hours. 

"The  Duluth  Commercial  Club  was 
honored  in  the  appointment  of  its  dele- 
gate as  a  vice  chairman  of  the  confer- 
ence and  as  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee whose  duty  it  was  to  review  the 
plan  of  permanent  organization,  and  as 
a  member  of  the  nominating  commit- 
tee. 

"The  hospitality  of  the  Commercial 
club  and  of  the  city  of  Salt  Lake  was 
of  the  kind  that  one  has  to  be  the  re- 
cipient  of   to   be   appreciated. 

"This  conference  has  made  such  an 
indelible  impression  upon  my  mind  tliat 
in  closing  1  cannot  refrain  from  again 
urging  upon  our  officers  the  imperative 
need    for    instant    and    active    co-opera-

Washhigton.  Feb.  5.— The  senate  to- 
day adopted  a  resolution  reappoiniiiig 
Former  Secretary  of  State  KicharJ 
Ulney  as  a  member  of  the  board  of 
regents  of  the  Smithsonian  institution. 

Mr.  Tillman  presented  and  the  sen- 
ate adopted  a  resolution  calling  upon 
the  postmaster  general  for  Infnrmalion 
as  to  ihc  number  of  postal  clerks  kiiied 
in  railroad  accidents  during  the  past 
five  years,  al.so  asking  how  many  steel 
cars  arc  now  used  in  the  postal  service 
and  whether  the  fatalities  have  been 
so  great  in  those  as  In  other  cars.  In 
presenting  the  resolution,  Mr.  Tillman  | 
said  that  he  had  noticed  the  frequent  ( 
fatalities  to  mail  clerks  in  railroad  ac- 
cidents and  that  he  wanted  to  ascer- 
tain uhtther  more  security  for  them 
could  not  be  secured  by  means  of 
stronger  mail  cars. 

The  senate  agreed  to  vote  on  the 
shipping  bill  at  &  p.  m.  Wednesday, 
Feb.   14. 

At  3:15  p.  m.  the  senate  went  into 
executive  session.  No  one  was  pre- 
pared to  speak  on  the  shipping  bill 
after  Mr.  Teller  concluded  and  the  cal- 
endar was  practically  exhausted.

Since  that  time  he  has  been  pastor  at 
various  places  and  carpe  to  the  DulutU 
charge  in  1882.  He  fvt*  pastor  of  tlie 
First  Norwegian-Danish  Lutheran 
church  here  for  five  j"»ars.  After  his 
charge  here  was  over  he  was  pastor  oi 
churches  at  Washburn  and  Ashland 
and  lately  has  been  home  missionary 
in  the  range  towns.  Last  year  he  went 
to  the  stale  of  Virginia,  but  his  health 
failing,  he  came  back  to  Duluth  n\ 
October  of  last  year  and  has  been 
sick  ever  since   that   time. 

Mr.  Grotheim  leaves  two  sons  and 
three  daughters,  one  brother.  T.  H. 
Grotheim  of  Duluth,  a  .si.ster  who 
lives  in  Ashland  and  one  who  lives  In 
Northfield.  His  wife  died  several  years 
ago.

Former  Bad  Men  Who  Have  Settled  Down 
Qaetly. 

New  Yjrk  Sun:  "What  to  do  with  the 
ex-presidents  is  no  bigger  problem  to 
politicians  than  what  to  do  with  its  re- 
tired outlaws  Is  to  the  West,"  said  an 
Indi.m  Territory  official.  in  several 
notable  instances  the  courts  have  kindly 
solved  the  problem  and  the  erstwhile 
bandits  are  living  lives  of  seclusion  and 
Industry  In  the  Federal  penitentiary  at 
Leavenworth. 

"But  what  is  to  become  of  the  former 
bad  man  who  has  finished  his  term  of  im- 
prl.jonnient.  or  against  whom  no  Jury  will 
return  a  •'•erdict,  or,,  more  difficult  still, 
who  defies  capture  while  apparently 
courting    It? 

'Oklahoma  and  the  Indian  Territory 
are  at  present  grappling  with  this  dell- 
catee  subject,  but  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  wnen  It  will  travel  westward,  as 
have  many  of  the  outlaws  whom  It  con- 
cerns, and  will  be  met  in  Wyoming  and 
Dakol  I  where  these  men  have  fled.  Al- 
ready No  Man's  Land  of  Northern  Wy- 
oming ha.s  become  known  as  a  refuge 
where  bandits,  active  or  otherwise,  ^tt 
safe  from  pursuin. 

"Its  first  settlers  were  the  orerflow  of 
fiigiiiVo    population      fr^m      the    Hole    in 


the*  "NVail   country    of    ^.Vomlng.     Thirty  i  country.     Starr 


watched  by  officers,  but  bo  long  as  the 
desperadoes  remain  within  their  self-es- 
laLllshed  limits  they  are  practically  safe. 
"There  are  several  women  in  the  val- 
I'^y,  Including  the  wives  of  some  of  the 
outlaws.  The  existence  of  the  settle- 
ment is  a  constant  exasperation  to  the 
officers,  for  if  it  could  be  successfully 
raiJed  and  the  bandits  all  captured  the  1  a 
sum  total  of  rewards  would  establish  a 
sheriff's  posse  comfortably  for  the  rest 
it  its  natural  existence. 

"But  It  is  not  the  outlaws  who  have 
gore  but  th?  outlaws  who  remain  that 
afford  embarrassing  problems.  To  be  sure, 
the  Indian  Territory  is  discreet  and  .■sel- 
dom asks  questions,  and  an  outlaw,  mat;- 
ried  and  settled  down,  soberly  farnjiTig 
or  ranjhing,  is  as  good  as  tie  next  man 

"But  the  Territory  is  not  the  Tntamed 
country  it  was  in  the  early  d*lys.  The 
line  must  be  drawn  somewl>*.re,  and  the 
records  of  these  one  time  bad  men  are 
not  80  politely  ignored,  'indeed  defended, 
as  they  were  in  th^  old  days.  Fifteen 
years  ago  Jim  Yf^anger.  released  from 
his  long  term  ip.  the  MinnesoUi  peniten- 
tiary, would  ne/t  havo  found  the  world  so 
cold  and  fovbiddlng  as  to  drive  him  to 
suicide^ 

'Of  all  Indian  Territory's  famous  bad  i 
men  the  one  wiio  most  nearly  solved  i 
the  question  of  what  to  do  with  hit;v.tf^■'^^•  I 
under  the  new  conditions  i.s  ficnry  ' 
Starr,  a  member  of  the  fa rufius' Starr  ' 
gang,   that   at   one   time  ti.'Vorized   that  ' 


husband,  Henry  was  the  leader  of  the 
gang,  and  young  as  he  was,  was  even 
more  daring  than  his  predecessors.  He 
was  three  times  tried  for  murder,  and 
twice  convicted,  witli  many  trials  for 
robbery  thrown  In,  and  innumerable 
accusations  that  were  never  wholly 
proved. 

"So  great  was  his  daring  that  it  was 
admired  even  by  the  officers  who  hunted 
him.  His  last  conviction  brought  him 
a  sentence  of  fifteen  years  for  robbery, 
Ijut  his  sentence  was  commuted  on  ac- 
count of  his  bravery  in  riuelling  a  riot 
in  the  Fort  Smith  Jail,  where  he  was 
confined. 

"Starr  returned  to  his  old  haunts  ap- 
parently a  changed  man,  and  nothing 
in  Ills  record  in  the  two  or  three  years 
that  have  passed  has  altered  his  de- 
termination to  be  on  the  square.  He 
himself  attributes  his  change  of  heart 
to  his  wife,  as  prettj'  an  Indian  girl 
as  there  is  In  the  Territory  and  of  one 
of  the  best  families  of  the  Cherokee 
nation. 

"She  has  been  graduated  from  the 
Cherokee  Female  seminary,  and  was 
teaching  school  in  the  neighborhood 
wiien,  from  among  her  many  suitors, 
she  chose  the  handsome  young  ex-out- 
law and  with  him  settled  down  on  a 
farm  near  Tulsa  .  There  is  a  strain  of 
Clurokee  in  .Starr  himself,  and  the 
Dawes  Commission  has  alloted  to  both 
him  and  his  wife  valuable  farming 
property,  from  which  the  one  time  fugi- 
tive will  some  day  be  a  comparatively 
rich    man. 

"The  Territory  is  proud  of  Sarr  and 
the  manly  way  in  wiiich  he  is  living 
down  his  past.  It  is  proud,  too,  though 
In  another  way,  of  Ben  Craven,  the  out- 
law, who  set  more  officers  at  defiance 
in  the  most  insultingly  airy  fashion 
than  any  criminal  who  ever  held  a 
whole   territory   in  submission. 

"After  making  a  sensational  escape 
from  the  Kansas  penitentiary  by  ciiarg- 
ing  the  guard  with  a  gun  that  he  had 
had  cut  out  of  pine  and  covered  with 
tin  foil,  t'ravens  kept  in  coinpar.itive 
seclusion  in  Southwest  Oklahoma.  .Sev- 
eral affairs  in  Ml.ssouri  have  been 
charged  up  to  him,  whether  rightfully 
or  wioiigfull  no  one  knows  but  Cravens, 
and  he  won't  tell,  and  there  are  a 
number  of  localities  in  Oklahoma  wiiere 
he    is    wanted    by   officirs. 

"But  every  town  in  the  Territory  is  a 
veritable  nest  of  his  friends,  who  so 
completely  surround  and  safeguard  him 
■IS  to  secure  his  Immunity  from  capture. 
I'robably  no  outl.tw  of  recent  times  h:!s 
so  many  friends,  loyal  as  only  such 
friends  can  be,  ready  to  risk  everything 
in  tile  world   for  liis  safety. 

'In  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  are 
half  a  dozen  ciiarges  of  murder  and 
robbery  hanging  over  him.  Craven's 
la.st  exploit  before  ho  left  tlie  Terri- 
tory was  to  pay  a  visit  to  some  of  his 
friends  in  Governor  FerKUSon's  own 
town.  At  night,  not  caring  to  regis- 
ter at  a  hotel,  he  stretched  himself  out 
on  a  pool  table  In  a  .saloon  and  slept 
the  night  through,  well  knowing  that 
he  was  completely  surrounded  by 
friends  who  would  promptly  dispose  of 
any  officer  wiio  attempted  to  Intrude 
on  him. 

"Before  this  Cravens  travelled  as  a 
salesman  and  carried  a  heavy  line  of 
htaple  goods.  He  visited  Guthrie,  the 
capital,  every  fortniglit,  and  his  friends 
proudly  relate  that  on  one  occasion  he 
attended  an  administration  ball,  and  lat- 
er dined  with  a  I'nited  States  marshal 
and  several  members  of  the  Territorial 
council  without  his  identity  being  sus- 
pected. 

"But  all  of  these  days  of  daring  are  of 
the  past  now,  and  Cravens,  too,  has 
joined  the  I'anks  of  the  respectably  mar- 
ried and  settle-d.  Not  in  Oklahoma— the 
officers  would  hardly  stand  for  that— 
but  in  Mexico,  where  he  has  figured  as 
the  hero  of  tho  most  romantic  adveu- 
tur?    of    his    strange    career. 

"Masquerading  as  the  nephew  of  a 
former  governor  of  Pennsylvania,  with 
fashionable  clothes,  plenty  of  money 
and  suavity  of  manner,  he  won  his  way 
into  Some  of  the  most  exclasiv^e  draw- 
ing rooms  of  the  v^'ity  of  Mexico.  He 
was  a  fa'.orile  with  the  American  col- 
ony, though  he  never  gained  quite  tho 
position  tliere  that  lie  did  m  the  Mexican 
set. 

"A  daughter  of  a  wealthy  Mexican 
miner  owner  attracted  hi  mparliculaily, 
and  their  courtship  and  marriage  soon 
followed.  It  is  said  that  the  charming 
.Senora  has  already  borne  him  an   heir. 

His  wife's  family  stands  well  with  the 
administration,  and  with  ample  means 
and  position  to  back  hlin  it  is  not  likwly 
tliat  Ben  Cravens,  Oklahoni.i's  outlaw 
king,  will  ever  be  brought  back  to  the 
scene   of    his    lurid  past. 

"Bob  Ford,  ex-train  robber  and  assas- 
sin of  Jesse  James.  wa.«!  for  a  long  time 
one  of  the  interesting  figures  at  the 
camp  at  Creede,  Colo.  He  is  a  slender, 
harmless  looking  person,  pale  and  ner- 
\ous,  with  an  uneasy,  frightened  manner. 
l'>om  his  saloon  and  gambling  hou.se 
Ford  kept  a  keen  lookout  on   the  world. 

"  I  have  tried  for  years  to  get  out  of 
the  reach  of  the  killers.'  he  said,  'but 
every  place  I  go  I  meet  some  fool  with 
an  Insane  desire  for  notoriety,  and  he 
manages  to  get  me  into  a  brawi.  I  have 
gone  into  the  quietest  and  most  obscure 
little  towns  in  the  West,  but  I  have 
hardly  got  .settled  before  some  idiot  bobs 
up  and  spreads  the  news  that  Bob  Ford's 
in  town.  Then  some  fool  tanks  up  on 
mean  whisky  and  tries  to  make  trouble 
lor  me.  I  have  talked  with  lots  of  other 
men  with  reputations  as  killers  and  they 
all  feel  about  it  as  I  do.  They  would 
give  anything  In  the  world  if  they  could 
rid  themselves  of  their  name  and  live 
like    other   men.' 

"Another  famous  ex-outlaw  transform<»d 
into  a  quiet,  .harmless  citizen  is  Cole 
Younger.  lie  avoids  notoriety  as  far  as 
possible-,    but    wherever   lie    goes    there    is 

rush  to  get  a  glimpse  of  him. 
"By  the  terms  of  his  pardon  he  is 
prohibited  from  exhibiting  himself,  but 
he  lent  his  name  to  a  Wild  West  show 
that  has  not  been,  however,  the  startling 
success  that  its  backers  hoped  it  would 
be.  The  last  that  I  heard  of  him  he  was 
building  a  trolley  line  in  Missouri,  and 
T)ne  of  his  prinipal  backers,  it  is  said, 
is  a  United  Slates  senator. 

"Frank  James,  you  know,  was  pardoned 
from  the  Missouri  penitentiary  and  is  liv- 
ing now.  a  quiet  citizen,  in  a  little  Mis- 
rouri  town.  H'^.  too.  took  a  whirl  at  thw 
Wild  West  business,  and  also  was  ou  *.1ie 
stage  for  a  short  time. 

•Jesse  James*  son.  Jesse,  J**.,  jg  living 
In  Kansas  City.  He  wg^  *rled  once  for 
train  robbery,  but  w^g  acquitted,  and 
has  since  taken  &  'urn  at  keeping  a  cigar 
ftoro   and    lix'i^r   a   pawnshop. 

"One    0^    the    famous    prisoners    of    the 


Kansas  penitentiary  is  Emmet  Dalton. 
j'robably  no  prisoner  there  luis  had  more 
frequent  and  earnest  elTorts  made  by 
irieiids   to  get  for  hini  a  pardon. 

"At  the  time  of  the  Coffeyville  raid,  the 
lust  picturesque  bank  robliery  in  Kan- 
sas, two  of  the  Daltons  were  killed  and 
Kmniet  was  badly  wounded.  Emmet  was 
only  IS  then,  and  his  friends  say  was 
drawn  into  the  expedition  without  realiz- 
ing just  what  it  was.  When  the  plan 
was  made  clear  to  him  he  attempted  to 
back  out,  but  his  brothers  and  the  older 
men   in   the   parly   forced   him   into  line. 

"When  the  attack  was  made  he  was 
left  to  guard  tlie  horses  and  tlid  not  fire  a 
shot.  The  latest  plea  for  his  pardon  is 
based  on  the  necessities  e>f  his  mother, 
who  li\es  only  four  miles  from  Kiuglisher. 
She  is  \ery  old  and  is  greatly  iu  nocvl 
of  liei   son  tor  support. 

"Not  unlike  his  is  the  case  of  Tom 
Jones,  a  i>rison  mate  of  Dalton.  whose 
frieiuls  are  equally  active  in  their  efTort^j 
to  secure  a  commutation  of  his  lifty- 
j  ear  sentence,  ten  years  of  w  hich  he  has 
served.  The  son  of  a  Texas  preacher. 
Jones  is  the  only  one  of  his  family  who 
has  not  followed  his  father's  pi'ofession. 

"He  was  educated  to  be  a  minister,  but 
naturally  wild,  he  drifted  into  the  life  of 
,H  cowijoy,  first  in  Texas  and  then  iu 
Western  Oklahoma.  In  1S93  he  was  at- 
tracted by  the  careers  of  the  Dalton  and 
Doolin  gangs  then  in  the  height  of  the*ir 
successs,  and  rode  a  long  distance  to  join 
them. 

"Shortly  afterward  the  gang  had  a  des- 
perate figlit  with  United  Slates  Deputy 
marshals.  A  number  of  the  officers  were 
killed,  and  Jones— which  is  not  his  real 
name,  that  never  having  been  made  pub- 
lic—was accused  of  the  murder  of  one  of 
them. 

"At  the  time  of  the  trial  public  feeling 
was  strong  against  the  gang,  and  while 
it  is  confidently  asserted  by  Jones'  friends 
that  the  evidence  was  not  sulficient  to 
convict  him.  nevertlieless  he  got  fifty 
vears.  Jones'  prison  record  has  be^en 
exemplary.  He  came  to  the  a.ssistance  of 
the  guards  in  preventing  tlie  e.scape  of 
Bill  Rudolph,  the  Mis.souri  outlaw  and 
bank  robb-r.  and  his  Influence  has  always 
been  on  the  side  of  the  authorities. 

"During  the  entire  ten  years  he  has 
be-en  a  prison  bookkeeper.  His  brother,  a 
minister  of  siandins  in  Texas.  Is  active 
in  the  effort  to  secure  his  pardon.  The 
aged  father  is  .still  living,  and  his  great- 
est hope  is  to  see  his  wayward  son  free.

And  as 
for  the  birds  which  assume  a  white  plum- 
age when  they  migrate  North,  surely  they 
al.so  have  far  fewer  foes  in  the  Polar  re- 
gions than  when  further  South. 

Again,  If  white  be  a  cool  color,this  Is 
surely  another  iva.son  against  the  inhabit- 
ants of  the  coldest  regions  turning  w iiite 
at  the  approach  of  winter.  It  is  easy  to 
strengthen    llii.s    argument.  Visit      tho 

tropics  and  you  will  find  hardly  any  w  hito 
animals  or  birds.  In  the  very  hottest 
regions  of  the  globe  not  only  is  man,  as 
a  rule,  black,  but  the  birds  and  beasts  are 
either  very  dark  or  el.se  extremely  bril- 
liant In  color.  Of  tropical  birds  the  com- 
monest colors  run  as  follows:  Brown, 
dark  green  and  dark  blue,  emerald  green, 
reds  acd  yellows. 

Speaking  of  birds  again,  why  is  It  that 
land  birds  are  mostly  dark  liued,  while  so 
many  .sea  birds  are  white? 

Here  is  anotlier  color  puzzle.  Almost  all 
song  birds  are  somber  in  hue,  while  the 
brightly  colore-d  spe*cies,  such  as  the  jays, 
the  !)arrots  and  birds  of  paradise,  have 
naturally  iiarsh  voices. 

The  colors  of  flowers  and  leaves  offer 
numbers  of  int<  resting  problems.  No  one 
quite  knows  why  the  prevailing  tint  of 
early  spring  flowers  is  either  white  or 
yellow.  Yellow,  Indeed,  holds  its  own  to 
some  extent  all  through  the  summer,  but 
tho  typical  color  of  summer  blooms  is 
pink,  wliile  as  the  autumn  advances  richer 
crimson  and  all  the  rich.  g^Iowing 
hues  of  dahlias  and  chrysanthemums  are 
.seen. 

Horticulturists  have  produced  popples  of 
pretty  nearly  every  shade  under  the  sun, 
and  with  many  other  flowers  they  seem 
able  to  alter  the  colors  almost  as  they 
please.  Yet  the  blue  rose,  the  l>lack  tulip 
and  tlie  green  carnation  seem  as  far  off  as 
ever  they  were  in  spite  of  constant  efforts 
to  arrive  at  them.  Nearly  three  centuries 
ago  Dutch  gardeners  Imagined  them.selves 
on  the  verge  of  inventing  a  black  tulip. 

Tlie  colors  of  the  blossom  of  fruit  trees 
are  limited  to  white,  pink,  bright  i^carlet 
and  purple.  The  reason  no  one  knows. 
Nor  is  it  clear  why  nearly  all  plants  with 
purple  blossoms  have  poisonous  prop- 
erties. The  deadly  nightshade  is  an  In- 
stance which  will  be  familiar  to  all  coun- 
trv  readers. 

it  u.se^d  to  be  said,  and  many  still  Im- 
agine, that  intensity  of  color  depends  upon 
intensity  of  light.  The  brilliancy  of  a 
tropical  landscape  seems  in  some  m<!asurc 
to  bear  this  out.  But  any  amount  of  argu- 
ments may  be  denluced  against  it.  Rubies, 
opals  and  other  exquisite  colored  gems 
are  dug  from  the  depths  of  the  earth. 

The  rays  of  the  sun  have  never  touched 
them.  The  pulp  of  some  fruUs  is  mora 
richly  tinted  than  the  outer  rind,  while 
the  crimson  blood  of  animals  is  hidden 
from  the  light.  What  could  be  more  rich 
and  magnificent  In  cedor  than  the  wings 
of  many  moths?

She  will  earnestly  discuss  llirt- 
atlon — and  condemn  it.     lioth   will  talk 
of  •■frletidshlp"  and  of  "common  sense" 
with    a    fervor   of    suppressed    pas.sion 
that   these   deserving   substantives  sel- 
dom   arou.«<e.      She    will    read      all      the 
beoks    he    lends    her   and    return    thf^in 
to  him   with  ajipreciatlve     little     note.s. 
only    personal    in   the   postscripts.     .'<he 
will  eventually  enclose  ■a  few  thought? 
i  of  her  own,"    with   violent   deprecation 
j  and    secret    security.      The    Intellectual 
I  merit  of   the   "few   thoughts"    wlli   lead 
to    a    passionately    Intellectual    answer 
by  return  of  post;   and  .so  the  comedv 
proceeds.      If    the   girl    has   good    looks 
and   a   good   temper,    there  Is   no   harm 
done  at   all,  and  a  foundation  at   least 
aa  strong  as  tlutflness  ha.s  been  laid  for 
the   future    comfort    of   the    household. 
But   If   the   only    link   Is   an   artiticlally 
stimulated  mental  accord  that  subsides 
lnti>    Weariness    directly    its    object      is 
attained,  this  is  the  worst  kind  of  en- 
gagement of  all.    The  woman  very  pos- 
sibly   Intetius    to    deceive    no    one,    and 
imagines  herself  one  lambent  flame  vf 
Intellect  and  soul.     It   will  astonish  her 
as    much    as    her    husband    when    sh.> 
finds  "no  time  at  all"  to  read  the  books 
he  gives  her,  and  the  strangest  pos.sib'e 
tendency   to   yawn   while   he   is  talking 
so    beautifully   about    the    Ru.skln    view 
of    life   as    opposed    to    Bernard    Shaw. 
But  it  will  do  more  than  astonish  him. 
If  she  have  no  personal  charm,  he  ends 
by  hating  her. 

A  less  dangerous  order  of  engayr- 
ment,  but  one  that  lacks  even  the  Il- 
lusory glow  of  the  "intellectual  com- 
panionship" Idea,  is  the  engagement 
of  convenience,  where  one  or  both  ppr- 


suade  themselves  that  "taking  it  all 
round,  they  couldn't  do  better."  This 
has  no  inspiration,  obviously.  But.  on 
the  whole,  its  foundation  is  built  upon 
a  rock  of  solid  comfort,  from  which 
the  two  may  despise  the  rainbows  of 
lllu.slon.  What  they  have  married  lor 
remains  with  them.  The  situation  of 
age  and  income,  position  and  dis- 
position. Is  still   there. 

How  binding  should  the  average  en- 
gagement be  considered  to  be?  In  Ger- 
many, as  we  know,  there  is  a  ceremony 
attached  to  it,  and  it  Is  a  solemn  con- 
tract of  marriage,  only  secondary  to 
"the  awfu'  thing"  Itself.  How  far  that 
would  be  an  improvement  in  our  so 
clety  is  a  matter  of  doubt.  Endless 
cases,  difficult  to  desperation,  are  con- 
stantly cropping  up.  The  difficulty  is 
usually  on  the  side  of  the  man.  When 
it  is  the  girl  who  wishes  to  release 
herself.  s()ckty  is  very  lenient.  The 
woman,  then.  Is  called  a  flirt,  and  ner 
next  lovei-  suffers  a  not  altorelher  un- 
healthy anxiety  which  vanity  will  save  I 
from   becomlns:  actjlo. 

But  the  man  •who  longs  to  get  free  is ' 
in  far  more  pliable  case.     The  mistake! 
li  far  more  pitiable  fault  at  the  out.sct— 
though  not  80  often  as  it  Is   kindly   to 
assume. 

To  sum  up.  there  is  very  little  advice 
to  be  given  as  to  engagements,  and 
none  at  all  to  be  taken.  The  flnal  re- 
sult Is  much  the  same,  whatever  you 
think  about  It  beforehand;  and  ofKn 
a  good  deal  nicer  If  you  don't  think 
about  it  at  all!

My  house  is  th'e  average  smaH 
private  house  in  New  York  City,  inv 
family  three  adults,  my  circumstances 
moderate,  so  that  I  am  compelled  to 
manage  \\ith  the  help  of  one  servant 
who  must  have  a  ifairly  good  brain, 
and  be  willing  t<i  ;^earn,  says  Helen 
Mar,  in  Good  Housekeeping.  With 
these  two  Qualities.  1  can  soon  make 
her  capable,  and  a  few  days'  trial  al- 
ways reveals  the  presence  or  absence 
of  the.se  reciulsltes. 

My  first  talk  with  a  maid  usuallv 
amounts  to  this:  "I  expect  my  orders 
to  be  pr«>mpt1y  obeyed  always.  If  an 
order  seems  unjust  or  if  you  And  that 
Interruptions  make  it  diflicult  to  carry 
out.  come  to  me  and  say  so."  I  "nave 
never  yet  fotuid  that  a  maid  accepts 
this  In   the  wrong  spirit. 

Sudden  company,  the  non-arrival  of 
provisions,  a  larger  wash  than  usua' 
— none  of  these  tliine^s  affect  us  ser- 
louslj-,  for  when  my  cnaid  is  troubled 
she  and  I   talk  over  the  difflcultv  and 


together  smooth  things  out. 

My  experience  has  taught  me  just 
this:  Our  servants  are  not  our  equals 
in  point  of  education.  Then  let  the 
educated  mind  be  in  high  author! ly 
No  system  can  be  strong  where  thue 
Is  not  a  good  leader.  Let  our  servants 
feel  and  see  that  we  know  just  as 
much,  if  not  more,  about  their  worn 
than  they  do.  To  do  this  we  must 
look  into  things  carefully,  for  no 
woman  ignorant  of  the  Ins  and  out 
of  a  house  can  control  her  maid.  Anj 
mind  will  always  respond  to  the  su- 
periority of  knowledge.  It  Is  not  nec- 
es.sary  to  parade  this  knowledge.  Lut 
if  Mary  knows  that  by  coming  to  her 
mistress  she  will  be  helped  out  of  any 
difficulty,  she  respects  that  mistress.

In   my  family  we  are  fond   of  even- 
ings at  home.     My  maid  is  free  to  go 
out   whatever  evenings   I  am  at  home, 
so  that  she  has  at  least  Ave  evenings  a 
week   at   her   disposal,    provided   she   is 
In  at   a   seasonable   hour.     I    never   set 
a  special  hour,  but  make  It  felt  that  at 
■closlng-up-time"    I    like    my    maid    to 
be  In.     Then   she  has  her  regular  days 
out,    with    which   I   seldom,   if  ever,   let 
anything  interfere.     If  a  special  enter- 
{tainment  promises  late  hours,  she  tells 
jus  freely  that  she  cannot  be  home  early. 
;and    goes   away    with    a     light     heart. 
I  knowing  that   I  trust  her  to  come  into 
I  my   house   with   her  key,    but   knowing 
itoo  that  I  shall  be  wakeful  until  I  hear 
her  step  on  the  stair.s— as  when  a  mem- 
ber of  my  family   keeps  late  hours. 

For  months  I  spent  half  an  hour 
every  evening  teaching  a  faithful  col- 
ored girl  to  read  and  write.  Now. 
though  in  a  little  home  for  her  own, 
she  is  still  my  devoted  slave.  Later  I 
spent  much  time  with  a  Swedish  girl, 
helping  her  to  read  in  F:ngliKh.  With 
a  cookbook  with  the  recipts  carefullv 
explained,  I  call  on  her  for  many 
dishes. 

The  real.  true,  earnest  spirit  of  lead- 
ership always  counts.  There  is  no  hu- 
miliation in  prompt  obedience.  By 
Si  length  I  do  not  mean  a  show  of  boss - 
ism.  but  a  quiet,  just,  earnest  spirit, 
that  will  impress  others  with  a  desire 
to  do  g(X»d  work.

Belle     Fourche — The     cattlemen     and 
stockmen   of   this   vicinity  are  endeav- 
oring to  secure  the  passage  of  a  law  in 
congress  that  will  give  better  facilities 


Eureka— The  town  of  Eureka  was 
known  in  the  annals  of  grain  trading 
as  the  largest  primary  grain  market  in 
the  world  at  one  time  in  its  history. 
This,  however,  was  many  years  ago. 
before  railroads  were  built  and  means 
of  transportation  inadequate  and  crude 
here  in  the  west.  The  center  of  this 
trade  was  Eureka,  which  had  at  the 
time  some  thirty  elevators.  It  was  oot 
at  all  surprising  that  the  seed  special, 
In  view  of  the  record  of  this  section, 
should  make  a  long  run  from  Aber- 
deen to  spread  the  doctrine  of  good 
seed  in  this  district. 

At  sotne  of  the  towns  visited  the 
speakers  were  interrupted  while  talking 
about  the  treatment  of  smut,  by  the 
agents  of  the  companies  manufacturing 
smut  machines,  who  did  not  like  the 
statement  that  home-made  apparatus 
would  do  the  work  as  well  as  the  ma- 
chines and  at  no  greater  cost  of  time 
and  labor.  The  cost  of  the  hume-niade 
method  would  jjrobably  run  50  cents 
for  a  hundred  bushels,  as  against  the 
same  cost  for  the  machine  and  the 
price  of  the  machine.  The  people  In 
this  section  are  largely  of  Russian 
stock  and  in  consequence  the  new  ideas 
suggested  by  the  experts  are  taken  hold 
of  slowly  and  put  into  use  only  by  a 
few  individuals. 

The  attendance  at  the  meetings  along 
the  border  between  North  and  .South 
Dakota  is  not  as  large  as  It  has  been 
farther  east  and  south.  This  is  due  in 
large  part  to  the  more  scattered  popu- 
lation and  the  long-distances  the  peo- 
ple live  from  the  towns.  The  aggre- 
gate attendance  up  to  this  point  for  ths 
four  and  a  half  days  is  4.300. 

Hecla— An  epidemic  of  rabies  among 
the  farm  animals  in  this  vicinity  1.^ 
feared  as  the  result  of  a  mad  a-g 
which  has  been  running  through  tht; 
county.  A  cow  belonging  to  C.  H. 
Lamport  went  mad  Friday. 

The  first  symptoms  of  the  disease 
were  notic*^d  by  the  family  of  Mr.  Bar- 
ton, who  lives  on  the  place.  The  cow 
was  seen  chasing  other  animals  and 
bunting  and  tearing  about  in  its  mad 
fits.  Lamport  was  notified  and  imme- 
dately   shot   the  animal. 

It  is  thought  that  a  great  deal  of 
stock  may  have  been  bitten.  A  notice 
has  been  published  requesting  people 
in  Hecla  owning  dogs  to  keep  them 
fi-om  running  at  large.

"The  employers  at  the  Head  of  the 
Lakes  are  fair,  intelligent  and  law- 
abiding'.  Of  course,  sometimes,  we  find 
men's  greed  will  impel  them  to  violate 
the  law,  but  when  matters  are  brought 
to  their  attention,  they  obey  the  law. 

•In  the  porformaiice  of  my  duties,  I 
know  no  politics.  It  is  a  work  cif  hu- 
manity, and  we  seek  to  Rive  the  law's 
protection  to  all.  irrLppootive  of  poli- 
tics. While  depending  on  politics,  mine 
is  not  a  political  Job.  To  save  the  lives 
and  limbs  of  the  employed;  to  see  that 
proper  health  regulations  are  enforcod 
for  their  benefil;  to  see  that  no  sweat 
shop  methods  are  allowed;  to  ?ep  that 
the  child  of  tender  years  is  in  school; 
to  see  that  the  greed  of  neither  em- 
ployer or  parent  Is  allowed  to  stunt  the 
growth  of  both  body  and  mind  of  the 
liltlf  girl  or  little  boy— all  this  is  not 
politics,  it  is  a  work  of  humanity." 


WILL  MAKE  VISIT  W 
AAD  TEMPLE,  DULUTH 


Seventeen  years  ago  the  journey- 
men tailors  of  Duluth  formed  a  union 
and  yesterday  the  members  of  the 
union,  their  wives  and  their  friends, 
gathered  at  a  grand  anniversary  ban- 
quet In  Folz  hall. 

The  members  of  the  tailors'  union  of 
Superior  were  present  as  guests  of  the 
local  organization  and  the  assemblage 
was  a  large  one.  The  festivities  began 
at  4  o'clock  In  the  afternoon  and  did 
not  conclude  until  10  in  the  evening. 

A  musical  and  literary  program  was 
given  during  the  evening.  Benjamin 
L.  Suite  delivered  the  address  of  wel- 
come to  the  guests  of  the  union  and 
Peter  Nelson  presided  as  toastmaster. 
Miss  Alice  Sjoacllus  sang  and  piano 
numbers  were  given  by  little  Misses 
Suite  and  Strand.  J.  G.  Elder  read  an 
Interesting  paper  and  .\ugust  Hagberg, 
a  pioneer  journeyman  tailor  of  Du- 
luth and  one  of  the  organizers  of  the 
local  union,  spoke  at  some  length.  At 
present.  Mr.  Hagberg  is  deputy  state 
factory  inspector. 

Mr.  Hagberg  recalled  very  pleasant- 
ly his  part  in  the  organization  of  tne 
local  union,  the  struggles  which  the 
organization  had  and  the  i>leaaant  as- 
aociatii'ns  he  formed  while  a  member. 
He  also  thanked  the  members  for  tne 
kindness  they  had  shown  bim  at  dif- 
ferent times  after  he  had  retired  from 
the  union. 

He  also  devoted  part  of  his  address 
to  an  interesting  description  of  iiis 
dutits  as  factory  inspector,  the  sig- 
nificance of  factory  inspection  and 
with  succiss  it  is  meeting.  He 
said  in  part; 

"The  duties  which  I  have  to  perform 
In  this  position  can  properly  be  divid- 
ed into  two  classes  or  heads. 

"First,  to  Sfee  that  where  men  and 
women  are  employed,  the  safest  ap- 
pliances and  devices  are  used  to  pro- 
tect the  lives  and  limbs  of  those  who 
are  compellfed   to   work. 

"Second,  to  see  that  no  child  labor 
is  employed,  or  in  other  words,  to  see 
that  those  children  of  tender  years  who 
should  be  in  SLhf)ol  are  not  employed 
In  the  mills  and  factories. 

"In  following  out  our  duties  with 
reference  to  safe  plans  to  work,  we 
often  find  people  employed  where  daji- 
gerous  machinery  is  exposed.  It  is  our 
duty  in  cases  of  this  kind  to  see  that 
euch  machinery  and  dangerous  places 
are  boxed  in  and  protected  and  often- 
times, after  going  through  a  mill,  fac- 
tory, wholesale  house,  laundry,  switch 
yard  or  work  shnj)  cif  any  kind,  and 
after  compelling  the  employes  to  lessen 
the  danger  to  his  employes,  I  feel  that 
It  is  given  me  to  do  a  great  deal  of 
good. 

•I  have  often  felt  that  It  has  been  my 
privilege  to  save  untold  suffering  and 
agony  by  suggesting  the  covering  of  a 
dangerous  piece  of  machinery  or  by 
ordering  the  employer  to  box  in  every 
dangerous  place  in  his  work  shop  for 
the  better  protection  of  his  employes. 
And  right  here  1  want  to  say  that  al- 
most uniformly  I  have  found  that  the 
employers  are  willing  and  anxious  to 
protect  the  lives  and  limbs  of  the  em- 
ployee! and  heartily  unite  with  me  In 
remedying  all  dangers  as  far  as  pos- 
sible. 

"Child  labor  has  been  the  theme  of 
the  union  man  and  others  for  some 
time.  There  have  been  cases  no  doubt 
demanding  strong  measures,  and  when 
we  hear  child  labor  denounced  in  gen- 
ral  terms,  we  must  all  admit  that  there 
has.  in  .«-ome  localities,  been  cause  for 
complaint. 

"But  I  wish  to  say  that  as  far  as  my 
observation  goes,  we  ai-e  particularly 
free  from  it  in  Duluth.  The  slate  has 
designated  an  age  before  which  the 
child  must  attend  school,  and  must  not 
wcrk.  There  are  exceptions,  however, 
and  it  is  well  that  there  are.  How 
often  do  we  find  the  boy  of  school  age 
the  only  support  of  a  widowed  and  in- 
valid mother,  and  perhaps  of  younger 
brothers  and  sisters?  There  has  never 
been  a  time  in  this  state  when  the  child 
labor  law  has  been  more  rigidly  en- 
forced than  at  the  present  time.  But 
■we  often  run  across  a  case  whore.  If 
the  boy  or  girl  is  not  ahowed  to  work, 
the  rest  of  the  family  must  become 
Inmates  of  the  poorhou.se. 

"The  state  wisely  makes  an  excep- 
tlor  of  cases  of  this  kind.  We  cannot 
take  the  bread  out  of  the  mouths  of 
these  unfortunates,  and  "drive  the  kids 
out,'  as  some  say.  Don't  call  them 
'kids.'  These  are  brave  little  men  and 
women,  sacrificing  themselves  to  earn 
bread   for  tlie   family.     And   even   from

In  order  to  properly 
ciU  and  gel  to  the  mill  this  timber,  sev- 
eral lines  of  railroad  have  been  built, 
which  connect  with  the  main  line  of  the 
i.;reat  Noriliern  at  a  point  one  mile  east 
iif  Akelt-y.  The  various  branches  of  iho 
logKiiig  road  extend  into  the  timber  in 
lengths  varying  from  1,300  feet  to  five 
miles,  tliere  being  six  diCfi>rent  feeders  or 
i>ruiii-hes  of  tiie  logging  road  tliat  verge 
into  tile  main  line,  and  there  is  now  be- 
ing graded  by  n  crew  of  over  1<X)  men  a 
direct  line  that  will  nm  througli  the  Lake 
George  country  to  tlie  state  park.  Tlie 
c unpuny  estimates  lliat  the  cost  of  pui- 
\  titig  in  these  railroads  was  75  cents  per 
i  l.wnj  of  the  pine  standing  adjacent  to  iht- 
tracks. 

Nine  logging  camps  have  been  estab- 
lished along  tlie  line  of  road  and  1,000 
men  and  ov»r  5'.i0  horses  an-  employed  \n 
preiting  out  ili.'  timber,  banking  ami  lo.-xd- 
ing  it  for  hauling  to  the  mill  at  Akeley. 
The  average  daily  cut  in  the  nine  camps 
is  esthnatcd  at  oOS.itOO  feet,  aiid  the  roll- 
ing stock  u.sed  on  the  railroad  to  haid 
this  cut  consists  of  one  engine  and  sixty- 
four  cars,  two  and  sometimes  tliree  trips 
lieini;  made  from  the  camps  to  the  mill 
daily.  There  is  a  telephone  system  from 
the  offices  of  the  company  in  Akeley  to 
each  of  the  camps,  and  witli  the  long  dis- 
tance connections  conversation  can  be  had 
fnmi  any  of  the  camps  with  the  head 
office   in   Mi:ineapolis. 

In  addition  to  the  railroad  logging,  the 
company  has  what  la  known  as  the  Mc- 
ttrcevy  logging  road  iind  camps.  The  road 
is  eight  miles  long  and  the  pine  is  hauled 
to  .\keley  by  teams  from  Kabekona  ink* 
by  thirty-ttve  sleighs.  There  are  nine 
camps  on  this  road  and  the  cut  amounts 
to   about    lt;.0(.i«>.000  feet   per   week. 

The  Utd  Uiver  Lumber  company  (wliich 
consists  principally  of  T.  B.  Walker  and 
his  sons)  owns  a  very  fine  mill  at  Ake- 
ley. which  Is  kept  in  operation,  both 
night  and  day,  during  the  entire  year. 
The  mill  is  supplied  with  two  double-cut 
band  s>aws  and  a  re-saw,  and  the  esti- 
mated cut  of  the  mill  in  a  run  of  t\%'enty- 
loui-  hours  is  350,aiO  feet.  There  is  also 
a  largo  planing  mill  which  Is  kept  In 
operation  tlie  year  around.  The  two  mills 
I  niploy  an  army  of  men  numbering  over 
+30,  and  the  shipments  of  flnished  lumber 
arc  sent   to  all  parts  of  the  country.     It

VOTE  TOMORROW. 

Mr.  Voter,  do  not  forget  that  after  you  took  the 
trouble  to  register  for  the  municipal  election,  your  duty 
to  yourself  and  your  fellow  citizens  is  not  complete  un- 
less you  go  out  tomorrow  and  cast  your  vote  according 
to  your  convictions,  unbiased  by  partisanship  or  con- 
siderations other  than  a  desire  for  the  best  good  to  the 
city  and  its  people. 

You  arc  a  stockholder  in  a  business  enterprise,  one  of 
the  greatest  in  existence,  since  its  object  is  the  welfare  of 
all  the  people.  Its  success  depends  absolutely  upon  the 
attention  given  it  by  the  individual  voters — or  stock- 
holders— and  upon  whether  their  attitude  i>  one  of  care- 
lessness and  selfishness,  or  care  for  the  common  in- 
terests. The  selfish  interests  always  vote;  the  unselfish 
are  the  only  ones  that  need  prodding  in  any  city. 

While  the  election  of  Mayor  Cullum  appears  to  be  a 
foregon**  conclusion,  it  is  never  safe,  in  any  election,  to 
accept  any  such  view  as  conclusive.  Only  votes  make 
the  result  in  any  election,  and  the  most  fatal  thing  to 
success  in  elections  is  ovcrconfidence.  Therefore  it  is 
the  duty  of  every  citizen  to  get  out  tomorrow  and  vote. 

Probably  there  have  been  fewer  complaints  and  more 
praise  about  the  Cullum  administration  than  there  have 
been  about  any  administration  in  a  long  time.  There  are 
ample  reasons  why  his  administration  has  been  .satisfac- 
tory to  the  voters  and  why  it  deserves  the  endorsement  of 
a  large  majority  tomorrow,  but  chief  among  these,  per- 
haps, are  the  close  attention  that  ha^  been  paid  to  the 
municipal  expenses,  which  has  resulted  in  keeping  the 
tax  rate  down  in  tiic  face  of  crowding  demands  for 
larger  expenses;  and  the  arrangement  concluded  last 
summer  with  the  street  railway  company,  wliich  includes 
the  assurance  oi  progressive  improvements  in  tiie  service 
which  should,  within  a  short  time,  result  in  placing  the 
Duluth  service  on  a  par  with  that  of  the  Twin  Cities. 
If  tliey  were  no  other  reasons — and  there  are  plenty  of 
them — Mayor  Cullum  should  be  re-elected  in  order  that 
he  may  proceed  to  follow  up  this  agreement  and  see  that 
it  is  carried  out. 

Don't  let  anything  interfere,  Mr.  Voter,  with  your 
duty  of  going  to  the  polls  tomorrow  and  voting  accord- 
ing to  your  conscience  and  convictions. 


DAIRY  FARMING. 

Last  week  The  Herald  had  something  to  say  about 
dairy  farming  in  St.  Louis  county.  It  believes  this  to  be 
a  most  important  thing,  important  for  those  who  may 
avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  this  county  offers 
for  dairy  farming,  and  important  to  Duluth  and  to  the 
development  of  the  county. 

C.  V.  Craig  of  Duluth  has  been  down  in  Jefferson 
county,  Wis.,  looking  over  the  dairy  industry  there  in 
the  interests  of  the  Jean  DuLuth  stock  farm.  This  is 
the  home  of  the  famous  dairy  farm  of  ex-Governor 
Hoard  of  Wisconsiti,  and  is  one  of  the  richest  dairying 
counties  in  the  state.  Here  is  its  record  as  given  by  Mr. 
Craig: 

It  has  36,000  inhabitants  and  40,000  cows  of  milking 
age.  The  agricultural  product  amounts  annually  to 
$5,000,000.  and  the  annual  sale  of  butter  fat  to  the  cream- 
eries amounts  to  $.:,ooo.ooo.  There  arc  100  creameries. 
The  young  stock  sold  annually,  including  no  dairy  stock, 
brings  $500,000.  The  hogs  fattened  on  _thc  by-products 
of  the  dairy  industry  bring  $750,000  annually.  In  the 
banks  of  the  county  to  the  credit  of  the  dairymen  there 
rests  the  handsome  sum  of  $2,000,000.  Besides  this,  the 
dairymen  get  their  livings,  and  comfortable  livings  at 
that. 

These  figures  give  an  idea  of  whether  or  not  dairying 
pays.  It  pays  in  Jefferson  county.  VVis.,  and  it  will  pay 
in  St.  Louis  county.  Minn.  The  only  reasons  that  occur 
to  Mr.  Craig  why  Jefferson  county  outstrips  St.  Louis 
county  are  that  the  former  was  settled  first,  and  that  it 
had  G'n'crnor  Hoard  and  his  Dairyman.  As  Mr.  Craig 
puts  it.  St.  Louis  county  cannot  be  settled  first,  but  it 
can  be  settled  ne.xt.  and  if  properly  made  public  its  ad- 
vantages will  make  it  the  greatest  dairying  county  in 
the  land. 

There  is  always  a  market  for  the  products  of  the 
dairy  farm,  and  Duluth  and  the  iron  range  towns  offer 
a  great  market  that  will  grow  much  faster  than  the 
dairy  industry  possibly  can.  There  is  probably  no  busi- 
ness in  this  sectiiJn  in  which  the  returns  will  be  surer 
and  richer  than  the  dairy  business. 

There  is  plenty  of  land,  and  it  will  yield  grasses  and 
clovers  of  a  richness  greater  than  those  raised  any- 
where else.  The  climate  is  admirably  adapted  to  the 
purpose,  and  every  circumstance  combines  to  make  this 
section  a  splendid  dairy  country. 

More  dairy  farmers,  more  creameries,  more  farm 
separators  and  more  cows  for  St.  Louis  county  should 
be  the  aim  of  those  interested  in  the  developtnent  of 
this  section.  And  what  has  been  said  about  St.  Louis 
county  applies  with  equal  force  to  Carlton  county.  Itasca 
county,  and  other  counties  in  the  territorj'  tributary  to 
Duluth. 


RATE  REGULATION. 


But  a  few  days  remain,  in  all  probability,  before  tlic 
house  of  representatives  will  vote  upon  a  rate  regulation 
measure,  and  there  appears  now  to  be  little  doubt  that 
the  vote  in  favor  of  it  will  be  practically  unanimous, 
only  a  few  Republican  members  and  a  few  Democratic 
representatives  of  the  Hearst  type  being  like!}-  to  oppose 
it. 

This  vote  will  be  taken  on  the  Hepburn  bill,  which 
has  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  house  committee  on 
interstate  and  foreign  commerce.  Democratic  support 
having  been  secured  for  it  by  amendments  that  met 
Democratic  views.  The  bill  has  the  approval  of  the 
president,  and  it  is  practically  the  same  as  the  Dolliver- 
Clapp  bill,  now  before  the  senate  committee. 

The  fact  that  practically  unanimous  approval  by 'the 
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house  is  assured  will  nut  shut  off  debate,  as  the  con- 
gressmen desire  to  go  on-  record  that  their  people  at 
home  may  know  they  are  "right."  The  Democrats  will 
endeavor  to  show  that  the  Republicans,  in  supporting 
this  measure,  have  come  bodily  over  to  Democratic  prin- 
ciples, and  this  will  doubtless  be  the  burden  of  their 
discussions. 

It  augurs  well  for  the  people  that  the  Democrats  and 
Republicans  are  amiably  combining  to  adopt  adequate 
railroad  rate  legislation.  It  might  easily  have  happened 
that  partisanship  would  have  prevented  the  success  of 
the  measure  in  the  house.  That  the  two  parties  got  to- 
gether on  it  is  said  to  be  due  to  Senator  Dollivcr,  who 
when  he  learned  what  the  Democrats  objected  to  in  the 
Hepburn  bill  went  over  to  the  house  side  and  pleaded  e^uire  stated 
with  the  Republican  members  of  the  house  to  make  the 
changes  suggested  by  the  minority,  saying  that  a  unani- 
mous report  will  have  much  influence  with  the  senate 
committee.  The  Republicans,  in  doubt  whether  they 
should  let  the  Democrats  in  on  the  glory,  went  to  Speak- 
er Cannon,  and  he  agreed  that  it  would  be  a  good  thing 
to  met  the  Democratic  views. 

Thus  for  the  second  time  the  house  will  have  passed 
a  proper  rate  regulation  measure  by  a  practically  unani' 
mous  vote,  and  again  will  it  be  up  to  the  senate.  Last 
session  it  simply  ignored  the  bill,  an^  failed  to  take 
action  for  or  against  it.  It  will  find  it  hard  to  do  that 
this  year,  and  will  have  to  either  adopt  the  measure, 
amend  it  out  of  usefulness,  cr  reject  it. 

The  greatest  danger  to  the  bill  will  lie  in  senate 
amendments.  Senator  Dolliver  hopes,  with  the  help  of 
Democratic  votes,  to  get  his  bill  out  of  committee  after 
the  house  has  acted.  This  will  be  resented  by  the  Re- 
publican members  of  the  senate  committee  who  are  op- 
posed to  the  bill,  and  the  materials  are  all  ready  for  a 
very  pretty  fight. 
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"They  are  not  nearly  so  strict  in  the 
enforcement  of  gajiie  laws  in  the  South 
aa  they  are  in  t»  Norili,'  said  H.  E. 
Hubbard  of  Milwaukee  at  the  St.  Louis. 
"I  was  down  in  North  Carolina  a  short 
time  ago,  and  found  the  laws  being  vio- 
lated in  a  shocking  manner,  with  little 
attempt  being  made' to ^ee  that  ihey  were 
observed.  I  found  ~«^ad  quail  being 
offered  for  sale  on  the  'streets  of  Greens- 
borot  prices  averaging  about  12%  cents 
apiece.  I  was  told  that  I  would  find  the 
sixmp   conditions   existing   throughout  the 
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THE  BOND  ISSUE. 

It  appears  from  an  article  in  the  news  columns  of  The 
Herald  today  that  the  entire  city,  and  not  simply  one  or 
two  sectit>ns,  is  interested  in  carrying  the  water  and  gas 
bond  issue  tomorrow.  The  report  of  the  board  of  water 
and  light  commissioners  shows  that  it  is  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  tiie  board  that  there  is  immediate  need  of  a 
new  pump  at  Lakewood  and  a  new  gas  holder  for  pres- 
ent, as  well  as  prtjspective,  users  of  gas.  It  is  argued  that 
both  pumps  are  now  in  almost  constant  use  and  in  case 
of  a  large  conflagration  or  in  case  one  of  the  pumps 
should  become  temporarily  disabled,  there  might  be  not 
only  great  inconvenience  to  the  users  of  water,  but  also 
loss  of  property  aggregating  many  times  the  cost  of  tlie 
additional  pumping  facilities. 

The  old  gas  holder  on  Garfield  avenue  is  said  to  be 
not  only  in  a  precarious  condition,  but  is  even  now  in- 
adequate for  the  supply  of  gas  to  present  consumers. 

Every  owner  of  property,  everj'  user  of  water  and 
every  consumer  of  gas  should  vote  on  the  bond  issue 
from  a  selfish  interest  if  from  no  other.  The  portion  of 
the  bonds  provided  f^)r  in  the  total  issue  to  supply  the 
hillside  district  with  water  and  gas  and  the  Lakeside 
people  with  gas  will  not  have  to  be  issued  by  the  council 
simply  because  the  bonds  carry  at  the  election,  and  they 
will  not  be  issued  unless  the  usual  guarantees  are  made 
by  the  residents  of  those  districts,  and  then  only  to  the 
extent  covered  by  such  guarantees. 

No  good  reason  appears  why  every  voter  should  not 
vote  "Yes."  The  general  tax  payer  does  not  have  to  pay 
one  cent  additional  on  account  of  these  bonds.  More- 
over, if  the  bonds  fail  to  carry  at  this  election,  the  neces- 
sity for  the  additional  pumping  facilitici  and  fur  tlie  gas 
holder  is  so  pressing  that  the  council  will  be  compelled  to 
order  a  special  election  at  once  to  resubmit  the  bonds, 
and  this  will  cost  the  city  and  the  general  taxpayer  over 
$5,000  that  would  be  saved  if  the  bonds  carry  tomorrow.

I  know  that  a  very  large  number  of 
theso  quail  are  being  shipped  out  of 
North  Carolina  to  Northern  states,  espe- 
cially the  markets  of  New  York.  Phila- 
delphia and  Boston.  Public  opinion  in  a 
mulorlty  of  sectlon.s  through  the  South 
does  not  support  or  favor  laws  for  the 
protecaion  of  game,  and  that,  while  the 
laws  of  the  slate  prohibited  the  ship- 
ment of  dead  game,  tho  law  In  this  re- 
spect was  looked  upon  as  a  dead  letter, 
and  that  the  olTlcers  who.se  duty  it  was 
to  enforce  this  law  were  almost  helpless. 
b«'oause  of  the  trend  of  this  public  senti- 
ment. 

"1  was  told  that  off  the  coast  of  North 
Carolina,  where  wild  fowl  were  more 
plentiful  this  year  than  they  have  been 
for  some  time,  the  slaughter  of  the  birds 
was  being  carried  on  in  a  wholesale 
fashion.  One  man  killed  sixty  geese  in 
tive  hours.  1  learned  of  numerous  indi- 
viduals, some  of  them  from  the  North, 
who  were  killing  ducks  and  geese  by  the 
hundreds  and  by  the  thou.sand.s.  both  by 
day  and  by  night,  and  by  ev^-ry  method 
conceivable,  the  birds  thus  killed  being  in 
many  Instances  shipped  to  Northern  mar- 
kets. I  heard  of  men  from  the  North 
who  drove  the  wild  fowl  up  and  down 
the  coast,  following  them  with  iljeir 
yachts  and  launches,  killing  apparently 
simply  for  the  love  of  killing,  and  be- 
cause they  knew  there  was  little  law  to 
prevent    them. 

"If  the  Southern  states  elect  to  assist 
In  enforcing  law.s  for  the  jirotection  of 
game,  there  can  be  no  ix)s.slble  uuestion 
or  the  benefit  to  ilie  South  and  to  the 
North  alike.  I  heaid  ot  a  certain  robin 
roost  not  far  from  where  I  was  staying. 
Large  numbers  of  these  birds  took  ad- 
vantage of  the  cover  afforded  by  a  cedar 
grove,  and  in  the  evening  lloeked  into  it 
in  such  numbers  as  to  load  Us  branches 
almost  to  the  breaking  point.  The  natives 
of  that  neighborhood,  with  torches,  vis- 
ited the  grove  during  the  night  time, 
ui)on  the  occasion  of  each  visit  killing  the 
birds  by  the  hundreds,  either  for  home 
consumption  v»r  for  sale,  and  sometimes 
for  Iwth.  Thousands  and  thousands  of 
the.se  birds  were  klHetL  where,  in  the 
North,  the  offender  l*  tin»>d  $10  for  each 
bird  killed,  and  is  also  liable  to  a  jail 
sentence.  In  one  case  a  pnxiuce  dealer 
was  caught  In  the  act  of  .shipping  several 
thousand  dea»i  quail  out  of  the  state. 
He  openly  admitted  his  guilt  und  attL>mpt- 
ed  no  defense.  He  waa  discharged  by 
the  court  upon  the  payment  of  $15  and 
costs."

"Whatever  may  have  been  the  effect  of

"Up  to  the  time  I  left  Lake  Erie  tugs 
were  working  in  the  harbors,  and  one 
would  think  from  the  general  appearance 
of  things  that  It  u  as  lat<i  in  the  fall,  in- 
stead of  past  midwinter.  How  early  the 
opening  of  navigation  will  be  di'pends  en- 
tirt'ly  upon  the  ihlckne.":s  of  the  ice  that 
will  form  between  now  and  the  middle  of 
March."

5.  1096.  that  Duluth  had  the  season's  first 
touch  of  real  winter.  Last  night  the 
thermometer  dropped  to  22  degs.  below 
zero,  the  first  time  this  winter  that  it 
had  dropped  below  12  or  14  degs.  It  did 
not  get  above  zero  all  day  yesterday,  the 
highest  being  7  l>elow.  It  was  clear, 
sharp,  biting,  with  an  eager  air  that  ac- 
cented the  low  temperature.  The  weather 
man  sees  better  things  coming.  He  says 
It  will  be  not  so  cold  tonight  and  Tues- 
day, and  that  the  thermometer  may  get 
up  to  about  zero  by  tomorrow  morning 
and  somewhat  above  during  tomorrow. 
Says  Mr.  Richardson  of  conditions: 

'A  severe  cold  wave  covers  most  of  the 
western  lake  region  and  northwest,  with 
zero  weather  as  far  south  as  Kansas  and 
Colorado;  Lake  Superior,  Northern  Min- 
nesota and  the  Rod  River  valley  ex- 
periencing temperatures  of  20  degs.  or 
more  below  zero.  During  the  past  twenty- 
four  hours  snow  fell  over  portions  of  the 
lake  region  and  quite  generally  over  the 
Ohio  and  lower  Mississippi  valleys  and 
rain  over  California  and  Arizona.  The 
barometer  continues  low  over  Southern 
California.  A  disturbance  appears  to  ha 
developing  north  of  Alberta.  Conditions 
favor  slowly  moderating  temperature  and 
fair  weather  lu  this  locality  tonight  and 
Tuesday."

CHURCH  FEDERATION. 

Full  Text  cf  the  Conference  Proceedings 
to  be  Published. 

New  York,  Feb,  5.— Although  It  Is

DIRE  DISTRESS^

Tomorrow,  Tuesday,  the 
6th  day  of  February,  1906, 
being  the  day  of  General  City 
Election  in  said  city  of  Du- 
luth; 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant 
to  law,  I,  M.  B.  Cullun\. 
Mayor  of  the  said  Citv,  do 
hereby  give  notice  and  pro- 
claim that  the  provisions  of 
the  following  section  of  tlio; 
laws  of  the  state  will  be 
strictly  enforced,  to-wit: 

*'It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  in  the  state  of 
Minnesota  to  sell,  barter,  fur- 
nish or  dispose  of,  in  an}' 
manner,  either  directly  or  in- 
directly, or  by  agent,  employe 
or  otherwise,  on  the  Sabbath 
dav,  commonly  called  Sun- 
day,  or  any  general  or  special 
election  day,  any  spirituous, 
vinous,  fermented  or  malt 
liquors,  and  all  places  where 
the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  shall  be  licensed  un- 
der provisions  of  any  law  or 
ordinance  shall  be  closed  dur- 
ing all  hours  of  every  Sab- 
bath day  and  every  general 
or  special  election  day. 

"Any  person  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  on  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  thirty 
dollars  or  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  and  costs  of 
prosecution,  or  in  default  of 
the  payment  of  such  fine  and 
costs  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  ten 
days  nor  more  than  thirty 
days."

Of  the  Laboring  Classes  at  Bogota  Re- 
ported by  Missionery. 

New    York,    Feb.    6. — A    report    from 

Bogota,  South  America,  sent  by  a  mis- 
sionary to  the  Presbyterian  church,  to 
the  otticers  of  the  board  of  foreign  mis- 
sions of  the  denomination  named,  in- 
dicates the  dire  necessities  to  which 
the  laboring  classes  of  the  country  art 
put  because  of  the  depreciation  of  tht; 
government  currency.  Rev.  T.  H. 
Candor  sends  the  report,  in  the  course 
of  which  he  says: 

"Many  applicants  for  church  mem- 
bership admit  after  we  question  them 
that  they  are.  in  very  needy  financial 
circumstances,  and  tluy  have  the  idea 
that  we  can  or  will  supply  their  tem- 
poral wants  if  they  will  become  mem- 
bers of  our  churcii.  In  some  cases  ihe 
applicants  will  admit  that  this  Is  their 
only  motive,  and  will  say  tluit  they 
know  we  pass  a  regular  salary  to  those 
who  attend  our  .services.  This  belief 
is  quite  general  amcmg  the  poorer  peo- 
ple, and  we  are  inclined  t«i  tliink  the 
report  has  been  circulated  by  those 
maliciously  inclined. 

"We  niu.st  admit  that  it  would  be  a 
most  excellent  thing  If  some  of  the 
methods  of  the  Salvation  Army  could 
be  placed  In  use  here,  for  the  poor  peo- 
ple need  some  help  Just  as  they  do  in 
any  city.  But  we  are  not  in  position 
now  to  do  any  such  work,  for  we  have 
no  hou.se  that  we  could  use  for  a  night 
refuge,  an  eating  house,  or  a  home  for 
the  people   who  need  such  a  place. 

"We  have  at  present  in  Bogota  a 
large  number  of  people  who  have  the 
greatest  difficulty  to  make  a  living. 
One  of  the  newspapers  stated  a  feu- 
days  ago  that  there  is  perhaps  no 
country  in  a  worse  condition  than  thty 
are  here.  This  is  explained  by  the  fact 
that  the  recent  war  so  completely  des- 
troyed all  kinds  of  industries  that 
they  have  not  yet  recovered;  that  the 
crops  in  this  part  of  the  land  were 
almost  completely  lost  this  last  spring; 
and  that  fhe  low  price  of  coffee  and  tne 
"!ilgh  cost  of  transportation  from  the 
interior  has  almost  ruined  that  indus- 
try; and  that  the  depreciation  of  tlie 
paper  currency  of  the  country,  so  that 
the  peso  (dollar)  is  worth  only  one 
cent  in  gold,  has  made  it  almost  im- 
possible for  the  laborer  to  buy  the 
most  common  necessities  of  life. 

"Among  the  better  informed  classes 
there  is  some  prejudice  against  us  be- 
cause we  are  frcim  the  United  States. 
They  have  not  gi'tten  over  the  feeling 
that  the  I'nited  States  took  the  most 
precious  part  of  their  terriory,  the 
canal  zone;  and  although  they  do  not 
j  hold  us  personally  guilty  of  what  our 
government,  they  think,  did  unjustly, 
I  yt  t  it  alianaies  them."

A  Northwestern  hockey  league  to 
Include  Duluth.  Chicago,  St.  Paul, 
Portage  Lake,  Calumet,  Lake  Llpden 
and  the  American  Soo,  is  not  only  a 
possibility  but  a  probability  for  next 
year. 

There  was  a  plan  on  foot  to  put 
through  such  a  league  this  year,  but  it 
was  abandoned  for  the  present.  A 
number   of  Duluth   business   men   had 

under  consideration  the  erection  of  a 
covered  building  which  was  to  contain 
both  a  hockey  rink  and  a  roller  skat- 
ing rink.  The  hockey  rink  was  to  be 
on  the  lower  floor  and  the  roller 
skitting  rink  above.  Options  were  se- 
cured on  the  land,  but  at  the  la.st  mo- 
ment, one  of  the  men  who  was  counted 
on  to  supply  a  large  share  of  tlie  capi- 
tal backed  out,  and  the  plan  had  to 
be  abandoned  for  the  present.  But  It 
will  be  carried  through  for  next  year 
if  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  and  Duluth 
will  then  be  in  shape  to  enter  such  a 
hockey  league. 

The  present  International  league  la 
not  an  unqualified  success.  The  long 
railroad  Jump  to  Pittsburg  Is  eating 
up  the  pri>fits,  and  most  of  the  teams 
In  tile  league  are  having  a  hard  time 
to  pay  expenses,  especially  since  the 
five  teams  In  the  league  do  not  allow 
a  good  schedule  to  be  arranged. 

The  Pittsburg  club  will  in  all  prob- 
ability be  dropped  next  year,  and  the 
Cajiadlan  Soo  will  also,  probably, 
sever  connections  with  the  league.  In 
place  of  these  two  clubs  the  league 
will  endeavor  to  secure  three  good 
cities  in  which  to  organize  hockey 
teams.  Duluth  will  in  all  probability 
be  one  of  these  three  cities,  and  St. 
Paul  will  be  a  second.  The  third  one 
is  likely  to  be  either  Chicago  or  Min- 
neapolis, and  this  will  give  a  compact, 
six  club  circuit,  with  no  very  long 
jumps,  and  with  all  the  cities  far 
enough  north  to  ensure  good  hockey 
weather  for  three  months  in  the  year. 

With  such  a  circuit  the  game  wt>uld 
be  assured  of  financial  success,  and 
next  year  Duluth  will  undoubtedly  see 
some  fast  hockey  games,  such  as  are 
now  being  played  in  the  upper  penin- 
sula. 

The  Duluth  hockey  team  is  now 
planning  a  trip  to  the  Copper  country 
to  meet  some  of  the  high  school  teams 
there  if  the  trip  can  be  arranged.  .  It 
will  give  the  Duluth  Players  an  op- 
portunity to  size  up  the  kind  of  hockey 
that  is  played  in  the  International 
league.

As  was  expected,  the  proposition  to 
make  Duluth  the  permanent  bonspiel  city 
of  the  Northwestern  Curling  association 
was  enthusiastically  indorsed  by  the 
members  of  the  Duluth  Curling  club  at 
the   meeting  held  Saturday  evening. 

The  laat  objection  raised  to  the  plan 
was  removed  by  the  action  of  the  West 
Duluth  curlers,  who  appeared  and  offered 
the  use  of  the  West  Duluth  rink  to  the 
members  of  the  Duluth  club  who  desire 
to  skate  during  the  bonspiel.

In  favor  of  tlie  plan  and  but  three  op- 
posed to  It,  and  on  a  second  vote  it  was 
adopted  unanimously. 

The  action  of  the  club  makes  Duluth 
the  curling  center  of  the  Northwest,  just 
as  Winnipeg  Is  the  curling  center  of 
Western   Canada. 

The  Northwestern  Curling  association's 
bonspiel  will  hereafter  be  known  as  the 
Duluth  bonspiel,  and  It  will  be  held  an- 
nually In  this  city,  being  the  only  affair 
of  the  kind  hold  In  this  iiari  of  the  coun- 
try.

Copper  Country  Baseball 

Delegates  Are  Willing 

to  be  Convinced. 

Late  Trains  Delay  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  North- 
ern League. 


Late  trains  caused  the  meeting  of 
the  Northern  league  magnates,  sched- 
uled for  yesterday  afternoon,  to  be 
postponed  until  today. 

Telegrams  were  received  from  the 
Fargo  and  Grand  Forks  representatives 
that  their  trains  were  several  hours 
late,  aiid  that  they  would  be  unable 
to  arrive  in  tlie  city  before  late  in  the 
evening.       No     formal     meetinfe"     was, 

therefore,  held,  but  the  baseball  situa- 
tion was  informally  discussed  by  those 
who  had  reached  the  city. 

Four  delegates  from  the  Copper 
country  came  up  to  attend  the  meeting. 
They  are  P.  H.  Glass,  John  Pfelffer 
and  Theodore  Hannls  of  Lake  Linden, 
and  John  T.  Cuddlhy  of  Calumet. 

J.  M.  Lamb  of  Winnipeg  was  in  St. 
Paul  and  arrived  in  the  city  without 
the  delay  experienced  by  the  Grand 
Forks  and  Fargo  members.  T,  F. 
Brady  and  John  Wegman  of  Hlbblng 
were  also  in  the  city  to  attend  the 
meeting. 

M.  Stanchfield,  F.  R.  Price,  Mat 
Camitsch,  D.  J.  Laxdal  and  E.  H. 
Kent,  the  Fargo  and  Grand  Forks 
representatives,  arrived  last  evening, 
and  L.  A.  Van  Praagh  also  came  down 
from  Winnipeg. 

The  problem  before  the  representa- 
tives of  the  four  older  cities  in  the 
league  Is  to  convince  the  Copper  coun- 
try men  that  it  is  to  their  best  inter- 
ests to  join  the  Northern  league,  and 
cut   loose  from  upper  peninsula  ball. 

The  Copper  Country  league  is  al- 
ready formed  for  next  season,  and 
<'tTicers  elected.  It  ts  a  four  club  affair, 
including  Iron  Mountain,  Hancock, 
Lake  Linden  and  Calumet,  and  is 
practically  a  "trolley"  league  of  the 
cities,  being  within  a  very  short  dis- 
tance of  each  other.  But  the  towns 
are  small,  with  the  exception  of  Calu- 
met, and  being  but  a  four-club  league, 
thf  Interest  In  the  race  would  be  slight 
compared  with  a  six  or  eight-club 
league.  The  Calumet  and  Lake  Linden 
fans  want  good  ball,  and  an  exciting 
pennant  race,  and  they  are  willing  to 
support  the  team  that  gives  It  to  them. 
The  plan  of  affiliating  with  the  North- 
ern league  is,  therefore,  attractive  to 
them,  and  the  delegates  come  to  Du- 
luth with  a  willingness  to  be  shown 
that  It  is  to  their  advantage  to  come 
Into  the  fold. 

About  the  only  phase  of  the  question 
that  Is  holding  them  back  Is  the  heavy 
transportation  expenses,  and  it  is  on 
this  point  that  the  final  adjustment  is 
likely  to  rest. 

P.  R.  Glass,  who  managed  the  Lake 
Linden  team  last  year,  stated  that  the, 
delegates  were  in  a  receptive  mood. 

"We  are  up  here  to  be  shown,'  he 
said.  "We  came  as  spectators  only 
and  if  we  can  be  shown  that  it  is  to 
our  best  interests  to  affiliate  with  the 
Northern  l#igue,  we  are  willing  to  do 
so.  We  want  to  see  what  they  have 
to  offer,  and  then  we  will  decide 
whether  or  not  it  is  better  than  what 
we  have.  As  far  as  I  am  personally 
concerned  I  like  the  idea,  because  I  be- 
lieve we  would  see  better  ball  and  a 
more  Interesting  race,  but  there  are 
some  difficulties  In  the  way  of  such  a 
league  which  will  have  to  be  over- 
come," 

The  eight-club  league  Is  a  very  un- 
likely proposition.  Hlbblng  Is  un- 
\\illlng  to  come  into  the  league,  and 
the  league  is  not  overly  anxious  to 
have  the  range  town,  which  Is  large 
enough  to  support  a  fast  Independent 
team,  but  hardly  of  the  size  required 
for  a  league  team  playing  every  day 
In  the  week. 

The  delegates  were  entertained  at 
supper  last  evening  at  the  Commercial 
club  by  A.  W.  Kuehnow  and  Edward 
Hazen  of  the  Duluth  club,  and  this 
morning  they  went  into  executive  ses- 
sion.

Butte,  Mont.,  Feb.  5.— The  North 
Butte  Copper  company  has  resumed 
the  raising  of  ore  through  its  own 
shaft,  which  means  that  the  old  output 
of  ore,  1,200  cai's  per  day  and  1,700 
pounds  to  the  car,  has  taken  the  place 
of  between  500  and  600  tons,  the  quan- 
tity hoisted  since  the  engine  was 
wrecked.  Since  the  accident  crews  of 
mechanics  worked  on  it  continuously, 
stopping  at  intervals  only  long  enough 
to  partake  of  meals.  At  first  it  wa^ 
supposed  that  it  would  take  at  least 
ten  days  to  repair  the  damage,  but 
after  the  situation  had  been  thoroughly 
canvassed  the  discovery  was  made  tliat 
the  damage  was  not  so  great  as  it  ap- 
peared. 

During  the  five  days  the  work  Avas 
in  progress  all  of  the  ore  was  raised 
through  the  shaft  of  the  High  Ore,  but 
the  best  that  could  be  done  was  about 
550  tons  a  day,  a  little  more  than  half 
the  quantity  the  company's  own  en- 
gine was  raising  prior  to  the  accident.

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THE  ANTHRACITE 
TRADE  STAGNANT 

Retail    Buyers   in    the 

West   Are  Stocked 

With  Coal. 

Chicago,  Feb.  5. — The  Black  Diamond 
says:  In  the  anthracite  trade  in  the 
West  the  stagnation  in  demand  is  al- 
most as  complete  as  it  was  last  July. 
There  Is  not  a  shipping  company  that 
can  report  it  is  receiving  enougli  or- 
ders to  aljsorb  current  arrivals  of  coal 
from  the  collieries.  The  situation  has 
been  made  worse  by  the  fact  that  the 
demand  in  the  East  has  been  reduced, 
due  to  the  mild  weather  in  that  ter- 
ritory, and  some  coal  from  private 
shippers  which  should  have  been  di- 
verted to  the  West,  where  it  has  been 
sold  at  prices  below  the  circular  basis. 
Eastern  anthracite  shippers  should 
keep  the  situation  well  in  hand,  with 
reference  to  such  rail  markets  as  Chi- 
cago and  Detroit,  because  a  further 
increase  in  the  movement  of  tonnage 
to  these  points  is  almost  certain  to 
mean  a  heavy  loss  to  them.  Reta'l 
buyers  are  stocked  with  coal,  and  hi 
many  instances  they  do  not  have  any 
storage  capacity  left  so  that  ihev  can 
not  take  in  additional  tonnage  evcu 
if  they  are  willing  to  do  so. 

Some  idea  of  the  almost  complete 
paralysis  which  exists  in  connection 
with  the  anthracite  trade  can  be  ob- 
tained when  it  is  known  that  nearly 
two-tiiirds  of  the  collieries  in  the  le- 
glon  were  closed  the  middle  of  last 
week  and  suspended  operations.  This 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  country 
has  been  supplied  with  coal  and  fur- 
ther production  can  not  find  a  reason- 
able outlet.  Storage  facilities  of  the 
producing  companies  In  the  East, 
which  were  short  of  tonnage  tiie  fir.st 
of  the  year,  have  been  .supplied  in  the 
meantime  and  the  accumulated  slocks 
now  probably  are  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  industry  at  this  time  of 
the  year.  Attention  is  called  to  these 
facts  because  they  are  likely  to  have  a 
bearing  on   the  future  negotiations   be-^

"I  note,  with  much  interest,  the  agi- 
tation  that  is  going  on  anent  the  pro- 
posed forest  reserve,  and  also  the  at 
tempt  Vicing  made  at  Washington  b; 
Congressman  Tawney  to  pass  a  bi 
enlarging  the  original  reserve.  We  o 
Bemidjl  are  with  you  in  your  opposi- 
tion to  this  reserve  scheme,  and  we  will 
do  all  we  can  to  knock  out  the  pro- 
po.sed  tying  up  of  several  hundred 
acres  of  land  that  would  make  most 
excellent  homes  for  a  large  number  of 
families  of  other  states,  wJio  are  only 
waiting  for  an  oportunity  to  file  on  the 
land  and  begin  improvements.  The  re- 
cent action  of  some  of  the  promoters  of 
the  reserve  scheme,  in  forging  the  pe- 
tition of  the  Indians  savors  of  crim- 
inal action,  and  they  should  be  prose- 
cuted to  the  fullest  extent  of  the  law. 
The  establishing  of  a  forest  reserve 
would  greatly  retard  the  growth  and 
development  of  the  whole  north  half  of 
the  state,  and  we  of  Bemidjl  are  inter- 
ested when  a  scheme  is  hatched  to  tie 
up  land  that  will  never  be  improved  or 
populated,  except  for  a  few  hours 
each  year  by  a  lot  of  .scientists  oj 
doubtful  value.

Torrcy    and    Alexander 
Begin  Revival   Ser- 
vices in  City. 

Philadelphia,  Feb.  5. — After  a  four 
years'  evangelistic  campaign,  which 
took  them  through  Australia,  India, 
England,  Ireland,  Scotland,  Wales  and 
Canada,  the  Rev.  Reuben  A.  Torrey 
and  Charles  M.  Alexander,  the  re- 
vlvallst.s,  yesterday  began  In  this  city 
an  elaborately  advertl-sed  three 
months'  mission  which  Is  expected  to 
eclips#  any  similar  movement  ever  un- 
dertaken here.  Two  large  meetings 
were  held  In  the  armory  of  the  Second 
regiment,  N.  G.  P..  one  yesterday 
afternoon  and  the  other  la.st  night. 
So  great  was  the  interest  that  several 
thousand  persons  were  unable  to  gain 
admittance  to  the  big  building.  The 
Second  regiment  armory  has  a  seating 
capacity  of  5.5o0.  but  before  the  hour 
set  for  the  opening  of  the  afternoon  '  Srowth 
meetings,  the  door  had  to  be  closed.  ■  tween  the 
There  were  no  formalities  in  beginning 
the  services.  Mr.  Alexander  opened 
the  meeting  by  having  the  choir  of 
600  voices  sing  hymns,  after  which 
Mr.  Torrey  delivered  a  sermon,  taking 
his  text  from  Proverbs  xl.  30,  "He 
that  winneth  souls  is  wise."  Before 
the  meeting  closed  ten  persons  in  the 
audience  aro.se  and  professed  religion. 

Afternoon  and  evening  meeting  will 
be  held  daily  except  Saturdays.  A 
choir  o{  about  3.000  voices  has  been 
provided.  600  being  present  at  each 
meeting.  Besides  the  singers,  about 
400  clergymen  and  others  have  volun- 
teered to  do  personal  work  among  the 
people  or  aci  as  u><hers.  During  the 
period  of  the  revival  noon  day  meet- 
ings will  be  conducted  for  the  benefit 
of  business  men  and  meetings  will  also 
be  held  in  large  industrial  establish- 
ments.

Curley  left   home  six  years  ago,   .ray- 
ing he   was  going  to   Duluth,   where  he 
had   secured   work.

Curley  was  an  odd  character.  When  j 
a  boy  he  entered  the  army,  but  his 
parents  brought  him  home.  Later  he 
enlisted  In  the  navy  under  the  name  <if 
Hughes,  In  order  th.at  his  parents 
might  not  discover  him.  He  .served 
through  the  Civil  war  and  was  pro-

If  the  money  from  the  sale  of  the  wa- 
ter and  light  bonds  Is  to  be  available  at 
once  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  issue  to 
secure  the  indersemenf  of  a  majority  of 
all  the  voters  casting  ballots  at  the  com- 
ing election,  in  spite  of  the  opinion  of  the 
city  attorney  that  only  a  majority  of 
the  voters  voting  on  the  issue  w  ill  be  nec- 
essary. 

Tlie  election  law  leaves  it  open  for  de- 
bate whether  a  majority  oi"  all  the  votes 
ciist  or  a  majority  of  those  cast  on  the 
bond  i.«sue  is  required,  and  while  the  city 
attorney  and  a  number  of  other  lawyers 
in  the  city  incline  to  the  latter  view, 
there  is  enough  of  a  question  regarding 
the  point  to  make  it  doubtful  If  the 
bonds  could  be  sold  witlioul  a  majority 
of  all  the  votes  cast  ai  the 'elect  ion.  The 
attornevs  for  the  bond  buyers  would  in 
all  proi)ability  he.sitate  about  endorsing 
the  bond?  as  legal  if  only  a  majority  of 
the  ballots  in  the  lavendar  boxea  were 
secured. 

The  hoard  of  water  and  light  commis- 
sioners   in    its    annual    report    which    will 


ssue    is    voted.    It    does 
-an  that  all  of  the  bonds 


probably  be  fikd  with  the  council  this 
evening  indorse^^  the  bond  issue,  and 
Ftate.«  that  It  has  no  other  means  of  rais- 
ing the  money  for  some  improvements 
which  are  practJCBlly  a  necessity. 

The  board  is  upiiig  the  two  pumps  at 
Lakewood  all  c»f  the  time,  and  if  one  of 
I  hem  should  brealt  down  theii-  would  be 
danger  from  lack  of  sufficient  water  pres- 
sure if  a  fire  siiould  start  in  the  city. 
The  entire  city  would,  moreover,  be  great- 
ly hampered  if  one  of  the  pumps  were 
put  out  of  commission  from  any  cause 
lor   more   than   a   few    hours. 

The  gas  holder' is  also  inadequate,  and 
a  new  one  must  be  built  at  once.  These 
two  improvements  are  of  interest  to  all 
of  the  property  owners  of  the  city,  and 
the  only  way  tlie  water  board  can  get 
the  money  to  make  them  is  through  the 
bond  issue. 

If  the  entire  issue  i 
not  necessarily  mea 
will  be  sold.  T^>*  council  will  only  dis- 
pose of  the  bonds  ffn  the  recommendation 
of  the  water  l>oard,  and  the  local  board 
will  not  indorse  any  extensions  until  tlie 
necessar>'  guarantee  has  been  secured. 

Should  the  issue  secure  only  a  majority 
of  the  lavendar  ballots  the  ipsue  will  be 
contested,  and  the  only  way  left  for  the 
city  to  secure  the  money  for  the  Im- 
jiroveme.nts  needed  will  be  through  a 
special  election.  Such  an  election  will 
cost  the  city  about  i5.{KK>,  so  that  it  is 
to  the  interest  of  every  taxpayer  to  record 
his  choice  either  for  or  against  the  issue. 
If  the  issue  is  defeated  that  will  settle 
it  and  If  it  carries  by  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast,  it  will  save  tlie  expense  of 
a  special   election.

Northern  League  Clubs 
Can  Pay  Larger  Sal- 
aries This  Year. 


Chances  Bright  for  Amal- 
gamation With  Copper 
Country  Towns. 


Railroad  rates,  the  salary  limit,  and 
the  gruaranty,  have  been  occupying  the 
atlentlDM  of  the  Northern  league  mag- 
rates  during  the  morning  and  early 
part  of  the  afternoon. 

Matters  have  been  talked  over  In  an 
informal  manner,  and  the  regular,  for- 
mal meeting  of  the  league  was  not  due 
to  be  called  to  order  until  3  o'clock  this 
afternoon. 

All  of  the  delegates  expected,  arrived 
with  Ihv  exception  of  the  president,  E. 
H.  Kent  of  Grtind  Forks,  who  was  un- 
able to  get  here. 

The  .salary  limit  is  likely  to  be  raised 
this  year.  Last  .season  the  clubs  had 
to  keep  under  the  limit  of  $860  a  month, 
anil  this  was  for  the  most  part,  rigidly 
eliforced.  This  year  there  Is  talk  of 
raising  the  limit  to  $l,Oi>0  a  month.  This 
would  alltiw  an  extra  man  to  he  car- 
lied,  atid  would  have  a  little  addition- 
al salary  for  the  other  players,  en- 
ablitig  th<>  managers  to  secure  and  hold 
belter  players.  The  raise  of  $140  In  the 
salary  limit  should  mean  belter  and 
faster  ball  for  tho  league  this  season, 
and  if  the  limit  is  enforced  It  should 
not  prove  excessive  for  any  of  the 
clubs  in  the  i«roposed  league. 

Th-'  <4uestioii  of  the  guaranty  was 
also  tak'ii  up,  and  It  will  probably  re- 
main the  -satntj  as  last  year,  $J0  for 
gjod  weather,  and  $40  for  games  called 
off  on  accou!U  ol  rain. 

The  league  has  been  able  to  secure 
aome  very  favorable  rales  from  the 
railroads  this  year.  The  Great  North- 
ern and  Xorthi^ru  Pacific  roads  have 
offered  the  .same  rates  as  last  year, 
two  cents  ti  mile,  and  the  South  Shore' 
road  is  .said  to  liave  made  a  .Mtill  bel- 
ter offer,  glvini?  a  very  reasoiKi])le  rate 
between  Dululli  and  »,'alumet  for  the 
ball  players. 

The  chief  topic  of  interest,  of

The 
truce  was  not  hroughl  about  by  din>ct 
neg'>tiatlons  between  H.  11.  Rogers 
president  of  the  Amalgamated,  and 
F.  Augustus  Helnze.  iiresident  of  the 
United  Copper  company,  though  Inti- 
mate friends  of  both  knew  that  ihe  ex- 
liemely  bitter  feeling  which  Is  gen- 
t-rally supposed  to  exist  between  the 
two  has  been  materially  mitigated,  not 
to  say  sufficiently  v.  iju'd  out  to  pi-r- 
ndt  of  their  meeting  together  in  a 
friendly  spirit.  The  negotiations  have 
been  conducted  by  parties  affiliated 
with  the  Standard  <>ll  company.  ..i 
syndicate  was  formed,  and  its  efforts 
have  been  crowned  with  success. 

Helnze  has  agreed  to  part  with  con- 
trol of  the  United  company  at  a  very 
iiubstantlal  price.  Weeks  ago  he  told 
bis  friends  thai  they  could  safely  hold 
the  st«»ck  for  at  least  75— and  he  has 
made  good;  the  stoek  today  went  two 
I)(. lilts  .>ver  that  mark.

The  great  Cedar  Island  lake  land 
fight  before  the  Duluth  land  officials, 
began  this  morning,  and  it  la  likely 
that  there  will  be  plenty  of  fighting 
before  the  matter  Is  finally  cleared  up. 
Among  those  who  appear  as  attorneys 
in  the  case  are  J.  L.  Washburn,  C.  W. 
Wll.son,  P.  H.  Seymour,  F.  L.  Bannon 
and  others.  The  Cedar  Island  lake 
contests  have  been  going  on  for  years, 
and  nmch  bitterness  of  feeling  has  been 
arou.sed.  Private  suits  and  personal 
damage  suits  have  arisen  in  connec- 
tion with  the  affair,  probably  the  most 
notable  being  that  of  W.  H.  Shea,  one 
of  the  squatters,  against  the  Cloquet 
Lumber  company,  which  suit  was  for 
$r>,0U0  for  ejectment  from  the  land  on 
which  he  was  squatting,  and  for  false 
Imprisonment.  He  secured  heavy  dam- 
ages In  the  affair.  The  contests  have 
gone  through  the  local  land  office,  the 
general  land  office  at  Washington  and 
all  of  the  United  States  courts,  clear 
lo  the  supreme  court. 

The  groundwork  of  the  whole  fight  Is 
the  matter  of  an  alleged  mistake  In 
the  original  Howe  survey.  The  Howe 
survey  was  made  <iulle  a  number  of 
years  ago,  and  a  number  of  people 
s»iualled  on  the  land.  Fault  was  found 
with  the  survey,  and  the  Fai.son  sur- 
vey was  then  made,  which  established 
that  between  57-17  and  58-17  a  consider- 
able erroneous  swerve  In  the  line  had 
occurred  In  the  Howe  survey,  and  that 
according  to  the  new  and  allegedly 
correct  line,  a  large  strip  of  land,  sup- 
posed to  have  been  in  tho  58-17,  really 
belonged  to  57-17.  This  strip  ot  land 
was  what  caused  the  dispute,  and  lies 
within  the  original  meander  line  of  the 

lake. 

The  contest  Is  for  three  .separate 
parcels  of  land,  the  first  of  which  con- 
tains lots  4  and  0.  in  section  3,  and  lots 
9  and  16,  In  section  4.  all  in  57-17.  W.

The  best  vay  to  treat  a  heckler  at  a 
political  meeting  is  undoubtedly  lo  humor 
him.  not  m  the  sense  of  tempting  him  to 
continue  his  puisuit,  but  in  that  of  re- 
ducing him  to  silence  by  a  witty  sally, 
a  course  that  rarely  fails  to  Imd  favor 
with  the  other  members  of  the  audience, 
sa>s    London    Tit-Bits. 

There  are  occasions,  of  course,  on  which 
the  candidate  finds  himself  in  hopeless 
difficulties  when  .seeking  for  a  retort.  For 
Uistance,  soine  years  ago  Mr.  ^Villis  was 
oraiing  at  the  top  of  his  voice  In  a  most 
strenuous  niinner,  and  happened  to  use 
the  well  worn  phrase  froni  "David  Cop- 
perfleld,"  'Barkis  is  wiUin',"  when  a  man 
at  the  back  of  the  hall  bawled  out,  "No, 
Willis  Is  barkin',"  the  laugh  being  against 
the  politician. 

One  is  hound  to  admit,  however,  that  a 
ready  witted  candidate  has  frequently  ex- 
tricated himself  from  a  desperate  situa- 
tion in  the  most  trlumpliant  manner  when 
other  men  would  have  been  covered  with 
confusion.

a  very  bad  breath." 

It  is  a  strange  circumstance  that. where- 
as candidates  can  perpetrate  veritable 
herds  of  "bulls"  without  exciting  the  re- 
tort uncourteou.s  from  the  heckler,  the 
same  individual  regards  a  quotation  de- 
livered in  a  language  other  than  his  own 
with  feelings  similar  to  those  entertained 
by  another  species  of  bull  when  a  red 
rag   comes    within    his    range    of    vision. 

When  at  the  general  election  of  1300 
the  chairman  of  an  overllow  meeting  at 
Burnley  remarked  that  many  of  our  brave 
soldiers  were  sent  to  the  front  "without 
a  pair  of  trou.seis  to  their  l>acks,  "  his  re- 
mark failed  to  bring  fortii  a  comment 
from  the  heckler,  while  the  statement 
of  a  platforni  speaker  at  Chipping  Nor- 
ton, about  the  same  time,  to  the  effect 
that  the  Unionist  candidate  had  "laid 
down  his  lite  for  his  country,  and  ex- 
pected to  be  returned  by  a  large  ma- 
jority," was  received  with  tumultuous 
applause. 

Why  such  remarks  as  these  should  not 
be  commented  upon,  when  so  many  oth- 
ers, far  less  provocative  of  interpolation, 
should  be  seized  upon,  it  is  difficult  to 
say;  but  there  are  occasions,  such  as  that 
upon  which  Sir  Lewis  Molesworth  in- 
formed the  electorate  of  Bodmin  that 
"Home  Rule  is  only  dead  so  long  as  we 
keep  it  alive,"  when  the  nature  of  the 
remark  temporarily  deprives  the  heckler 
of  his  breathing  capacity. 

With  regard  to  the  foreign  quotation 
Interpolation,  probablj'  no  more  effec- 
tive way  of  dealing  wltu  it  could  be 
devised  than  that  resorted  to  recently 
at  a  transatluntic  political  meeting, 
when  J.  H.  Hawthornwaite,  a  Lanca- 
shire born  man.  though  a  member  of 
the  British  Columbian  legislature.  In- 
nocently let  drop  a  Latin  quotation, 
with  the  usual  result  that  he  was  ad- 
monished to  "talk  to  us  in  a  language 
we  can  understand;"  wltereupon.  with- 
out  a   moment's   liesi  ation,    he    turned 


to  the  heckler  and  made  the  hall  re- 
sound to  a  stentorian  cry  of  "Hee- 
haw! Hee-haw  I"  When  the  convul- 
sion of  laughter  had  subsided,  the 
speaker  completed  his  adversary's  dis- 
comfiture by  quietly  adding:  "I  re- 
gard it  as  a  duty  to  oblige  my  friends 
to   the   best  of  my  ability." 

Although  the  sledgehammer  retort  is 
very  effective  in  quelling  the  contu- 
macious heckler,  it  can  scarcely  be 
expected  to  earn  tlie  vote  of  the  vic- 
tim, whereas  the  gentle  answer  that 
turneth  away  wrath  undoubtedly  has 
tliat  pleasing  effect  .-it  timer..  TIim 
Right  Hon.  John  Morley  is  one  of  tho 
few  political  speakers  who  can  quell 
a  heckler  with  a  smiling  retort  as  ef- 
fectively as  the  smiling  Campbell  of 
Monzie,  wiio,  wlien  he  asked  an  Edin- 
burg  burgess  to  vote  for  him  and  re- 
ceived the  angry  answer.  ■Vote  for 
you!  I'd  sooner  vote  for  .Satan  him- 
sel',"  sweetly  replied,  "Yes,  but  if 
your  friend  doesn't  stand,  may  1  de- 
pend upon  your  support'.'"  a.  remark 
that    earned    him   a    stanch    adherent. 

A  short  time  ag  ,  win  n  Mr.  Morley 
was  speaking  at  Montrose,  a  heckler 
demanded  permission  to  put  an  impor- 
tant question  to  tne  right  honorable 
gentleman,  that  turned  out  to  be: 
"Wliy  doesn't  he  play  golf?'  in  an- 
swer to  which  the  sitting  me:..ber 
promptly  retorted.  "I  don't  think  I'm 
old  enough  to  begin  yet."  a  statement 
tliat  excited  much  hilarity  and  put 
the  audience  on  excellent  terms  with 
the   speaker. 

That  success,  however,  does  not  .al- 
ways rest  witli  llie  candidate  was 
clearly  indicated  when  J.  Balfour 
Browne,  K.  C,  was  recently  speakinjf 
in  Dumfriesshire  and  an  elector  re- 
marked: "Had  we  not  better  utilize 
our  own  resources  to  the  full  by  allow- 
ing labor  and  capital  free  .access  to 
the  land  of  our  country  Instead  of  at- 
tempting to  bolster  up  certain  indus- 
tries at  tlie  expense  of  tlie  others?" 

.Said  the  canuldate  with  emphasis: 
"I  do  not  follow  the  question.  It 
sounds  like  a  question  taken  from  a 
book  on  political  economy,  the  au- 
thor  of   which    did    not    know    much." 

Then  did  the  heckler  lift  up  his 
voice  a  second  time  and  remark:  "It 
Is  taken  from  your  own  valuable  book, 
Mr.    Browne,    on    fiscal    reform." 

The  situation  In  which  Mr.  Browne 
found  liiinself  was  not,  perhaps,  par- 
ticularly desirable,  but  it  might  have 
been  worse.  Candidate;  will  recall 
with  a  shudder,  for  Instance,  that  ter- 
rible moment  when  a  speaker,  wish- 
ing to  emphasize  his  strict  regard  for 
the  truth,  remarked  that  in  his  youth 
he  had  been  thrashed  for  telling  it, 
when  from  the  back  of  the  hall  was 
wafted  through  the  atmosphere  the 
cutting  comment.  ""1  guess  it"s  cured 
yer,  gouv'nor.'"

Philadelphia  Bulletin:  "Physicians," 
.said  one  of  them,  "are  not  mercenary. 
They  could  m.".ke  oceans  of  money  if 
they  cared  to  stoop  a  little;  but  they 
remain  upright.

"Yes.  Delarmel's  barking  cat.  You 
know  Delarmel,  the  French  laryng- 
ologist?      No?

Varying  News  Tends  to  Give  Wheat  a 
Steady  Tone. 

Chicago,  Feb.  5.— News  favorable  to  the 
bulls  was  countt'rbalar.ced  by  news  fav- 
orable to  llie  bears  and  as  a  result  a 
Steady  tone  prevailed  in  the  wheat  mar- 
ket here  today.  The  bullish  news  was 
strong  cables  and  reports  of  zero  weather 
In  Kansa.'<  and  Nel)raska.  Factc)rs  favor- 
ing the  bears  w<^re  a  libtral  increase  in 
the  amount  of  breadstuff  on  passage  and 
an  excess  in  the  world's  shijiments  for 
the  week  compared  with  the  correspond- 
ing week  of  a  year  ago.

The  campaign  was  begun  when  the 
milk  ordinance  was  passed  by  the 
council  last  spring,  and  whether  this 
was  the  cause  or  not.  the  number  of 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  has  shown  a 
big  decrease  during  the  last  few- 
months. 

Another  step  was  to  have  the  branch 
laboratory  established  here,  and  now 
the  health  department  and  Inspectors, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  laboratory, 
are  Inaugurating  a  campaign  of  public- 
ity to  educate  the  people  of  the  city  to 
the  proper  treatment  of  tuberculosis 
from  a  sanitary  standpoint.  The  de- 
partment is  loath  to  place  the  disease 
in  the  category  of  diphtheria  and  scar- 
let fever,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to 
accomplish  by  persuasion  and  public 
sentiment,  what  might  be  called  for 
under  stringent  rules  of  the  health  de- 
partment.

The  following  article  on  tuberculosis 
and  its  care,  was  perpared  by  physi- 
cians in  charge  of  the  laboratory  and 
the  health  department,  for  publication: 

Tuberculosis  l.s  so  widespread  at  the 
present  time,  and  so  much  is  written 
about  it  that  anything  further  In  the 
way  of  comment  seems  superflous.  Still 
we  are  constantly  looking  at  all  great 
problems  from  a  distance.  It  is  our 
desire  to  bring  a  consideration  of  the 
problem  of  this  great  disease,  to  our 
own  city  of  Duluth,  and  to  show  the 
danger  it  Imposes  upon  our  own  (  tl- 
zens.  the  obstacles  it  constantly  af- 
!  fords  to  our  economic  and  social  ad- 
I  vancement. 

]  It  Is^iot  a  new  dl.sease.  It  has  been 
a  menace  to  the  happiness  of  mankind 
I  as  far  back  as  authentic  history  exists. 
Hippocrates  and  Galen  both  wrote  upon 
lit  many  years  before  Christ,  and  the 
'  former's  classical  rlesorlptlon  of  tlie 
[consumptive   inclividual   has   not   been 


iniprt)ved  on  since.  I'nder  the  name  of 
the  White  Plague  It  devasted  contin- 
ental Europe  in  successive  death 
marches.  Today  we  are  pleased  to 
state  that  such  plagues  do  not  exist. 
The  disease  does  not  visibly  spread 
and  count  Its  victims  as  of  yore,  but  it 
is  more  insidious.  Its  results,  how- 
ever,  arc  almost  as   dl.sastrous. 

According  to  conservative  estimates 
from  a  tenth  to  a  fifth  of  all  deaths 
are  due  to  tuberculosis. 

Six  thousand  people  die  annually  in 

Pennsylvania  with  the  disease,  and 
6f'.0<>J  die  annually  in  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  from  a  similar  cause.  There 
are  single  blocks  of  tenement  hou.ses 
in  New  Y'ork  city  today  which  harbor 
250  living  victims  of  the  diseise.  Is 
this  spectacle,  then,  not  worthy  of  our 
most  earnest  attention  and  careful 
study. 

Nobody  Is  exempt  from  this  disease, 
but  certain  factors  Influence  its  Incep- 
tion as  well  as  modify  its  course  after 
it  is  produced.  We  will  consider,  first, 
age.  In  the  young,  under  20,  it  is  more 
prone  to  affect  the  bones  and  the 
glands.  In  the  adult  the  more  com- 
mon infection  Is  of  the  lungs,  giving 
us  what  Is  cotnmonly  known  as  con- 
sumption, more  scientifically  .^peaking, 
phthisis  pulmonalls,  which  means  liter- 
ally a  wasting  of  the  lungs. 
•  •  • 
In  a  general  way  certain  occupations 
arc  said  to  favor  the  disea.se  more 
than  others.  For  example,  those  voca- 
tions demanding  work  in  closely  con- 
fined places,  dusty  atmosphere,  poor 
hygienic  surroundings  are  more  con- 
ducive to  conditions  which  harbor  the 
disease. 

No  race  Is  exempt,  but  the  Jews  are 
i,ald  to  be  relatively  immune.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  negro  and  the  AmerU 
can  Indian  seem  to  afford  easy  vic- 
tims. 

A  great  many  animals  are  scourged 
as  well  as  mankind,  but  those  which 
most  Immediately  concern  us  are  those 
among  whom  we  are  ft>rced  to  live  and 
upon  whom  we  depeiid  for  certain  of 
our  necessities  of  life.  The  cow  is 
quite  susceptible.  The  horse  slightly 
less  so.  Pigs  are  frequently  attacked 
although  the  flesh  contains  few  of  the 
germs  of  the  disease.  Chickens  are 
sometimes  carried  away  !n  ^eal  num- 
l>*^rs   by   epidemics,     in   contrast,     the 


goat  and  sheep  are  quite  free  from  at- 
tacks. 

This   brings    up     a     very    interesting 
point   concerni   ngwhich   the   laity   have 
certain  fixed  ideas  of     their    own.     We 
commonly  hear  it  stated  that  consump- 
tion  la  inherited,   and  certain   families 
are  pointed  out  as  victims  of  the  wiatii 
of    the    di.sease.      Modern    science    has 
given  up  this  idea  to  a  certain  extent,  | 
and    substituted   for   it   a   more    logical  i 
theory.     It  is  true  that  certain  families  j 
.seem  to  offer  regular  victims.    Perhaps  ; 
in  a  lew   rare  instances  very  young  in-  j 
fants    may    be    said    to    "inherit"      the  | 
di.sease,  but  instead  of  actually  inherit-  | 
ing  the  disease,    we  believe  that   most 
inherit   certain   very  strong  predisposi- 
tions  to   It.     Many   times    members   of 
such    families   are    forced    to   live   con- 
stantly In  association  with  others  who 
have  the  disease,  or    after     those  dear 
ones  have  died,  they  live  In  the  same 
old  contaminated  quarters. 

How  Is  the  body  affected  by  the 
disease?  It  Is  commonly  inferred  that 
tuberculosis  only  affects  the  lungs  and 
it  Is  then  spoken  of  a.s  consumption  as 
before  stated.  True  the  lungs  are  oy 
far  the  most  frequent  organ  of  the 
body  involved,  particularly  In  the 
adult,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that 
there  is  no  organ  in  the  body  which  is 
entirely  immune.  The  bones,  joints, 
gland.s. portions  of  the  eye,  membranes 
of  the  brain,  and  kidneys  all  are  in- 
volved and  in  the  skin  we  see  the  wtU- 
known  Infection  known  as  lupus. 
Sometimes  it  Involves  all  the  tl.ssues  of 
the  body  and  the  process  Is  then  known 
as  miliary  tuberculosis,  so  called  be- 
cause the  little  nodules  found  in  tho 
tissues  resemble  a  millet  seed. 

When  we  look  for  the  cause  of  al! 
this  process  so  destructive  to  human 
life,  we  find  no  fearful  looking  dragon 
or  devastating  nKJiister,  but  a  very 
little  organism  midway  between  plant 
and  aminal  life,  and  we  call  this  tho 
bacillus  of  tuberculosis.  It  Is  so  small 
that  the  highest  power  microscopes 
under  the  most  favorable  conditions 
only  make  it  visible.  To  its  identifica- 
tion and  discovery  we  are  indebted  to 
Koch,  tiiat  great  master  scientist  who 
published  his  first  studies  on  the  dis- 
ease in  1S82.  Many  advances  have 
since  been  made  in  a  study  of  the  re- 
sults of  the  growth  of  the  organism 
in  the  body,  but  no  one  has  since  In-- 
proved  on  his  methods  and  technique 
in  demonstrating  the  presence  of  the 
germ.  We  will  now  attempt  to  state 
v\here  the  bacillus  is  found. 

Instead  of  ntating  immediately  that 
It  occurs  in  the  air.  the  dust.  In  the 
food  we  eat,  in  public  conveyances,  and 
the  apartments  where  we  live,  I  would 
say  that  the  great  mass  of  all  tuber- 
cular germs  living  today,  are  unwel- 
come guests  within  the  bodies  of  tnat 
fatal  army,  who  have  not  yet  £,one 
but  will  go  to  maintain  those  statistics, 
namely  "one  tenth  of  all  who  die,  die 
of  tuberculosis." 

Bacillus  tuberculosis  Is  almost  omni- 
present, but  Its  life  outside  the  body 
is  relatively  short.  Even  In  the  most 
hidden  recesses,  where  dampness  and 
uncleanllness  abound  supreme,  they 
probably  would  not  live  at  the  outside 
more  than  a  year.  Actual  expeerlments 
show  that  the  germ  Itself  succumbs  to 
sunlight,  rather  readily.  Five  per  ceAl 
carbolic  acid  kills  it  in  one  half  a  Kilu- 
ute. 

Therefore  the  only  reasonable  lufar 
is  that  we  are  const  intly  adding  futl 
to  the  flre.  We  must  believe  today  tha'. 
could  every  living  maiv  woman  or 
child,  who  has  the  'i'lsease,  destroy 
every  tubercule  ger.n  which  the  body 
harbors,  i>io<iuc0fS  of  excretes,  that  all 
animals  ^^ho  have  the  disease  could  b3 
contrrTiled    or    killed,    that    the    disease 

woQld  "cease  to  exist." 

•     •     * 

Tl»*  question  naturally  arise.-  since 
i  have  said  the  bacillus  Is  omnipreai 


ent.  "why  don't  we  all  get  it?"  The 
answer  comes  that  most  of  us  do  get 
it.  Autopsies  upon  the  dead,  show  us 
that  fcO  per  -cent  show  tubercular 
lesions  of  some  kind  'n  ^me  part  of 
the  body,  many  times  where  no  evi- 
dence of  the  disease  existed  during 
life.  It  means  that  tuberculous  bacilli 
are  constantly  entering  our  system.  If 
we  are  strong,  healthy,  vigorous,  we 
will  throw  off  or  check  the  process. 
On  the  other  hand  if  we  have  the 
family  predisposition  before  men- 
tioned, if  we  live  unhygenically  among 
poor  working  and  living  surroundings, 
we  finally  succumb.  Like  the  famous 
camel,  it  is  the  la.st  straw  w  hich  breaks 
down  our  resistance.  Looking  at  the 
subject  as  a  whole,  we  may  classify 
the  sources  of  the  germ  under  two 
great  heads:  the  bodies  of  living 
patients  and  animals  sick  with  the 
disease,   and  all   olher  sources. 

A.  Everybody  who  has  tuberculosis 
should  know  it.  First  in  order  that 
treatment  may  be  Instituted  in  time 
to  do  them  some  good  and  secondly  in 
order  to  protect  their  fellow  men.  Our 
course  then  is  very  evident.  Anybody 
who  suspects  a  possibility  of  having 
tuberculosis  should  be  carefully  ex- 
amined by  his  family  physician.  Those 
who  fancy  they  are  predisposed  to  the 
disease  should  seek  employment  under 
the  most  favorable  circumstances. 
They  should  endeavor  by  every  means 
in  their  power  to  keep  their  bodies  in 
the  very  best  phy.''ical  condition.  Since 
cows  are  about  the  only  domestic 
animal  apt  to  furnish  us  with  sources 
of  the  disease,  it  is  most  es.sentlal  that 
the  greatest  care  should  be  exercised 
in  choosing  our  milk  supplies  and  that 
our  meats  should  be  carefully  in- 
spected. I  shall  speak  further  of  this 
in  speaking  of  the  work  of  our  city 
board  of  health. 

B.  We  hear  a  great  deal  nowadays 
of  the  danger  of  street  cars,  sleeping 
cars,  public  hotels,  and  such.  But  the 
dissemination  and  in  fact  the  con- 
tagion of  tlie  disease  is  largely  a  per- 
sonal matter.  The  great  value  of  our 
sanitaria  for  the  cure  of  consumptives 
has  been  two-fold.  First,  the  im- 
provement and  cure  of  the  patient,  but 
secondly,  and  of  more  importance,  the 
education  as  to  personal  hygiene. 
Everyone  of  tho.se  people  who  go  back 
to  their  homes  after  a  course  of  treat- 
ment become  missionaries  of  cleanlK 
ness.  They  know  how  to  dispose  of 
their  sputum  and  discharges  of  the 
body.  They  are  taught  to  live  with- 
out endangering  members  of  their  own 

households.  ^ 

id     *      * 

One  of  the  simplest  methods  of  dis- 
posing of  sputum,  which  so  frequently 
contaminates  the  atmosphere,  Is  to 
have  the  patient  carry  with  him  a  roll 
of  ordinary  gauze,  perhaps  a  yard 
long,  and  four  inches  wide.  Upon  this 
gauze  he  casts  his  spittal.  As  he  does 
so,  he  rolls  it  inside  the  gauze,  thus  as 
it  increases  and  he  uses  it  through  the 
day,  he  comes  to  have  two  rolls,  not 
unlike  the  old-fashioned  scroll.  At 
the  end  of  the  day,  the  whole  is  cast 
into  the  fire  and  burnt.  Any  cloth- 
ing which  he  wears  or  contaminates, 
is  most  carefuly  boiled  and  cleaned 
before  anybody  else  handles  or  wears 
it.  He  sees  that  his  dishes  are  kept 
separate,  and  always  cleaned  and 
boiled  before  axiybody  else  uses  them. 

When  we  estimate  that  an  ordinary 
consumptive  patient  with  free  ex- 
Tpectoration  casts  forth  from  his  lungs 
several  billion  bacilli  a  day,  we  will 
agree  that  these  simple  precautions 
are  by  no  means  visionary. 

Every  room  In  which  the  tuberculous 
patient  has  lived  should  be  fully  and 
caif.fully  fumigated  before  any  other 
occupant  enters  It.  No  greater  argu- 
ment for  this  need  be  advanced  than 
to  look  at  certain  houses  In  our  larg^ 
cities,  notably  New  York.  Corta3h  of 
then,  are  known  as  plague  hCuses.     It 


has  been  known  that  whole  families 
have  succumbed  to  the  disease  within 
thtir  walls.  Families  with  beautiful 
children  have  gone  to  take  their  places, 
and  within  a  few  short  months  they 
have  been  taken  out  as  corpses. 
•     •     * 

Now,  what  are  we  doing?  Boards  of 
health  all  over  the  country  have  been 
attacking  this  problem  with  the  very 
greatest  vigor.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
the  past  two  decades  have  given  re- 
sults that  augur  well  for  the  future. 
The  death  rate  of  tuberculosis  is  slowly 
and  constantly  decreasing.  Here  In 
Duluth  our  city  board  has  kept  the 
pace.  Every  cow  furnishing  milk  for 
city  use  has  been  tuberculin  tested. 
Any  cow  showing  evidence  of  the  dis- 
ease has  been  killed.  We  would  ask 
our  citizens  to  co-operate  in  this  matter 
and  help  us  in  every  way.  It  is  our 
hope  in  a  short  time  to  have  every  case 
of  tuberculosis  existing  In  this  city 
known  to  us.  At  the  pre.sent  time  any- 
body requesting  to  have  his  house  or 
rooms  fumigated  may  readily  have  it 
done.  We  trust  that  it  will  not  become 
necessary  to-  make  such  precautions 
compulsory.  In  our  laboratorj,  re- 
cently established  as  a  branch  of  the 
state  board  of  health,  we  are  ready  at 
all  times  to  aid  and  assist  the  phy- 
sicians and  citizens  in  establishing  the 
diagnosis  In  suspected  cases;  by  exam- 
ining specimens  of  the  sputum;  by  ex- 
amining our  milk  supply,  and  being  as 
useful  as  possible.  If  you  have  tuber- 
culosis, or  think  you  have  it,  don't  at- 
tempt to  conceal  that  fact.  As  has 
been  said  before.  It  is  all  important,  not 
only  to  you,  but  to  your  neighbor.  Sup- 
pose we  grant  that  you  do  have  it.  You 
are  not  doomed  to  everlasting  despair. 
When  I  stated  that  8o  per  cent  of  all 
autopsies  showed  that  tubercular 
lesions  existed  at  some  time,  this 
.should  have  aroused  your  Interest.  It 
means  that  there  are  n\any  more  cures 
than  deaths.  Therefore.  If  these  cures 
I  have  obtained,  why  not  in  your  case? 
No  doubt  the  millennium  when  no 
'  tubercle  germs  shall  exist  is  many 
i  decades,  perhaps  centuries,  ahead,  but 
!  I  think  it  is  very  evident  that  this  can 
'  only  be  attained  by  concerted  action. 
i  Knowing  that  every  case  of  tubercu- 
1  losis  is  prolific  source  of  others,  we 
i  must  concentrate  our  endeavors  to  pre- 
vent -further  spread.

GEN.  LINEVITCH 

Gen.  Grodekoff  to  Com- 
mand Russian  Forces 
in  the  East. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  6.— Reports 
which  have  been  In  circulation  for  sev- 
eral days  to  the  effect  that  Gen.  Grode- 
koff, who  was  governor  of  the  Amur 
territory  during  the  Boxer  uprising  and 
\\ho  became  noted  for^  his  ruthless 
measures  in  restoring  order  in  the 
Amur  region  and  in  Manchuria,  will 
be  appointed  viceroy  of  the  Far  East, 
with  command  of  land  and  sea  forces, 
are  seml-authoriatively  confirmed. 
Gen.  Grodekoff  who  is  62  years  old  and 
a  member  of  the  council  of  the  empire, 
left  St.  Petersburg  last  week  for  Har- 
bin. Gen.  Linevitch,  the  commander  of 
the  Manchurian  armies,  will  probably 
retire.  His  name  has  been  mentioned 
in  connection  with  the  viceroyally  of 
the  Caucasua,- 

The  Xove  Vremya  today  eontliiued 
its  revelations  in  regard  to'  the  Im- 
portations of  arms  into  Finland.  The 
paper  declared  it  had  evidence  that  the 
radical  organization  m  Finland  was 
preparing  for  open  war  in  support  of 
the  next  outbreak  of  the  Russian  revo- 
lutionists. Xot  only  were  well  armed 
infantry  forces  being  drilled,  but 
horses  were  being  trained  for  cavalry 
and  artillery  service  and  shells  for  field 
artillery   were  being  Imported. 

The  statements  of  the  Xovoe  Vremya 
are  undoubtedly  correct  so  far  as  th»j 
Finnish  extremists  are  concerned  but 
the  Xationalists  and  even  the  Social 
Democrats  organization  disclaim  any 
connection  or  even  sympathy  with  vio- 
lent measures.

X'one  of  the  passengers  who  escaped 
witii  their  lives  were  seriously  Injured. 
The  passenger  train  passed  through 
Austin,  about  eight  miles  west  of  Hel- 
ena, on  time.  Following  it  was  a  long 
freight  train,  made  up  of  box  and  flat 
cars,  loaded  with  lumber  and  shingles. 
At  Austin  the  engine  was  uncoupled 
from  the  freight  to  take  water,  and 
the  train  was  left  standing  on  the 
track.  There  is  a  steep  grade  east  oi" 
Austin,  and  by  somemeans  the  freight 
train  got  started  down  the  hill. 

The  passenger  train,  when  it  arrived 
at  the  Montana  Central  ciossing, 
stopped  when  the  engineer  heard  a 
sound  behind  him  that  warned  him  of 
danger.  He  started  his  train,  buv  It 
had  gone  but  a  few  feet  when  the 
freight  crashed  into  the  rear  car.  There 
were  but  two  cars  in  the  train,  and 
they  were  smashed  and  thrown  into 
the  ditch.  The  engine  became  un- 
coupled, but  did  not  leave  the  track, 
and  Engineer  Pelty  managed  to  keep 
ahead  of  the  flying  freight.  The  freight 
went  probably  500  feet,  when  it  too 
went  off  the  track.  In  a  few  minutes 
fire  started,  and  for  hours  the  cars 
and  the  lumber  burned  fiercely. 

The  crash  of  the  collision  was  heard 
by  persons  living  in  the  vicinity,  who 
immediately  started  for  the  wreck. 
When  they  got  there  an  awful  scene 
met  their  gaze.  The  combination  car 
was  on  fire,  and  pinned  under  a  mass 
of  wreckage  was  Jessup.  He  was  con- 
scious, and  heroic  efforts  were  made 
to  release  him  from  his  situation. 
Finally  the  fire  became  so  hot  that 
the  rescuers  had  to  give  up  the  task. 

Jessup,  still  conscious,  cried:  "It  is 
hard  to  lie  here  and  burn  to  death." 

He  struggled  to  release  himself  as 
the  fire  took  hold  of  his  limbs,  but  the 
effort  was  fruitless,  and  after  a  few 
screams  of  agony  unconsciousness 
came  to  him. 

Exposed  to  full  view,  with  blazing 
shingles  all  about  him,  and  his  bed  a 
mass  of  red  hot  coals,  was  the  body 
of  an  unknown  man.  It  was  slowly 
consumed,  until  all  that  was  left  was 
the  skull  and  outstretched  arms.  There 
are  supposed  to  have  ben  eight  passen-

Pittsburg,  Feb.  6.— "Died  of  a  broken 
heart,"  is  the  unusual  verdict  filed  in 
the  records  of  the  coroners  office  op- 
posite the  name  of  Mary  Klense.

Washington,  Feb.  6.— John  F.  Wallace, 
former  chief  engineer  of  the  isthmian 
canal,  was  again  before  the  senate  com- 
mittee on  inier-oceanic  canals  today.

He  gave  a  mlnuto 
acouni  of  the  conditions  he  found  there, 
and  the  difficulties  he  encountered  In 
getting  material  and  supplies,  and  the  de- 
lays that  occurred  in  filling  requi.sltione. 

While  he  was  cabling  to  have  tlie  orders 
expedited,  he  said,  he  received  word  from. 
Admiral  Walker  that  cablegrams  cost 
money.  Jt  was  a  deliv-ate  hint,  he  said, 
that  he  had  better  not  use  the  cables 
so  much. 

Mr.  Wallace  said  to  the  committee  that 
he  did  a  year's  work,  and  that  his  succes- 
sors iiad  no  benefit  of  his  analysis  or 
recommendations,  "because,''  he  said, 
"the  secretary  of  war  told  me  he  did  not 
want  it  and  had  no  use  for  me  except  on 
the  isthmus  as  a  directing  engineer.  He 
was  so  angry  in  jiis  treatment  that  h© 
did   all   but   curst   nie.  " 

"The  work  1  did,  "  said  Mr.  Wallace, 
"extended  over  a  complete  year,  taking  iri 
dry  and  wet  seasons.  I  was  working 
along  a  definite  i'ix>grani  which  I  in- 
tended to  put  in  writing  in  my  annual 
report,  and  would  have  done  so  if  1  had 
been  permitted  to  make  a  report.  1  ex- 
perimente-d  with  the  French  excavators 
so  as  tc>  tell  wlietlier  it  wa.«  more  econo- 
mical to  use  (jr  destroy  these  niJiclimes, 
which  cost  probably  ^',OlKi.OtiO.  I  experi- 
mented far  enough  to  know  that  tiiese 
machines  were  not   fit  for  use.  ' 

Telling  of  his  experiments.  Mr.  Wal- 
lace said  he  had  not  estimated  that  be- 
cause excavating  could  be  done  In. 
March  for  43  cents  a  cubic  yaid,  it 
could  be  done  for  the  same  cost  in  the 
rainy  season  in  May.  It  was  iniportant 
to  determine  whether  the  higher  coet 
of  excavating  was  due  to  the  heavy 
rainfall,  the  reductieiii  of  time  to  an. 
eight-hour  day,  or  tlie  use  of  the  F/encli 
excavators,  said  Mr.  Wallace.  Con- 
tinuing, he  said  that  he  understood  that 
the  cost  had  gone  up  a  great  deal 
after  he  left.  The  organization  was- 
dernor.ilized.  he  said,  for  the  reason  that 
the  men  had  seen  their  chief  diSLredittd 
and  knew  that  a  successor  was  to  be 
appointed  who  would  not  be  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  work  that  had  been, 
done. 

It  was  brought  out  that  Mr.  Wal- 
laces successor  had  not  the  benefit  of 
his  analysis  of  the  year's  work  and  his 
recommendations. 

"Why  did  they  not  have  it?'  asked

this  morning.     He  has  been  the  object 

of  investigation  at  the  hands  of  the 
state's  attorney,  the  two  banks  and 
his  congri'gation  on  the  griivest 
charges  and  it  Is  presumed  to  be  a 
case   of  suicide. 

The  bofly  was  found  by  his  wife 
when  she  called  him  to  breakfast.  He 
had  remained  down  town  until  a  late 
hour  last  idght,  disposing  of  some 
business  matters.  A  letter  found  be- 
side him  showed  his  death  to  have  been 
prt  meditated.  He  said  that  this  WiiS 
his  la-st  night  on  earth  and  wanted 
to  leavt  a  missage  of  undying  love  to 
all.  In  part,  it  said:  "Al.so  no  blan»e 
must  attach  to  ex-<.;overncu"  Yates  n«ir 
his  associates.  He  simply  gave  me  an 
opportunity  which  his  opponents  and 
my  enendes  have  prevented  my  using." 

The  last  line,  "That  time  fails  me 
should  I  attempt  to  write  personal  mes- 
sages" indicates  he  was  dying  as  he 
brought   this  letter  to  a  close. 

Thiee  physicians,  who  were  hastily 
summoned,  are  of  the  ox)inion  his 
dtath  was  caused  by  cyanide  »;f 
potassium.  Coroner  Baker  took  charge 
of   the  remains.

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  6.— Reports 
w  hlch  have  been  in  circulation  for  sev- 
eral days  to  the  effect  that  Gen.  Grode- 
koff, who  was  governor  of  the  Amur 
territory  during  the  Boxer  uprising  and 
who  became  noted  for^  his  ruthless 
measures  in  restoring  order  in  the 
Amur  region  and  in  Manchuria,  will 
be  appointed  viceroy  of  the  P'ar  East, 
Avith  command  of  land  and  sea  forces, 
are  semi-authoriatively  conl^rmed. 
G«.n.  Grodekoff  who  is  62  years  old  and 
a  member  of  the  council  of  the  empire, 
left  St.  Petersburg  last  week  for  Har- 
bin. Gen.  Linevitch,  the  commander  of 
the  Manchurian  armies,  will  probably 
retire.  His  name  has  been  mentioned 
in  connection  with  the  viceroyalty  of 
the  Caucasus. 

The  Nove  Vremya  today  continued 
its  revelations  in  regard  (o'  the  Im- 
portations of  arms  into  Finland.  The 
paper  declared  it  had  evidence  that  the 
radical  organization  in  Finland  was

WILL  THEY   SPILL  THE  MILK? 


Helena,  Mont.,  Feb.  6.— The  most  dis- 
astrous railroad  wreck  that  has  taken 
place  in  the  vicinity  of  Helena  for 
many  years  occurred  last  night,  shortly 
before  midnight,  two  and  a  half  miles 
west  of  Helena.  A  runaway  Northern 
Pacific  freight  train  crashed  into  a 
passenger  train  on  the  same  line, 
wrecked  it  completely,  set  fire  to  it, 
and  up  to  3  o'clock  this  morning,  was 
still  burning.  Four  persons  whose 
identity  is  assured  were  known  to  be 
dead,  with  a  probability  that  two 
more,  whose  names  it  is  impossible  to 
learn,  may  have  been  burned  in  the 
wreck.     The  known  dead:

lirakeman  Edward  Brown  was  seri- 
ou.sly  injured,  but  an  examination 
shows  not  fatally. 

None  of  the  passengers  who  escaped 
with  their  lives  were  seriously  Injured. 
The  passenger  train  passed  tlirough 
Austin,  about  eight  miles  west  of  Hel- 
ena, on  tiine.  Following  it  was  a  long 
freight  train,  made  up  of  box  and  flat 
cars,  loaded  with  lumber  and  shingles. 
At  Austin  the  engine  was  uncoupled 
from  the  freight  to  take  water,  and 
the  train  was  left  standing  on  the 
track.  There  is  a  steep  grade  east  o: 
Austin,  and  by  some  means  the  freight 
train  got  started  down  the  hill. 

The  passenger  train,  when  it  arrived 
at  the  Montana  Central  ciossing, 
stopped  when  the  engineer  heard  a 
sound  behind  him  that  warned  him  of 
danger.  He  started  his  train,  but  It 
had  gone  but  a  few  feet  when  the 
freight  crashed  into  the  rear  car.  There 
were  but  two  cars  in  the  train,  and 
they  were  smashed  and  thrown  into 
the  ditch.  The  engine  became  un- 
coupled, but  did  not  leave  the  track, 
and  Engineer  Pelty  managed  to  keep 
ahead  of  the  fiying  freight.  The  freight 
went  probably  500  feet,  when  it  too 
went  off  the  track.  In  a  few^  minutes 
fire  started,  and  for  hours  the  cars 
and  the  lumber  burned  fiercely. 

The  crash  of  the  collision  was  heard 
by  persons  living  in  the  vicinity,  who 
immediately  started  for  the  wreck. 
When  they  got  there  an  awful  scene 
met  their  gaze.  The  combination  car 
was  on  fire,  and  pinned  under  a  mass 
of  wreckage  was  Jessup.  He  was  con- 
scious, and  heroic  efforts  were  made 
to  release  him  from  his  situation. 
Fii.ally  the  fire  became  so  hot  that 
the  rescuers  had  to  give  up  the  task. 

Jfssup,  still  con.scious,  cried:  "1^^'^ 
hard  to  lie  here  and  burn  to  death." 

He  struggled  to  release  himself  as 
the  fire  took  hold  of  his  limbs,  but  the 
elfort  was  fruitless,  and  after  a  few- 
screams  of  agony  unconsciousness 
came  to  him. 

Exposed  to  full  view,  with  blazing 
shingles  all  about  him,  and  his  bed  a 
mass  of  red  hot  coals,  was  the  body 
of  an  unknown  man.  It  was  slowly 
consumed,  until  all  that  was  left  was 
the  skull  and  outstretched  arms.  There 
are  supposed  to  have  ben  eight  passen- 
gers on  the  train,  of  which  number 
two  are  still  unaccounted  for.

17 
years  old,  who  died  at  tlie  home  of  ner 
cousin,  George  Jakubsok,  Saturday 
night. 

Three  months  ago  both  parents  and 
two  brothers  of  the  girl  died  in  Aus- 
tria. Mary  then  came  to  this  country 
to  earn  her  living  and  secured  employ- 
ment. Here  she  became  ectiuamtcd 
with  a  fellow  countryman  and  they  be- 
came engaged.

Wallace    Gives    Senate 
Committee  Some  Sen- 
sational Facts. 


Washington,  Feb.  6.-John  F.  Wallace, 
former  chief  engineer  of  the  isthmian 
canal,  was  again  before  the  senate  com- 
mittee on  inter-oceanic  canals  today. 
Yesterday  he  was  diverted  from  a  de- 
scription of  conditions  on  the  itthmus, 
which  he  made  today.  He  gave  a  minuto 
acount  of  the  conditions  he  found  there, 
and  the  difficulties  he  encountered  in. 
getting  material  and  supplies,  and  the  de- 
lays that  oecurred  in  tilling  requisliloiiB 

W'liile  lie  w-as  e;il>hng  to  liave  tlie  orders 
expedited,  he  said,  he  received  word  Irom. 
Admiral  Walker  that  cablegrams  cost 
money.  It  was  a  delieate  hint,  he  said, 
that  he  had  better  not  use  tlie  cablts 
so  much. 

Mr.  Wallace  said  to  the  committee  that 
he  did  a  year's  work,  and  that  his  succes- 
sors had  no  benefit  of  his  analjsis  or 
reeommf  iidations,  "beeause,  '  lie  said, 
"the  secretary  of  war  told  me  he  did  not 
want  it  and  had  no  use  for  me  except  on 
the  isthmus  as  a  directing  ♦  iigineer.  He 
was  so  angry  in  ids  treatment  lliat  lie 
did    all    bill    curse    me.  ' 

"The  work  1  did,"  said  Mr.  Wallace, 
"extende<l  over  a  complete  year,  lakitig  in. 
dry  and  wet  seasons.  I  was  working 
along  a  definite  program  which  1  in- 
t«nded  to  put  in  wrliing  in  my  annual 
report,  and  would  have  done  so  if  1  liad 
been  permitted  to  make  a  report.  I  ex- 
Iteiimented  with  the  French  excavators 
so  as  to  tell  wliettier  it  was  more  econo- 
mical to  use  or  destroy  tluse  mtichines, 
which  cost  prol>ably  $2,<Khi.(KiCI.  I  exptri- 
meiited  far  en<,iugli  to  know  that  tliese 
maeliine.s  were  not   fit   for  ust." 

Telling  of  his  experimems,  Mr.  Wal- 
lace said  he  had  not  estimated  that  be- 
cause excav.Tting  tould  be  done  in 
March  for  43  cents  a  cubic  yard,  it 
cc)uld  be  done  for  the  same  cost  in  the 
rainy  season  in  May.  It  was  important 
to  determine  wiietlier  the  liigher  cost 
of  excavating  was  due  to  the  heavy 
rainfall,  the  "reduction  of  time  lo  aa 
eight-lu»ur  uay,  or  the  use  of  the  Fiencli 
excavators,  said  Mr.  Wallace.  Con- 
tinuing, he  said  that  he  understood  that 
the  cost  had  gor.e  up  a  great  deal 
after  he  hit.  Tile  organization  was- 
dtmoralized,  he  said,  for  tht  reason  tliat 
the  men  had  seen  their  ciiief  disiredited 
and  Itnew  that  a  successor  was  to  be 
appointed  wiio  would  not  be  in  sym- 
pathy witlx  the  work  that  had  been. 
done. 

It  was  brought  out  that  Mr.  Wal- 
lace's successor  had  not  tlie  benefit  of 
his  .'inalysis  of  tlie  years  work  and  his 
recomnunda  lions. 

"Why  did  they  not  have  it?"  asked 
Mr.    T.-iliafero. 

■'Because  the  secretary  of  war  told  me 
he  di<l  not  want  it  and  liad  no  use  for 
me  except  on  the  istlmuis  as  a  <lirect- 
ing    engineer,"    said    Mr.     Wall. ice.

Later  he  came  to  her 
and  begged  for  help,  but  Mrs.  Bernot 
was  dead.  One  of  the  Bernot  children, 
a  girl  of  3  years  of  age  told  the  police 
that  her  father  had  struck  iier  mother. 
Bernot  denies  that  he  struck  his  wife. 
A  postmortem  held  last  night  revealed

Young    Man    Arrested 

Charged  With  Forgeries 

in  Copper  Country. 

Hougliton— Eugt-ne  Elkins,  charged 
with  wholesale  forgeries  throughout 
the  entire  Copper  country  for  a  period 
covering  a  year  and  a  half,  and  who, 
it  is  alleged,  is  wanted  on  .siniilar 
charges  in  Milwaukee,  Green  Bay, 
Marinette,  Wis.,  and  Menominee  and 
Iron  Mountain,  Mich.,  was  arrested  at 
Pacine,  Wis.,  on  information  from 
Hougluon    authorities. 

Thf  man's  arrest  was  due  to  the  sus- 
picions of  a  hotel  clerk,  to  whom  he 
presented  a  check,  which  on  investi- 
gation, was  shown  to  be  a  forgery.  His 
method,  it  is  claimed,  was  to  write 
himself  letters,  enclosing  a  forged 
check,  which  he  mailed  to  a  hotel  in 
some  other  town.

Delay  in  getting  cars  is  the  reason 
assigned  for  the  nonshlpmeiit  of  the 
Washington  fir  timber  that  the  gov- 
ernment has  bought  at  the  coast  with 
which  to  cottstruct  a  new  derrick  scow, 
before  the  spring  work  oi)ens.  The 
scow  Is  to  be  used  on  the  new  con- 
crete pier  at  Superior  entry.  The  lum- 
ber was  bought  under  contract  some 
time  ago  and  it  was  expected  to  have 
It  here  by  this  time  so  that  the  govern- 
ment could  keep  a  force  of  men  em- 
ployed at  its  yards  at  Superior  entry 
building  the  scow,  with  a  view  to 
having  it  for  this  coming  season's 
work.  The  lumber  manufacturers 
claim  it  is  almost  an  impossibility  to 
get  the  cars  to  send  the  luniljer  east- 
ward. Pending  the  arrival  of  the  lum- 
ber, things  are  pretty  quiet  at  the 
entry.  The  watchman  Is  the  <mly  per- 
son  now  employed  there. 


Deadwood— The  last  session  laws  of 
this  state  created  the  posltloo  of  beef 
and  hide  Inspector.  Sheriff  Trathen  of 
Lawrence  county  has  Just  been  ap- 
pointed by  the  county  eonimissloners 
to  fill  this  position  and  has  qualifi<d 
himself  for  the  office.  His  duties  will 
consist  in  examining  hides  and  seeing 
that  the  killing  of  all  beef  Is  properly 
done.  The  salary  Is  paid  by  the  cattle- 
men. This  position  is  an  important  one 
in  the  cattle  country  and  one  that  has 
been  needed  for  some  time.  While 
there  are  comparatively  few  cattle 
ral.sed  In  Lawrence  <ounty,  yet  lying 
;is  it  does  so  near  the  stock  regions,  it 
is  a  great  market  and  many  cattle  are 
sold  and  killed  there.  Tho  first  arrest 
under  this  new  regime  was  made  Sat- 
urday when  Sheriff  Trathen  brought 
a  Meade  county  man  before  a  justice 
on  the  charge  of  selling  hides  without 
an  Inspector's  stamp.  The  man  was 
put  under  $10"J  bond  for  his  appearance.

The  sinking  of  these  arte- 
sian wells  l-s  doing  more  to  make  this 
farming  country  valuable  than  any- 
thing else  that  has  happened  in  its  his- 
tory. It  is  not  only  of  advantage  in  ir- 
rigating for  agricultural  purposes,  but 
also  for  stock  raising.

Road  Will  Join  Soo  at 

Carrington. 

To  Connect  There  Instead 

of  at  Thief  River 

Falls,  Minn. 


In.stead  of  connectlngr  with  the  800 
road  at  Thief  lliver  Falls,  as  has  all 
along  been  supposed  would  be  the  case, 
it  is  now  said  that  the  extension  of  the 
Duluth,  South  Shore  &  Atlantic  road 
west  from  DuluUi  will  connect  with  the 
Soo  at  Carrington,  N,  D.  This  would 
give  Duluth  direct  rail  connections 
with  the  Canadian  Northwest,  besides 
giving  Dakota  another  outJc-t  to  the 
Head  of  the  Lakes.

will  be  built  Is  pointed  out  the  fact 
that  the  Great  Northern  will  build  a 
new  branch  off  the  Fargo-Aneta  line 
from  Ayr,  and  west  to  Griggs  county, 
where  It  will  cross  the  Sheyonno  river. 
Thl.s  branch,  It  Is  .supposed,  will  be 
built  with  the  purpose  ot  heading  off 
the  South  Shore  extension,  or  as  enter- 
ing t  he  new  lield  as  a  rival.

CUMMINS  IS

On  Lawson's  Committee 
to  Vote  Life  Insur- 
ance Proxies. 

Des  Moines,  Feb.  6.~Thomas  W. 
Lawaon  of  Boston  today  called  on 
Governor  Albert  B.  Cununins  and  in- 
vlttd  him  to  serve,  with  four  other 
wtll-known  reformers,  on  a  committee 
to  which  he  will  turn  over  his  New- 
York  I.ilfe  and  Mutual  Life  of  New 
York  proxies,  and  which  he  asks  to 
attend  ihe  coming  annual  meetings  of 
these  two  companies,  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  good,  honest,  sound,  busi- 
ness men  as  cllreetors. 

Governor  Cummins  r«  plied  that  he 
w<iuld  consider  the  |)roposUi"Ui  and, 
after  a  conferiMice  with  Governor 
Johnson  of  Minnesota,  one  of  the  other 
members,  would  make  delinlte  answer. 

The  conference  between  Mr.  Lawson 
and  Governor  Cummins  was  held  in 
(iovernor  Cununins'  private  office  at 
the  state  house.  Mr.  Lawson  was  ac- 
companied by  hZ.  J.  Uidgway.  a  maga- 
zine publlsh<'r. 

Mr.  Lawson  told  Mr.  Cunnnlns  that 
the  other  members  of  the  e^jminlttee 
would  l)€  Governor  Johnson  of  .Minne- 
sota, Senator  l..a  Follette  of  Wiscon- 
sin. Gcnernor  Broward  of  Florida  and 
ex- Attorney  General  Monnett  oi  Ohio. 
He  .s'aid  he  had  received  a  lar^e  num- 
ber of  proxies  from  policy  holders  in 
the  New  York  Life  and  Mutual  Life 
of  New  York,  with  the  others  he  ex- 
pects to  get.  and  which  he  is  confident 
will  oonie  in  If  the  committee  plan 
g»ies  through,  will  give  him  control  of 
loth  companies.

He 
muht  turn  them  over  to  a  connnlttee 
of  un*iuestionably  responsible  men.  to 
be  named  by  him,  which  committee 
will  attend  ih»-  annual  meetings  and 
vote  the  proxies. 

Mr.  Law  son  also  told  Mr.  Cunmilns 
that  he  desired  the  committee  to  take 
steps  to  have  the  New  York  statutes 
amended  to  make  a  majority  of  the  di- 
rectors of  the  two  mutual  companies 
frieeted  annually.

ISSUE  OFJBOGUS  DRAFTS. 

New  York,  Feb.  8.— The  alleged  Issue 
of  J30.000  worth  of  bogus  drafts  on  the 
Hanover  bank  of  Boston,  will  be  in- 
vestigated in  connection  with  the  ar- 
rest today  of  William  Leary  of  this 
city.  Leary  was  charged  with  the  lar- 
ceny f»f  $i»7r»  worth  of  diamonds  from  a 
Manhattan  diamond  dealer,  who  told 
the  police  that  Leary  paid  him  for  the 
gems  with  a  $l,OtK»  draft  on  the  Han- 
over bank  of  Boston.  This  draft,  the 
dealer  charged,  was  returned  l>y  the 
tiank  as  worthless.  The  prisoner  Is 
said  to  have  cimfessed  to  the  police 
that  he  had  passed  a  number  of  these 
drafts  having  a  face  value  of  $1,000 
each.  He  was  formerly  a  Wail  street 
broker. 


REMARKABLE  INCREASE. 

Big  Profits  Shown  by  Annual  Reports  of 
the  Range  Roads. 

St.  I'aul,  Fib.  6.— According  to  a  re- 
port tiled  with  State  Auditor  Iverson 
yesterday,  the  gross  earnings  <>f  the 
Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  have  al- 
most doubled  over  1904.  The  gross 
earnings  have  Increased  from  $4,394,- 
629.61  In  1904  to  $7.79S,110.17  In  190ii.  On 
this  a  tax  of  $311,924.40  will  be  paid, 
against   that  of  $131,839.89  last  year. 

The  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  siiows  an 
increase  of  from  $4,742,905.97  to  $7,575,- 
161.66,  on  which  $303.0u.s.66  will  be  paid. 

Some  of  the  new  roads  In  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  state  are  objecting  to 
the  payment  of  the  4  per  cent  tax. 
Under  the  old  law  they  paid  1  per  cent 
the  first  year,  2  per  cent  the  next  seven 
years,  and  3  per  cent  afterward.  The 
new  law  makes  the  rate  4  per  cent  for 
all  alike.  The  roads  declare  that  this 
law  does  not  apply  to  the  roads  now 
paying  1  or  2  per  cent.  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Young  has  been  asked  for  an 
opinion. 


TO  MEET  LYNCH. 

Local  Typographical  Officers  Go  to  See 
President  of  International. 

President  PVrgusun  and  Secretary 
Murphy  of  the  local  Typographical 
union  are  in  Minneapolis  to  meet  Pres- 
Idenl  Lynch  of  the  International  Typo- 
graphical union.

Cannot  Change  It 

Another  instance  where  the  inter- 
state commerce  commission  lias  found 
dlscrindnatory  practice  on  the  part  of 
several  railroads,  but  which  it  Is  pow- 
erless to  correct.  Is  shown  by  the  re- 
cent decision  In  the  ease  of  George  J. 
Kindel  of  Denver  against  the  Boston 
&  Albany  and  other  roads.  The  dis- 
crimination in  this  case  where  a  ct-r- 
tain  class  of  goods  is  hauled  3,400  milia 

i  for  a  lower  tariff  than  for  half  the  dls- 

j  lance. 

Mr.  Kindel  complains  that  the  de- 
fendant railroads,  which  Includes  both 
Eastern  and  Western  lines,  charge  him 
and  other  buyers  of  denim  and  tick- 
ing in  l>enver,  $2.24  from  Eastern 
ptdnts,  where  this  material  is  man- 
ufactured, while  the  charge  to  San 
Franeisco  from  Eastern  iiolnts  are 
made  in  competition  with  water  rate.<'. 
but  Commissioner  Clements,  who  writes 
the  decision,  says  that  the  situatloii 
does  not  justify  the  carriage  of  goods 
to    San    Francisco    at    a    loss,    thereby 

I  placing  an  additional  burden  on  othvr 
traffic. 

"The  rate  of  $1.50  on  cotton  piece 
goods  from  the  I'^ast  to  San  Francisco 
is  assumed  to  cover  the  actual  cost  of 
the  service,  and  the  rate  for  1,400  to 
1,600  miles  shorter  distance  to  Denv  ,1 
is  found  to  be  reasonable,"  said  Com- 
missioner Clements.  "I'nder  the  pres- 
ent combination  rate  to  Denver  no  re- 
duction from  local  charges  is  maile 
for  the  through  haul  of  2.000  ndies. 
Such  application  of  combined  local 
charges  to  a  long  distance  shipment 
places  a  wrongful  burden  on  the  ship- 
per. The  exaction  of  first  class  rates 
on  cotton  piece  goods  between  Mis- 
souri river  p<»lnts  and  Denver.  In  view 
of  the  long  prevailing  differentials  in 
other  parts  »>f  the  country  and  otner 
existing  conditions,  is  unjust  and  un- 
reasonable." 

But,  although  the  commission,  aftc 
hearing,  believes  the  rate  to  be  un- 
reasonable. It  Is  powerless  under  the 
law  to  substitute  what  it  believes  to 
be   a   reasonable    rate,    and    so    the   de- 

1  clslon  has  not  much  effect,  especially 
as  the  railroads  have  decided  to  ig- 
nore it.

WAS  IN  JAIL 
FOUR  MONTHS 

John  Kivista  Could  Not 

Furnish    Bond  to 

Pay  $8. 

After  being  held  in  custody  at  the 
county  jail  for  more  than  four  months, 
because  he  was  unable  to  pay  $8  per 
month  for  the  support  of  his  Illegiti- 
mate child,  John  Kivista  was  this 
morning  released  by  order  of  Judge 
Cant,  but  with  the  understanding  that 
ills?  freedom  does  not  release  him  from 
his  obligation  to  puy  for  the  child's 
support. 

Kivista.  who  is  a  Flnlander,  residing 
at  Hibbing,  was  charged  with  bastardy 
by  Katy  Jacob.«on,  a  young  woman  of 
the  same  nationayty  who  worked 
about  one  of  the  hotels  or  boarding 
houses  at  Hibbing.  He  was  convicted 
and  the  court  ordered  him  to  i>ay  the 
mother  of  the  child  $S  per  month  for 
the  care  and  support  of  the  infant, 
and  to  furnish  a  $400  bond  that  he 
would  live  ufi  to  the  order.  Kivista 
claimed  that  he  was  unable  to  get  a 
person  to  go  on  his  brmd  and.  as  he 
had  but  $5  at  the  time  he  was  arrested, 
he  was  committed  to  jail  In  contempt 
for  not  obeying  the  court's  order. 

How  long  he  would  have  remained 
In  custody  unless  his  case  had  been 
taken  up  by  an  attorney  Is  a  matter 
of  conjecture.  Kivista.  through  coun- 
sel, afiplled  to  the  court  for  a  hearing, 
and  his  evidence  this  morning  showed 
that  he  has  personal  effects  worth  less 
than  $5»>  and  a  homestead  that  he  has 
not  yet  proved  up  on.  He  also  has  a 
wife  and  a  child  living  with  friends  at 
Hibbing. 

Kivista  said  he  has  two  brothers 
living  at  Hibbing  who  recently  came 
over  from  the  old  country,  but  that 
they  are  not  able  to  render  him  finan- 
cial assistance.  He  claimed  a  physical 
disability  that  prevents  him  doing 
manual  labor  and  told  the  court 
that  he  could  get  a  job  tending  bar. 
If  released. 


As  a  special  police  officer,  James 
Doyle  "lasted  quick." 

With  both  ears  frozen  until  they 
looked  like  overripe  cabbages,  with  his 
policeman's  billy  broken,  and  with  a 
bigger  load  than  any  one  man  ought 
to  be  compelled  to  carry,  James  was 
arrested  late  last  night  by  Officer  Wan- 
vick.

About  midnight  some  person  tele- 
phoned into  headquarters  that  some 
one  had  better  be  sent  to  keep  the  offi- 
cer in  order,  and  C>fficer  Wanvick  was 
sent  to  the  scene  with  the  patrol 
wagon. 

Doyle  was  just  a  wee  bit  woozy 
wiien  found,  and  the  officer  took  him 
back  to  headquarters  and  locked  him 
up. 

His  policeman's  club  was  broken  off 
short  at  the  handle,  and  when  ques- 
tioned by  the  officers  he  said  he  had 
"broken  it  over  the  heads  of  some  Po- 
landers."  He  told  a  different  story  In 
cckurt  this  morning,  however,  stating 
that  the  club  had  been  broken  in  his 
pockfc-t. 

Both  ears  were  badly  frost  bitten  and 
by  the  lime  he  had  been  taken  to  head- 
quarters, they  had  swollen  to  several 
times  their  natural  size,  sticking  out 
from  his  head  like  cabbages. 

When  locked  up  in  the  jail  corridor 
he  became  disorderly,  and  the  officers 
were  compelled  to  confine  him  to  one 
of  the  cells. 

When  taken  before  Judge  Wlndom 
this  morning,  he  was  unable  to  give 
any  explanation  of  his  conduct.  He 
said  he  did  nox  know  how  he  came  to 
get  drunk,  as  he  had  not  taken  much 
liquor  and  that  ht  believed  it  must 
have  been  doped. 

Judge  Wlndom  sentenced  him  to 
serve  twenty  days  in  the  county  ail.

Hangman's  Dope  a  Hoodoo,  and  Ended  in 
Jockey's  Death. 

The  ni0ht  watch  at  the  Parish  prison 
always-,  drags  slowly,  and  in  the  dreary 
hours,  when  only  queer  and  eeiie 
sounds  haunt  the  dark  steel-lined  cor- 
ridors, the  guards  gathered  in  the  bull 
ring  and  out  in  the  office,  through 
whose  windows  may  be  seen  the  exe- 
cution yard,  find  story-telling  and 
swapping  of  experiences  the  best  means 
for  passing  the  time  away,  says  the 
New  Orleans  Picayune. 

Capt.  Dick  Meredith,  the  prison  gov- 
ernor. Deputy  Jim  Comisky,  Deputy 
Ed  Cochran.  Deputy  Billy  Finneran, 
Clerk  Manny  Dreyfus  and  one  or  two 
others  were  in  the  office.  and  the 
hands  of  the  clock,  In  their  lazy  creep- 
ing, began  to  tell  that  the  night  was 
growing  old. 

C»ne  of  the  group  looked  out  of  the 
barred  window  into  the  broad  yard, 
where  the  glimmer  of  a  big  arc  light 
played  along  the  flags,  and  where 
wierd  shadows  seemed  to  lurk  over 
in  the  corner  the  scaffold  occupies 
when  ready  for  its  grim  office,  and 
passed  some  remark  about  Johnson,  the 
hangman. 

That  turned  the  conversation  to 
Joh'nson  and  the  Jonah  luck  the  hang- 
man seemed  to  leave  in  his  trail  after 
he  had  done  one  of  his  jobs  of  neck- 
stretching,  and  the  talk  in  a  general 
way  framed  up  the  yarn. 

"You  remember  the  day  we  went 
out  to  the  track  last  March?  It  was 
on  a  Friday,  and  the  condemned  man 
had  been  sent  from  the  hinged  plat- 
form in  the  yard  there,  with  a  broken 
neck  and  a  fractured  spinal  column. 
Johnson  was  in  the  belting  ring,  with 
the  price  of  his  work  In  his  pocket, 
placing  his  coin  on  a  horse."  ^  Jimmy 
Comisky  was  the  speaker  and  Capt. 
Meredith  Interrupted  him  with,  "Yei. 
and  the  horse  threw  his  rider  and  killed 


him;    that's    where    the      hoodoo      part 
came  In." 

"Tell  us  the  story,  captain."  request- 
ed an  outsider  who  had  dropped  in.  but 
the  captain  demurred,  with  the  remark, 
"Let  Comisky  tell  it;  he  remembers  it 
all." 

It  was  up  to  Comisky  to  do  the  hon- 
ors, and  the  deputy,  resting  the  back 
of  his  chair  agrainst  a  windowsill  and 
fixing  himself  comfortable,  told  the 
balance:  "Some  of  us  who  had  been 
doing  overtime  work,  because  of  the 
execution,  were  given  an  afternoon  off, 
and  wishing  to  enjoy  a  little  sport, 
after  the  death  scene  on  the  galloAS, 
we   went  out   to  the  track  in  a  body. 

"The  hanging  took  place  a  few  min- 
utes after  12  o'clock,  and  by  1  o'cIock 
the  prison  was  clear  of  the  lew  out- 
siders allowed  by  law  as  legal  wit- 
nesses, the  body  of  the  executed  man 
had  been  cai-ried  away  in  Doyles  cof- 
fin van,  and  It  was  up  to  the  bors  off 
duly  to  go  whither  they  had  a  mind. 

"I  was  for  the  track,  and  Cochran 
there  was  with  me,  and  when  we  got 
out  to  the  park  we  met  the  captain  and 
some  others  we  knew.  We  were  in  lime 
for  the  first  race,  and  while  we  were 
.standing  near  the  paddock  waiting  for 
the  post  bell  in  the  second  event,  I 
heard  someljody  say  behind  me:  'I  got 
a  hunch  on  a  good  thing,  gentlemen; 
don't  you  want  me  to  let  you  in  on  it?' 

"All  of  us  turned,  and  there  right 
against  us  was  Johnson,  his  heavy, 
square-jawed  face  wearing  a  grin  of 
assurance,  and  his  tall,  soft  hat  cocked 
at  a  startling  angle  on  his  head. 

'The  last  time  I  had  seen  Johnson, 
only  an  hour  or  so  before,  he  was 
wearing  the  black  gown  and  somber 
hoodwink,  and  the  thought  of  the  re- 
pellani  picture  he  made  on  the  scaffold, 
binding  his  helpless  victim  hand  and 
foot,  caused  me  to  draw  away  from 
him.  The  others  didn't  seem  to  fancy 
the  hangman's  companionship  much, 
either,  but  Johnson  stuck  by  the  bunch 
long  enough  to  impart  his  'good  thing' 
Information. 

"  'Play  Court  Crier,  with  McCafferty 
up;  he's  got  the  purse  already,'  whis- 
pered Johnson;  'the  dope  came  to  me 
from  the  inside.'  We  didn't  place 
much  stock  on  Johnson's  declaration 
that  his  dor>e  had  come  from  the  inside, 
but  we  knew  that  Mac  was  a  likely 
boy,  the  horse  a  fair  one,  and  so  some 
of  us  risked  a  dollar  or   two. 

"Somebody  in  our  party.  I  don't  just 
recall  wlio  it  was,  said:  'lil  bet  John- 
son's Jonahed  that  horse,  and  I  don't 
believe  the  nag  could  win  If  he  had  the 
speed  of  oldtlme  Salvator.'  The  horse 
didn't  win.  and  worse  than  that  he 
killed  his  jockey,  and  we  all  fell  that 
Johnson  was  a  hoodoo,  sure  enough. 

"Court  Crier  made  a  pretty  run  for 
a  time,  and  as  the  horses  were  round- 
ing the  outer  curve  we  felt  that  he  had 
a  chance,  but  suddenly  he  was  seen  to 
stumble  and  fall  forward,  and  poor  lit- 
tle McCafferty  shot  over  his  head  and 
came  down  onto  the  hard  turf,  right  in 
front  of  three  or  four  sets  of  pounding 
hoofs.  Court  Crier  didn't  rl.se,  and  the 
horrified  people,  gazing  down  the 
stretch,  saw  the  stiil  form  of  the  rider 
lying  near  the  horse.  The  horses  that 
were  in  the  rear  of  the  fallen  steed 
shot  past  him  like  a  streak,  and  their 
iron-clad  hoofs  skipped  the  prostrate 
boy  by  a  close  margin.

Major 
Anderson,  all  burned  up.  and  tin-  Mis- 
souri and  the  Ohio  sank.  All  of  these 
Ijoats  wort'  known  to  local  men  and 
ran    on    tlie    Ohio    and    MiP.";:ssippi. 

The  ease  of  the  Mary  Irwin  also  car- 
ried out  .another  "hoodoo"  of  l/ic  river- 
ni<n.  It  is  believ.  d  that  when  the  rats 
desert  a  ship  there  is  dang<  r  ahead. 
On  a  summer  afternoon  in  IS*)'  the 
Molly  Irwin  tied  up  at  tin-  Cineinnati 
wharf.  Soon  after  it  was  noticed  that 
the  rats  were  leaving  her  in  droves. 
Carpenters  working  about  the  hold  of 
the  boat  amused  themselves  by  throw- 
ing large  pieces  of  wood  at  the  ro- 
dents. The  superstitious  p.ople  on 
board  at  once  predi(  ted  that  something 
was  going  to  happen,  and  sure  enough, 
about  the  middle  of  the  s.iine  night, 
the  Marv  Iiwin.  with  six  other  boats.

Aftir  a  few  weeks' 
training,  it  is  claimed  they  have  more 
sense  than  a  dog,  an<l  when  the  gang 
plank  is  lowered  at  a  landing  they  are 
the  first  to  run  on  shore  and  are  never 
left  behind,  as  they  know  the  minute 
the   ropes  are   going  to   let    loose.

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THE  SNOB. 

President  Roosevelt  has  commented  upon  the  action 
of  the  war  department  in  reducing  in  grade  Lieut.  R.  I. 
Taylor,  the  insufferable  snob  who  refused  to  sit  beside 
a  sergeant  of  his  company  in  a  theater.  As  mi«ht  have 
been  expected  by  everybody  who  knew  the  Roosevelt 
characteristics,  the  president  highly  approves  the  action, 
and  takes  occasion  to  say  what  he  thinks  about  the  silly 
proceeding  of  this  young  goxcomb  who  has  disgraced 
the  service  into  which  he  has  slipped  through  some 
loophole  that  needs  mending. 

It  is,  perhaps,  well  that  the  incident  has  occurred,  be- 
cause it  afforded  an  opportunity  for  the  president  to 
state,  and  the  country  to  realize,  that  such  a  thing  has 
never  happened  before,  so  far  as  the  records  show  or 
memory  tells.  The  officers  of  the  United  States  army 
have  in  a  large  measure  been  graduated  from  the  West 
Point  military  academy,  where  the  course  of  study  and 
training  is  designed  to  make  men  and  gentlemen  out  of 
them.  As  a  rule  it  is  successful,  but  not  even  the  rigid 
training  of  West  Point  can  make  a  silk  purse  out  of  a 
sow's  ear. 

There  is  no  being  on  earth  who  can  show  less  excuse 
for  living  tlian  the  snob.  Puffed  in  his  own  esteem  to 
enormous  proportions,  in  the  view  of  his  fellows  he 
shrinks  to  insignificance.  The  most  obvious  thing  about 
the  snob  is  that  the  less  cause  he  has  for  self-admira- 
tion, the  more  he  sets  himself  above  his  fellows.  Those 
of  real  merits  and  high  qualities  arc  never  snobs. 

The  things  that  make  for  manhood  and  distinction 
are  the  very  qualities,  as  a  rule,  that  the  snob  lacks,  and 
he  bases  his  fancied  superiority  to  his  fellows  on  imagi- 
nary or  worthless  differences.  It  may  be  that  he  holds 
himself  aloof  because  his  clothes  arc  in  better  form,  or 
because  the  accident  of  birth  has  given  him  more  money, 
or,  as  in  the  case  of  Taylor,  because  he  has  bars  on  his 
shoulders  and  broader  stripes  on  his  trousers.  In  any 
event,  the  qualities  that  are  essential  to  real  manhood 
and  real  worth  are  utterly  abhorrent  to  the  quality  of 
snobbishness. 

The  three  stripes  on  the  arm  of  the  sergeant  beside 
whom  Snob  Taylor  refused  to  sit  were  badges  proving 
faithful  service  and  competency.  The  action  of  Taylor 
was  a  disgrace  to  his  uniform,  and  earned  him  not  only 
the  reduction  in  grade  that  the  war  department  gave 
him,  but  the  scorn  of  his  associates  and  the  rich  dress- 
ing down  that  the  president  has  administered.  The  ser- 
vice would  have  been  better  off  if  the  bars  had  been 
stripped  from  Taylor's  shoulders,  and  he  had  either 
been  reduced  to  the  ranks  or  kicked  out  altogether. 


A  SUMMER  RESORT  PARADISE. 

The  Brainerd  Dispatch  makes  a  very  pertinent  sug- 
gestion to  the  effect  that  the  communities  of  Northern 
Minnesota  would  do  well  to  advertise  more  widely  their 
attractions  as  summer  resorts. 

This  is  commended  to  the  attention  of  Duluth  and 
every  other  Northern  Minnesota  community  which  en- 
joys the  possession  of  nearby  lakes  and  streams  and 
woods  containing  fish  and  game  and  climatic  attrac- 
tions which  seekers  alter  pleasure  and  healtii  and  rest 
would  enjoy. 

If  the  world  at  large  knew  of  the  existence  of  these 
attractions  Nortliern  Minnesota  would  be  flooded  every 
summer  with  tourists.  The  way  to  let  the  world  know 
about  it  is  to  advertise.  Those  from  afar  who  know  of 
these  things  now  have  learned  about  it  through  the  ad- 
vertisements of  those  who  have  been  here.  If  adver- 
tisements in  the  public  prints  were  more  numerous,  the 
growth  of  the  tourist  business,  instead  of  being  as  slow 
as  it  is,  would  become  bewilderingly  rapid. 

Most  of  Northern  Minnesota  is  covered  with  lakes, 
great  and  small,  from  Lake  Superior  down  to  the  small- 
est body  of  water  large  enough  to  contain  fish  and  to 
float  boats.  In  most  of  these  there  are  swarms  of  fish, 
large  mouth  and  small  moutii  black  bass,  croppie,  pike, 
muskellunge,  the  less-admired  pickerel,  wall-eyed  pike  or 
pike-perch,  etc.  In  hundreds  of  streams  the  brilliantly 
beautiful,  daintily  toothsome  and  splendidly  gamy 
brook  trout  abormds.  In  the  cool  woods  are  ample 
sources  of  health  and  rest.  For  those  who  wish  more 
rugged  and  vigorous  outings,  there  are  wilds  in  North- 
ern Minnesota  where  continuous  canoe  trips,  with  short 
portages,  can  be  made  for  weeks  at  a  time. 

For  those  who  wish  scenery  and  health  and  rest 
Lake  Superior  offers  attractioiis  unexcelled  anj-where. 
The  scenery  of  the  north  shore  and  of  Isle  Royale  is 
richly  beautiful,  and  on  the  cool  bosom  of  the  lake  there 
is  instant  relief  from  hay  fever,  which  tortures  so  many 
thousands  annually. 

If  the  thousands  of  tourists  who  annually  close  their 
desks  and  seek  relaxation,  rest  and  pleasure  knew  of 
these  things  they  would  choose  Northern  Miimesota  for 
their  vacation  trips  before  all  other  places.  Some  of 
them  know  about  it  now,  and  they  come  every  year. 
The  way  to  let  the  others  know  about  it  is  by  adver- 
tising. 


AS  TO  MOTIVES. 

In  an  interview  in  The  Herald  last  evening  II.  G. 
Hays,  secretary  of  the  Minnesota  Drainage  league, 
sought  to  justify  the  course  of  himself  and  president  .\. 
G.  Bernard  in  maintaining  a  Washington  lobby,  in  the 
person  of  the  latter,  for  the  promotion  of  the  cause  of 
federal  drainage  of  lands  in  Minnesota. 

This  was  entirely  proper,  and  if  anything  calls  for 
justification,  and  calls  loudly,  that  drainage  lobby  does. 
But  The  Herald  would  suggest  to  the  secretary  of  the 
drainage  league  that  it  will  not  help  his  cause  a  bit  to 
charge  that  the  opposition  to  the  lobby  is  '"actuated  by 
jealousy  or  petty  spite  or  malignant  evil  intentions." 
These  are  very  large  mouth-filling  words,  but  th«y 
"butter  no  parsnips." 

An   intimation    was   made    some    time    ago   that    the 


country  editors  of  Northern  MinnesDta  who  opposed  the 
lobby  did  it  because  they  were  jcjilous  of  their  fellow- 
editors,  Bernard  and  Hays,  and  were  spiteful  because 
they  were  getting  such  prominence.  As  both  have  since 
disposed  of  their  newspapers  to  devote  their  entire  time 
and  attention  to  drainage,  they  arc  no  longer  to  be  con- 
sidered as  newspaper  men.  for  the  present  at  least,  and 
there  is  no  reason  why  any  other  country  editors  should 
be  "jealous"  of  them.  And  there  never  was  any  reason, 
and  never  will  be.  , 

As  to  the  "petty  spite"  and  "malignant  evil  inten- 
tions," these  phrases  arc  too  vague  to  need  comment. 
There  can  be  no  basis  for  them  other  than  a  desire  to 
utter  strong  words  about  nothing.  In  the  opinion  of 
The  Herald,  the  country  editors  of  Northern  Minnesota 
who  have  been  opposing  the  Washington  lobby  have 
been  actuated  by  as  much  real  desire  to  "boost  Northern 
Minnesota"  as  Messrs.  Bernard  and  Hays,  and  certainly 
their  motives  have  been  quite  as  unselfish. 

These  editors  believe,  and  The  Herald  agrees  with 
them  thoroughly,  that  the  Washington  lobby  is  at  the 
expense  of  the  work  in  Minnesota,  which  is  suffering  be- 
cause the  money  and  time  of  the  league  has  been  divert- 
ed to  Washington  when  it  is  needed  in  Minnesota.  They 
believe,  and  again  The  Herald  agrees  with  them,  that  the 
Washington  project  should  have  been  left  to  the  sena- 
tors and  representatives  in  congress,  who  are  quite  as 
capable  of  caring  for  it  as  Mr.  Bernard.  They  believe, 
and  The  Herald  agrees,  that  little  can  come  out  of  the 
Washington  lobby  but  a  fight  which  will  indefinitely  de- 
lay the  success  of  state  drainage  of  state  lands,  which 
is  by  far  the  most  important  feature  of  the  drainage 
campaign. 

At  any  rate,  the  officers  can  not  justify  themselves  by 
attacking  the  motives  of  those  who  oppose  them,  es- 
pecially when  they  seek  to  do  it  by  a*  volley  of  meaning- 
less adjectives. 


SELECTING  CADETS. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  better  results  would  be 
obtained  from  the  government's  naval  and  military 
academies  if  the  present  system  whereby  appointments 
of  cadets  are  the  personal  perquisities  of  congressttien 
and  senators  could  be  changed,  and  the  field  thrown 
open  to  ambitious  young  men  without  regard  to  their 
pull  with  national  lawmakers. 

There  appears  to  be  something  in  this  idea.  It  is 
true  that  there  has  been  no  great  complaint  about  the 
quality  of  the  materials  furnished  the  , national  acade- 
mies by  the  congressmen,  nor  about  the  finished  pro- 
duct turned  out  by  these  schools.  Yet  it  is  also  true 
that  the  rigid  course  of  study  and  training  given  by 
these  schools,  which  is  much  more  severe  and  trying  than 
those  of  any  of  the  other  educational  institutions  of  the 
country,  will  either  turn  indifferent  material  into  good 
material  or  break  it.  Many  who  secure  appointments 
to  the  academies  fall  by  the  wayside  during  the  four- 
year  course,  so  that  practically  all  of  those  unfitted  for 
graduation  are  weeded  out  before  the  end  of  the  course. 

Yet  it  seems  altogether  probable  that  better  results  j 
would  be  secured  by  competitive  examinations  of  appli- 
cants for  cadetships.  Those  fortunate  enough  to  secure 
appointments  must  submit  to  rigid  examinations,  and 
are  rejected  if  they  fail  to  qualify.  But  too  often,  under 
the  present  system,  appointments  go  solely  through 
personal  "pull"  to  young  men  who  have  no  particular 
ambitions  along  military  lines,  and  who  therefore  make 
but  indifferent  soldiers. 

Some  senators  and  congressmen,  instead  of  appoint- 
ing to  vacancies  the  sons  of  political  friends,  select  their 
candidates  after  competitive  examinations.  They  an- 
nounce a  date-  on  which  all  ambitious  ones  may  gather 
to  participate  in  these  examinations,  and  this  gives  an 
opportunity  to  many  deserving  and  likely  subjects  who 
lack  "pull"  but  who  make  better  soldiers  than  many  who 
have  it. 

Better  results  come  from  this  system  in  many  ways, 
and  the  service  might  be  vastly  improved  if  the  custom 
were  universal.  In  many  districts  the  congressmen  re- 
gard the  West  Point  and  Annapolis  appointments  as  a 
means  of  promoting  their  own  political  chances,  so  they 
have  no  competitive  examinations,  but  appoint  sons  of 
people  that  can  help  them  get  back  to  congress  again. 
This  is  by  no  means  the  best  way,  because  the  posses- 
sion of  a  parent  with  political  p-nver  is  by  no  means  a 
guaranty  of  fitness  for  naval  or  military  service.

Another  cold  night,  with  the  tempera- 
ture down  to  14  ileg.  below  zero,  and  folks 
when  they  got  out  this  morning  had  to 
pay  strict  attention  to  their  ears,  their 
cheeks  and  their  noses.

SOUNDINGS 

Engineering  Department 

Will  Determine  Need 

of  Dredging. 

No    Regular   Dredging 

Work   in    Harbor 

Since  1904. 


Preparatlona  are  being  made  at  the 
local  office  of  Maj.  Charles  L.  Potter, 
government  engineer,  to  start  a  sound- 
ing crew  under  the  charge  of  Junior 
Knglneer  CJ.  A.  Taylor,  to  lake  sound- 
ings of  the  harbor  at  various  points  to 
determine  whether  there  has  been  any 
shoaling  In  the  channels  and  whether 
dredging  work  will  be  necessary  this 
coming  season. 

The  amount  of  dredging  the  govern- 
ment will  do  in  the  Duluth-riuperlor 
harbor  this  year,  will  depeml  entirely 
on  the  results  of  the  .soundings.  There 
has  bu'en  no  regular  government 
dredging  work  for  about  two  years 
past.  The  soundings  taken  through 
the  lee  last  winter,  and  covering  the 
entire  harbor  to  some  distance  up  the 
St.  L.ouis  river,  showed  that  there  had 
been  a  little  shoaling  in  the  channels 
at  places,  but  at  points  where  It  had 
been  feared  that  the  shoaling  might 
occur  most  rapidly  there  had  been 
little  accumulating  of  silt  and  other 
material  to  obstruct  the  passage  of 
boats. 

It  Is  thought  likely  that  some 
dredging  will  be  necessary  off  the 
mouth  of  the  Nemadji  river,  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  harbor.  Every  spring 
there  is  high  water  on  the  Nemadji 
and  the  river,  by  reason  of  Its  swift 
current  and  crooked  way.  brings  down 
a  large  Quantity  of  mud  that  Is  de- 
posited in  the  bay  just  off  the  mouth 
of  the  stream.  The  so-called  new 
channel  between  the  Great  Northern 
ore  docks  and  Duluth  passes  close  to 
the  river  mouth  and  the  shoaling 
jiroce-ss  affects  It  every  year  to  a  great- 
er or  less  extent.  Two  years  ago  the 
last  dredging  was  done  off  the  Ne- 
madji river  and  it  Is  expected  that  the 
channel  is  pretty  well  filled  up,  at  the 
present  time.  The  sprlitg  flood  will 
bring  down  even  more  mud  to  deposit. 

The  government  alms  to  keep  its 
channels  dredged  to  a  depth  of  twenty 
feet  and  where  new  work  Is  done  the 
ilredging  is  down  to  a  depth  of  twenty- 
four  feet  which  gives  the  government 
a  little  leeway  to  take  care  of  deposits 
up  to  the  20-foot  mark. 

Th»»  other  locality  that  it  l<?  expected 


some  shoaling  may  have  taken  place 
is  that  part  of  the  St.  Louis  river 
channel  partly  circling  Clough  or  Big 
island.  In  the  river  route  to  New  Du- 
luth and  Fond  du  Lac.  When  the 
government  made  the  so-called  new 
channel  it  provided  a  wide  curve  or 
bend.  The  spring  floods  on  the  St. 
Louis  river  were  expected  by  the  en- 
gineering department  to  have  some 
effect  on  the  concave  sld^  of  the  river 
bend,  but  the  soundings  last  year 
showed  that  the  wearing  process  was 
scarcely  noticeable,  while  the  shoal- 
ing that  usually  occurs  below  a  bend 
where  erosloi»  occurs,  was  not  enough 
to  call  for  more  dredging.  The  "cut- 
off" from  the  river  channel,  which 
diverts  some  of  the  flood  water  to  the 
east  side  of  Big  Island  is  said  to  be 
largely  responsible  for  keeping  the 
channel  well  open  at  the  lower  bend. 
Congress  provided  an  appropriation 
to  take  care  of  the  maintenance  dredg- 
ing in  the  Duluth-.Superlor  harbor  and 
there  Is  still  a  balance  available  when 
It  Is  needed.  The  efforts  of  the  en- 
glners  In  this  district  to  have  a  govern- 
ment dredge  to  look  after  the  main- 
tenance work  was  not  received  with 
favor  by  congress  and  the  matter  has 
api>arently  been  dropped.  With  so 
many  dredging  concerns  now  In  the 
field  at  this  end  of  the  lake  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  government  will  be 
able  to  close  even  more  favorable 
dredging  contracts  than  It  has  had  in 
the  past,  when  there  was  but  little 
competition. 

NEW  BOOKS  FOR 
THE  LIBRARY 

Board  Buys  Sixty-Seven 
Volumes  of  a  Techni- 
cal Work. 

Sixty-seven  volumes  of  the  Inter- 
national Library  of  Technology,  worth 
$5  per  volume,  will  be  added  to  the  Du- 
luth public  library,  as  a  result  of  the 
meeting  of  the  library  board  held  last 
evening.  A  number  of  petitions  have 
been  presented  to  the  board,  asking 
that  the  books  be  purchased,  and  the 
board  finally  saw  lis  way  clear  to 
make  the  outlay. 

The  .St.  Louis  County  Medical  society 
win  have  a  room  in  the  library.  In  the 
near  future,  devoted  to  works  on  medi- 
cal subjects.  The  society  presented  a 
petition  asking  for  space  for  such  a 
library,  and  the  board  expressed  Its  ap- 
proval of  the  plan,  leaving  the  arrange- 
ments in  the  hands  of  the  book  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Dr.  C.  C.  Salter. 
Rev.  Harry  White  and  G.  A.  Tom- 
linson. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Elizabeth 
gelden  was  received  and  laid  on  the 
table   until   the   next  meeting.

MINERS  FAIL  TO  OUST 

PRESIDENT  DOLAN. 


Pittsburg,  Feb.  6.— After  a  session 
characterized  by  disorder,  hisses  and 
cat  calls,  the  delegates  to  the  con- 
vention of  district  No.  5  of  the  United 
Mine  Work«^rs  failed  to  pass  a  resolu- 
tion calling  for  the  resignation  of 
President  Patrick  Dolan.  presldeat  of 
the  district,  because  of  his  actl<in  In 
voting  with  the  operators  In  Indian- 
apolis to  sustain  the  pre.sent  wage 
.scale.  After  several  hours'  discussUir. 
uj)Mii  the  resolution,  which  the  chau* 
refused  to  recognize,  the  convention 
adjourned  until  today. 

Through  the  entire  day  Dolan  wa.^ 
attacked  from  all  sides.  In  defenamg 
himself   he   said: 

"In  Indianapolis  W.  D.  Ryan  told  me 
personally  he  thought  we  would  be 
doing  well  to  get  a  continuance  of  the 
present  rate  because  a  strike  would 
be  demoralizing  to  our  organization. 


"There  are  65,000  unorganized  minors 
betwcer\  the  Union  station  and  Johns- 
town and  for  these  reasons  I  voted  In 
favor  of  the  operators'   propo5»ttion. 

"I  know,"  he  continued,  "what  it  Is 
to  carry  on  a  strike  better  than  any 
one  here,  or  as  well.  It  means  camp.?, 
funds  and  worries  that  few  of  those 
here  have  had  experience  in  meeting. 
I  know  what  obstacles  are  to  be  met, 
what  we  must  expect  to  go  up  against." 


MEETS  APPROVAL 
OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

Glad  That  Lieutenant  is 

Reduced  in  Rank  for 

Snobbishness. 

Washington,  Feb.  G.— In  a  letter  to  Sec- 
retai-y  Taft,  President  Roosevelt  declares 
that  "the  uniform  of  the  enlisted  man 
(of  the  army  or  navy)  is  a  badge  of  hon- 
or" and  that  it  entitles  the  wearer  "to 
peculiar  consideration." 

Secretary  Taft  transmitted  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  court  martial  of  Lieut. 
Roy  I.   Taylor,   who   was   reduced  twelve 

flies  for  unbecoming  conduct  toward  an 
enlisted  man  of  his  command.  A  ser- 
geant of  his  company  occupied  a  seat 
at  a  theater  In  front  of  Taylor.  At  the 
latter's  request  or  direction  the  ser- 
geant moved  to  another  part  of  the  house. 
The  court  martial  resulted.  The  presi- 
dent's letter  follows; 

"In  my  Judgment  Lieut.  Taylor  com- 
mitted one  of  the  most  serious  faults 
which  any  officer  can  commit.  I  am  glad 
that  he  was  reduced  twelve  files.  It  la  a 
pleasure  to  record  the  fact  that  his  of- 
fense was  altogether  exceptional  In  the 
body  to  which  he  belongs;  I  know  of  no 
other  officer  who  has  been  guilty  of  sim- 
ilar misconduct. 

"There  is  no  body  of  men  In  this 
country  of  similar  size  which  merits  so 
well  of  the  country  as  the  body  of  offi- 
cers and  enlisted  men  In  the  army  and 
navy  of  the  United  States.  Not  only 
should  the  country  as  a  whole  jealously 
guard  the  interests  of  these  men  and 
regard  their  honor  as  being  Identltied  to 
a  p-?cullar  degree  and  in  a  peculiar  sense 
with  its  own,  but  tlie  members  of  the 
body  should  themselves  feel  the  same 
Jealous  eagerness  to  uphold  and  honor 
and  standing  of  all  connected  with  It. 
Above  all  tills  should  be  tlie  object  of 
the  officers  as  n-Kards   the  enlisted  men. 

"The  more  civilized  a  nation  is,  the 
more  honestly  desirous  It  Is  of  securing 
peace,  the  greater  should  be  the  care 
with  whi<-h  It  fosters  and  encourages  the 
pre3er\'ailon  of  the  military  virtues 
among  its  citizens;  and  In  no  way  can 
this  be  l)etter  achieved  than  by  a  reso- 
lute effort  to  secure  proper  recognition 
for  the  enlisted  men  of  the  army  and 
navy.  The  uniform  of  the  enlisted  man 
is  a  badge  of  honor.  It  entitles  him  to 
peculiar  consideration.  It  shows  ihaf  In 
the  great  majority  of  cas*\s  he  has 
loarned  those  habits  of  self-command, 
of  self-restraint,  of  ol>edlence  and  of  fear- 
lessness in  the  face  af  danger,  which 
put  him  above  most  of  his  fellows  who 
have  not  possessed  similar  prlvilegt-s.  To 
strive  to  discriminate  against  him  in  any 
way  is  literally  an  Infamy;  for  It  is  in 
reality  one  of  the  most  serious  offenses 
which  can  be  committed  against  the  sta- 
blUtv  and  greatness  of  our  nation.  If  a 
hotelkeeper  or  the  owner  of  a  theater  or 
any  other  public  resort  attempts  such 
discrimination,  everything  possible  should 
t)t>  done  by  all  good  <itizens  to  make  the 
man  attempting  it  feel  the  full  weight 
of  a  just  popular  resentment,  and  If  pos- 
sible, legal  proceedings  .should  be  taken 
against  him.  As  for  the  commissioned 
officers.  It  Is  and  must  be  their  pride 
alike  to  train  the  ejillsted  man  how  to  do 
his  duty  and  to  .see  that  the  •nll.sted  man 
who  does  his  duty  Is  held  in  honor  and 
respect." 


Owing  to  the  inability  of  the  Lake 
Lintlen  club  to  stand  the  lon^  Jump 
from  the  Copper  country  to  Winnipeg, 
the  plans  for  a  six  club  baseball  league 
to  Include  the  two  Copper  country 
cities    have    fallen    through.

The  jump  to  Winnipeg  was  what 
stuck.  Thi-y  were  willing  to  attempt 
the  Grand  Forks  and  Fargo  trip,  but 
the  800  miles  to  Winnipeg  was  too 
strong  for  them  .and  they  refused  to 
come   into  the  fold. 

The  result  is  that  the  Northern  league 
magnates  are  facing  a  pretty  hard  pro- 
position. Two  more  cities  have  to  be 
secured  to  complete  the  circuit,  and  it 
is  hard  to  see  just  what  cities  they 
will  be. 

The  meeting  broke  up  with  nothing 
definite  decided,  and  all  the  delegates 
but  L.  A.  Van  Praagh  left  for  home 
last  evening,  agreeing  to  meet  again 
in  Grand  Forks  on  Feb.  18,  when  some 
report  will  be  received  from  the  other 
two  cities   in   view. 

The  new,  officers  of  the  league  were 
also  elected  at  yesterday's  meeting. 
As  was  expected,  W.  T.  Price  of  Fargo 
was  chosen  president  and  J.  T.  Pul- 
ford  of  Winnipeg  vice  president.  The 
board  of  control  will  consist  of  J.  M. 
Lamb  of  Winnipeg.  L.  Van  Praagh  for 
Duluth.  Matt  Camitch  for  Fargo,  M. 
Stanchfield  for  Grand  Forks,  and  E.  H- 
Kent    as    a    meinl>er    at    large. 

Lamb,  Kent  and  Van  Praagh  will  con- 
stitute a  circuit  committee,  which  was 
instructed  to  look  into  the  plans  for 
Including  the  other  cities  In  view,  and 
report  at  the  meeting  on  Feb.  IS. 

For  reasons  of  policy  the  names  of 
the  other  two  cities  are  being  kept 
secret,  but  they  are  possibly  Eau  Claire 
and  Chippewa  Falls. 

COACH  YOST 

IS  RETAINED 

Michigan  University  Sen- 
ate Turns  Down  Plan 
to  Abolish  Football. 

Ann  Arbor.  Mich.,  Feb.  G.— At  a  session 

lasting  late  into  the  night,  the  University 

of    Michigan     senate     voted     practically 

unanimously  to  retain  Coach  Yost  for  the 

Michigan    football    eleven,    regardless    of 

the  recommendations  of  the  recent  Chi- 
cago football  conference  which  declared 
against  professional  coaciiea  who  were 
not   faculty  members. 

There  was  no  great  controversy  over 
this  question,  Yost  having  a  contract  run- 
ning four  years  more.  The  proposal 
made  by  the  University  of  Chicago  that 
foiJlball  be  abolished  for  two  years  was 
defeated  by  a  decisis  e  vote,  tl  was  decid- 
ed to  accept  the  Chicago  conference  rec- 
ommendation for  a  three  years'  eligibility 
rule,  but  at  the  University  of  Michigan 
the  rule  is  not  to  be  retroactive;  that  is, 
it  will  not  apply  to  students  who  entered 
college  under  the  former  conditions.  This 
ruling  of  the  senate  will  save  Capt.  Cur- 
tis, Garrells,  Barlow  and  SchuUz,  who 
have  been  In  athletics  three  years  and 
would  have  been  ruled  out  under  the 
Cliicago  recommendations. 

When  the  proposition  to  abolish  the 
training  table  was  reached  a  determined 
fight  was  started  in  favor  of  retaining 
tile  tables,  but  having  won  out  on  its 
principal  contentions,  the  opposition  did 
not  press  Us  advantage  and  the  rule  to 
abandon  training  tables  was  indorsed,  as 
were  also  the  remaining  recommendations 
of  the  Chicago  conference. 

COLE  THEWINNER. 

Minneapolis  Wrestler  Secures  Two  Suc- 
cessive Falls  From  Frank  Meyers.

Globe  Elevator  Company 

Attacks  Wisconsin  Grain 

Inspection  Law. 

Seeks  a  Temporary  Re- 
straining Order  In  United 
States  Tribunal. 


An  attack  from  every  side  has  been 
made  upon  the  Wisconsin  grain  iit- 
spectlon  law  by  the  Globe  Elevator 
company  of  Duluth  and  Mlnneapolils, 
iu  a  complaint  which  has  been  filed  in 
United  States  court  at  Madison,  Wis., 
asking  for  a  temporary  restraining 
order  to  prevent  the  grain  commission 
and  the  railroads  Interfering  with 
its    business. 

This  is  the  first  obvious  move  that 
has  been  made  against  the  commission 
and  the  law  which  is  behind  it  since 
the  first  of  the  year,  when  some 
amendments  passed  by  the  Wisconsin 
legislature  iu  extra  session,  went  into 
effect. 

The  present  action  of  the  Globe  com- 
pany was  brought  to  test  the  validity 
of  the  Inspection  law.  The  company 
contends  that  if  it  is  obliged  to  con- 
duct its  business  up  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  law,  it  will  be  at  a  great 
loss  and  that  it  has  lost  several  thou- 
sand dollars  since  the  law  went  into 
effect. 

The  Northern  Pacific  and  Great 
Northern  railroads  are  also  made  par- 
ties to  the  suit.  It  is  the  claim  of  the 
elevator  company  that  the  railroads 
have  been  placing  the  cars  of  grain  in 
the  reach  of  the  Inspectors,  despite  the 
requests  to  the  contrary  made  by  the 
concern. 

The  elevator  interests  further  main- 
tain that  the  Inspection  of  their  cars 
by  the  Wisconsin  inspectors  involved 
an  actual  grain  loss  and  that  no  bene- 
fits whatever  were  derived  from  the 
inspection.  The  right  of  Commission- 
ers Swanstrom  and  Shanahan,  a  North 
Dakota  grain  buyer  and  Buffalo  cereal 
Inspector  respectively,  to  act  on  tlie 
commission  is  also  questioned. 

The  right  and  ability  of  the  com- 
mission to  collect  outstanding  obliga- 
tions is  questioned.  In  fact,  the  law  is 
attacked  from  etery  possible  side,  in- 
cluding a  stand  which  maintains  that 
the  law  violates  an  Important  clause 
in  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
which  provides  that  no  state  shall  de- 
prive any  person  of  life,  liberty  or 
property  without  due  process  of  law. 
or  deny  to  any  person  within  its  juris- 
diction, the  equal  protection  of  the  law.

TIMBER  TRESPASS  CASES 

Are  to  be  Vigorously  Prosecuted  by  the 
Attorney  General. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  6.— Twenty-five  timber 
txespass    cases,    Involving    from    $25,0o0 

to  $30,000,  were  turned  over  today  to 
the  attorney  general  by  the  state  lim- 
ber board  yesterday,  with  instructions 
to  prosecute  them  and  collect  the  full 
amount.  Bonness  &  Howe  of  Minnea- 
polis will  be  the  defendants  in  most 
of  the  cases,  which  are  for  trespass 
upon  state  timber  in  Hubbard  county. 
Some  of  the  timber  has  been  cut  from 
the  state  park  in  that  county  and  some 
from  other  state  timber  land.  It  is 
alleged  that  some  of  the  cases  are 
flagrant  violations  of  the  law.  In  some 
cases  where  the  timber  Is  cut,  the  rec- 
ords In  the  state  auditor  s  office  would 
.show  that  it  is  still  standing,  e\en 
though  it  has  been  scaled  by  the  state 
surveyor  general.  Assistant  Attoriiey 
General  Jelly  has  been  up  in  Hubbard 
county  and  unear.thed  considerable  evi- 
dence against  the  trespassers,  and  this 
will  be  u.sed  as  the  basis  of  the  suit. 

All  four  members  of  the  board,  the 
governor,  treasurer,  auditor  and  at- 
torney general,  were  present  at  tlie 
meeting  yesterday. 

The  trespasses  were  brough  to  light 
indirectly  by  the  evidence  in  two  civil 
suits  that  the  Bonness  &  Howe  firm 
had  against  other  lumber  firms.  Some 
eighteen  months  ago  Rumph  &  Pruden 
of  Stillwater  brought  suit  against  Bon- 
ness &  Howe  to  recover  money  paid 
for  logs  which  the  complaint  alleges 
were  not  delivered  in  accordance  with 
the  contract.  Another  case,  al.so  in  tue 
circuit  court,  was  brought  by  Bonness 
&  Howe  against  Ott  &  Mu.sser  for 
about  $50,000.  which  they  claimed  the 
defendants    had      withheld    from      pay- 


ment on  a  contract  for  logs  which  the 
defendants  alleged  were  not  delivered. 
These  two  firms,  In  their  suits  against 
Bonness  &  Howe,  needed  eveldence 
which  could  be  obtained  only  from 
residents  of  Hubbard  and  neighboring 
counties.  One  of  their  asents  came  to 
Park  Rapids  to  pursue  investigations. 
Later  the  work  of  gathering  evidence 
for  the  case  was  left  to  local  partlea 
and  they  went  about  the  work  to 
meet  and  interview  settlers  and  small 
contractors  who  knc?w  what  had  hap- 
pened in  the  pineries^  They  inter- 
viewed some  400  men.  and  of  these 
about  seventy  were  taken  to  St.  Paul 
to  testify  in  the  cases. 

One  resident  of  the  county,  it  is 
stated,  testified  that  during  the  winter 
of  1901-02  he  cut  from  section  36-141-33 
under  contract  with  Bonness  &  Howe, 
425  feet  of  pine  and  banked  it  near  the 
railroad  running  through  the  section. 
According  to  the  records  of  the  state 
auditor's  office,  this  timber  is  still 
standing.  He  stated  that  a  year  later 
a  neighbor  of  his  cut  $5.i>X)  feet  on  the 
section  he  used  In  building  a  house  on 
a  claim  nearby  and  he  was  immediate- 
ly  nabbed   by  the  cruiser. 

TROUBLE  AMONG

The  restraining  order  is  not  to  go  into 
effect  until  the  complainants  file  an 
undertaking  to  be  approved  by  the 
court.

The  isaucer  pie,  so  much  coveted  by 
boys  and  girls  of  years  ago,  was 
doubtless  the  forerunner  of  the  Indl- 
\idual  service  of  fo<>d  so  coumion  to- 
day, says  the  Sacramento  Bee.  One 
does  not  need  to  bo  very  old  to  re- 
member when  dessert  of  any  kind  was 
a  portion  taken  from  a  large  dish. 
Now  our  pie  is  served  as  a  tart  or  a 
fanchonnette,  and  the  wedge-shaped 
piece  is  rarely  sten  except  at  the  res- 
taurant or  on  tables. where  the  family 
refuses  to  keep  pace  with  cullinary 
progress.  Ice  cream  used  to  be  served 
by  spoonfuls  in  a  plate  or  saucer;  now 
It  must  be  taken  from  Individual  molds 
to  meet  the  approval  of  the  modern 
taste.  Individual  chicken  pies,  escal- 
loped  oysters,  salads,  shortcak*s  and 
lots  of  other  eatables  are  all  made  ju.^t 
large  enough  for  one.  Food  served  In 
this  way  is  u.sually  more  appetkiing, 
for  there  is  no  breaking  into  pieces,  or 
Juices  and  gravies  running  about.  Food 
can  be  kept  for  the  belated  one  in  bet- 
ter condition  than  when  he  must  eat 
the  remnants  of  a  larger  dish.  Tlii.^ 
fashion  relieves  the  head  of  the  table 
from  serving  thf  food,  but  makes  more 
work  in  the  kitchen. 

But  while  the  tendency  has  been 
strong  towards  individual  portions 
cooked  by  themselves,  the  "bird  baths" 
round  the  dinner  plate,  for  which  the 
American  table  has  been  criticls<  d,  are 
not  seen  except  in  hotels  and  boardlns 
hou.ses.  At  the  home  table,  or  at  a 
formal  dinner,  the  vegetables  and  other

accompaniments    of    the    meat    or    fish 
are  served  on  the  same  plate. 

Serving  food  In  courses  is  largely 
responsible  for  this  change,  also  for 
not  overloading  plates.  A  simple  din- 
ner of  soup,  roast  and  one  or  two  veg- 
etables, salad  and  desert  served  in 
four  courses,  tends  both  to  better  di- 
gestion, because  of  the  Impossibility 
of  hurrying,  and  to  economy,  because 
there  Is  less  temptation  to  take  food 
that  cannot  be  eaten.  There  is  8<ime- 
thing  more  than  mere  bowing  to  fash- 
ion In  serving  the  home  dinner  in 
courses  and  with  some  ceremony,  and 
In  addition  the  best  school  of  manners 
for  the  children.

Many  a  child,  while  nursing,  has  ac- 
quired an  appetite  for  strong  drink 
because  the  mother  used  beverages 
containing  alcohol.  A  letter  from  an 
Elgin,  111.,  mother  illuttrates  the 
necessity  of  great  care  as  to  the  moth- 
er's food  and  drink  while  she  is  nurs- 
ing her  child: 

"What  I  have  to  say  should  be  of 
interest  to  mothers  who  are  so  fort- 
unate as  to  be  able  to  nurse  their 
babies,"  she  writes.  "Until  my  first 
baby  came  I  did  not  realize  that  coffee 
was  the  cause  of  the  severe  attacks 
of  nervousness  to  which  I  was  s.ubject 
at  times.

Annual  Reports  of  Several 

City    Departments 

Placed  on  File. 


Annual  reports  of  the  various  city 
offlctrs  constituted  the  main  business 
brought  before  the  council  at  the  regu- 
lar meeting  last  evening,  and  the  ses- 
sion ia.sied  but  little  over  lialf  aii  hour. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  city  attor- 
ney, the  sealer  of  weights  and  mea- 
sures,   the    park    board    and    tiie    water 

and  light  department  were  filed. 

The  report  of  the  city  attorney 
s.lic'v\ed  thai  not  a  single  verdict  had 
been  secured  against  the  city  in  per- 
sonal injury  cases,  aithough  a  num- 
ber of  such  cases  had  been  brouglit. 
All  of  those  which  were  based  upon 
good  grounds  were  settled  out  of  court, 
and  those  wliicii  weie  puslitd  into 
court  by  the  plaintiffs  were  success- 
fully defended. 

The  city  attorney  further  reported 
that  settlements  had  been  made  of  a 
number  of  back  assessmeJils  and  taxes, 
which  placed  considerable  live  prop- 
erty on  the  books  again.  A  detailed 
report  of  the  cases  tried  by  the  as-sist- 
ani  city  attorney  during  the  year  fol- 
lowed. 

The  report  of  the  park  board  .showed 
that  twenty-two  acres  of  property  had 
be-^n  added  to  Chester  park  during  that 
year,  giving  the  city  the  possession  of 
the  land  on  each  side  of  the  creek, 
from  Fifth  street  to  the  boulevard.  The 
boaid  recommended  that  the  land  be- 
tween Fourth  and  Fifth  street  be  also 
acciuired- 

During  the  year  the  boulevard  has 
been  extended  from  Thirty-ninth  ave- 
nue west  to  Sixty-third  avenue  west. 

The  total  expenses  of  the  board  were 
$14,452.03.  divided  as  follows:  Land, 
$2,784;  improvements,  J2,.'>66;  mainten- 
ance, So.l.VO.ltt;  nursery  stock,  Jl,4i)9.03; 
general  expenses,  $2.U»8.'J3;  ofUce  ex- 
panses, $428.00. 

Noble  Sampson,  sealer  of  weights 
and  measures,  also  presented  his  report 
tor  the  year.  During  the  yetir  he 
tested  444  loads  of  coal,  all  of  which 
woie  found  correct  but  one.  <>ut  of  770 
scales  Inspected,  730  were  found  cor- 
rect,   and   out   of   414    measures    tested, 

Sao   were   found   correct.

The  annual  report  of  tlie  water  and 
light  board  of  the  conduct  of  the  de- 
partment over  which  It  exercises  su- 
pervision was  presented  last  evening. 
It  goes  exhaustively  Into  the  year's 
business  and  enumerates  the  various 
things  that  have  been  done  and  the 
plans   the  department   has   under   way. 

One  of  the  most  Interesting  things 
in  the  report  Is  a  protest  against  the 
practice  of  the  council  In  voting  for 
extensions  before  the  department  has 
given  them  its  approval,  and  of  In- 
creasing Ixjiid  issues  that  have  been 
recommended. 

The  board's  report  in  opening  refers 
to  the  fact  that  some  disastrous  breaks 
were  sustained  during  the  year,  chief 
among  them  being  the  explosion  at  the 
gas  holder.  The  necessity  for  large 
Improvements  is  also  dwelt  upon. 
among  these  being  a  new  gas  holder 
of  larger  dimensions  and  an  addition 
to  the  pumping  capacity  at  Lakewood. 
The  construction  of  a  lO.OOO.OW-gall  .n 
reservoir  at  West  Duluth  is  In  prog- 
ress, and  will  cost  $60,000.  Extensions 
of  mains  that  are  in  progress  are  also 
referred  to. 

With  reference  to  the  bond  issue  be- 
ing voted  on  today,  the  report  says: 

'The  board  earnestly  hopes  that  the 
city  will  vote  the  issue  of  bonds  which 
is  being  submitted  for  approval  at  the 
coming  election,  because  it  Is  only  by 
this  approval  and  sale  of  the  bonds 
that  Improvements  and  extensions, 
vital  to  the  city,  can  be  made  during 
the  coming  season;  but  the  board  re- 
affirms its  determination  to  make  no 
extensions  that  are  not  backed  by  ade- 
quate guarantees  as  required  by  the 
rules  of  the  department,  and  then  only 
as  r.-ipidly  as  the  interests  of  the  city 
and  economy  of  operations  will  permit. 

•Mn  ihi.s  connection  the  board  feels 
that  it  must  protest  against  a  growing 
practice  which  we  believe  Is  detrimen- 
tal to  the  Interests  of  the  city,  and 
which  has  a  tendency  to  hamper  the 
board  in  the  Impartial  and  wise  admin- 
istration of  its  affairs,  particularly 
with  regard  to  extensions.  As  we  read 
the  cliarter.  it  contemplates  that  the 
initiative  In  making  extensions  and  the 
consequent  issue  of  bonds  shall  be 
taken  by  this  department.  Our  protest 
is:  First,  against  the  council's  voting, 
in  advance  of  formal  petitions  and 
guarantees  of  the  necessary  income, 
and  before  the  extensions  are  submit- 
ted by  this  department  to  the  council 
for  its  approval,  that  extensions  shall 
be  made;  and  second,  against  the  coun- 
cil's increasing  the  amount  of  bond 
Is.sues  as  requested  by  this  department 
to  be  submitted  to  the  people  for  their 
approval. 

•The  board  realizes  that  it  is  its  duty 
to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  depart- 
ment for  the  best  interests  of  the  city 
as  a  whole,  and  it  cannot  be  main- 
tained that  we  have  not  fairly  kept 
pace  with  the  growUig  requirements  of 
the  different  sections  of  the  city.  when, 
accompanied  by  sufficient  guarantees, 
they  have  been  formally  presented 
the  board  for  action.  But,  in

WIFE  BEATERS  WHIPPED. 

Oregon's  New  Law  for  Bad  Husbands 
Said  to  Work  Hell. 

Portland.  Or.,  Feb.  6.— The  whipping 
post  law  enacted  by  the  Oregon  legis- 
lature accomplished  its  purixise.  Wife 
beating,  they  say,  has  aln.ost  been 
stopped  in  Oregon. 

The  law  went  Into  effect  on  May  18 
last.  T-wenty  laches  is  the  maximum 
penalty  that  can  be  imposed.  It  is  op- 
tional with  the  court  whether  convicted 
wife  beaters  shall  be  sentenced  to  the 
whipping  post   or  confined   In  jail. 

There  hax't'  bf  en  only  three  inflictions 
of  the  penalty  since  the  law  was  en- 
acted. A  month  after  the  law  went 
nito  effect  a  Portland  waiter  was  ar- 
rested for  beating  his  wife.  He  was 
sentenced  to  receive  twenty  lasiies. 

He  was  taken  to  the  Multnomah 
county  Jail,  the  upper  part  of  his  body 
was  bared  and  his  hands  were  hand- 
cuffed together  and  tied  to  the  top  of 
a  cell  'door.  Then  the  jailer  struck 
him  twenty  times.  The  whip  used  was 
a  short  cowhide  stock,  with  four  buck- 
sltin  thongs.  This  made  every  lash 
really  four  blows  on  the  body. 

The  whipping,  the  hrst  of  its  kind  in 
the  West,  attracted  wide  attention,  and 
It  made  troublesome  husbands  fearful. 
The  man  whipped  left  Portland  as  soon 
as  he  was  at  liberty. 

An  employe  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
car  shops  in  Portl^d  was  sentenced  in 
August  to  receive  ten  lashes.  His  wife 
sut-d  for  divorce  while  he  was  In  jail 
awaiting  trial,  but  after  he  had  re- 
ceived the  whipping  and  was  at  hberty 
he  efttMited  a  reconciliation,  and  the 
wife  vAithdrew  her  complaint.  The  wife 
beater  was  discharged  from  his  em- 
ployment, and  being  unable  to  get 
other  work,  left  the  city. 

The  only  other  man  to  be  Avhipped 
was  a  former  postmaster  of  Baker 
City,  Or.,  and  the  penalty  was  imposed 
in  Baker  county.  He  received  twenty 
lashes. 

An  attempt  was  made  under  the 
terms  of  the  law  to  whip  a  man  who 
hao  assaulted  his  divorced  wife,  but  as 
the  woman  was  not  his  wife,  the  courts 
held  that  the  penalty  could  not  be  in-

flicted.     He  was  sentenced  to  one  year 
on  the  n)ck  pile. 

Judge  George  J.  Cameron  of  the  mu- 
nicipal court  of  Portland  says  that  men 
were  frequently  charged  with  wife 
beating  a  few  months  ago.  but  now  It 
is  a  rare  occurrence.  He  belie%es  the 
whipping  post  is  responsible  for  the 
change.

ptarance  who  shall  .-^ay  that  in  this 
respect  he  has  not  been  well  ad\ised? 
The  "Liale  Father'  api>ears  to  have 
fathomed  human  nature  enouirh  to 
understand  that  sooner  or  later  t*^e 
hungry  people  must  return  to  th'ir 
senses'.  It  has  been  the  history  of 
the  world  that  riots  and  revolutions- 
even  Frttich  riotings  like  the  commune 
— all  things  come  to  an  end.  And  it 
Is  pos.<ible  that  the  czar  flKures  that 
the  peasantry  end  even  their  must 
bloodthirsty  anarchistic  Uatiers  wili  »>e< 
willing  to  work  all  the  harder  in  the 
future  in  order  to  make  up  for  tiselr 
re\olutionary  holiday  and  the  lime- 
lost  by  reason  of  their  economic  de- 
bauch.

DOES  NOT  WANT 
REAPPOINTMENT 

Maj.  Scott  Would  Not  Re- 
turn to  Leech  Lake 
Agency. 

Cass  Lake,  Minn..  Feb.  6. —  (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — Maj.  George  L.  Scott 
of  the  Tenth  cavalry,  retired,  was  a 
visitor  In  Cass  Lake  a  few  days  ago, 
being  the  guest  of  his  daughter.  Mrs. 
G.  E.  Marshall.  Maj.  Scott  was.  until 
about  two  months  ago,  acting  Indian 
agent    at    Onlgum.    the    Leech       Lake 


agency,  having,  at  his  own  request, 
been  placed  on  the  retired  list  of  the 
army,  under  the  20-year  active  service 
provision.  After  being  placed  on  the 
retired  list,  the  question  of  his  being 
retained  as  acting  Indian  agent,  came 
up,  his  term  as  agent  having  expired 
on  Jan.  1,  1906.  Commissioner  Leupp 
took  the  position  that  the  Indian  de- 
partment could  not  afford  to  give  the 
maj<ir  the  additional  pay  as  acting 
agent,  although  he  expressed  a  desire 
that  Scott  would  remain.  A  special 
agent,  Mr.  McXichols.  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  affairs  at  the  agency, 
but  no  one  has  as  yet  been  appointed 
to  succeed  Maj.  Scott;  In  fact,  it  was 
Intimated  that  the  department  would 
recommend   his  reappointment. 

While  Maj.  Scott  was  here,  he  stated 
emphatically  that  he  would,  under  no 
conditions,  accept  a  reappointment; 
that  he  <iuit  the  agency  witli  his  skirts 
clean,  that  everything  was  open  and 
above  board  and  subject  to  inspection 
to  anyone.  It  Is  known  that  tlie  major 
was  oppo.sed  from  the  day  he  first 
took  held  of  the  affairs  at  the  agency; 
but  despite  that  fact,  he  made  a  good 
agent.  He  broke  up  the  band  of 
Pillager  Indians  w-ho  participated  in 
the  Rear  Island  fight,  and  by  his  de- 
termined stand  iias  made  of  them  one 
of  the  most  friendly  and  peaceable 
tribes  of  all  the  Chippewas.  In  his 
dealings  with  the  various  lumber  com- 
panies he  always  insisted  on  the  letter 
of  the  law  being  observed,  and  got 
the  most  poss^ible  ffir  his  waids  out  of 
the  lumlierlng  operations.  His  rugged 
honesty  was  never  (juestloned  liy  any- 
one ac<iuainted  with  the  major  and 
his  official  acts,  and  he  was  not  sus- 
ceptible to  the  graft  which  has  at 
times  crept  Into  the  Indian  service. 
Tliere  are  several  aspirants  for  the 
position  of  agent,  among  them  being 
C.  A.  Rider  of  Little  Falls;  Wylie  Tin- 
dolrih  of  Thief  River  Falls,  and  it  has 
been  rumrtred  that  .^imon  Michelet. 
who  is  agent  at  White  Earth,  may 
be  given  charge  of  this  agency  also. 
In  the  meantime  Mr.  McNichols  is  in 
charge  and  the  department  has  not 
intimated  its  policy  In  th"  matter  of 
appointment  of  a  successor  to  Maj.

WANTS  TO  USE 
PRESERVATIVES 

German   Importer  Says 

Sausage  Does  Not  Keep 

Without  Them. 

Washington,  Feb.  6. — An  inquiry  re- 
cently came  to  the  department  of  agri- 
culture from  an  importer  of  Frankfur- 
ter sausages  asking  if  there  was  any 
objection  to  the  use  of  salicylic  or  bor- 

aclc  acid   or  any   preservative  to  keep 
the  meat,  if  that  fact  be  plairdy  stated 
on   the   label.     The   German   manufact- 
urer,   because   of   objection   by    the   de- 
partment of  agriculture     had     discon- 
jtlnued   using  any  pre.servative  and  the 
[importer  said  that  the  sausages  do  not 
I  keep  very   well  without  it. 
I     In  a  decision  published   by  authority 
jof  Secretary  Wilson  the  attitude  of  the 
[department    of    agriculture     is     stated 
substantially  as  follows: 

"The  addition  of  any  preservative  of 
,  any  kind  to  a  food  product  may  be  ob- 
jected to,  first,  when  the  added  Ijody  i.s 
liot  mentioned  on  the  label;  second,  the 
added  substance  itself  may  bo  deemed 
injurious    to    h<a]th;    third,    the    added 


I  substance  may  be  forbidden  by  the 
laws  of  the  country  in  which  the  foodt 
j  are  made  or  from  v,  hich  they  are  ex- 
I  ported. 

)  ■■nt)th  boracic  and  salicylic  acids  are 
prohiV>ited  by  tiie  German  laws.  Bor- 
acic acid  has  been  declared  by  this  de- 
partment to  be  injurious  to  health.  It 
does  not  appear  tWat  there  is  ar.y  con- 
vincing reason  for  the  u.^it  of  any  pre- 
servatives in  sausages  except  the  usual 
condimental  Ingredients — salt,  vinegar, 
spices  and  wood  smoke. 

"Until     the     results     of     experiments 
conducted  in   the  bureau  of  chemistry 
are   declared,    small   quantities  of   ben- 
zoic acid  and   benzoates.   salicylic  acid 
iand  salicylates,   sulphurous     acid     ajid 
[sulphites  and  copper  sulphate  are  per- 
jmltted    in    food    products   when    plainly 
I  declared   upon  the   label   and   when   not 
j  forbidden   by  the  laws  of  the  countries 
[where  the  foods  are  produced  or  from 
wliich  they  are  exported." 


CHIEF  DECLINES  TO  RESIGN. 
St.  Louis,  Feb.  6. — The  resignation 
of  Chief  of  Police  Kieley  was  re- 
quested yesterday  afternoon  by  the 
ijoard  of  police  commissioners,  taut  he 
refu.sed  to  accede  to  the  request.

NEW  RULING  BY 
LAND  OFFICE 

Proof  Rejected  Because 

Spirit  of  Law  Was 

Not  Observed. 

Ci-uokston,  Allnn..  Feb.  6.— (.Spv^clal  to 
The  Herald.) — The  general  land  offlce 
has  made  a  notable  departure  from  all 
former  rulings  and  established  ai\  en- 
tirely new  precedent  regarding  the 
reciulrements  to  be  fullilh  d  by  home- 
steaders. In  rejecting  the  linal  proof  of 
oie  O.  Brekke.  Bnkke's  proof  was 
1  ejected,  not  on  the  groumls  that  he 
had  not  complied  strictly  with  the  let- 
ter of  the  law,  but  that  he  had  failed 
to  comply  with  the  spirit  of  tiie  law. 
Brekke  has  lived  on  the  land  a  total 
of  twemy-thrce  months  and  fifteen 
days,  but  the  fact  that  he  had  spread 
this  period  of  actual  residence  over  a 
period  of  seven  years  led  the  depart- 
mtnt  at  Washington  to  the  belief  t'nat 
he  did  not  regard  the  homestead  as  his 
real  home,  and  that  his  residence  there 
periodically  was  only  a  make-shift  to 
get  possestiloa  of  160  acres  of  L'ncle 
Sam's  land.  Upon  these  grounds  the 
proof   was   rejected. 

While  In  the  past  there  have  been 
thou-sands  of  proofs  accepted  in  which 
the  law  had  not  been  compiled  with 
as  faithfully  as  in  this  case,  the  de- 
cision Is  an  evidence  that  the  govern- 
ment has  adopted  a  policy  much  more 
strict,  and  that  In  the  future  the  per- 
son who  tiles  on  a  homestead  will  have 
t<.  give  pretty  clear  evidence  that  It  Is 
his  intention  to  make  the  farm  his  per- 
manent homo  before  he  gets  his  tltlo 
clear.

Washington,  Feb.  6.--J^eclaring  the 
rate  bill  supremely  Demotrrw^'*^  ^"■'^ 
only  adopted  by  the  RepubllcaT>  ^®" 
cau^e  the  president  had  forced  it,  irr 
Stanley  (Ky.)  declared:  "I  have  never 
been  one  of  those  who  have  gone  into 
hysterics  over  the  president  and  shall 
not  do  it  now.  He  Is  a  fairly  honest 
man  and  a  good  judge  of  human 
nature  and  that  is  why  he  has  stood 
sponsor  for  Democratic  doctrine.

The  lusty  nobleman  was  further 
convicted  of  cruelly  beating  his  batlcr 
for  giving  his  wife  bread  and  drink  of 
a  better  sort  when  she  was  kept  pris- 
oner in  a  close  chamber;  and  aKso  of 
beating  his  daughter  Jane,  ased  15 
years,  giving  "the  simple,  terrified  girl" 
some  say  forty,  .some  sixty  strokes  of 
the  rod  on  her  bare  back,  so  that  with- 
in two  days  she  fell  Into  an  ague  AwA 
died.  A  total  fine  of  £1.000  was  in- 
posed  upon  the  worthy  baron  for  his 
overstrenuous  disciplinary  measures, 
and  this  was  reduced  to  £500  upon  his 
pleading  that  he  had  already  been  pun- 
ished by  nineteen  weeks'  imprison- 
ment, and  that  he  was  very  penitent 
and  sorry  for  his  faults. 

ZOLA'S  PUBLISHER. 
The  late  Georges  Charpentier  was 
the  publisher  of  Zola's  works,  as  well 
as  of  those  of  Daudet,  Gk>ncourt  and 
other  eminent  French  men  of  letters, 
says  the  Kansas  City  Journal.  Zoia 
had  a  modest  contract  withCharpentier 

but  when  his  novel,  "L'assommolr," 
made  him  famous,  the  publisher  tore 
up  the  contract  and  made  another, 
more  favorable  to  Zola.  Charpentier  s 
house  was  headquarters  for  the  im- 
pressionists as  well  as  the  revolution- 
aries and  "Intellectuals."  The  eminent 
publisher  walked  the  streets  of  Paris, 
at  the  age  of  59,  looking  young  and  In 
the  best  of  health,  only  two  days  be- 
fore his  death.

It  will  not  be 
known  definitely  whether  wheat  has  been 
damaged  to  any  extent  until  we  reach 
growing  whether,  which  will  be  about  the 
end  of  April.  I  think  wheat  will  be  a 
purchase  on  every  weak  spot  for  some 
weeks  to  come,  and  if  our  visible  supply 
should  decrease  steadily  we  might  bo  able 
to  dispose  of  the  balance  of  our  Inst  year 
crop  without  much  If  any  export  de- 
mand."

Requires   Close  Investi- 
gation Into  Alleged  Rail- 
road Mine  Merger, 

Washington,  Feb.  6. — The  national 
investigation  provided  for  in  the  Gil- 
lespie resolution  to  be  presented  to  the 
hou.se,  consists  of  eight  queries  to  be 
made  by  the  interstate  commerce  com- 
mission: 

First,  whether  the  roads  carrying 
coal  have  any  ownership  or  interest 
in   tho   mines. 

Second,  whether  the  officers  of  these 
roads  are  interested  personally  in  the 
mine's. 

Third,  whether  there  is  any  contract 
between  thc^  niiius  and  the  roads, 
amounting  to  a  restraint  of  trade  or 
creating  a  monopoly  in  bituminous 
coal. 

Fourth,  if  such  above  facts  are  found 
to  exist,  then  the  coininission  is  re- 
quired to  report  the  details  of  the  re- 
lationship and  set  forth  tlie  agree- 
ments or  terms  of  monopoly  or  owner- 
shix>  interest.". 

Fifth,  the  commission  is  to  report 
as  to  the  system  of  coal  tar  distribu- 
tion.

Seventh,  to  report  facts  and  con- 
clusions, it  may  deem  pertinent,     and, 

Eightli.  to  make  the  invesliration 
at  its  earliest  opportunity.

RE-ELECTION  BY  LARGE  MAJORITY 


Gets    877  More   Votes 

Than  His  Opponent, 

Trevllllon. 


Judge  Windom  Leads  the 

Victors  With  Majority 

of  1931. 

Democrats    Elect   Four 

Aldermen,    Securing 

Control  of  Council 


Party  lines  were  entirely  swept  away 
In  yestel-Uay's  election,  and  the  vottrs 
of  the  city,  by  the  choice  on  the  bal- 
lots, expressed  themselves  for  clean 
government,  an  honest  adiiilnislratiun, 
and  "the  best  man,"  regardless  of  thu 
political   prejudices. 

As  was  predicted  by  all  of  Mayor 
Cullum's  friends,  he  was  returned  by  a 
heavy  r.Iurallty,  carrying  every  ward 
In  the  city  but  the  Fourth. 

Judge  Windom  burled  hi.^  opponent 
under  an  avalanche,  and  piled  up  a 
plurality  of  nearly  2,000,  carrymg  all 
but  tnreo  precincts  and  every  ward. 

Four  of  the  Democratic  candidatf-s 
for  aldermen  won  out,  StapleJj  and 
Foublster  being  the  only  two  success- 
ful Republicans,  where  there  were  con- 
teats.

The  mayoralty  contest  resulted  in  no 
surprises,  except  to  Trevilllon's  friends. 
Mavor  CuUum  showed  Inci  eased 
strength  in  the  western  half  of  the 
city,  and  raji  like  a  scared  deer  in  the 
et- stern  end. 

His  own  precinct  gave  him  a  major- 
ity of  IbO  votes,  and  he  carried  his  own 
ward  by  419.  In  the  Second  ward  he 
added  194  votes  to  his  plurality.  In  the 
Third  ward  he  secured  more  than 
enough  of  a  majority  to  offset  Trevll-

The  Fifth  gave  Cullum  128  votes  to  the 
Kood.  The  .^ixth  gave  him  58.  the  Sev- 
enth 33.  and  the  Eighth  11. 

Two  ytarn  ago  Mayor  t  uilum  lost 
both  thr-  Seventh  and  Eighth  wards  by 
small  margins,  but  he  swung  enough 
votes  this  year  to  just  change  the  out- 
come. Trevllllon  claimed  the  Eighth 
yesterday  by  150  votes,  but  Cudum  s 
ca'npaign  managers  stated  that  neither 
side    would    get   It    by    more   than    llfty 

votes.  ,     . 

The  Seventh  ward  is  one  of  the 
strongest  Rtpubllcan  wards  In  the 
city  and  Cullum  lost  it  last  ume  to 
Hugo,  but  It  gave  him  a  maporlty  of 
thuty-three  this  year. 

Even  in  the  Fourth  ward  Mayor  Cul- 
lum showed  his  strength,  and  he  cut 
'Trevillicns  majority  here  down  to  iOl. 
He  carried  the  Fifth  precinct  by  a 
good  margin,  and  split  the  fourth 
about  equally.  In  the  first  three  pre- 
cincts Trevilli-.n  got  his  big  vote. 

The  Third  and  Fifth  wards,  as  ex- 
pected, returned  good  majorities  for 
Cullum.  th--  Third  giving  him  145,  and 
the  Fifth  liS. 

The  First  and  Second  wards,  how- 
ever, were  what  turned  the  trick.  Tre- 
vlllion  was  counting  on  having  to  makv? 
up  in  the  western  end  of  the  city  what 
he  lost  in  these  two  wards,  and  when 
he  failed  to  do  It.  or  even  hold  his  own 
In  the  western  end.  the  First  and  Sec- 
ond ward  vote  loomed  up  large  on  the 
horizon.  Cullum  carried  every  precinct 
In  the  First  and  Second   wards. 


The  judgeship  resulted  In  a  veritable 
ian<lslide  fi>r  Windom.  Brigham  suc- 
ceeded in  carrying  but  three  precincts 
out  of  the  forty-throe,  winning  out  In 
the  Sfcond  of  the  Fourth  by  6;  tho 
fifth  of  the  Fifth  by  6;  and  the  sixth 
of  the  Sixth  by  1  vote.  Windom  ran 
ahead  of  Cullum,  having  nearly  the 
BoUd  Republican  vote  and  a  largo 
share  of  the  Democratic.

New  York.  Feb.  7.— The  examination 
of  Col.  W.  D.  Mann,  on  a  charge  of  per- 
jury, preferred  by  Robert  J.  Collier, 
publl.sher  of  Collier's  Weekly,  was  con- 
tinued today.  Moses  Ellis  Wooster, 
who  was  an  agent  for  "Fads  and  Fan- 
cies." and  who  testified  yesterday,  was 
cross-examined  today  by  Col.  Mann's 
co\insel.  The  witness  said  that  after 
Col.  Mann  had  written  "O  K "  and  his 
Initials  on  the  letter  of  Count  Regin- 
ald Ward,  which  forms  the  basis  of 
the  perjury  charge,  he  (tWooster)  took 
the  letter  again  and  showed  It  to  the 
circulation  clerk.  Wooster  said  he  kept 
this  letter,  after  showing  It  to  the 
clerk,  and  that  he  afterward  put  It  in 
a  box  at  his  home.  Later,  he  said  he 
gave  It  to  a  law  firm,  which  Is  at  pres- 
ent acting  as  counsel  for  Robert  J. 
Collier,  and  about  a  month  after  giving 
them  the  letter,  went  into  thtir  em- 
ployment. 

MUCH  CONCERN 
FELT  IN  BERLIN 

Over  the  Outcome  of  the 

Moroccan  Conference 

at  Algeciras. 

Berlin.  Feb.  7.— While  Kovrrnment 
clnles  maintain  an  outwardly  hopeful 
attitude  regarding  the  conference  at 
Algedraa.  the  Indications  are  that  much 
concern  is  felt  about  the  outcome.  Even 
a  failure  to  reach  an  agreement  on  the 
police  quisllon  is  rvgardrd  as  probable. 
This  inft'rence  Is  drawn  from  the  fact 
that  the  inspired  prt  ss  had  bejjun  dis- 
cussing thf  probable  results  of  a  failure 
to  rearh  an  agreement.  The.^e  papers 
assert  that  a  failure  would  not  involvi 
the  danger  so  far  as  Germany  Is  con- 
(crnod  and  they  argue  that  France 
would  ni'vcr  go  to  war  on  account  of 
Morocco.  These  papers  Interpreted  the 
warning  of  the  Havas  Agency  against 
•'excessive  optimism"  as  proving  the  pa- 
clfic  intentions  of  the  I'aris  governnitnt. 
The  result  of  a  failure  to  reach  an 
agreement  would  be.  according  to  Ger- 
man inspired  uttcrancos.  that  Morroc- 
an  affairs  would  continue  to  be  regu- 
lated under  the  arrangement  of  i.sSO.  But 
more  critical  observers  point  out  that 
the  controversy  of  lSi5  originated  de- 
spite that  arrangement  and  that  the 
conference  being  due  to  German  Initi- 
ative, its  failure  would  Involve  serious 
damage  to  German  rrestlge. 

The  Hamburger  Nathrlchten  says  a 
failure  of  the  conference  would  Intensi- 
fy the  friction  between  Germany  and 
France  and  compromise  German  s  po- 
sition. 


TAIGNY  ARRIVES 
FROM  VENEZUELA 

Former   French  Charge 

Says  Country  Was  Quiet 

on  His  Departure. 

New  York.  Feb.  7.— Oliver  Talgny, 
former  French  charge  d'affaires  at 
Caracas,  Venz.,  who  arrived  here  last 
night  on  the  steamer  Zulla,  from  Cur- 
acao, talked  briefly  upon  landing  today 
of  conditions  In  Venezuela.  He  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  Industrial 
classes  In  that  country  are  not  giving 
active  support  to  the  governmenfs  po- 
sition on  French  affairs.  "The  people 
of  Venezuela,"  he  continued,  "were 
yuiet  when  1  left  there,  and  their  In- 
terest seemed  to  me  to  center  princi- 
pally In  bettering  their  conditions  In- 
dustrially." • 

He  said  that  until  he  should  confer 
with  French  Ambassador  Jusserand.  at 
Washington,  he  had  no  opinion  t<»  ex- 
press concerning  the  conditions  under 
which  he  was  forced  to  leave  Vene- 
zuela. 

"I  received  no  passports,"  he  said, 
"and  no  written  orders  from  Vene- 
zuelan government  autorltles  directing 
me  to  leave.  It  was  because  the  police 
prevented  me  from  relandlng  at  La 
Gualra  that   I   left  the  country." 


Professor  Hesitates  Al- 
most to  Eat  Any  Mod- 
ern Preparations. 

Wa.shlngton,  Feb.  7.— That  more  than 
a  million  Infants  had  been  sacrificed 
to  the  various  concotlonfi  known  as 
soothing  syrups  and  pain  killers  and 
twice  that  number  killed  by  lmpur>? 
milk,  was  the  declaration  made  last 
night  by  Prof.  H.  W.  Wiley,  chief  of 
the  chemistry  bureau  of  tlie  depart- 
ment of  agriculture. 

"We  do  not  know  anything  about  the 
milk  we  have  left  at  our  homes,  or 
the  conditions  under  which  it  is  pro- 
duced/' he  added. 

"There  are  a  thousand  and  one  pos- 
sibilities which  might  have  combined 
to  make  what  nature  Intended  for  a 
food,  the  most  verile  poison  that 
chemistry  can  produce. 

"I  have  found  that  the  foods  we  dally 
consume  are  so  fraught  with  germ  life 
of  a  harmful  nature  that  I  am  almost 
afraid  to  go  to  the  table.  The  butter 
Is  painted,  there  is  little  other  to 
be  found  anywhere.  Canned  goods  arc 
kept  for  years  and  sold  for  the  genuine 
article.  I  speak  particularly  of  con- 
densed milk.  If  we  know  nothing  of 
the  fresh  milk  we  get.  surely  our 
knowledge  is  more  limited  to  the 
product  that  is  put  In  cans.  The  Lord 
intended  us  to  resort  to  cans  only  to 
tide  us  over  one  season  until  green 
fruits  could  be  had  again,  but  the  can- 
neries dont  know  this.  There  is  no 
law  requiring  therii  to  stamp  the  dato 
upon  their  goods;  if  they  did,  it  would 
kill  the  sale."

San  Francisco,  Feb.  7.— As  the  result 
of  the  autopsy  performed  upon  the 
body  of  Alex  Dovin,  the  boy  who  was 
killed  in  an  unlicensed  prize  fight  at 
the  Colma  club's  pavilion  at  Colma 
on  Monday  night  by  "Chiefle"  Johnson, 
a  charge  of  manslaughter  has  been 
placed  against  Johnson  and  his  where- 
abouts are  being  sought  by  the  sheriff 
of  San  Mateo  county  and  by  the  local 
police. 

Owing  to  the  dlfRculty  in  securing 
witnesses,  the  Inquest  has  been  post- 
poned until  Friday  afternoon.

Washington,  Feb.  7.— Jiu  Jitsu,  the 
Japanese  style  of  wrestling,  will  be 
abolished  from  the  naval  academy,  if 
Rear  Admiral  Sand9,»the  commandant, 
is  permitted  to  have  his  way. 

The  testimony  of  Admiral  Sands  be- 
fore the  house  committee  on  naval  af- 
fairs has  Just  been  made  public  and 
shows  he  thinks  but  little  of  the  style 
of  wrestling  popularized  by  the  presi- 
dent's attitude  toward  it. 

Admiral  Sands  said  the  instruction 
in  boxing  has  nothing  to  do  with  any 
predisposition  to  fighting  at  the  acad- 
emy and  that  hereafter  there-will  be  no 
fist  fights  at  Anapolls. 

Answering  Chairman  Foss,  Admiral 
Sands  said  he  found  the  institution  in 
a  lax  state  as  the  building  operations 
left  the  midshipmen  often  without  a 
commissioned  officer  to  look  out  for 
them. 

Admiral  Sands  said  the  mlshipmen 
evidently  misunderstand  the  pledge 
they  gave  to  the  former  superintend- 
ent not  to  indulge  in  hazing.  It  was 
the  cadets'  understanding  that  they 
took  an  oath  not  to  engage  in  physical 
hazing.  The  midshipmen  also  allege 
that  they  were  led  to  believe  that  a 
pledge  given  to  the  former  superintend- 
ent did  not  hold  after  Admiral  Sands 
took  charge. 

MAYOR  OF  ALTON 

Runs  For  Congress  on  Anti-Race  Suicide 
Platform. 

Alton,  111.,  Feb.  7.— "More  American 
babies"  is  the  motto  of  Mayor  Edmund 
Beall  of  Alton,  who  has  announced  his 
candidacy  for  congress,  and  his  em- 
blem, instead  of  the  eagle  of  his  party, 
is  the  stork.  When  asked  what  he 
would  do  in  congress,  he  said: 

"I  am  not  there  yet,  but  I  liave  al- 
ready decided  to  introduce  a  bill  to 
make  men  who  refuse  to  accept  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  parentage  leave  the 
country.  They  have  no  place  here  and 
they  ought  to  know  It. 

"The  race  suicide  idea  is  more  im- 
portant than  it  may  seem.  It  is  a  good 
subject  for  jest,  but  it  Is  also  serious. 
'We  want  more  babies  of  good  Ameri- 
can stock.  The  only  way  we  can  have 
Americans  is  to  grow  them— we  can't 
import  them." 

FARMER  KILLED  BY  THRAIN. 
Hawley.  Minn..  Feb.  7.-A  young  f.irm- 
er  named  Barrlngton  Carlson,  living 
near  Hitterd.il,  Clay  county,  was  struck 
by  a  freight  train  while  crossing  the 
track  with  his  sleigh.  He  died  In  two 
hours  The  accident  occurred  Saturday 
while  a  nerce  bllzazrd  was  raging,  mak- 
ing it  impossible  for  the  driver  to  see 
or  hear  the  aproaching  train.

New  York,  Feb.  7.— Oliver  Talgny. 
former  French  charge  d'affaires  at 
Caracp.s,  Venz.,  who  arrived  here  last 
night  on  the  steamer  Zulla,  from  Cur- 
acao, talked  briefly  upon  landing  today 
of  conditions  In  Venezuela.  He  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  industrial 
classes  in  that  country  are  not  giving 
active  support  to  the  government's  po- 
sition on  French  affairs.  "The  people 
of  Venezuela."  he  continued,  "were 
yuiet  when  1  left  there,  and  tlieir  in- 
terest seemed  to  me  to  center  princi- 
pally In  bettering  their  conditions  In-

He  said  that  until  he  should  confer 
with  French  Ambassador  Jusserand,  at 
Washington,  he  had  no  opinion  to  ex- 
press concerning  the  conditions  under 
which  he  was  forced  to  leave  Vene- 
zuela.

"and  no  written  orders  from  Vene- 
zuelan government  autoiities  directing 
me  to  leave.

Butter  is   Painted  and 

Foods  Are  Turned 

Into  Poisons. 

Professor  Hesitates  Al- 
most to  Eat  Any  Mod- 
ern Preparations. 

Washington.  Feb.  7.— That  more  than 
a  million  infants  had  been  sacrificed 
to  the  various  concotions  known  asi 
soothing  syrups  and  pain  killers  and 
twice  that  number  killed  by  impure 
milk,  v.as  the  declaration  made  h'U't 
night  by  Prof.  H.  W.  Wiley,  chief  of 
the  chemistry  bureau  of  the  depart- 
ment of  agriculture. 

"We  do  not  know  anything  about  the 
milk  we  have  left  at  our  homes,  or 
the  conditions  under  which  it  is  pro- 
duced/'  he  added. 

"There  are  a  thousand  and  one  pos- 
sibilities which  might  have  combined 
to  make  what  nature  intended  for  a 
food,  the  most  verile  poison  that 
chemistry  can  produce. 

"I  have  found  that  the  foods  we  dally 
consume  aie  so  fraught  with  germ  life 
of  a  harmful  nature  that  I  am  almost 
afraid  to  go  to  the  table.  The  butter 
is  painted,  there  is  Uttle  other  to 
be  found  anywhere.  Canned  goods  are 
kept  for  years  and  sold  for  the  genuine 
article.  I  speak  particularly  of  con- 
densed milk.  If  we  know  nothing  of 
the  fresh  milk  we  get.  surely  our 
knowledge  Is  more  limited  to  the 
product  that  is  put  In  cans.  The  Lord 
intended  us  to  resort  to  cans  only  to 
tide  us  over  one  season  until  green 
fruits  could  be  had  again,  but  the  can- 
neries don't  know  this.  There  is  no 
law  requiring  thoni  to  stamp  the  date 
upon  their  goods;  if  they  did,  it  wouid 
kill  the  sale."

MYSTERY  UNSOLVED. 

Systematic  Search  for  Edward  J.  Morgan 
is  a  Failure. 

Oshkosh.  VVla.,  Feb.  7.— Relatives  of 
Edward  J.  Morgan,  past  counsellor  of 
the  Oahkosh  division  of  the  United 
Commercial  Travelers,  who  disappeared 
Dec.  20.  at  Manitowoc,  havo  given  him 
up  for  dead. 

The  police  departments  of  Oshkosh. 
I^Ianitowoc.  Milwaukee  and  Chicago 
have  engaged  in  the  search  and  tlie 
United  Commercial  Travelers.  llio 
Knights  of  Pythias  and  the  railroads 
havo  exhausted  every  moans  and  have 
failed  utterly  to  find  trace  of  Mr.  Mor- 
gan, after  the  date  mentioned.  Then 
he  left  the  Williams  house  at  Mani- 
towoc with  the  expressed  Intention  of 
taking  a  train  home.  The  train  went 
vltliout  him,  and  his  grip,  which  was 
left  behind,  has  been  sent  home. 

No  interchangeable  mileage  slips 
have  b.'en  turned  in  since  that  date, 
and  Mr.  Morgan's  Imnk  account  at  this 
city  is  untouched.  The  theory  is  that 
ho  fell  into  the  river  at  Manitowoc  and 
was  drowned. 

Mr.  Morgan  was  a  lumber  salesman 
and  was  a  brother  of  T.  R.  Morgan  "of 
the  Morgan  Lumber  company  of  this 
city,  who  was  shot  and  klUod  by  a  dis- 
charged workman  several  yeai-s  ago.

Minneapolis  Lumberman  Sends  Funds 
to  Reduce  College  Debts. 

St.  Peter,  Mizm..  Feb.  7.— Attorney 
Henry  N.  Benson,  treasurer  of  Ihe 
board  of  directors  of  Gustavus  Adol- 
phus  college,  has  received  a  chock  for 
$00U  from  C.  A.  Smith,  the  millionaire 
lumberman  of  Minneapolis,  to  be  ap- 
plied on  the  debt  incurred  by  building 
the  new  auditorium.  When  the  struct- 
ure was  ilrst  projected,  Mr.  Smith  of- 
fered to  pay  one-nfth  of  the  entire 
cost;  to  subscribe  $1  tor  every  $4  that 
could  be  raised  from  other  sources.  The 
building  reciulred  an  expenditure  of 
$30.<K»0,  and  the  Minneapolis  man  has 
now  paid  $1,000  of  Ma  $6.0fH)  endowment. 


A  threatened  epidemic  of  typhoid 
fever  on  the  range  and  In  Duluth,  will 
be  discussed  at  an  open  meeting  of  the 
St.  Louis  County  Medical  association, 
which  will  be  held  at  the  Commercial 
club  tomorrow  evening,  and  an  effort 
will  be  made  to  decide  upon  a  sys- 
tematic plan  of  stopping  the  inroads 
of  the  disease,  through  the  spread  of 
information  about  the  proper  method 
of  handling  It. 

During  the  last  few  weeks  there 
have  been  a  large  number  of  cases  of 
typhoid  fever  reported  from  the  range 
towns,  especially  in  the  district  near 
Hibbing.  «.nd  also  in  Duluth.  Most  of 
the  latter,  however,  have  been  brought 
in  from  outside  towns,  and  but  very 
few   have   originated   here. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  so- 
ciety tomorrow  night,  the  officials  of 
the  railroad  companies,  and  ot  the 
lumbering  and  mining  companies  in- 
terested in  the  locality  where  the  dis- 
ease threatens  to  become  epidemic, 
will  be  invited  to  attend. 

The  physicians  will  endeavor  to 
learn  from  them  the  probable  cause 
of  the  disease,  and  in  return  will  at- 
tempt to  outline  .stjme  plan  of  putting 
a  stop  to  Us  spread,  and  of  coping 
with  the  cases  already  reported. 

The  disease  has  apparently  sprung 
from  the  lumbering  and  mining  camps 
on  the  range,  and  the  doctors  will  en- 
deavor to  learn  the  cause  of  it. 

Drs.  Bracken,  Hill  and  Westbrook 
of  the  state  board  of  health  will  be 
present  at  the  meeting,  and  the  Du- 
luth health  commissioner  will  also  be 
invited  to  attend.  Both  the  state  board 
of  health  and  the  Duluth  health  de- 
partment will  co-operate  with  the 
mining  and  lumbering  comr)anies  to 
eliminate  the  cause  of  the  spread  of 
the  disease.

"It  has  been  300  years  since  the 
Roman  Catholics  established  them- 
selves in  the  i'hlllpplne  islands,""  said 
Mr.  Taft,  "and  the  work  of  their  friars 
for  the  cause  of  civlll2ation  is  to  be 
praised.  But  the  exercise  of  their  polit- 
ical as  well  as  their  religious  power  In 
the  islands  created  a  strong  prejudice 
against  the  members  of  the  order,  and 
at  the  beginning  of  the  insurrecthm 
about  sixty  of  them  were  killed,  while 
nearly  300  were  Imprisoned. 

"These  unfortunate  friars  were  tho 
owners  of  much  property,  and  It  was 
a  question  wit,h  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment as  to  whether  peace  should  be 
established  with  their  reinstatement,  or 
whether  they  should  be  displaced,  and 
their  lands  purchased  by  the  govern- 
j  ment." 

The  secretary  said  he  was  selected  as 
a  messenger  to  Rome,  the  matter  was 
amicably  settled  and  religious  peace 
reigns  on  the  Islands,  Catholics  and 
Protestants  uniting  in  many  of  tho 
ceremonies  of  the  country. 

"I  give  this  as  a  demonstration  of  the 
Improvement  of  the  present  conditions 
over  those  of  Joseph  Priestly's  time," 
.said  Mr.  Taft,  and  we  as  Unitarians, 
may  feel  that  the  world  is  coming  our 
way."

The  temperature  at  the  Head  of  the 
Lakes  and  the  ice  formation  In  the 
local  harbor  and  on  the  lake  for  the 
first  week  In  February  corresponds 
very  closely  to  the  conditions  that 
existed  just  a  year  ago.  During  the 
first  week  in  February.  1905,  It  was 
very  cold  at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes, 
with  the  temperature  varying  from 
aero  to  25  degs.  below  the  cipher.  The 
temperature  conditions  for  the  past 
week  have  been  very  similar. 

The  ice  formation  on  the  lake  a 
year  ago  today,  according  to  the 
records  kept  by  H.  W,  Richardson, 
local  weather  forecaster,  show  that 
there  were  scattering  fields  of  thin  ice, 
while  the  harbor  Ice  was  2  6  Inches 
thick,  Feb.  7.  li>05.  as  comparea  with 
21-inch  Ice  today. 

The  average  thickness  of  the  har- 
bor ice  Feb.  7,  for  the  past  eight 
years,  has  been  2  4.3  Inches  so  that 
the  frozen  coverfng  of  that  body  of 
water  may  be  fiiipured  as  three  Inches 
below  the  average-at  this  time. 

The  Ice  conditions  on  the  lake  at 
the  present  time '  may  be  said  to  be 
about  the  same  a»  thfey  have  been  on 
the  same  date  for  the  past  five  years 
with  the  exception  of  1904,  when  the 
conditions  were  somewhat  unusual. 
During  the  first  weak  in  February, 
190  4,  there  were  '33  Inches  of  Ice  on 
the  bay.  while  there  was  a  3-mlle 
field  of  5-incli  lea  on  the  lake  Jan.  1, 
that  year. 

By  the  last  of  Januarj'  the  field  ex- 
tended out  60  miles  with  an  average 
thickness  of  17  Inches.  By  Feb.  7, 
1904,  there  was  about  50  miles  of  Ice 
averaging  from  18  t,o  24  inches  in 
thlckne.ss,  and  Feb.  1^.  that  year  the 
field  extended  out  150  miles,  with  an 
average  thickness  of  24  inches.  It 
may  have  extended  even  further,  but 
150  miles  Is  the  limit  so  far  as  the 
authenticated  records  show.  In  the 
first  part  of  February.  1902.  there  was 
about  five  miles  of  4-inch  ice  on  the 
lake. 

One  of  the  things  of  interest  shown 
by  the  ice  records  kept  by  Mr.  Rich- 
ardson is  that  Feb.  9,  1901,  there  were 
10  miles  of  3-inch  ice  out  from  Duluth 
and  the  steamer  Bon  Ami  down-bound 
from  the  north  shore  was  eight  hours 
getting   through   the   ice   into    port. 

Judging  from  the  records  of  last 
year  there  should  be  quite  a  little  Ice 
formation  on  Lake  Superior  this 
month.  There  were  15  days  of  zero 
weather  In  February.  1903,  and  the 
month  is  thus  far  considered  to  have 
kept  pretty  well  up  to  the  pace  set 
by  the  mercury. 

Getting  down  to  general  averages 
outside  of  the  first  week  In  February, 
the  records  show  that  the  average 
thlckne.ss  of  the  harbor  ice  during 
November,  1904.  was  2  Inches;  De- 
cember. 9.»  inches;  January.  1905, 
15.9  inches;  February,  27.9  Inches; 
March.  23.5  Inchas;  April.  10.2  Inches. 
In  the  winter  of  19rt4-5  the  harbor 
was  wholly  or  partially  covered  with 
ice  for  137  days.  The  first  ice  formed 
Nov.  29.  1904,  and  dfsappoared  April 
14.  1905.  The  thickest  Ice  was  30 
inches,  from  Feb.  12  to  March  5,  1905. 

The  first  ice  field  formed  on  the 
lake  Jan.  2.  a  year  ago  and  di-sappeared 
.April  15.  There  were  solid  or  float- 
ing fields  of  Ice  on  the  lake  for  103 
days.  The  averskff*  Uiickness  of  the 
lake  ice  for  the  winter  was  12. S  Inches 
and  the  thickest  Ice  was  18  Inches, 
from  Feb.  27  to  Marcij  20.  The  great- 
est area  of  lake  {jh  fvas  reported  dur- 
ing the  fir.st  week  in  February,  70 
miles    or   more.     .     .    ,

Independent  Candidates 

Will   Dodge  Primary 

Law  in  Election. 

NORTH   DAKOTA. 

Fargo— Under  the  provisions  of  the  pri- 
mary election  law,  the  municipal  election 
at  Pargo  and  Grand  Forks  Is  supposed 
to  be  held  in  a  new  manner  this  spring, 
but  In  Fargo  the  candidates  seem  deter- 
mined to  evade  the  measure  through  the 
clause  permitting  independent  candidates. 
All  the  local  candidates  are  filling  inde- 
pendent petition?  instead  of  petitions  to 
get  on  the  primary  law,  and  it  looks  now 
as  if  there  would  not  be  a  candidate 
under  the  new  law.  One  reason  for  this 
method  Is  that  under  the  prlmar>'  law,  a 
defeated  candidate  cannot  run  independ- 
ently, and  some  of  them  apparently  fear 
such  a  misfortune. 

There  will  be  a  mayor,  city  treasurer, 
poUce  magistnite,  city  justice  and  an  al- 
derman from  each  old  ward  and  two  from 
the  new  ward  to  be  elected  this  spring. 
Mayor  Wall  is  a  candidate  for  re-election 
and  former  Mayor  Johnson  will  also  be 
In  the  nvce.  They  were  the  opposing 
candidates  at  tlie  last  election  and  Wall 
won  by  a  majority  of  thirty-seven.  John- 
son was   mayor  of   the  city  four  terms.

All  the  big  dividend  in- 
creasea  so  far  recorded  refleiut  only  the 
prosperity  which  the  companies  were 
enjoying  on  a  15c  copper  market.  At  the 
present  time  more  than  one-half  of  the 
gross  earnings  of  the  world's  copper 
tnlnea  is  net  profit,  and  it  looks  as  If 
this  condition  of  things  would  continue 
for  at  least  a  year  to  come."

In  Paris  and  Shamefully 

Treated  Was  Police 

Chief. 

Paris,  Feb.  7.— M.  Lepine,  the  prefect

According  to  George  H.  Walker,  fully

strength.     His  weekly  letter  says: 

"The  copper  market  is  dull,  but  the 
metal  situation  has  not  lo.st  one  whit  of 
its  strength.  Lake  and  electrolytic  are 
held  at  I8V4  to  1S%  cents  by  all  the  im- 
portant producing  interests.  Almost  no 
sales  are  being  made  either  at  these  or 
lower  prices.  There  have  been  two  or 
three  small  lots  of  copper  offered  at  18V4 
to  IS  cent.s,  if  report  can  be  belioveU, 
and  much  has  been  made  of  this  by  cer- 
tain consuming  interests  who  are  trvlng 
hard  to  start  a  decline  In  prices.  It  l.s 
declared  on  the  highest  authority,  how- 
ever, that  as  much  a.s  a  million  pounds 
of  refined  copp<;r  could  not  be  scraped  to- 
gether at  a   lower  price   than   ls»,^  cents. 

•'Fully  M)  per  cent  of  all  the  copper 
that  cart  possibly  reach  the  markets  dur- 
ing I-Vbruary,  March  and  April  has  al- 
ready been  sold.  It  is  believed  that  the 
remalrdng  20  per  cent  will  be  sold  before 
it  is  ready  for  delivery.  There  is  no  sign 
of  any  decrease  in  consumption,  even  the 
sheet  copper  market,  which  always  r<»- 
flects  the  evil  ettects  of  abnormally  high 
prices  first,  is  now  unprecedentedly  strong 
and  active.  Careful  inquiry  fails  to  bring 
to  light  a  single  instance  where  a  copper 
or  brass  works  has  reduced  its  working 
force,  expansion,  rather,  being  the  rule  in 
every  branch  of  the  trade. 

"Consumers  are  urging  prompt  or  ad- 
vance deliveries  on  all  contraeiH  made 
two  or  thre(>  months  ixgo,  and  no  instance 
is  heard  of  where  .sellers  have  been  asked 
to  delay  shi|)ments.  This  is  mentioned 
because  it  is  a  sort  of  weather  vane  of 
the  trade,  the  first  always  suggesting  to 
the  producer  that  the  volume  of  busi- 
ness is  exceeding,  and  th&  latter  that  it 
Is  falling  short  of  the  earlier  expectations 
of  the  manufacturers.  There  has  been 
no  over-buying  Or  speculation  by  con- 
sumers. 

•The  daily  quotations  of  the  New  York 
metal  exchange,  which  have  conveyed  the 
impression  tliat  two  or  three  cuts  ^tf^ 
been  made  in  the  price  of  copper  re- 
cently, are  extremely  misleading.  No 
actual  sales  of  copper  have  been  m.'ide 
on  this  exchange  for  a  long  period— not 
for  years,   some  as.st-rt.     The   "(luotatlons' 

'  given  out  daily  are  simply  the  results  of 
an  interesting  guessing  contest  which  has 

I  been  organized  by  a  committee  having 
few  or  nt)  other  duties.  So  far  as  is 
learned,  the  committee  mentioned  is  the 
only     active     function     of     the    exchange, 

I  and  but  for  the  publication  of  the.so 
guesses  the  business  world  might  long 
ago  have  forgotten  that  the  institution 
existed. 

"The  declining  quotations,  for  'G.  M. 
B.'  eopper  in  the  London  sp<  cuiativo 
market  hav«-  exerted  a  slight  influence 
on  consumers  and  helped  to  restrict 
business  temporarily.  Th<'  grade  'O.  M. 
B.'  is  very  low— too  low  to  permit  of 
its  use  without  refining.  Amerieaa  re- 
filling interests  have  watched  the  mar-' 
ket  (?arefuly  during  the  p.ist  two  years, 
and  have  on  two  or  thr<'e  occasions 
made  things  extremely  unpleasant  for 
the  hear  traders  by  taking  all  offerings, 
at  times  when  prices  were  forced  down 
speculatively,  .and  then  demanding  ac- 
tual deliveries.  Copper  so  seeured  has 
been  shipped  to  this  country,  refined 
and    sold  again   at  a   good   profit. 

■•The  foreign  demand  for  copper  Is 
being  satisfactorily  m.iintained.  Kuro- 
peaji  consumers  are  wilting  for  a  re- 
newal of  activity,  hoping  for  a  possi- 
ble shading  of  price*.  It  Is  learned, 
however,  that  4()(),<»0  pounds  of  real  cop- 
pi'r  were  sold  in  England  last  week  at 
lS%c  per  pound.  This  fact  is  a  demon- 
stration that  it  could  not  be  secured 
at   a  lower  price.

The  Duluth  Boat  club  is  planning  to 
expend  about  $10,000  in  Improvements  to 
its  property  and  additions  to  its-  equip- 
ment during  the  conning  season,  and 
the  outlay  should  make  ihe  club  one  of 
the  most  attractive  social  and  sporting 
uiganizaiions  in  tht  Northwest. 

The  club  at  the  present  time  owns 
property  valued  at  about  $25,000, 
against  which  there  is  an  outstanding 
Indebtedntss  of  only  $4,000.  which  is 
steadily  iKliig  cut  down.  The  club  has 
2oU  sustaining  members  and  thirty-nine 
life  nieiMbtrs.  Thf  latter  purchasf'd 
their  life  m.embcvship.s  at  a  time  when 
the  club  was  in  its  infancy  and  owned 
practically  nothing  in  tlie  way  of  prop- 
erty. It  is  planned  this  year  to  take 
In  about  100  new  sustaining  members 
and  issue  new  life  memberships  not  to 
fcxct'cd  sixty  in  number.  The  life  mem- 
btrships  will  be  sold  for  $200  apiece,  and 
Avill  bf  oiTired  first  to  the  preient  sus- 
taining members. 

The  money  raised  in  this  way  will  be 
devoted  to  extensions  and  additions  to 
the  club  property  for  this  year. 

One  of  the  principal  improvements 
contemplated,  is  the  erection  of  a 
branch  club  liouse  at  c>-at-ka  beach, 
for  the  convenience  of  the  member.^. 
\Vith  tile  branch  boat  house  members 
can   take   the  car  to  i'ark  l'>>lnt.  piv-nic 


there  and  paddle  home  in  the  evening, 
getting  a  canoe  from  the  branch  house 
and  leaving  It  at  the  main  boat  house, 
or  they  can  reverse  the  program. 

The  branch  I'oat  house  will  also  be  a 
convenient  shelter  in  case  of  rough 
weather.

It  Is 
the  Intention  to  lay  out  a  comprehen- 
sive plan,  so  that  the  club  will  in  time 
have  an  enclosed  harbor  for  pleasure 
craft.  As  a  beginning  on  this,  the 
launch  house  will  be  erected  this  spring. 
In  connection  with  it  will  be  a  cafe, 
fitted  up  in  an  attractive  manner,  and 
additional  accommodations  for  the  lady 
visitors  to  the  club. 

The  ctimpletion  of  this  launch  house 
should  nearly  double  the  sl/e  of  the 
present  building,  and  there  will  be  In 
addition  the  branch  house  at  O-at-ka 
beach. 

The  chib  is  planning  to  add  largely 
to  Its  fltet  of  canoes  and  plea.«?ure  craft, 
and  will  also  purchase  a  club  launch 
which  will  be  used  for  transporting 
boats  from  the  main  boat  house  to  the 
branch.

igation g-nerally  and  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  working  of  the  compass,  its 
error  and  corre<tion.  Knowledge  of  the 
latter  is  claimed  to  be  especially  needed 
on  the  north  shore  of  I^ke  Superior, 
where  at  times  the  needle  gees  mad. 
The  rooms  used  fol*  the  schools  are  fit- 
ted with  everything  necessary  and  it  is 
said  that  one  of  the  rooms  at  Cleveland 
much  resembles  the  deck  of  a  ship. 

A  part  of  th»  -r-ourse  of  study  daring  the 
present  year  will  bo  the  use  of  the  lead 
and  Inquiry  as  to  whether  a  constant  use 
of  the  lead  would  not  have  prevented 
marine  disaster  In  the  great  sorm  of 
Nov.  .'8.  The  first  course  being  taught 
in  the  schools  Is  nautical  arithmetic,  and 
this  will  be  follo^'ed  by  Instruction  in 
correcting  courses  from  true  to  magnetic, 
and  vice  versa.  Instruction  will  be  given 
in  the  use  of  azimuth  tables  as  wtU  as 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  Field's  com- 
pass corrector  by  the  sun,  moon  and 
stars.  Instruction  will  be  given  in  devia- 
tion by  a  distant  object  and  deviation  by 
reciprocal  bearings.  General  Instruction 
in   chart  work   will  also   be  given. 

The  school  will  remain  open  until  navi- 
gation begins  and  Instruction  is  free.

SAYS  HIS  WIFE 
STOLE  STOCKS 

Xew  York.  Feb.  7.— George  C.  Cole- 
man, said  to  be  the  president  of  a  gold 
mining  company  in  Goldfield,  Nev.. 
yesterday,  caused  the  arrest  of  his 
wife,  Mrs.  Mabel  Coleman,  and  Frank 
Stanley,  a  chauffeur,  and  former  em- 
ploye, '  on  charges  of  grand  larceny. 
Coleman  alleges  that  he  was  deserted 
by  his  wife  Jan.  15  last,  at  which  time 
his  chauffeur  left  him,  and  he  discov- 
ered the  loss  of  50,000  shares  of  a  gold 
mining  company  with  a  par  value  of 
$1  each.  Mr.  Coleman  has  been  living  at 
a  hotel  in  this  city  for  several  months. 
When  he  came  here  with  his  wife,  who 
was  Mabel  Zimmer  of  Philadelphia, 
whom  he  married  Nov.  26  last,  he 
leased  an  automobile  and  employed 
Stanley  as  a  chauffeur.  Mrs.  Coleman 
is  but  19  years  old.  Stanley  was  ar- 
rested during  the  early  afternoon  after 
a  lively  chase  which  lasted  for  twenty 
blocks.  He  was  accosted  at  Broadway 
and  Fifty-fourth  street  by  Central 
£)ffice  detectives  and  as  soon  as  he 
learned  their  identity  started  to  run. 
Stanley  circled  about  several  squares 
pursued  by  the  detectives  and  several 
uniformed  men  who  joinei  in  the  chase.

THE  ELECTION. 

Yesterday's  election  furnished  no  great  surprises  to 
the  majority  of  people.  It  was  practically  conceded  that 
Mayor  Ciillum  would  be  re-elected  by  a  hand.sonic  ma- 
jority, and  he  was.  The  election  of  Judge  Windom  was 
also  a  foregone  conclusion.  The  aldermanic  contests 
furnished  a  few  unexpected  results  and  majorities,  per- 
haps, but  in  general  the  results  had  been  pretty  largely 
discounted. 

The  re-election  of  Mayor  Cullum  by  a  majority  of 
nearly  900.  the  largest  majority  gK'en  a  mayor  of  Duluth 
in  recent  years,  is  a  handsome  and  well-deserved  re- 
compense for  a  careful  yet  forceful,  conscientious  yet 
broadminded  and  most  successful  first  term.  It  was 
purely  a  non-partisan  victory,  the  question  of  partisan- 
ship weighing  less  than  nothing  with  the  great  mass  of 
the  voters.  The  people  did  it,  and  did  it  wisely,  because 
they  had  a  good  mayor  and  wanted  to  keep  him  and 
enable  him  to  keep  up  his  good  work.  The  election  is 
especially  significant  in  that  it  shows  that  the  people  of 
Duluth  are  pretty  generally  converted  to  the  sensible  be- 
lief that  partisanship  is  a  handicap  to  successful  munici- 
pal government,  and  that  the  best  results  are  only  to  be 
attained  by  selecting  the  best  men  that  offer  themselves 
as  candidates,  without  regard  to  their  politics. 

Municipal  Judge  William  L.  Windom  was  also  highly 
complimented  by  the  handsome  majority  ^'ven  him  for 
re-election,  and  very  much  the  same  spirit  of  non-parti- 
sanship entered  into  this  result  as  governed  the  mayor- 
alty contest. 

The  list  of  aldermen  elected  shows  pretty  clearly  how 
unerring  the  public  judgment  usually  is  when  it  sets  out 
to  select  the  best  men.  It  is  a  verj'  creditable  list  in- 
deed, and  while  some  very  good  men  have  been  defeated, 
this  simply  meant  that  the  people  were  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing presented  to  them  a  choice  in  these  wards  on  which 
it  was  difficult  to  make  a  mistake. 

The  water  bonds  were  carried  by  a  majority  of  4,114, 
which  eliminates  all  consideration  of  the  question  wheth- 
er they  needed  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  the 
election  or  merely  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  the 
lavender  ballots  The  city  is  to  be  congratulated  on  this 
result,  since  it  enables  the  water  and  light  department  to 
make  improvements  in  the  plants  that  are  absolutely 
necessary  for  their  safe  and  successful  operation,  and  also 
to  make  extensions  of  service  to  large  portions  of  the 
communit)-  tliat  are  not  now  served  by  the  municipal 
plants.  These  extensions  will  not  be  made,  of  course,  un- 
til the  residents  of  the  affected  areas  make  the  necessary 
guaranty  of  support. 

Looking  over  the  results  from  a  general  viewpoint, 
it  is  clear  that  the  people  have  taken  tilings  into  their 
own  hands  instead  of  farming  out  the  municipality  to 
the  politicians,  and  also  that  they  have  shown  abundant 
capacity  to  conduct  their  own  affriir.^;  to  their  best  ad- 
vantage. And  perhaps  the  most  pleasant  thing  about  it 
all  is  that  this  campaign,  which  brought  out  an  un- 
usually large  registration  and  a  very  large  vote,  was 
conducted  quietly,  sanely,  and  with  complete  absence  of 
bitterness,  personalities,  mudslinging  and  other  too  com- 
mon accompaniments  of  election  contests. 

The  manner  and  results  of  this  election  are  unusually 
creditable  to  Duluth  and  its  pcoi)le. 

A  SCHOOLBOOK  STORY. 

San  Francisco  reports  a  little  story  that  may  be  of  in- 
terest to  tliose  that  buy  schoolbooks,  and  who  deal, 
therefore,  with  the  schoolbook  trust,  one  of  the  least 
known  but  most  grasping  of  American     -usts. 

The  collector  of  the  port  at  San  Francisco  is  holding 
up  a  consignment  of  schoolbooks  from  Japan  on  the 
ground  that  they  violate  an  American  coi)yrigIit.  The 
books  are  ordinary  school  readers,  exact  duplicates  of 
those  printed  in  America  and  used  in  many  schools.  The 
American  publishers  sell  them  for  57V2  cents  a  volume. 
The  Japanese  publishers  offer  them  at  7Vj  cents. 

This  difference  of  50  cents  on  the  price  of  a  57' j-cent 
book  compels  thouglit.  It  is  true  that  we  would  not 
have  American  workingmen  compete  with  Japanese 
workingmcn.  and  it  is  probably  also  true  that  it  would  be 
a  physical  impossibility  to  get  up  these  books  in  this 
country  and  sell  them  for  the  Japanese  price. 

Yet  it  is  hard  to  believe  that  the  difference  in  tlie 
pay  of  labor  can  account  for  the  entire  difference  in 
cost,  especially  when  one  knows  something  of  the  meth- 
ods of  the  schoolbook  trust.  The  incident  almost  forces 
the  conclusion  that  possible  the  trust  could  sell  its  books 
a  little  cheaper  than  it  does. 

Incidentally,  it  may  serve  to  throw  light  on  the  ques- 
tion of  whether  the  free  introduction  of  Japanese  labor 
into  this  country  is  to  be  very  much  desired. 

A  VIVID   EXAMPLE. 

At  the  recent  food  show  in  riiiladelphia  a  vivid  illus- 
tration of  the  effects  of  adulterated  foods,  which  most 
people  are  eating  every  day  without  knowing  it,  was 
given. 

On  show  were  five  dogs,  two  of  which  were  fed  on  pure 
food,  and  the  other  three  on  adulterated  foods.  A  Great 
Dane  dog  had  been  given  adulterated  food  for  183  days, 
to  show  the  effects  of  adulterants  commonly  used  in 
milk  and  butter.  He  had  lost  thirty-nine  pounds  in 
weight,  his  strength  was  gone,  and  his  kindliness  had 
been  replaced  by   ugliness. 

So  clear  was  the  evidence  of  what  these  adulterants 
had  done  that  the  humane  society  took  a  hand  and  suc- 
ceeded in  stopping  this  part  of  the  show.  And  no  won- 
der. Healthy  animals  had  been  selected,  but  when  the 
experiment  was  over  the  three  that  had  been  fed  on 
adulterated  foods  were  pitiable  objects.  Their  ribs 
showed,  their  hair  had  'ost  its  gloss  and  was  falling  out, 
and  one  was  covered  with  sores.  The  two  that  had 
been  fed  pure  foods  were  handsome  and  healthy  and 
vigorous. 

Fortunately  for  these  dogs,  there  was  a  humane  so- 


ciety to  put  an  end  to  their  sufferings.  There  is  none  to 
come  to  the  rescue  of  the  human  beings  who  habitually 
feed  on  the  same  things  that  reduced  these  dogs  to  such 
a  pitiful  state.  The  only  hope  of  better  things  lies  in 
pure  food  laws,  and  while  a  pure  food  law  is  pending 
before  congress,  the  beef  trust  and  other  interested 
manufacturers  are  interesting  themselves  to  such  a 
degree  that  it  is  still  a  question  whether  or  not  congress 
will  pass  it. 

Minnesota  has  a  good  food  law.  and  it  is  being  ad- 
ministered in  an  admirable  manner.  The  Herald  re- 
cently received  a  bulletin  from  the  dairy  and  food  com- 
mission, giving  the  results  of  some  analyses  of  foods. 
One  pepper  was  heavily  adulterated  with  wheat  pro- 
ducts and  ground  olive  stones;  another  was  adulterated 
with  olive  stones  and  foreign  starchy  matter  and  was 
under  weight;  a  strawberry  jam  was  made  partly  of 
glucose,  and  was  colored  with  coal  tar  dye,  a  deadly 
poison;  a  raspberry  jam  was  made  of  glucose  and  ben- 
zoate  of  soda;  a  grape  cider  was  colored  with  coal  tar 
dye  and  preserved  with  salicylic  acid;  "evaporated 
cream"  was  simply  evaporated  milk;  a  wild  cherry 
phosphate  was  colored  with  coal  tar  dye;  a  cheese  con- 
tained borax;  etc. 


CHILD  LABOR  IN  DULUTH. 

Deputy  State  Factory  Inspector  August  Hagberg,  in 
addressing  the  tailors'  union  of  Duluth  at  its  anniversary 
banquet  the  other  day,  took  occasion  to  refer  to  the 
child  labor  problem,  and  what  he  said  has  much  interest 
for  those  who  have  been  worried  by  reports  that  there 
was  much  of  this  evil  in  Minnesota.  There  is  nothing 
more  pitiful  and  heart-stirring  than  the  thought  of  little 
children  being  compelled  to  work  in  the  years  that  should 
be  their  freest  and  happiest,  and  the  assurance  given  by 
Mr.  Hagberg  that  there  is  very  little  of  this  in  Duluth 
and  Minnesota  is  very  grateful. 

He  stated  that  Duluth  is  particularly  free  from  child 
labor.  It  is  true  that  there  are  exceptions  to  the  law 
against  the  employment  of  children  under  a  certain  age, 
and  as  he  said  in  his  speech,  it  is  well  that  this  is  so. 
Many  a  widowed  mother  would  have  harder  work  fight- 
ing the  wolf  that  haunts  the  doorsteps  of  the  poor  were 
it  not  for  the  fact  that  her  children  are  able  to  work  and 
contribute  something  to  the  support  of  the  family.  Even 
this  is  bitter,  indeed.  The  day  when  each  must  drop  the 
carefree  dreams  of  childhood  and  face  the  battle  of  life 
comes  all  too  soon  with  everybody.  It  is  especially  sad 
when  it  comes  at  an  age  when  most  children  are  going 
to  school  and  enjoying  their  childhood  without  disturb- 
ing thoughts  of  the  wolf  at  the  door.  But  these  condi- 
tions, perhaps,  are  unavoidable,  and  unless  the  state  will 
provide  these  widowed  mothers  with  support,  it  should 
not  deprive  them  of  the  earnings  of  their  children. 

However,  it  is  pleasant  to  know  that  in  Duluth  there 
is  very  little  child  labor,  none  but  that  which  is  the  re- 
sult of  dire  necessity.  It  would  be  plcasanter  still  if 
there  were  some  way  of  brightening  the  lives^  of  those 
who  are  forced  to  take  their  children  from  school  and 
put  them  at  work,  and  of  making  this  sacrifice  unneces- 
sary. But  when  want  comes  on  the  trail  of  bereave- 
ment, it  is  better  that  these  children  should  work  than 
that  they  shmild  go  hungry.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
when  the  death  of  the  head  of  a  family  drives  the  chil- 
dren to  the  necessity  of  working,  there  may  be  some 
compensation  in  the  form  of  training  that  will  better 
equip  them  to  engage  in  the  continual  battle  that  life 
proves  for  the  rrmjority  of  humanity.

A  BRIDGE  OVER 
ST.  LOUIS  RIVER 

Provided  for  in  Bill  in- 
troduced in  Congress 
by  Bede. 

Washington,  Feb.  7.~(Special  to  The 
Herald. )--Representative  Bede  today 
Introduced  a  bill  to  authorize  the  Wis- 
consin and  New  Duluth  Bridge  com- 
pany to  construct  a  bridge  over  thi 
St.  Louis  river  between  the  states  of 
VVlscoiisln  and  Minnesota.  The  precise 
location  of  the  proposed  new  l)rldge  is 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  secretary 
of  war,  but  must  be  within  the  limits 
of  Section  2,  Township  4S,  north  of 
range  15.  west  of  fourth  principal  meri- 
dian, Minnesota,  and  of  Sections  1  and 
2.  Township  48,  north  of  range  15,  west 
of  the  fourth  principal  meridian,  Wls- 
con.sin.  This  bridge  shall  be  con- 
structed to  provide  for  the  passage  of 
cars,  locomotives  and  trains  of  railway 
companies,  and  the  proposed  new 
bridge  Is  to  have  a  pivot  draw  bridge 
to  facilitate  the  pas.sage  of  shipping. 

This  bin  is  the  same  as  one  passed  a 
few  years  ago  granting  the  right  to 
build  a  bridge  at  the  same  locatloti 
but  which  lapsed  before  the  people  In- 
terested could  get  around  to  building 
It.  It  is  not  in  the  Interest  of  any  rail- 
road and  Is  designed  to  be  not  alone  a 
railroad  bridge  as  the  dispatch  would 
Indicate  but  a  general  utility  bridge 
for  wagons  and  foot  passengers.

Active  interest  was  shown  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  this 
morning.  In  the  state  drainage  of 
swamp  lands  movement,  by  the  passage 
of  a  resolution  requesting  the  members 
of  the  legislature  from  this  section  of 
the  state,  and  the  representatives  In 
congress,  to  use  every  effort  In  their 
power  to  bring  about  the  drainage  of 
the  swamp  lands  in  St.  Louis  county. 
The  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  unan- 
imous vote. 

Commissioner  Neil  Mclnnls.  who  in- 
troduced the  resolution,  gave  a  short 
talk    In    which    he    called    attention    to 

the  fart  that  the  people  of  the  state, 
particularly  in  the  northern  portion, 
are  taking  a  great  deal  of  interest  in 
the  drainage  question,  and  that  it  is 
one  of  vital  importance  to  this  county, 
because  of  Its  large  area  of  swamp 
land  that  Is  now  practically  without 
value.  The  county.  In  many  instances 
is  put  to  much  expense  to  build  roads 
across  swamps  to  reach  th«j  Settlers  in 
the  country  beyond.  Mr.  Mclnnls  sug- 
gested tliat  people  all  through  the  otlier 
northern  counties  of  the  state  are  get- 
ting active  in  the  drainage  matter  and 
the  people  in  tills  county  should  get 
Into  line.

Washington,  Feb.  7.— There  was  no  de- 
lay fix»m  preliminary  business  in  the 
house  today,  the  railroad  rate  bill  being 
taken  up  at  11  o'clock  and  the  last  day 
of  general  debate  was  begun.  The  pro- 
gram included  speeclies  by  Mr.  Bourke 
Cockran  (N.  Y".),  Mr.  Mann  (111.),  Mr. 
W^iiliams      (Miss.)      and      Mr.      Hepburn 

(.Iowa.) 

A  short  speech  in  favor  of  the  bill  was 
made  by  Mr.  Bankhead  (Ala.),  who  pre- 
ceded Air.  Cockran.  the  latter  being  lim- 
ited to  an  hour  and  a  quarter.  Mr. 
Cockran  announced  liis  position  in  favor 
of  the  bill.  While  he  did  not  consider 
it  a  panacea  for  all  evils,  It  was  a  most 
wholesome  manifestation  of  a  unanimous 
public  determination  to  deal  witli  tiie  rate 
evils.  It  was  the  only  means  by  which 
public  ownership  could  be  stopped  and 
checked  the  most  plausible  argument  of 
the    Socialist. 

Mr.  Cockran  had  been  speaking  but  a 
few  minutes  when  he  had  a  full  audience 
on  the  floor  and  the  galleries  were  also 
occupied  to  their  capacity.  Mr.  Cockran 
gave  simple  analysis  of  favoritism  and 
discrimination  to  show  its  Inherent 
injuries.  Favoritism  was  always 
granted  corruptly.  "Sir,"  lie  continued, 
"the  history  of  railroad  management  in 
this  country  is  I  lie  history  of  favoritism, 
of  corruption  and  of  fraud."  In  spite  of 
this  h-"  would  say  the  railroads  had  not 
rendered  enormous  service,  but  they  had 
not  been  as  efficient  as  they  should  be. 
His  next  assertion  was  that  railway  in- 
tluences  predominated  bolii  political  par- 
ties. 

Illustrating  this,  he  showed  how  the 
representatives  of  wealth  Ignored  the 
courts  and  dominated  stale  adminis- 
trations. The  very  court  whicli  had 
dropped  the  proceedings  against  H.  H. 
Rogers  had  the  next  day  issued  a  most 
vigorous  Injunction  against  striking 
printers.  In  this  connection  he  re- 
view the  Northern  Securities  decision 
which  he  said,  declared  criminals  and 
conspirators  those  responsible  for  that 
combination.  Harrlman  and  Morgan, 
he  said,  quarreled  over  the  control  of 
several  railroads  in  the  Northwest, 
which  threatened  to  Interfere  with 
their  plunder.  The  court  directed  an 
action  against  them.  The  court  de- 
clared  a  conspiracy. 

"What  waa  the  result?"  he  asked.  "It 
was  to  reduce  the  control  of  these 
properties  from  two  to  one.  When 
they  came  to  distribute  the  stocks  Har- 
rlman had  Ijeen  eliminated,  Morgan 
was  supreme.  A  more  perfect  con- 
spiracy was  perfected  through  the  de- 
cision of  the  court  Itself  and  the  stock 
which  was  selling  at  $100  to  $102  when 
the  decision  was  pending  sold  for  $160 
.after  It  was  announced,  thus  enriching 
the  conspirators  who  walked  out  of 
court  Just  $240,000,000  richer  for  having 
been    convicted." 

The  fact  that  no  criminal  proceedings 
had  been  begun  was  dwelt  on  at  some 
length  and  the  jail  sentence  of  Debs 
and  the  convi;  tion  of  two  senators  for 
"mere  Indiscretion"  contrasted.  Com- 
pliments were  paid  to  Rockefeller,  "At 
once  the  richest  and  most  despised  of 
our  whole  people." 

The  most  effective  feature  of  the  bill 
he  maintained,  was  the  popular  dis- 
position back  of  It,  the  next  wa.s  Its 
publicity  feature.  Universal  applause 
greeted  Mr.  Cockran's  conclusion. 

Representative  Mann  spoke  on  the  rate 
bill.  Tersely  stating  the  need  of  the  ship- 
per for  railroads,  the  need  of  railroads  for 
the  shipper  and  the  difficulty  of  their 
coming  to  an  equitable  understanding, 
Mr.  Mann  (111.)  pointed  out  the  neces- 
sity   for   an    Intervening   agency. 

"That  is  the  proposition  In  the  pend- 
ing measure,"  continued  Mr.  Mann.  '"It 
Is  proposed  to  give  to  the  Interstate  com- 
merce commission  to  a  limited  degree, 
the  rate  making  power.  This  will  not 
prevent  the  carrier  in  the  face  of  compe- 
tition lowering  the  rates  In  order  to 
save  its  share  of  the  business.  The  Hep- 
burn-Dolliver  bill  now  pending  before  us 
is  Immeasureably  superior  to  the  old 
Nelson-Corliss  bill,  the  Cooper-Quarles 
bill,  or  the  Fisch-Town.send  bill  of  the  last 
session.  Those  bills  proposed  to  give  to 
the  commission  the  general  power  to  fix 
absolute  railroad  rates  which  could  not 
be  changed,  except  upon  filing  a  new  pe- 
tition and  having  a  new  hearing  before 
the  commission.  _  The  bill  permits  the 
commission  at  any  time,  of  its  own  mo- 
tion, to  change  order;  it  permits  a  re- 
hearing of  the  case  at  any  time;  it  pro- 
vides tliat  the  rale  fixed  by  tlie  commis- 
sion shall  not  be  an  ab.solute  rate,  but 
only  the  maximum  rate,  and  it  provides 
that  this  rate  shall  be  compulsory  only 
for  the  term  of  three  years.  This  will 
give  tlie  power  to  correct  the  evils  which 
are  complained  of,  but  will  not  give  the 
power  to  confiscate  the  property  invested 
In  railroads,  or  to  paralyze  the  business 
Interests  of  the  country  and  prevent  tlie 
location  and  estal>lishment  of  new  indus- 
tries along  the  lines  of  the  railroads. 

"It  will  not  give  the  commission  the 
power  to  determine  differentials,  tlie 
powi-r  to  say  whether  grain  from  the 
Northwest  shall  be  shipped  for  export 
by  way  of  the  gulf  ports,  or  the  North 
Atl.antlc  ports,  the  power  to  destroy 
the  law  of  competition,  the  power  to 
ruin  one  city  or  one  locality  for  the 
benefit  of  another  city  or  another  lo- 
cality. The  former  bills  were  Intended 
to  destroy  railroad  competition.  The 
pending  bill  invites  competition  and  It 
preserves  all  the  competitive  forces 
which  tend  to  increase  the  economy  of 
transportation  and  reduce  the  cost 
thereof. 

"The  railroad  officials  fe.ar  that  It 
Is  dangerous.  Let  us  admit  it.  There 
is  some  danger.  No  one  can  tell  how 
dangerous  it  might  become  If  fully 
exercised.

danger  in  its  possibilities.  The  best 
guaranty  is  that  the  pending  measure 
is  conservative.  It  protects  the  inter- 
ests of  the  slilpping  community  and 
does  not  permit  the  confiscation  of  tlie 
railway  properties.

It  probably 
does  not  meet  the  full  views  of  any 
one. 

"Some  things  about  the  bill  are  objec- 
tionable. The  provision  fixing  a  pen- 
alty of  Jo.OOt)  for  each  distinct  violation 
of  an  order  of  the  commission  might 
penalize  a  road  to  tlie  extent  of  mil- 
lions of  dollars  a  day.  The  proposition 
I  Is  so  unconscionable  that  the  court 
must  hold  it  unconstitutional.  No  one, 
whether  he  be  person  or  corporation, 
should  be  threatened  with  ruinous 
fines  as  a  penalty  for  appealing  to  the 
courts  of  the  land  for  constitutional 
protection.  Probably  no  attempt  would 
ever  bo  "made  to  enforce  such  penal- 
ties." 

Mr.  Williams,  the  Democratic  floor 
leader,  who  followed  Mr.  Mann,  pre- 
sented a  host  of  congratulations  on 
the  rate  bill.  He  took  up  in  turn,  in  his 
felicitations,  the  Democratic  members 
of  the  committee  reporting  the  bill,  the 
whole  committee,  the  Democratic 
party,  the  Republican  party,  the  presi- 
dent and  the  country.  Mr.  Williams 
said  he  hoped  tlie  hou.se  would  remain 
in  session  until  next  December  before 
it  would  yield  any  amendment  to  the 
senate  which   would  weaken   the  bill.

The  sound  was  so  uncanny  that 
I  started  and  gave  a  quick  glance  around 
me.  My  eyew  Teji  upon  my  father's  feat- 
ures and  I  n<vor  .saw  such  a  change  in 
any  one  as  had  taken  place  in  his  face.

This  is 
what   I   r<>ad: 

•"To  my  son,  John  Vereken:— I  address 
those  words  to  you,  as  it  weie,  from 
the  grave,  and  I  trust  that  you  will 
forgive  my  great  sin.

The  eyrs  were  still  open  and  they  seemed 
to  be  boring  me  through  with  their  hor- 
rible glare.  I  tried  to  close  them  but  in 
vain.  Then  a  great  fear  came  upon  me— 
there  alone  with  the  dead.

The  production  which  the  playbuild- 
ers  made  to  benefit  to  some  extent 
from  the  popularity  of  Buster  Brown 
was  given  at  the  Lyceum  last  evening.

FIRE  DESTROYS 
GROCERY  STORE 

Duluth   Heights  is  the 
Scene  of  an  After- 
noon Blaze. 

Fire  destroyed  the  two-story  frame 
building  at  Duluth  Heights  occupied 
by  McEwen  Bros.'  grocery  store  and 
Lester  Forsner,  as  a  residence,  yester- 
day afternoon. 

Although  the  volunteer  Are  depart- 
ment worked  valiantly  to  save  the 
building,  it  burned  to  the  ground  and 
liardly  a  single  item  was  savtd.  The 
grocery  stoek  was  a  complete  loss,  as 
were  Mr.  Forsner's  household  goods. 

'The  loss  on  the  stock  is  estimated  by 
a  member  of  the  firm  at  $1,80U,  with  in- 
surance at  SfeOO,  while  Mr.  Foisner's  loss 
is  estimated  at  $500,  partially  covered  by 
insurance.  McEwen  Bros,  allowed  a  $500 
fire  insurance  policy  to  lapse  only  a 
few  days  ago. 

The  building  owned  by  H.  J.  Hubbard 
of  Munkato,  Minn.,  and  was  fully  in- 
sured. McEwen  Bros,  will  prob-nbly  se- 
cure quarters  as  soon  as  possible  and 
resume  business.  Theirs  was  the  onlj 
large  grocery  in   Duluth  Heights. 

The  origin  of  the  fire  is  not  known, 
but  it  is  supposed  to  have  started  from 
an  air  tight  stove  in  tlie  rooms  over  th» 
store.  No  one  was  in  the  rooms  at  the 
time,  however,  Mrs.  Forsner  being  away 
from  home.

It  has  tolled 
twelve  times,  and  the  sexton  pulled  the 
rope  for  the  thirteenth  stroke.  The 
bell  guve  forth  a  booming  sound  and, 
breaking  loose  from  its  fastenings,  fell 
to  the  ground.  My  grandfather  had  been 
deeply  affected  by  the  tolling  of  the 
bell.  At  each  stroke  he  was  seen  to 
shudder.  Then  eame  that  fatal  thir- 
teenth stroke.  His  face  grew  livid  and 
such  an  expression  of  unutterable  iiorror 
came  over  it  that  everyone  who  saw 
him  shuddered.  His  great  form  swayed 
and   fell   to   the   ground   dead. 

"The  curse  is  in  the  family,  trans- 
mitted from  fntlier  to  son.  We  must 
hear  that  terrible  noise  thirteen  times— 
sometimes  closely  connected— sometijne.s 
at  Intervals  of  years.  At  the  thirteenth 
stroke  oomes  death.  When  I  hear  It 
the  last  time,  you  shall  hear  It  first,  and 
the  eurse  will  be  upon   you. 

"My  son,  It  is  my  earnest  plea  that 
you  let  your  accursed  race  die  with 
you.  My  father  Implond  me  never  to 
marry  and  I  resolved  to  follow  his  re- 
quest, but  I  met  the  woman  1  loved  and 
I  fell.  Will  you  be  stronger  than  I? 
Already  the  bell  has  tolhd  twelve  times 
.and  I  feel  that  my  end  is  near.  My  son, 
forgive  me  and  heed  my  admonition. 
Do  not  transmit  this  curse  to  another, 
for  It  will  cause  your  loved  ones  untold 
misery." 

The  note  fell  from  my  hand.<5.  I  arose 
and  gazed  fearfully  into  that  dead  face. 
The  eyes  were  still  open  and  they  seemed 
to  be  boring  me  through  with  th«-ir  hor- 
rible glare.  I  tried  to  close  them  but  in 
vain.  Then  a  great  fear  came  upon  me— 
there  alone  with  the  dead.  Outside  the 
winds  were  wailing  as  if  a  thou.'<and  fun- 
erals were  passing,  and  there  came  a.gain 
that  horrible  muffled  sound.  The  bell 
had  foiled  twice  for  me  already.  A  panic 
seized  me.  I  dared  not  look  at  the  face 
of  my  father.  I  rushed  from  the  room 
out   into   the   darkness  and  the   storm. 

Three  times  did  1  hear  the  boll  through 
that  night.  When  the  dawn  finally  broke 
in  the  east,  my  mind  was  fully  resolved. 
I  would  tell  Lucy  all  and  then  leave  her 
forever. 

I  Went  into  the  house.  The  .servants 
gazed  at  me  in  fear— and  no  wonder.  As 
I  passed  a  mirror,  I  caught  a  glimpse  of 
myself.  Instead  of  a  fresh,  happy  young 
face,  I  .saw  that  of  an  aged  man.  My 
hair  was  snow  white. 

Wf'  buri€'d  my  father,  and  as  I  looked 
for  the  1.1st  time  on  that  face  so  drawn 
by  suffering,  I  forgave  him  his  great  sin. 
I  w.as  accur.^ed  and  dor>med  to  a  life  of 
misery,  but  this  man  had  suffered  more 
than  I— for  he  had  iIk-  knowledge  tlial  he 
Isad  Inflicted  the  curse  upon  a  loved  one. 
He  was  dead.  He  had  fallen  for  the 
sake  of  love.  God  would  judge  him  right- 
ly. It  is  only  human  to  love  and  for 
our   loves   we    will   risk    much. 

The  next  day  I  told  Lucy  all.  I  never 
saw  her  again  for  1  knew  that  should  I 
look  upon  her  dear  face,  my  resolution 
would  \anish  and  I  would  sin  as  my 
father  had  done  before  me.  She  died 
six    months   later— of   a   broken   heart. 

This  is  my  story.  Thirty  years  have 
pas.sed  since  that  fearful  night  when  I 
looked  upon  the  dead  face  of  my  father 
and  read  the  p;u5er  that  sealed  my 
doom.  I  am  an  old  man.  I  have  heard 
the  boll  twelve  times  and  I  feel  that  my 
end  is  near.  I  have  suffered  much,  but 
as  I  look  back  upon  the  life,  alreadv 
spent,  I  am  glad  that  I  kept  my  vow. 
Many  a  time  have  I  been  in  connnunica- 
tion  with  Lucy,  and  1  know  that  she 
waits  for  me,  and

Mr.  Outcault  loves  art  for  a  little 
something  more  than  art's  sake— and 
quite  properly,  too.  Let  him  make  all 
he  can  out  of  it  now,  because  in  an- 
other year  or  two  Buster  and  his 
pranks  will  be  as  obsolete  as  the  cnce 
popular  Peck's  bad  boy.  But  to  get  to 
the  play. 

The  production  which  the  playbuild- 
ers  made  to  benettt  to  some  extent 
from  tho  popularity  of  Buster  Brown 
v<as  givt  n  at  the  Lyceum  last  evening.

The  council  will  be  Democratic  this  ! 
year,  as  predicted  several  days  ago  in  \ 
The  Herald,  with  nine  Democrats  and 
seven  Republicans.  In*  tour  of  the  six 
contests  the  Democrats  won  out,  los- 
ing only  In  the  Second  of  the  eight 
wards. 

The  most  exciting  fight  was  probably 
In  the  Eighth  ward.  Hero,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  Cullum  had  a  small  ma- 
jority, the  Itepublican  alderman  was 
elected.  This  was  largely  owing  to  his 
jiersonal  popularity  and  his  energetic  ■ 
campaign.  His  majority  was  small, 
being  but  67. 

The  Sixth  ward  also  proved  to  be  a 
rather  close  tight,  Moik  being  electotl 
by  76  votes  over  hhs  opponent,  Charle.s 
i^koglund.  The  result  was  not  unex- 
pected, and  had  been  freely  predicted 
lor  several  days  paat. 

In  the  Fifth,  Alderman  McEwen  ver- 
ified   the   predictions   of   the   last   week, 
and  ran  far  aliead  of  his  ticket,  beuiiiig 
I  his    opponent    out    by    165    votes,       tho 
I  second    largest   majority   in    the   city. 
'      The  four  cornered  fight  In  the  Fourth 
I  ward    went    as      predicted      yesterday, 
Burge.'^s   winning  out   by  87  over  Cook. 
Walker  .showed-.surprlsing  strength,  bt- 
"ing  but  thirty-three  votes  behind  Cook, 
wliile  Knarre  was  a  poor  fourth. 
The  Third  gave  Frank  Jordan  a  sur- 
'  prising    majolty.     He    was   expected    to 
carry  It  by  frj^m  50  to  100  votes,  but  he 
rolled   up  a   plurality  of  nearly  200.

Bill  to  Abolish  Them  is  Introduced  by 
Congressman  Bede. 

Wa.'jhington,  Feb.  7.— Representative 
J.  Adam  Bede  has  offered  in  the  house 
of  repregenlatlves  a  bill  to  abolish  tho 
private  car  system.  This  bill  is  one 
which  is  favored  by  fruit  Jobbers  and 
is  endorsed  by  E.  M.  Ferguson  of  Du- 
luth,  president  of  the  Western  Fruit 
Growers'    association. 

The  main  feature  of  the  bill  pro- 
vides that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
railroad  company  engaged  In  the  busi- 
ness of  common  carrier  to  contract 
with  any  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
being  the  producers  or  shippers  of  any 
article  or  commodity  entering  into  In- 
ternal or  foreign  commerce,  for  ship- 
ment or  tran.spi)rtation  of  such  ar- 
ticle or  commodity,  when  such  article 
or  commodity  Is  offered  for  shlpin.?nt 
or  transportation  in  ventilator  cars,  re- 
frigerator cars,  tank  cars,  or  private 
cars  of  any  character,  whatsoever, 
owned  or  controlled,  directly  or  In- 
directly, by  such  producers  or  ship- 
pers. To  be  a  stockholder  in.  or  di- 
rector or  officer  of,  any  company 
owning  or  controlling  such  ventilator 
cars,  refrigerator  cars,  tank  cars,  or 
private  cars  of  whatever  character 
shall  be  considered  as  having  such  an 
Interest  as  la  prohibited  by  this  act. 
The  bill  will  be  offered  as  an  amend- 
ment   to   the   pending    Hepburn   bill.

all  boon  sold  prior  to  May  1. 

The  Scott-Graff  Lumber  coinpany 
was  represented  at  the  hearing  by 
Fred  Farmer,  who  presented  a  state- 
ment purporting  to  show  th3  exact 
conditions  of  the  lumber  stock  In  the 
company's  yards  May  1,  1905.  Mr. 
Farmer  claimed  that  the  statement 
had  been  made  after  a  very  careful 
examination  of  the  cotnpany's  books. 
He  was  directed  to  present  the  state- 
ment In  the  form  of  an  affldavit,  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  state  auditor  with 
the  board's  recommendations. 

In  the  matter  of  the  personal  prop- 
erty tax  of  the  Bailey  Lumber  com- 
pany, a  question  has  been  raLsed  as  to 
whether  St.  Louis  county,  Minn.,  or 
Douglas  county.  Wis.,  has  the  right 
to  collect  taxes  on  logs  In  the  bay  at 
Superior,  but  In  transit  to  Duluth,  to 
be  manufactured  Into  lumber. 

The  company  was  a&sessed  on  tho 
logs  at  .Superior,  and  objects  to  a 
further  assessment  on  the  same  logs 
on  this  side  of  the  bay.  The  county 
conniiissioners  maintain  that  under  the 
state  law  logs  are  assessable  where 
they  are  to  be  manufactured  into  lum- 
ber. -  L.  C.  Harris,  attorm  y  for  the 
lumber  company,  held  that  while  tho 
law  was  undoubtedly  applicable  to 
logs  that  camt*  fjr>m  another  county  In 
the  same  state,  he  had  doubts  whether 
It  could  be  applied  to  logs  that  were 
In  another  state.  It  was  finally  de- 
cided by  the  tax  committee  that  the 
existing  conditions  should  be  certllted 
to  the  state  auditor  for  his  ruling. 

The  remainder  of  the  afternoon  was 
spent  with  the  commissioners.  Includ- 
ing Nell  Mclnnls,  In  auditing  the  bills 
and  accounts  to  be  disposed  of  at  to- 
day's meeting  of  the  county  board.

For  White  Pine  and  Hard- 
wood Stumpage  in 
Upper  Peninsula. 

Interesting  Figures  Show- 
ing Increase   During 
Past  Twenty  Years.

Negaunee,  Mich.,  Feb.  7.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— There  has  been  a  mai-ked 
increase  in  the  prices  cliarged  tor  white 
pine  and  hardwood  stumpage  in  the  up- 
per pininsula  during  the  past  few  weeks. 
The  gradual  and  steady  increase  in  the 
price  of  timber  during  the  past  twenty 
years  presents  some  very  Interesting  fig- 
ures. In  the  lower  peninsula  of  Mich- 
igan, in  1S70,  white  pine  lands  sold  read- 
ily at  from  $1  to  $1.25  an  acre  for  the 
ciioicesl  tracts  located  within  easy  haul- 
ing distance  of  navigable  streams.  The 
Manistee  district,  or  more  properly  the 
lands  contiguous  to  the  Manistee  and 
aiuskegon  rivers,  produced  the  greatest 
stumpage  of  any  section  of  the  stale, 
and  no  less  than  100  men  who  operated 
on  these  streams  have  retired  multi- 
millionaires as  a  result  of  their  invest- 
ments in  pine  land.  Tracts  of  pine  locat- 
ed a  few  miles  from  tliese  rivers  could 
be  bought  at  prices  rangnig  from  50  to 
75  cents  an  acre,  but  in  those  days  when 
logging  was  done  largely  with  oxen  and 
attended  with  many  difficulties,  the 
"back"  lands  were  not  lumbered,  only 
the  descriptions  that  could  be  easily 
reached  being  cut  over.  In  the  upper 
peninsula,  pine  lands  sold  on  a  different 
basis,  the  ruling  prices  being  from  25 
cents  to  75  cents  per  1,0<J0.  Today,  white 
pine  sells  from  $10  to  $:i5  per  1,000  feet  in 
Michigan  and  from  $5  to  $15  per  1,000  in 
Wisconsin. 

In  the  early  days  of  pine  lumbering,  in 
both  the  upper  and  lower  peninsulas  of 
Michigan,  hard  woods  of  all  kinds,  ex- 
cepting oak  and  cherry,  were  regarded 
ixs  worthless.  Cherry  lumber  was  sold 
in  Buftalo  at  a  fair  price  to  the  furni- 
ture manufacturers,  and  the  best  grades 
of  white  oalt  found  a  desultory  market 
at  tho  lake  shipyards,  where  it  was  used 
as  planknig  in  tlie  building  of  lake 
schooner.'^.  Elm  .md  basswood,  now  the 
most  .-nought  woods  of  this  timber  belt, 
were  jjraetically  worthless  as  merchant- 
able timber,  and  were  "left"  by  the 
early  lumbernien  as  no'^  being  worth  tlie, 
price  of  felling  the  trees  and  hauling 
them  to  the  mill.  The  advent  of  the  bi- 
cycle is  said  to  be  largely  responsible 
for  bringing  ehn  into  general  use  as  a 
merchantable  timber.  Th^  rims  for  the 
bicycle  wheels  were  made  of  rock  ehn 
and  proved  to  be  a  most  valuable  lim- 
ber for  :hls  purpose.  Fron  this  modest 
beginning  wood  working  concerns  in  all 
pans  of  the  country  gradually  became 
acQualnted  with  the  timber,  and  it  is 
now  used  in  the  manufacture  of  stave 
stock  almost  to_the  exolusion  of  every 
other  wood.  Elm  stumpage  is  as  eager- 
ly sought  after  as  pine,  and  commandd 
as  high  price  In  the  market.  However, 
the  supply  >s  becoming  less  and  less  each 
year,  and  like  pine  it  will  soon  be  a 
thing  of  the  pa.st.  It  is  worthy  of  note 
in  this  connection  that  elm  timber  is  be- 
coming verv  scarce,  and  the  stave  mills 
that  once  flourished  in  nearly  every  sec- 
tion of  this  northern  country  are  grad- 
ually going  out  of  business  or  securing 
new    holdings. 

Between  the  years  1870  and  1879  prices 
of  pine  slumpage  in  Michigan  advanced 
gradually  from  $1  to  $1.50  per  1,0)0  feet, 
and  by  1SS5  had  reached  a  price  rang- 
ing from  $4  to  $5  per  1,000.  Since  that 
time  the  market  has  been  upward  unin- 
terruptedly, and  no  other  merchantable 
conmifKlity  has  shown  less  fluctuations  in 
the  face  of  disturl>ed  industrial  condi- 
tions than  has  the  pine  lumber  market. 
At  the  present  time  the  price  of  pine 
slumpage  is  narrowly  circumscribed,  be- 
ing governed  largely  by  the  accessibility 
of  the  timber  to  the  transportation  fa- 
cilities. There  are  three  controlling  fac- 
tors regulating  the  value  of  timber. 
Thf>se  are  location  and  accessibility  and 
quality  and  density  of  growth.  Where 
timber  is  located  on  lands  remote  from 
railways  or  navigable  streams,  the  price 
is  as  much  less  as  the  operator  is  forced 
to  expend  in  getting  the  lumber  to  the 
mill  On  the  other  tracts  where  timber  is 
small  and  scattered  the  extra  cost  of 
logging  must  \>.t  considered  in  valuing 
the  stumpag«.  Large  logs  can  be  sawed 
with  much  less  %va5le  than  small  ones, 
and  a  greater  daily  output  can  be  se- 
cured at  a  mill  where  large  logs  are 
.sawed  The  small  log  cuts  less  lumljer 
than  it«  larger  brother,  but  requires  as 
mueh  handling  before  the  boards  finally 
reach   the  lumber  piles. 

But  at  present  the  lumbermen  have  no 
choice  and  must  take  what  they  can  se- 


cure, despite  Its  quality,  as  pine  timber 
is  rapidly  becoming  less  Timber  bought 
at  $;J.50  pt^r  acre  a  number  of  years  ago 
cannot  now  be  bought  for  %li>.  The  hard- 
wood, or  mixed  timbers  considered  as 
possessing  little  or  no  value  a  few  years 
ago,  have  advanced  in  value  over  300 
per  cent.  Ataple,  ;ish,  birch  and  even 
beech  are  eagerly  sought,  and  since  the 
introduction  of  oak,  ash  and  maple  In 
the  manufacture  of  furniture,  there  has 
been  a  st-iady   market  for  these  woods. 

Hemlock  stumpage  has  shown  as  great 
Increase  in  price  as  pine  or  hardwood, 
and  In  this  district  has  replaced  pine  to 
a  great  extent,  except  for  flninshing  ma- 
terial. 

The  timber  lands  are  rapidly  passing 
from  the  small  holders  and  into  the  nands 
of  the  great  corporations.  The  raining 
companies  of  the  uoper  peninsula  hold 
thousands  of  acres  oi  timber  lands,  and 
are  reaching  out  for  every  acre  offered 
for  sale.  The  Calumet  &  Hecla  is,  per- 
haps, the  largest  holder  of  timber  pine 
lands  in  the  upper  peninsula,  being  crea- 
ited  with  possessing  900.0fJ0  acres  of  pme 
and  mixed  timbers.  This  company  uses 
over  30.000,000  feet  of  timber  yearly 
at  its  mines  at  Calumet,  most  of  which 
is  bought  In  the  open  market  from  deal- 
ers, although  some  of  it  is  cut  from  the 
company's  lands.  The  plan  of  buying  in 
market  at  this  time  is  for  the  purpose 
of  conserving  its  holdings  for  the  future, 
when  mining  timber  will  become  more 
scarce. 

The  amount  of  timber  used  in  the  Mich- 
igan Conner  and  iron  mines  every  year 
reaches  an  almost  inconceivable  figure, 
and  where  the  mines  of  the  future  are  to 
secure  th^-ir  needed  supplies  is  very  diffi- 
cult to  figure,  as  the  sources  are  being 
gradually  lessened,  'ihe  Iron  mining  com- 
panies have  not  displayed  the  same  ag- 
gressiveness in  acquiring  timber  lands  as 
the  Calumet  &  Hecla,  excej)t  in  the  case 
of  the  Cleveland-Cliffs  Iron  company, 
whose  holdings  are  perhaps  second  only 
to    the    great    Copper   county    concern. 

That  the  scarcity  of  timber  Is  making 
itself  felt,  is  shown  by  the  increase  in 
the  amount  of  cement  used  in  the  mines 
of  the  copper  country.  The  Calumet  & 
Hecla  was  among  the  first  to  use  cement 
In  place  of  timl>ers  in  its  workings  and 
the  use  of  this  material  has  increased 
yearly.  Nevertheless,  it  Is  regarded  as  a 
physical  impossibility  to  do  away  entire- 
ly with  timbers  in  mining.

Washington,   Feb.   7. — In  anticipation 
of  a  spirited  discussion  of  Mr.  Patter- 
son's   resolution    declaring   against    the 
rolicy  of  caucus  dictation  in  disposing 
of    treaties    with    foreign    nations,    the 
senate     galleries     were     almost     filled 
when    the    senate    was   called    to   order 
today.     Many  arrived  before  the  doors 
'  were  opened  and  thej'  waited  patiently 
,  until    they    could    be    admitted.     There 
was    expectation     that     Mr.     Patterson 
i  would  be  entertaining  and  the  interest 
was  not  diminished  Dy  the  report  gen- 
'  erally    circulated   in   the   chamber    that 
\  some  of  the  Democratic  leaders  would 
i  replj'.      All    were,    therefore,    prepared 
,  for  a  day  of  much  discussion,   but  no 
one  ventured  the  opinion  that  the  ven- 
erable chaplain  of  the  senate.  Dr.  Ed- 
t  ward    Everett    Hale    had    this    fact    in 
mind  when  he  prefaced  his  prayer  with 
I  the  scriptural   quotation;      'I   have   set 
'•  watchnun    upon    thy    walls    who    shall 
I  never  hold  their  peace  day  or  night." 
j     Mr.  Patterson  did  not  appear  until  a 
few    minutes    before    the   e^xpiration    of 
I  the     morning     hour.       ^le     was     very 
;  promptly  recognized  by  ibt  chair.     He 
'  began  with  a  few  words  o/  a  personal 
,  nature,  saying  that  there  was  nothing 
;  he  disliked  more  than  to  inject  his  own 
I  personality   into  a  public  Question   but 
I  at  tlm«-s  such  a  course  was  necessary. 
He   had,   he  said,   supposed   that     iiia 
former  remarks  on  the  iSanto  Dominco 
treaty  would  be  passed  over  as  incon- 
sequential,  but  the  action  of  the  Dem- 
;  ocratic    caucus    of   last    Saturday     had 
i  made   It    evident    to   him.    that   he    feel 
j  directly    within    the    censure      of      that 
,  caucus.     He  had,  he  said,  made  up  his 
mind  previous  to  the  caucus,  and  as  it 
had  thro^^-n   no  new  light  on   the  ques- 
tion,   he    had    not    been    inii)elled      to 
change    his    position. 

He  said  he  had  been  called  a  "bolter" 
and   a   "White  House  Democrat,"     and 
'  that   a   New    York   paper   had   gone   so 
I  far  as  to  say  that  there  had  been  an 
I  understanding    between     himself     and 
I  the  president  and  that  an  understand- 
i  ing  about  patronage  and   the  senators' 
re-election  had  been  reached.     In  refu- 
tation  of   this   charge   he   said    that   he 
had    never    made    but    one    request    for 
j  an    official    appointment    by    the   presi- 
!  dent  and  in  that  case  the  request   was 
j  refused.      The    last    interview    he    had 
had    with    the   president    was   a   month 
'  ago.    he    said,    and    pertained    to      the 
I  forest  reserves.     In  that  matter  he  felt 
I  that  the  president  had  transcended  his 
authority  and  that  he  had  so  informed 
the    pre.sldent.      In    that    case,    also,    he 
i  had   failed   In   his   mission.      There   had 
I  been    an    emphatic    exchange    of    views 
I  and  a  sudden  termination  of  the  Inter- 
I  view    and    he    had    not    since    met      the 
1  chief  executive  except  in  a  casual  way. 
I  He  confe.ssed  a  warm  friendship  for  tin- 
I  pre.sldent  and  he  felt  that  In  the  strug- 
I  gle   he   was   making  on   economic   lines 
I  he  deserved  support. 

"1  admire  and  commend  him  for  his 
brave  p«isition."  he  said. 

Mr.  Patterson  said  that  he  expected 
the  treaty  to  be  amended. 

"I  do  not  object  to  the  main  feature.^ 
of  the  treaty,"  he  said,  "but  if  the 
treaty  is  not  amended,  as  I  think  it 
should  be.  I  will  take  the  new  condi- 
tion Into  consideration,  and  in  the  end 
do  as  I  think  I  should." 

Much  of  this  statement  was  brought 
out  by  que.stions  from  Mr.  Morgan. 


IRREGULARITIES 
IN  POSTOFFICE 

Alleged  in  Testimony  at 

.  tlie  Force  of  Life 

Hearing. 

New  York.  Feb.  7.— Alleged  irregtdari- 
ties  in  the  United  States  postofCice  depart- 
n^ent  were  the  subject  of  testimony  to- 
day in  the  examination  of  the  Force  of 
Lite  company.  The  postal  auihorities 
!have  charged  this  company  with  conspira- 
cy to  defraud  through  use  of  the  mails. 
Attorneys  for  the  defense  today  cross- 
questioned  John  S.  Cooper,  who  for  two 
days  past  has  been  testifying  as  a  wit- 
ness for  the  prosecution  and  who  helped 
to  gather  evidence  against  the  company. 
In  the  course  of  his  examination  today 
Cooper  repeated  a  conversation  which  he 
said  he  had  in  Syracuse  with  E.  V.  Neal, 
the  then  president  of  the  Force  of  Life 
company.  Neal,  the  witness  said,  told 
him  that  the  postofiflce  department  was 
"crooked"  and  that  a  brother  of  one  at- 
torney of  the  government  had  come  to 
him,  Neal,  with  an  offer  to  revise  his 
literature. 

This  man.  Neal  told  the  witness,  went 
to  Gen.  O'Beirne,  now  president  of  the 
Force  of  Life  company,  with  similar  of- 
fer, but  it  was  rejected.  Answering 
questions  of  the  counsel  for  the  defend- 
ants, Cooper  said  the  man  who  made  the 
offer  was  "a  brother  of  the  attorney  gen- 
eral." 

"Did  you  say  this  man  was  a  brother 
of  a  United  States  district  attorney?" 
asked  counsel  for  the  defendants. 

"i  said  a  brother  of  an  attorney  gen« 
eral."    replied  Cooper. 

"Did  he  say  the  man  was  In  Washing- 
ton?"

In  Sweden  the  aver.igo  mortality  of 
children  under  10  years  of  age  for  the 
ten  years  previous  to  ITtiO  was  53.5  per 
lOOO,  and  it  has  been  decreasing  grad- 
ually ever  sin-  e  \intll  now  it  is  only 
1V9  "per   ],(»00— the    lowest   in   the   world. 

There  has  been  a  corresponding  de- 
crease in  the  death  rate  of  all  ages 
during  the  last  150  years  In  Sweden. 
The  rale  for  persons  during  10  and  20 
years  has  dropped  from  u.4  per  1,000  In 
1760,  to  4.3:  for  persons  between  30  and 
40  vears  of  age  It  has  dropped  from  11.5 
to  7.1  p«"r  1,00<),  and  for  persons  between 
40  and  50  vears  of  age  from  1<;.5  to  9.6. 
The  death"  rate  as  well  as  the  rate  of 
illiteracy  of  the  two  eouiitrles  on  the 
Scandinavian  peninsul.i  is  ihe  lowest  to 
be  found  anywhere  in  the  world.

Signer  Carmim ;  minister  of 
war,  .Signer  Maino;ii;  minister  of  tne 
n.avy,  Admiral  Mirabello;  minister  of 
post's  and   telegraphs,   Alfredo   liaccedi. 

Although  the  majority  of  the  miti- 
islers  are  Conservatives,  the  new  cab- 
inet includes  Slgnor  Paniano,  who  has 
always  professed  Republicanism,  and 
Slgnor  Sacchi,  the  leader  of  the  nji-l- 
icals,  who  now  for  the  first  time  !a 
holding  a  portfolio.

He  is  th  grat  grandson  of  tho 
famous  Florentine  historian,  Francesco 
Guicciardini,  and  formerly  ndnistcr  of 
agriculture.

Local  councils  of  the  Modern  Sniar- 
itains  ill  Minnesota  are  considering: 
tho  formation  of  a  grand  council  for  the 
state  and  thl.s  matter  will  come  before 
Alpha  council  No.  1  of  Duluth,  and 
the  mother  lodge  of  them  all,  at  a  spe- 
cial meeting,  to  be  held  this  evening. 

Twice  before,  the  Samaritans  have 
considered  this  move,  but  It  was  turned 
down  each  time  because  of  the  ad- 
ditional expense.  The  malntalnence  of 
the  grand  council  would  mean  an  an- 
nual per  capita  tax  of  from  fifty  cents 
to  a  dollar. 

The  constitution  of  tills  order,  which 
was  founded  in  Duluth  in  IS".'!  and  the 
Imperial  council  of  whicli  is  .still  lo- 
cated in  this  city,  provides  that  the 
councils  of  any  slate  whertda  the 
total  membership  has  reached  the  2,000 
mark  are  privileged  to  organize  a  grand 
council,  altiiough  this  move  is  by  no 
means  compul.«ory. 

Theic  have  long  been  enough  inem- 
bors  ill  Minnesota  to  warrant  the  coun- 
cils in  taking  the  step,  but  thus  far 
they  have  not  deemed  It  prudent.  It 
is  probable,  however,  that  the  grand 
council  will  be  organized  this  lime.

A  grand  council  which  represents  a 
memlxnship  of  3.00f),  or  a  major  frac- 
tion tiiereof.  is  entitled  to  one  dele- 
gate to  the  imperial  council.  The 
Minnesota  grand  council,  if  It  Is 
formed,  will  be  entitled  lu  two  dele- 
gates.

Assistant  City!  Attorney  McKeon, 
who  lias  been  singled  out  by  Sheehy 
in  his  attempt  to  get  revenge,  has 
(iltd  an  attidavit  and  a  demand  for  a 
chang»i  of  venue  from  the  Icumsey 
county  court  to  the  ilistrlct  court  of 
this  county.  The  papers  were  filed 
with  Clerk  of  Court  J.  P.  Johnson  this 
morning. 

Mr.  McKeon  makes  affidavit  that  he 
is  defendant  in  a  $9.'J»6  damage  suit  for 
alleged  malicious  prosecution,  in  which 
Sheehy  is  plaintHr.  The  alleged  ma- 
licious pro.secution  is  said  to  liave  con- 
sisted in  the  prosecution  of  a  charge 
of  drunk  and  disorderly  conduct 
against  Sheehy  lu  the  municipal  court 
of  tlds  city.  Mr.  McKeon  now  recites 
that  he  is  nov/  and  has  been  for  four- 
teen years  past  a  resident  of  tliis  city 
and  county,  ami  ho  demands  that  the 
case  be  transferred  from  Ram.sey  coun- 
ty to  St.  Louis  county  lor  trial. 

The  clerk  of  district  court  of  Ilam- 
sey  county  ha-s  nolitied  Clerk  of  Court 
Johnpon  of  this  county  that  the  affi- 
davit and  the  demaml  for  a  change  of 
venue  are  the  only  papers  that  have 
yet  be«n  liled  In  liamscy  county  in  the 
cjise   in    <iuestloii. 

Mr.  McKeon's  prosecution  of 
.ShetiJiy's  case  was  successful  In  mu- 
nicipal court.  Sheehy  was  convicted 
and  sentenced  to  a  term  of  sixty  days 
in  the  county  jail,  without  the  alterna- 
tive of  a  line. 

Sheehy  made  application  for  a  writ 
of  habeas  corpus,  but  this  was  denied. 
He  then  took  an  appeal  to  the  state 
supreme  court,  and  his  appeal  was  sus- 
tained on  a  technicality,  based  on  a 
clerical  error  In  the  records  kept  of  the 
ca.se  in   muincipal     .*urt.

BITTER  AGAINST 
THE  RAILROADS 

Governor  of  West   Vir- 
ginia Says  They  Make 
or  Unmake  Towns. 

Washington,  Feb.  8.— Theie  was  a 
larger  attendance  in  the  senate  galler- 
ies today  than  usual,  owing  evidently 
to  the  expectation  that  there  would  be 
some  revival  of  yesterday's  scenes  over 
I'atterson's  caucus  rtsolutlon. 

Mr.  Tillman  opened  the  proceedings 
of  the  day  by  referring  to  a  petition 
previously  presented  by  him  from  the 
Rod  Rock  Fuel  company  of  West  Vir- 
ginia, complaining  that  the  Baltimore 
&  ( vluo  company  had  refused  to  permit 
that  company  to  connect  its  tracks 
with  liiose  of  the  Baltimore  &  Olilo, 
thus,  as  Mr.  Tillman  expressed  it, 
•bottling  up  the  company."  He  said 
that  at  the  time  Mr.  Elkins  had  .said 
there  was  a  remedy  under  the  state 
laws  of  West  Virginia.  He  then  pre- 
sented a  letter  from  (Governor  Dawson 
of  West  Vliglnia  complaining  of  the 
difficulty  In  administering  the  laws. 
The   governor  added: 

"It  may  be  that  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  company  does  not  legally  own 
a  controlling  part  of  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio  Railroad  company,  nr  the  Chesa- 
peake &  Ohio  Railmad  company,  or 
the  Norfolk  &  Western  Railway  com- 
pany, but  I  have  no  doubt  that  an  in- 
vestigation will  show  that  the  Penn- 
sylvania company  practically  controls 
thtse  three  greiU  trunk  lines,  whereby 
the  products  of  this  .  state.  Including 
coal,  can  be  shipped  U)  either  the  lakes

what  part  of  the  state  shall  be  de- 
veloped and  what  shall  not  be  de- 
veloped, how  much  coal  shall  be 
shipped,  and  when  it  shall  be  shipped. 
Of  course  it  makes  its  own  rales,  and 
we  are  helpless.  The  Pennsylvania 
company  Is  very  largely  Interested  In 
the  production  or  sliipment  of  bitumin- 
ous coal;  It  will  naturally  look  aftt  v 
its  own  interest  and  the  Interests  of 
the  people  along  Us  lines  in  Pennsyl- 
vania and  elsewhere  lirst  of  all.  and, 
therefore,  the  Interests  of  West  Vir- 
ginia are  subordinated  to  the  interests 
of  these  others,  and  our  railroads, 
upon  which  we  are  dependent,  are  con- 
trolled by  an  alien  corporation,  practi- 
cally in  competition  with  us." 

The  governor  concluded  by  request- 
ing an  official  investigation  into  the 
state  of  affairs  and  Mr.  Tillman  said 
that  he  would  move  for  such  an  in- 
vestigation but  for  the  fact  that  the 
house  was  moving  In  that  direction. 
He  said  that,  as  the  letter  came  from 
the  Republican  governor  of  the  state. 
It  was  uf  transcendent  Importance  and 
he  did  not  see  how  an  Investigation 
could  be  refused  and  unle.ss  the  house 
should  move  In  that  matter  he  would 
ask    the    .senate    to    order    an    inquliy. 

Mr.  Elkins  said  that  there  was  a 
state  law  affording  an  adequate  rem- 
edy by  mandamus  for  such  conditions 
as  those  represented,  but  that  shii>- 
pers  hesitated  to  employ  It.  He  sug- 
gested that  the  governor's  letter  be 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Inter- 
state commerce  and  it  was  so  referred. 

Mr.  Foraker  exjiressed  the  hope 
that  there  would  be  an  investigation 
along  the  lines  suggested  by  Governor 
Dawson.  He  said  that  tlie  governor's 
complaint  went  to  the  heart  of  the 
railroad  trouble  all  over  the  country 
and  he  exine.ssed  the  opinion  that  a 
remedy  for  the  evil  complained  of 
would  do  mc»re  to  solve  the  problem 
than   anything  else. 

Mr.  Hale,  from  the  committee  on 
appropriations,  reported  the  urgent 
deficiency  appropriation  bill  and  gave 
notice  that  he  would  tomorrow  ask 
the  senate  to  take  it  up. 

The  railroad  rate  bill  was  received 
from  the  house,  but  the  senators  gen- 
erally werp  not  made  aware  of  its 
arrival.  The  bill  was  referred  to  the 
committee   on    interstate   commerce. 

Mr.  Scott  addressed  the  senate  at 
some  length  in  support  of  the  bill 
placing  telegraph  operators  of  tlie 
Civil  war  on  a  pensionable  status.  He 
paid  a  high  tribute  to  these  men,  say- 
ing they  had  been  subjected  to  many 
of  the  "requirements  of  soldiers  and 
granted  few  of  their  privileges.  He 
staled  that  while  they  had  neces-sarily 
been  entrusted  with  all  the  important 
great  war,  not  one  of 
been  known  to  betray 
Of  the  corps  engaged 
180  survive.

CURRENCY 

Expressed  by  Secretary 

Shaw  in  Letter  to 

Jacob  Schiff. 


Agrees  Something  Should 
be  Done  to  Make  Sys- 
tem Elastic. 


Wa.«hlngton,  Feb.  8.— Secretary  Shaw 
has  received,  through  Jacob  H.  .Schiff 
of  New  York,  a  copy  of  the  resolutions 
recently  adopted  by  the  chamber  of 
commerce  of  New  York  city  in  which 
exception  is  taken  to  some  of  the  .sec- 
retary's well  known  views  on  the  sub- 
ject of  currency  legislation.  In  his  re- 
[dy    the   secretary   says: 

"My  Dear  Mr.  Schiff:  I  am  in  re- 
ceipt of  your  letter  of  Feb.  2.  accom- 
panied by  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  tlnance  and  currency  of 
the  New  York  chamber  of  commerce. 
C)f  tho.se  who  study  the  question,  nine 
men  out  of  ten  agree  that  something 
should  be  done  to  make  our  currency 
system  elastic,  but  it  Is  difficult  to  rtnd 
two  out  of  nine  who  will  agree  ui>on 
the  measure  which  ^all   be  adopted. 

"In  the  comir.lttee's  report  I  find 
this  language:  'The  redemption  of  na- 
tional bank  notes  Is  limited  to  a  total 
of  |3,(.»00,0(X)  per  month,  thus  tying  up 
to  a  large  extent,  the  oidy  source  of 
redemption  we  Jiave/ 

"The  most  unfortunate  feature  of 
this  statement  Is  the  fact  that  thefe 
is  now  no  limitation  on  the  redemption 
of   national    bank   circulation." 

Tlie  secretary  points  out  that  the 
committee  recommended  the  repeal  of 
the  law  referred  to  and  says: 

"In  face  of  the  fact  that  the 
banks  at  New  York  city  alone  returned 
to  the  treasury  for  redemption  over 
lll'.0nO.(K»0  in  national  bank  notes  dur- 
ing the  single  month  of  December 
last,  the  foregoing  recommendation 
justifies  my  regret  that  the  commit- 
tee did  not  give  the  subject  that  con- 
sideration which  i.s  its  due.  While 
there  is  a  law  limiting  the  amount  of 
lawful  money  which  the  l^anks  may 
deposit  f<^r  the  retirement  of  circu- 
lation to  $:i.OiX>.tX>0  per  month,  there  is 
no  limitation  on  redemption  on  the  re- 
tlremetit  of  national  bank  circulation 
by  banks  that  wish  to  deposit  their  own 
notes.  The  limitation  is  upon  the  con- 
traction of  the  lawful  money  by  the 
deposit  there  of  the  retirement  of  bank 
circulation.  I  beg  to  suggest  that  in 
my  opinion  the  repeal  of  the  provision 
would  not  effect  the  remedy.  Logi- 
cally baidts  find  it  profitable  to  rdlre 
their  circulation,  sell  their  bonds,  .swell 
their  reserve,  whenever  money  Is  worth 
excessively  high  rates  of  Interest.  I 
regret  that  the  committee  of  the  cham- 
ber of  commerce  did  not  study  the 
question  in  the  light  of  the  actual  op- 
tratlons  of  the  banks  of  New  Y'ork 
city. 

"The  repe.d  of  th.e  $.l,O(if),00f)  per  month 
limitation  on  the  amount  of  lawful  money 
that  can  be  takeh  out  of  ciroidation  for 
ihe  retirenient  of  national  bank  circula- 
tion wouUI  make  it  possible  to  retire 
all  our  national  UA<W '  rirciilation  irr  a 
given  month  if  all  tiie  national  banks 
studied  the  quejstlons  n%  closely  as  do  a 
few    banks    in    New    York    City.

chamber's  recommendation  that  the  sec- 
retary of  the  treasury  be  authorized  to 
deposit  all  public  funds,  excepi  the  gold 
rei<erve  and  a  reastmable  working  hal- 
aitcc,  in  national  banks  at  a  reasonable 
rate  ot  interest,  should  be  brougliL  to 
tho  immediate  attention  of  congress.  I 
think  favorably  of  the  committee's  rec- 
ommendation that  these  deposlls  be 
made  at  a  reasonable  rate  of  Interest, 
pr.ivlded  that  they  nuiy  t>e  made  without 
si>ecinc  security.  You,  being  a  banker, 
must  recognize  that  banks  cannot  afiord 
to  pay  2  per  cent  interest  on  government 
deposits*,  except  when  interest  rates  are 
IxloW  8  per  cent,  if  compelled  10  give 
Kovernment  bonds  as  securi'y.  It  is  not 
likelv,  however,  that  any  bank  would 
surrender  a  government  deposit  simply 
ijcitause  of  a  Iluotuation  in  current  rales 
of  interest.  Thus  you  will  see  that  two 
recommendations  oi  tlu  chamber,  if  they 
had  any  effect  whatever,  would  result  in 
further  expansion  dujing  ses.^lons  of 
plenty  and  further  contraction  when  In- 
ti  rest   rates  are  high. 

'I  also  note  the  suggestion  In  the  report 
that  additional  circulation  equal  to  50  per 
cent  of  the  l>ond  secured  circulation 
maintained  by  the  bank  of  Issue  would 
be  excessive  and  result  In  inllation.  Near- 
ly all  advocates  of  elastic  currency  urge 
the  necessity  of  some  plan  which  will 
relieve  local  stringency.  The  scarcity  of 
money  which  called  forth  the  reference 
of  the  (luestion  to  the  committee  of  the 
chamber  of  commerce  was  confined  to 
New  York  City  and  was,  therefoie,  local. 

"Had  the  stringency  been  as  acute 
throughout  the  I  niud  Slates  as  it  was 
In  New  York  In  l>ecember,  1  doubt 
whether  an  lncrea.se  of  national  bank 
circulation  equal  to  r^>  per  cent  of  ihc 
aggre«ate  circtilation  tlien  existing  wouiu 
have  been  excessive.  If  less  than  the 
limit  authorized  by  law  did  prove  sufTi- 
cleiit  to  restore  normal  rates  of  interest, 
certainly  no  more  would  Issue  if  subjected 
to  a  tax  of  5  or  ti  per  cent.  The  whole 
theorv  of  heavily  taxed  circulation  is  10 
prevent  excessive  issue  at  any  time  and 
to  insure  its  retirement  when  normal 
conditions    are    restored.  But     this     is 

simply   a  detail   and   not   e.ssential  to   the 
method  outlined  in  my  report. 

•While  the  committee  In  general  terms 
declared  against  the  plan  briefly  stated 
In  the  report  of  the  secretary  of  the  treas- 
ury, which  is  substantially  the  ."system 
now  and  for  many  years  in  successful 
op^-ratlon  In  Germany,  it  failed  to  ponit 
out  any  defect  therein  except  as  to  the 
vidumo  of  additional  circulation  that 
might  l>e  Is.sued  in  case  oZ  an  emergency. 
You  will  tjuite  agree  with  me.  1  think, 
that  greater  latitude  of  de.struction  woual 
have  ensutd  had  the  committee  formu- 
lated some  system  of  Its  own.  While  I 
think  the  German  plan  the  best  and  mo.st 
pr.-icticable.  1  do  not  consider  It  tlie 
workable  method.  If  none  other  can  be 
formulated,  however,  there  is  great  hope 
that  sooner  or  later  the  country  will  agree  ^ 
upon  the  recommendation  contained  in 
the  report.     Very  truly   yours.

THE    PRIVATE  CAR  BILL. 

J.  Adam  Bedc.  member  oi  congress  from  thi<  con- 
gressional district,  has  introduced  in  the  house  the  pri- 
vate car  bill  prepared  in  Duluth  by  the  president  and 
attorney  ot  the  Western  I'ruit  Growers'  association.  I-.. 
M,  Ferguson  and  Judge  R.  S.  Powell,  both  of  this  crty. 
Since  Duluth,  through  Mr.  Ferguson,  has  become  prom- 
inently associated  in  the  tight  against  the  private  car 
evil,  it  i»  fitting  and  proper  that  the  Duluth  member  of 
congress  sln>uld  have  introduced  the  measure. 

In  brief,  the  bill  proposes  to  abolish  the  private  car 
companies,  and  make  the  railroads  furni.-h  the  refrigera- 
tor car  service  themselves,  instead  of  letting  it  out  to 
private  companies  that  arc  beyt'ud  the  reach  of  law,  and 
that  have  been  permitted  to  make,  because  of  that 
anomalous  condition,  such  rates  at  they  saw  fit.  Be- 
cause of  tliese  conditions,  the  private  car  companies 
I;ave  enabled  the  beef  tru-'t,  which  owns  them,  to  build 
up  a  gigantic  monopoly  which  has  wrung  from  the  peo- 
ple prices  limited  only  by  \vhat  little  con>cicnce  the  beef 
trust  retained,  while  it  has  been  able  to  force  cattle 
growers  to  accept  the  i»ricos  it  dictated  for  livestock. 
Furthermore,  it  has  at  times  created  practical  monopo- 
lies of  the  fruit,  vegetable,  dairy  product  and  other 
line?  of  trade,  and  made  the  business  career  of  inde- 
pendent dealers  most  precarious. 

Should  the  iniquitous  private  car  system  receive  the 
sanction  of  law,  the  way  will  be  open  for  the  extension 
of  this  effective  nveans  of  creating  monopolies  to  other 
lines  of  trade.  Recognizing  this  danger,  the  friends  of 
this  bill  seek  to  abolish  the  private  car  business,  and  to 
force  the  railroads  tcr  provide  the  service  now  given  by 
the   private  car  concerns. 

While  this  bill  seems  to  some  an  unusually  severe 
one  at  fir^t  glance,  in  the  opinion  of  its  friends  it  is  the 
onl3-  effective  way  of  reaching  the  evil.  Advocates  of  the 
beef  trust  have  made  the  ^tatement  that  it  is  impossible, 
since  the  railroads  cannot  furnish  the  service  as  the  pri- 
vate car  companies  furnish  it.  If  this  were  true  the 
railroads  had  better  go  out  of. business.  But  it  is  not 
true.  The  fact  th^ii  several  large  railroad  companies 
already  furnish  refrigerator  car  service  is  imntediately 
destr\ictive  of  this  claim. 

In  some  respects  the  private  car  industry  is  more 
menacing  to  the  popular  welfare  than  the  making  of 
railroad  rates  unregulated  by  the  government.  The 
Bede  bill  i--.  therefore,  a  most  important  measure,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  Congressnian  Bede  will  push  it 
with  determination  and  diligence,  and  procure  its  pas- 
sage if  possible. 
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and  the  naval  service  crippled  to  some  ixlciit  by  losing 
men  needed  to  officer  its  vessels. 

While  strict  regulations  against  hazing  are  whole- 
some and  necessary,  there  have  been  circumstances 
about  the  incident  that  have  created  some  popular  sym- 
pathy for  the  victims.  \\'hile  hazing  was  known  to  be 
an  offen>c  punishable  b}'  dismissal,  the  fact  that  it  has 
continued  to  such  an  extent  necessarily  involves  the 
supposition  that  those  in  charge  of  trie  academy  have 
more  or  less  openly  winked  at  the  practice 

If  this  is  true,  a  sudden  and  wholesale  execution  of 
the  law  upon  students  who  have  taken  advantage  of 
this  tacit  approval  of  the  authorities  seems  unneces- 
sarily inijust.  The  guilty  young  men  should  certainly 
have  been  disciplined,  and  in  cases  of  unusual  cruelty, 
showing  (lualities  in  the  hazers  inconsistent  with  ttie 
requirements  of  the  service,  they  should  have  been  dis- 
missed. But  to  weed  out  all  of  those  who  have  partici- 
pated in  a  practice  that  seems  to  have  been  a  well  under- 
stood feature  of  life  at  Annapolis,  appears  to  be  un- 
tiecessarily  harsh.  It  wc>uld  have  served  the  same  pur- 
pose to  dismiss  those  whose  participation  in  hazing 
showed  brutality,  and  to  discipline  in  a  less  severe  man- 
ner the  others,  at  the  same  time  issuing  a  positive  order 
against  hazing  with  fair  warning  that  subsequent  in- 
fractons  of  the  rule  would  be  punished  b)'  dismissal. 

At  any  rate,  if  those  who  have  been  fortunate  enough 
to  be  a  few  numbers  down  on  the  list  of  those  awaiting 
trial  are  to  be  saved,  those  whose  trials  were  taken  up 
first  should  be  reinstated  bj-  the  same  congressional 
action. 
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NATURALIZATION. 


ENEMIES  OF  SOCIETY? 

Attorney  General  Hadley  of  Missouri,  who  has  been 
down  in  Xew  York  attacking  the  Standard  Oil  octopus 
in  its  lair,  recently  declared  that  the  attorjiey  who 
uses  his  profession  to  protuole  evasions  of  the  law  is  an 
enemy  of  society. 

Since  violators  of  lasv  are  generally  looked  upon  as 
enemies  of  th'e  society  that  formed  such  laws  for  its  pro- 
tection, it  is  hard  to  see  why  any  exception  should  be 
made  of  attorneys.  An  attorney  who  steals  or  commits 
any  common  feh.ny  i-;  amenable  t'->  the  law.  An  attor- 
ney who  conspires  to  assist  a  criminal  to  commit  a  fel- 
ony should  also  be  answerable  to  the  law. 

Great  interests  have  sometimes  contetited  themselves 
with  "\iiw  hoitesty."  which  means  that  they  have  done  • 
a>  much  wrong  as  they  could  without  coming  in  con- I 
tact  with  grand  juries.  They  have  hired  lawyers,  and 
paid  for  and  bought  the  be>;t  talent  in  the  profession,  to 
mark  out  for  them  the  boundary  linc-i  between  lawful 
piracy  and  UJilawful  dejiredations.  Sometimes  it  has 
been  deemed  safe  to  go  bcj'ond  the  line  into  the  field  of 
actual  crime,  and  tliey  have  had  lawyers  t<.>  tell  them 
how  to  ilo  this  safely. 

Now  llie.->e  larjjre  interest-,  that  so  condtict  themselves 
are  generullj  regarded  as  cnemie>  of  society.  How 
about  the  lawyers  |iy  whose  skill  they  are  enabled  to 
accomplish  their  clever  feat>  of  crowding  the  boundaries 
without  Roirg  over  them?  How  about  these  lawyers 
when  thiy  ^how  them  how  to  overstep  the  bounds  and 
dip  into  the  field  oi  crime,  and  to  do  it  safely? 

Are  not  such  lawyers  the  chief  offenders  against 
society?  Do  they  not  betraj'  the  public  and  sully  the 
nobility  of  their  profession?  Should  the  fact  that  their 
crimes  are  large  an<l  perhaps  beyond  the  reach  of  the 
criminal  code  protect  them  from  public  scorn?  Should 
not  the  very  fact  that  they  are  fiendishly  ingenious  in 
contriving  crimes  too  great  to  be  readied  by  law  add  to 
the    blackness    of   their   dee<L>? 

People  are  thinking  about  the.-.e  things  nowadays, 
a:id  they  are  able  to  answer  .-iicli  (iiie>tion.s  for  them- 
selves. The  day  may  come  when  they  will  have  the  op- 
portunity to  answer  them  witli  sonietliing  more  effective 
than  a  simple  affirmative. 


The  hc'usc  committee  on  immigration  and  naturali- 
zation is  working  upon  a  bill  designed  to  impose  some 
restrictions  upon  the  issuance  of  citizenship  papers  that 
experience  has  showed  to  be  much  needed.  Naturali- 
zation frauds  have  become  so  common  in  Eastern  cities, 
and  fal.^e  naturalization  papers  have  appeared  so  fre- 
quently in  Furope.  that  the  need  of  changes  in  the  law 
has  been  manifest  for  several  years. 

The  bill  is  approaching  tangible  form  in  the  hands  of 
the  committee,  and  is  nc>\v  practicallj'  agreed  upon. 
Among  the  new  recjuirements  will  be  one  requiring  ap- 
plicants to  file  their  petitions  for  final  citizenship  papers 
ninety  days  before  the  hearings,  and  another  preventing 
the  courts  frc»m  issuing  their  orders  until  thirty  days 
after  the  hearings.  As  it  is  now  in  most  courts  an  ap- 
plicant for  citizenship  brings  up  his  two  witnesses,  is 
jerked  in  before  the  court,  briefly  examined,  and  then 
hustled  out  again,  a  full  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

The  reciuirement  of  a  residence  of  five  years  remains 
the  same,  and  educational  requirements  which  are  en- 
tirely prriper  are  added.  The  applicant  nuist  be  al)lc  to 
write  his  own  language  or  Fnglish,  and  he  must  be  able 
to  speak  and  read  Fnglish.  Another  new  provision  is 
that  no  person  shall  be  naturalized  within  thirty  days 
before  a  general  election.  This  is  obviously  intended  to 
prevent  wholesale  issuances  of  citizenship  papers  to 
make  voters  to  supply  the  nce^  of  deserving  politicians. 
It  has  no  significance  in  this  state,  where  the  constitu- 
tion requires  that  no  new  citizens  may  vote  unless  they 
have  taken  out  their  citizenship  papers  at  lea.st  ninety' 
days  prior  to  elections. 

Beside-  the  necessity  of  avoiding  frauds,  by  which 
election  counts  arc  improperly  fattened  and  undesirable 
immigrants  bearing  fraudulent  naturalization  papers  are 
admitted,  the  granting  of  the  privilege  of  citizenship 
should  be  more  formal  and  more  calculated  to  impress 
those  who  get  it  with  the  value  of  the  gift.  'i"o  drive  a 
lot  c>f  men  through  the  doorway  of  citizenship  in  a  herd, 
with  little  or  no  formality  and  with  entire  absence  of 
dignity  from  the  proceeding.  i<  to  cheai>en  citizenship, 
and  to  impress  those  that  get  it  with  the  idea  that  it  i-^ 
they  who  arc  conferring  the  favor,  not  the  people  of  the 
United  States.  Citizenship  should  be  a  blessed  i)rivilege, 
ardently  desired  and  highlj'  valued,  not  a  cheap  thing  to 
be  thru.-.t  without  ceremony  upon  whoever  is  willing  to 
accept  it. 
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DISMISSALS  FOR  HAZING.

f.r,t,.  pontmti'-,  it  may  !)e  necessary  toOfsmiss  thirty- 
'jir^-e   infirr.

"It  is  a  mistake  to  believe  that  be- 
cause I'olorado  and  I'tah  have  a  high 
elevation  the  mercury  <hops  below  zero 
In  the  winter  and  stays  there,  and  that 
the  snow  mounts  up  with  the  altitude," 
said  N.  E.  RolK-rts,  of  Denver,  Colo., 
at  tlic  St.  I>ouis.  "The  fact  is,  the  av- 
erage precipitation  at  Denver  during  the 
wholi-  year  is  only  about  fourteen  Inches, 
according   to   tiie   government  statistics.

In  summer  the 
days  are  seldom  hot,  and  It  is  not  ofti'U 
that  the  ni>-rcury  gt-ts  as  high  as  '.x) 
degs.  TlK-  farther  one  mi>ves  eastward 
away  from  the  hills  the  greater  are  found 
to  be  the  extremes  of  temperature. 
Omaha,  alihougli  of  a  miu-h  lower  eh-va- 
tion,  lias  far  greater  e-xlix-mes  ot  lieat 
and  cold. 

In  the  dry  air  of  the  Rocky  mountains 
th<-  fe«>liiig  of  heat  and  cold  is  much  h'ss 
marked.  C)ne  is  not  oppri-ssf-d  at  all  by 
a  teniperatme  of  W  degs.,  and  even  the 
coldest  dais  a  person  do(.-s  not  have  the 
feeling  ot  chilliness  he  will  get  in  a 
tl.'iniper  atmosphere.  The  nights  in  sum- 
mer are  alwa.\s  cool  atid  refreshing.  Tho 
Rocky  mount. tins  have  a  record  of  540  out 
of  Mo  sunny  days  in  the  year."

Tile  cold  snap  moderated  yesterday, 
but  it  did  not  unit,  and  the  weather 
man  exi)eets  it  to  tnke  a  fresh  hold 
tonight,  wth  a  drop  of  about  :.'0  de- 
grees below  zero.  Yesterday  it  grew 
much  wanner,  and  last  night  was  fair- 
ly comfortable,  but  In  the  night  the 
thermometer  dropped  to  C  degrees  be- 
low, and  this  morning  a  chillv,  biting 
wind  helped  the  frost  in  its  work.  The 
highest  yesterday  was  11  degrees  above 
zero.  Friday  afternoon,  however,  the 
weather  man  expects  It  to  be  "not 
quite  so  cold,"  which  may  mean  the 
end  of  the  cold  wave.  Says  Mr.  Rich- 
ardson   of   conditions: 

"The  Manitoba  disturbance  has  ap- 
parently moved  northeastward  to- 
wards Hudson's  Bay.  It  has  caused 
light  snow  over  Lake  Superior  and 
I  from  the  Dakotas  northwestward  to 
Alberta,  .ind  higher  temperature  east 
of  th<-  Mississippi.  The  Montana  high 
pressure  area  has  moved  a  little  north- 
ward and  is  responsible  for  a  return 
to  zero  weather  in  Minnesota,  the  Da- 
kotas, Manitoba,  and  Saskatchewan. 
There  are  also  barometric  depressions 
southwest  of  Ariz<ma  and  over  Florida, 
the  one  over  the  latter  state  being  at- 
tended by  r.iins  in  South  Atlantic  dis- 
tricts. Conditions  favor  mostlv  clear 
skies  and  severe  cold  weather  "tonight 
and  Friday,  but  the  thermometer  may 
begin  to  rise  again  late  Friday  after- 
noon or  night."

Tribal  Influences  Failed 

to  Kill  Love. 

Chicag'>,  Feb.  8.— IJke  a  legend  of 
Old  Uibes  is  the  story  of  Getirge  Mus- 
coe,  a  full-blooded  Chippewa  Indian, 
•who  died  yesterday  at  his  home  on  the 
South  side.  One  of  the  best  edu- 
cated ni>-n  of  his  tribe,  an  athlete  of 
protninHiie*',  and  soon  ir-  become  the 
husband  «>f  Alary  .Smlih.  the  most 
beautiful  girl  of  the  Chippewas.  the 
young  niari  was  .«^elzed  by  that  dread 
foe  of  all  civilized  In<lians— pneumonia. 
De.Hplte  the  opposition  of  his  father, 
vi'ho  \Siin  the  last  of  a  long  line  of  In- 
fluential chiefs,  the  boy  wt-nt  to  Car- 
lisle. A  natural-V)orn  athlete,  he  en- 
tered vigorously  into  the  college  sports, 
and  his  i>rowess  on  the  traik  ami  foot- 
ball teams  is  a  matter  of  history  at 
Carlisle.

Hi 
progtessed  rapidly  and  nnnn  became 
the  ehirf  cheeking  clerk  of  tliat  llrm.

FINDS  BODY 
IN  THESNOW 

John  Hanson  Discovers 

the  Corpse  of  His 

Missing  Partner. 

Mystery  Surrounds  Death 

of  Martin  Brecken, 

Wood-Chopper. 


For  th"  purpo.se  of  ascertaining  the 
cause  of  death,  a  postmortem  exami- 
nation on  the  body  of  Martin  Brecken 
win  be  held  this  afternoon  by  Coroner 
McCuin. 

Brecken's  body  wa.s  found  yesterday 
afternoon,  half  burled  In  a  snowdrift. 
In  a  little  clump  of  timber,  about  a  mile 
and  a  half  east  of  Hunter's  I'urk,  by 
John  Hanson,  his  partner. 

Hanson  and  Brecken  have  been  chop- 
l>lng  wood  together  during  the  winter, 
and  had  a  shack  a  sliort  distance  from 

Hunter's  Park. 

Brecken  told  his  friend  that  he  In- 
tended to  come  to  the  city  to  make 
some  purcha.ses.  and  Monday  morning, 
about  y:30  o'clock,  he  left  the  sliack 
for  the  i)Urpose  of  examining  some 
ral)bit  snares  wliich  he  had  .set. 

Hanson  thought  nothing  of  his 
fritiul's  absence  until  Tuesday  night, 
thinking  he  had  gone  to  the  city.  Tues- 
day aft<'rnoon,  when  he  hail  not  re- 
turned, he  came  to  the  city  in  search 
ol  him,  l>ut  I'.f'cken  had  not  been  seen 
at  the  boarding  house  owned^  by  Ule 
Halverson.  on  St.  <'roix  uvenue,  where 
he  was  accustomed  to  slop  while  in  the 
city. 

Ilan.son  was  thoroughly  alarmed  by 
llus  time,  and  he  returned  to  his  shack 
and  began  a  systematic  search  for  his 
ndsslng  partner.  He  followed  his  trail 
In  the  snow,  and  .-ibout  a  i|uarler  of  a 
mile  Trom  the  shack  he  dl.«icovered  the 
body  lying  face  upward  and  with  the 
knees  drawn  up. 

Han.son  feared  to  touch  or  examine 
the  body.  In  the  belief  that  he  would 
be  violnting  the  law,  and  Immediately 
came  to  the  city  and  notllied  the  co- 
roner and  th<'  police. 

Durkan  &  Crawford,  the  undertak- 
ers, sent  a  wagon  after  the  body  this 
morning,  and  this  afternoon  the  co- 
roner will  ho1<l  a  postmortem  examin- 
ation, and  an  inciuesi,  if  necessary. 

Brecken  was  unm;^rri«d  and  about  T.O 
years  of  age.  Hanson  said  that  he 
had  no  special  trouble  worrying  him. 
and  that  he  was  not  of  a  melancholy 
dl-sposiiion.  He  said  he  did  not  belle\e 
!  that  Brecken  had  commltteed  sulelde. 
1  He  was  muible  to  state  whether  or  not 
the  dead  man  had  any  money  In  his 
possesslf>n. 

The  cau.se  of  death  will  not  be  kr.own 
initll  after  the  postmortem  exandna- 
tion  haa  been  held.

The  llrst  new  work  to  be  ujidertaken 
v.lll  be  the  pavement  of  Second  street 
f  ••om  Sixth  avenue  west  to  Seventh  ave- 
nue east.  This  wtlh  petitioned  for  ni 
1903  and  all  the  preliminaries  were  ar- 
ranged, the  first  assessment  being  filed 
for  collection.  The  work  was  ordered 
stopped  by  the  council,  however,  on  the 
statement  that  the  water  board  intend- 
ed to  lay  some  new  mains  In  the  street, 
v.hlch  would  necessitate  the  tearing  up 
of  the  pavement. 

Last  year  the  work  again  petitioned 
for  andall  the  preliminaries  were  gone 
through.  It  was  held  up.  owing  to  th'3 
fact  that  the  revolving  fund  was  tied 
up  in  the  "West  Superior  street  work. 
Assessment  proceedings  are  now  under 
j  way.  and  the  board  will  be  in  a  position 
to  call  for  bids  by  the  timo  the  frost  is 
out  of  the  ground. 

The  pavement  of  Tenth  avenue  east 
from  London  road  to  Fourth  street, 
has  been  ordered  and  the  advance  as- 
sessment is  under  way.  This  will  be 
I'-ady  for  bids  in  the  spring. 

The  paving  of  Seventeenth  aV'enue 
east  from  London  road  to  Superior 
street,  has  been  i>etitioned  for  and  or- 
dered by  the  council  and  the  prelimin- 
ary assessment  Is  now  being  considered 
by  the  board  of  public  works. 

The  paving  of  fJrey-solon  road,  for- 
merly Dingwall  street,  from  Twenty- 
second  avenue  east  to  Twenty-eighth 
avenue  east,  has  also  been  petitioned 
for  and  ordered  by  the  council. 

The  grading  of  the  alley  between 
Fourth  and  Fifth  streets  from  Twen- 
tieth to  Twenty-first  avenues  west,  and 
the  construction  of  a  sewer,  will  be 
undertaken  this  year. 

Twi>  contracts  are  ready  to  be  let 
for  sewers  In  .^upe/Hor  street  from 
Fli'ty-first  to  Fifty-fourth  avenue.s 
east  and  in  Greysolon  road  from  Twen- 
ty-third aveini--  to  Twentj'-tifth  ave- 
nue east,  thence  down  to  Jefferson 
street,  and  along  Jefferson  street  to 
Twenty-sixth  avenue.  There  is  also  a 
sewer  in  prospect  In  Greysolon  road 
from  Twenty-eighth  avenue  east  to 
Thirty-first  avenue  east  with  a  com- 
bined sanitary  and  storm  sewer  outlet 
to  the  lake,  in  Thirty-first  avenue  east. 
A  short  .sewer  will  also  be  consturct- 
ed.  in  the  alley  between  First  and  Sec- 
ond stret-ts,  fr'^>ni  T\>  •.  nty-second  ave- 
nue east  to  a  i»oint  between  Twenty- 
third  and  Twenty-fourth  avenues  east. 
Last  but  iiot  least  is  the  Park  Point 
sewer  sy.'^tem.  which  haa  been  peti- 
tioned for.  This  Is  being  held  up  pend- 
ing the  test  of  \\\f  sewer  ejectors.  In- 
vented by  the  engineer  and  Ids  assist- 
ants. 

In  addition  to  this  work,  which  is  al- 
ready orered  c»r  under  way,  several  pe- 
titions are  now  being  circulated  for 
other  large  contracts.  The  chief  ot 
these  Is  the  |»avlng  of  Fourth  street, 
from  Fifth  avenue  west  to  Sixth  ave- 
nue east. 

A  petition  is  also  being  circulated 
for  the  paving  of  Third  avenue  west, 
from  the  railroad  tracks  to  Second 
street. 

A  petition  has  l>een  presented  for  the 
grading  of  .Sixth  street,  from  .Second 
to  ITfth  avenues  east,  but  the  petition 
called  for  three  diff»  lent  contracts,  one 
for  each  block,  and  they  have  been  laid 
aside  for  that  reason,  as  It  has  always 
been  the  policy  of  the  city  In  grading 
a  new  street,  to  let  a  large  section  of 
it  at  once.  In  order  to  more  « qually 
distribute  the  cost  among  the  different 
property   owners. 

Later  in  the  spring  there  will  doubt- 
less be  a  rush  of  small  .sewer  and  grad- 
ing contracts,  but  even  aside  from 
the.se  the  -work  now  contemplated  will 
make  a  gof»d  showing.

•uul  all  of  the  lieails  of  depaitment.s 
will  in  all  probability  be  reappointed 
with    one    posKible    excej)tlon. 

The  mayor,  a.s  yet,  refuses  to  make 
any  statemyjit  regarding  his  jdana  <n* 
commii  himself  in  any  way.  He  Is 
Ining  hounded  by  seekeis  after  offices, 
and  will  iirobal>ly  take  a  short  vaca- 
tion until  the  fever  of  some  of  the 
office-seekr-r.s    has   abated. 

Among  fh»»  appointments  which  the 
mayor  will  have  to  make  as  soon  as 
he  commences  on  his  new  term,  are 
those  of  chief  of  police,  city  attorney, 
city  assessor,  city  engineer,  health 
comml-ssloner,  pri^ate  secretary,  build- 
ing inspector,  and  one  member  of  the 
board  of  public  works.  The  term  of 
Thomas  Dillon  on  the  board,  e.vplre.s 
this   year. 

The  heads  of  those  departments  ap- 
point   their    own    assistants. 

The  men  occupying  all  of  the  above 
offices  are  likely  to  be  reappolnt'^d, 
with  one  exception,  accortllrjg  to  the 
statemeni  of  a  well-known  politician, 
and  close  friend  of  the  mayor's,  this 
morning. 

City  (Meik  H.  W.  Cheadle  is  said 
lo  be  safe  f(»r  another  year.  With 
nine  Deniociatlc  aldermen  In  the 
council,  his  i-e-electlon  Is  practically 
assured.  He  lias  made  himself  almost 
invaluable  to  the  council,  owing  to  Itis 
long  term  of  service  and  his  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  city's  affairs,  and 
with  one  or  two  exceptitms  the  Uepub- 
lican  al<lerinen  also  favor  his  re-elec- 
tion. 

Nidde  .'^'ampson,  the  <  liy  sealer  of 
weights  ajul  measures  ib  said  to  have 
a  fight  on  his  hands. 

He  is  claimed  lo  have  been  supp<nt- 
ing  .some  of  the  defeated  ald»'rmcn, 
and  lie  will  have  strong  «>pi>osltlon 
wlien  he  ctnnes  up  for  reappointment.

Elevator  Will  Not  Run  In 

Government  Building 

—Funds  Fail. 

Those  who  fre<iuent  the  government 
building  will  be  interested  to  learn  that 
after  .Saturday  the  elevator  will  r.ot 
run  and  iliose  having  to  go  to  offices 
on  the  upper  floors  vill  have  to  •'hike  ' 
both  ways. 

This  Is  made  necessary  by  a  short- 
age of  fviii'Is  in  the  appropriation  for 
assistant  custodians  and  janit<irs,  and 
L.  M.  Willcuts,  custodian  of  the  build- 
ing, was  so  notiiled  today  by  a  letter 
from  the  secretary  of  the  tivasury. 
Joseph  L.  .»^inith,  the  elevator  attend- 
ant, was  al.so  notili»d  by  letter  that, 
after  .'Saturday  his  services  will  not  be  j 
required,  ami  one  char- woman  will  be 
let  out  on  that  day.  For  the  present, 
t-it  least,  tiie  positions  mentioned  arc 
abolished  in  the  government  bulldniif 
at  this  jioint.  For  the  .same  reas<ja 
the  salary  of  tlie  engineer  of  the  build- 
ing has  bt  en  «ut  down  ST.TiO  per  nior,lh. 
It  is  suiipo.sed.  althou.gh  not  stated  in 
the  letter,  that  each  governmeut  builu- 
Ing  throughout  the  country  will  bo 
similarly  dealt    with. 

It  is  believed  that  it  Is  slm^ily  a  case

James  Wood,  wiio  reviKio'tl  his  posi- 
tion as  superintendent  of  tlie  Calumet 
&  Arizona  smeller  of  the  Bonanza 
Circle  groujt,  at  Houglas,  Ariz.,  in  De- 
cember, lias  been  reapi)ointed  to  the 
l»!ace  ami  resumed  cliarge  Saturday. 
Following  is  nn  account  of  the  cir- 
cumstances, taken  from  llie  Douglas 
Dispatch,  of  the  Issue  of  Sunday, 
Feb.    4: 

"James  Wood,  who  resigned  as  su- 
perintendent of  the  Caiiiniet  &  Ari- 
zona smelter.

Wood  resigned. 

"The  many  friends  of  Mr.  Wood 
will  be  plea.sed  to  learn  that  lie  is 
.'igaln  In  charge  of  the  smeller  <if  the 
Honanza  Circle.  He  will  move  Ills 
family  t(»  the  ."-uperintendent's  resi- 
dence at  the  smelter  works,  the  last 
of   the    week. 

"Mr.  Houle,  who  retired  yesterday, 
lias  not  formed  any  plans  for  the  fu- 
ture, but  his  friends  .say  that  he  will 
not  remain  In  the  service  of  the  Calu- 
met &   Arizona  company."

A.  Booth  &  Co.  will  be  in  ihe  field 
with,  it  is  exjieeted,  at  least  one  more 
boat  than  it  had  in  190."^,  and  the  Isle 
Hoyale  Transportation  and  Hotel  Co.. 
backed  by  Cai)t.  W.  H.  .Singer  and 
associates,  will  run  steamers  along  the 
shore  lo  Isle  ]{oyale.  In  addition  to 
the.se,  there  is  likely  to  be  a  third  com- 
panj-,  the  org;anization  of  which  may 
be  announce<r  ^ny  time  between  now 
anci  the  opening  of  navigation,  winch 
will  have  for  its  purpo.se  tiie  conduct- 
ing of  a  line  of  sieanier,s  in  tlie  same 
waters. 

This  last  company  is  something  of 
a  mystery,  but  it  is  known  for  a  cer- 
tainty that  an  atlempt  is  being  made 
to  rai.se  .sufficient  capital  to  gel  it 
started  In  g<tod  shar)e,  and  it  is  sail 
that  such  efforts  ai>pear  to  have  an 
excellent  chance  of  meeting  witli  suc- 
cess. Certain  iiarties  are  now  worl'v.- 
Ing  in  Chicago  among  the  capitalists 
there  to  get  tliein  interested  sufRcifii!- 
ly  lo  advance  money  to  start  a  sleain- 
sliiji  line  to  run  to  Duluth  north  shoie 
and  Isle  Royale  points,  and  i)ossibly 
to  Chicago  and  other  points  on  Lake 
Michigan.  Although  it  Is  known  sinh 
an  effort  is  being  made,  no  one  In  Du- 
luth seems  to  know  who  Is  behind  tiie 
project,  and  it  is  presumed  that  some 
outsider  is  inlenstcd.  IjOCSlI  mariiR 
men  heard  of  the  matter  while  in 
<'hicago  recently,  and  learned  enough 
to  be  convinced  that  there  is  a  good 
chance  of  the  third  companv  beint; 
fornud. 

The  north  shore  business  is  increas- 
ing every  year,  particularly  tlie  pas- 
senger traltic  to  Isle  Hopale,  and  It 
has  all  along  been  thought  to  he  only 
a  matter  of  time  before  more  steam- 
ship lines  wouhl  be  put  In  operation 
at  tlii.s  einl  of  the  lake.  Tlie  business 
is  bound  lo  keep  growing,  and  it  is 
thought  the  field  will  soon  be  large 
enough  to  easily  support  tliree  or  four 
boat   coinpanles. 

H.  H.  Hrigham.  general  manager  .Tf 
the  Booth  company,  is  expected  to  ar- 
rive in  the  city  either  today  or  to- 
morrow from  Chicago,  to  meet  with 
local  otiiclals  of  the  company  and  ar- 
range the  boat  schedule  for  the  sea.son 
of  1906.  The  So(»  City,  a  ro(miy  boat 
owned«by  the  Booth  people,  will  be  put 
«ltlur  on  the  north  or  south  shore  run 
this  sea.son.  It  may  replace  one  of  the 
other  boats,  and  again  all  the  otlurs 
may  be  kept  in  service,  giving  one 
more  boat  than  was  In  operation  lat.t 
year.

WeeKs'  Idleness— Con- 
cessions Made. 


The  boilpjiiiakei-s'  strike  Is  settled 
aiid  for  tJu-  greatei-  part  the  strikers 
Avon.  The  ailjusiinent  wa-s  made  last 
night,  the  ine)i  getting  the  advance 
they  demanded,  ajid  making  a  conces- 
sion in  tlio  matter  of  night  work.  No 
conferencess  were  held  until  yesterday 
eTternoon.  when  the  employers  sent 
ail  offer  to  the  strikers  that  tliey  would 
pay  3o  cents  an  hour  instead  of  36,  as 
demanded.  This  was  not  accepted,  and 
last  ni»rht  the  meeting  came,  and  the 
employers   capitulated. 

The  men  went  out  two  v.eeks  ago 
last  Monday.  They  afik<  d  an  Increase 
of  2  2-3  cents  per  hour  in  the  wage 
scale,  that  being  tlie  flat  and  only 
change  asked.  Tliey  work  a  U-hour 
day  i.nd  askod  no  change  in  that.  The 
mattfT  has  hung  lire  for  two  weeks, 
mainly  for  the  reason.  It  seems,  that  ! 
the  einployers  thought  the  men  should  I 
appoLui  a  committee  to  confer  with  j 
the  eniployers,  and  on  th''  otlur  hand, 
the  strikers  thought  that  the  employ- 
ers sht'uld  come  to  the  r<x>ms  of  the 
strikers  in  a  body  and  talk  the  matter 
over  there.  Both  have  been  standing 
on  ceremony. 

However,  ih-^  matter  has  be^n  set- 
tled by  the  employers  granting  the 
raise  In  the  wage  scale,  which  brings 
it  up  l'»  36  C'-nts  an  hour  for  a  9-hour 
Cay.  hut  the  concessions  made  by  the 
strikrrs  are  that  for  overtime  the  men 
shall  receive  double  time  on  all  re- 
pair work,  and  time  and  a  half  on  all 
naw  w.rk.  Al.so,  the  employ<'r.s  agree 
that  whern  night  work  is  reitulred, 
double  time  will  b»-  allowed.  Both  sides 
are  gUid  the  affair  Is  .settled,  and  work 
can  he  le.'.umed.

Condilions  for  Duluth. 

If  tile  predictions  of  Wtjath.er  Fore- 
caster H.  W.  lllchardron  prove  correct, 
Duluth  people  will  l>«r  given  an  oppor- 
tunity of  wltiiessing  |in  cllip.sc  of  the 
moon  by  the  earth,  Jl>egii«ilng  shortly 
before  midnight  and.lasti.ug  uiilU  3:37 
o'clock   tomorrow    mAridn^. 

Mr.  Richardson  stated  tliat  thf  light 
clouds  which  parti£^Uy  otoscured  the 
sun  this  morning  would  probably  clear 
away  during  the  afternoon,  and  that 
this  evening  the  sky  woMld  be  clear 
and  conditions  most  favorable  for 
viewing  the  eclipse.    \         .' 

J.  H,  Darling,  assistant  I'nitcd  Riales 
engineer,  who  Is  a  sludeitt  of  a-stron- 
omy.  Bays  that  the  eclipse  will  begin 
at  11:67  p.  m.,  and  will  last  three  hours 


and  thirty-seven  minutes.  The  ecllp.se 
will  be  total  at  12:58.  and  will  lemaiii 
so  for  an  hour  and  thirty-eight  min- 
utes. This  great  length  of  total  eclipse 
Is  .said  by  Mr.  Darling  to  be  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  shadow  of  the  earth  is 
three  tunes  the  diameter  of  the  moon. 
I'nder  normal  conditions,  according 
to  Mr.  Darling's  data,  the  m(x>n  will 
liave  a  copper  colored  appearance  dur- 
ing the  eclipse.  This  will  be  due  to 
refracted  light  from  the  atmosphere 
of  the  earth.

—and  were  particularly  pleased  witli  a 
tract  which  they  were  informed  Mr. 
Hartjfu  owned.  He  was  ask*-d  if  the 
land  v.as  for  s.ile  and  thf  pric*:-.  Mr. 
Hartjen  stated  that  he  would  s*-!!  for  $:i.i 
p*r  acrf.  The  fjikf-  agent  th^n  a-^surc  d 
him  that  he  th<j<ight  li  j  could  g^^t  $;'.T 
an  acre,  and  wanted  to  know  if  in  this 
event  Mr.  Hartjen  would  make  the  com- 
mission tl  p«-r  aero  Instead  of  $1.  as 
asked  witii  a  purchase  price  of  $S5.  This 
looke«l  pretty  good  to  tlie  furnifr  and  of 
course    lie    fpll    ritrlit    in    with    the   scheme.

THE  PROSPECT 
OF  A  STRIKE 

introduces  an  Element  of 

Uncertainty  in  the 

Iron  Trade. 

Cleveland.  Feb.  8.— The  Iron  Trada 
Review  aays:  The  grave  danger  of 
a  genoral  strike  of  coal  mliieri  ha.? 
introduced  an  element  of  uncertainty: 
Into  tho  market.  A  few  furnaces  have 
withdrawn  quotations,  pending  the 
settlement  of  the  question  whether 
there  la  to  be  a  strike;  but  In  manj' 
quarters  strong  hope  Is  still  entertained 
that  peace  will  prevail  between  tho  op- 
erators and  their  employes.  While  curi- 
atnners  of  pig  Iron  would  be  embar- 
rassed, furnace  interests  would  prob- 
ably suffer  more  severely.  It  Is  not  l)t- 
licved.  however,  that  the  iinmediuto 
effect  of  tlie  strike  would  be  Important 
because  very  largo  qtiantities  of  coal 
and  coke  have  been  stored. 

The  pig  Iron  market  Is  very  quiet, 
with  signs  here  and  there  of  woakne.^a, 
but  for  the  most  part  prices  are  well 
maintained.  The  finnace  men  wno 
realize  that  there  Is  much  to  justify 
the  present  position  of  consumers  in 
not  buying  freely  are.  as  a  rule,  re- 
fu.slng  to  make  any  lower  quotations, 
as  they  believe  that  such  action  would 
result  In  further  weakening  of  the 
market. 

The  demand  for  structural  material 
conilnuea  very  strong,  esptvlally  in 
Ni  w  York,  IMttsburg  and  Cliicago  and 
for    delivery    la    still      In 


Tho  county  board  took  no  action  rel- 
ative to  selecting  a  courthouse  site, 
at  the  meeting  held  yesterday,  for  the 
reason  that  arrangements  are  being 
made  to  hold  a  Joint  conference  of 
the  county  commissioners  and  tho 
courthouse  commissioners  Feb.  15,  tlie 
date  of  the  next  meeting  of  the  board, 
at  which  some  agreement  Is  likely  to 
be  reached  as  to  a  site  that  will  meet 
with  the  approval  of  both  bodies. 

The  law  provides  that  the  site  select- 
ed by  the  county  board  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  courthouse  commission 
and,  as  a  selection  by  the  board  might 

be  o;io  that  would  not  be  approved 
by  the  commission,  all  chance  of  fric- 
tion between  the  two  bodies  will  be  re- 
moved by  a  conference  to  determinvi 
the  wishes  of  all  concerned  before  any 
action    la    taken. 

At  tho  conference  to  be  held  Feb.  15, 
It  is  understood  that  the  courthou.se 
commissioners  may  not  meet  as  an  or- 
ganization, but  as  Individual  members 
to  express  their  opinions,  while  tho 
meeting  of  the  commission  for  organl- 
7.aton  may  follow  the  next  day,  or  even 
later. 

The  courthouse  commission  v.ill  have 
no  business  to  cotiie  before  it  until  the 
county  Ijoard  selects  a  site  and  there 
Is  said  to  be  no  special  call  for  a 
meeting  aj  aji  organization  before  that 
time. 

Up  to  the  present  time  all  the  com- 
missioners but  one.  appointed  by  the 
district  Judge,  have  flle<l  their  accept- 
ances and  have  taken  the  oath  of  of- 
fice, and  It  Is  expected  that  the  last 
member  will  have  filed  by  the  meet- 
ing to  be  held  Feb.  15. 

News  that  St.  Louis  county  Intends 
to  build  a  new  courthouse  Is  now  pret- 
ty well  circulated  In  the  building  con- 
struction circles  all  over  the  country 
and  communications  are  being  received 
from  many  large  concerns  that  desire 
to  furni.sh  th.>  cnitity  with  various 
materials  that  would  go  Into  the  con- 
.struction  of  the  building.  Several  such 
communications  have  been  received  by 
the  board  of  county  commlssionera 
from  Individuals  or  matiufacluring 
concerns  that  would  like  to  contract 
for  some  sort  of  patent  roofing  or  for 
concrete  chimneys,  etc.  All  communi- 
cations touching  new  courthouse  con- 
struction are  turned  over  to  the  court- 
house commission  as  soon  as  it  or- 
ganizes. 

Whether  the  new  courthouse  will  be 
let  by  contract  or  whether  the  com- 
mission will  go  ahead  and  sui.»«rlntend 
the  construction  of  the  building  by  day 
work  Is  a  matter  that  the  commls.slon 
l.s  naid  to  be  in  a  position  to  decide, 
but  as  tho  commissioners  receU'o  no 
compensation  outside  eft  their  actual 
expen.ses.  It  is  generally  presumed  that 
they  will  favor  the  contract  plan  with 
a  supervision  by  an  architect  and  en- 
gineer, with  a  general  supervision  ovtr 
all   by   the   commlsijlon  itself. 

PUSHING  THE  WORK. 

Piling  for   New   Ore  Dock   Going  in 
Rapidly. 

The  pile  drivers  on  the  new  Mesaba 
ore  dock  are  now  working  at  aui)erlor 
street  putting  down  the  abutments  for 
the  steel  trestle  work  which  will  cross 
the  street  there.  ThLs  steel  will  extend 
from  the  north  side  of  Superior  street 
to  the  south  side  of  Michigan  street, 
the  same  distance  as  the  sttei  work 
on  the  other  approaches.  The  abut- 
ments being  worked  on  now  at  Su- 
perior street  are  those  on  which  the 
concrete  will  l>e  put  In  for  the  steel 
archway  over  the  street,  and  the  piles 
are  being  driven  very  clos^  together, 
being  two  feet  and  nine  Inches  apart 
each  waj'. 

A  good  deal  of  piling  la  being  put  in 
fit>m  Superior  street  clear  out  to  the 
end.  For  1,300  feet  out  from  tlio  shore 
into  the  bay  piles  have  been  driven, 
and  about  l.'V^O  feet  remain  to  be  com- 
pleted. This  meatia  a  lot  of  piling.  To 
every  l')0  surface  feet  about  450  to  500 
piles  are  driven.

HIS  SLEEVE 

Governor  Johnson  ThinRs 

Lawson  Will  Astonish 

the  People. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  S.— Thuina.s  \V.  Lawson 
of  Boston  held  a  four-hours'  confer- 
ence with  Grovernor  Johnson,  at  the 
capitol    yesterday,    which    ended    at    6 

o'clock  last  evening.  Immediately  af- 
terward Mr.  L.awson  left  for  Chicago. 
Thy  subject  of  the  conference  was  the 
forming  of  a  committee  of  governors 
and  other  jironiiuent  men  to  investi- 
gate the  affairs  of  the  New  York  Life 
and  the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  coni- 
paniea. 

At  the  close  of  the  conference,  Mr. 
Lawson  stated  that  his  interview  with 
Governor  Johnson  iiad  veen  ver>  satis- 
factory. 

"Governor  Johnson  haa  consented  to 
remain  as  a  member  of  the  committee 
I  have  had  in  mind,"  said  Mr.  Lawson, 
"and  the  others  who  will  make  up  a 
part  of  the  commission  are  Governor 
Broward  of  Florida,  Former  Attorney 
General  Frank  S.  Monnett  of  Ohio,  and 
Fremont  Older  of  San  Francisco.  I  am 
not  yet  ready  to  announce  the  otlier 
names. 

"I  have  enough  proxies  right  now 
to  give  me  voting  control  of  the  New 
York  Life  and  Mutual  Life.  The  com- 
panies have  sent  out  secret  circulars 
to  agents,  urging  them  to  get  all  the 
proxies  they  can,  and  if  they  cant  get 
the  proxies  they  are  to  get  the  policy 
holders  to  come  to  the  meeting  so 
Law.son  can't  get  them.  I  have  met 
that  move  by  sending  out  a  circular  to 
every  policy  holder,  urging  him  to 
come  to  the  meeting  and  not  give  any 
more  proxies.  1  want  to  get  about 
5<.',')0<)  or  75.0'W  men  down  there,  where 
we  can  talk  to  them.  We  have  one 
committee  selected,  and  they  will  put 
their  trust  in  that  commltee.  The  New- 
York  Life  meelng,  April  7,  will  be  a 
great  meeting,  and  so  will  the  Mutual 
on  June  14. 

Governor  Johnson  said  to  the  Asso- 
ciated Press,  after  the  conference, 
that  he  was  greatly  impre-ssed  with  the 
showing  made  by  Mr.  Lawson. 

"I  have  agreed  to  remain  on  the 
committee,"  said  the  governor,  "al- 
though I  refused  to  act  £ls  chairman  of 
it,  as  Mr.  Lawson  urged  me  to  do.  as 
it  would  take  too  much  of  n.y  time 
away  from  the  state." 

"Has  Mr.  Lawson  the  necessary 
proxies  from  policy  holdens  to  control 
the  voting  In  the  two  big  life  insurance 
companies?"  was  asked. 

'I  believe,  from  the  showing  he  made 
this  afternoon,  that  he  has,"  replied 
the  governor,  "and  I  believe  Mr.  Law- 
son  has  a  card  up  his  sleeve  that  will 
astoJdsh    tlie    folks." 

MEETING  OF  THE 
UNIONIST  PARTY 

Will  be  Called  to  Con- 
sider the  Chamberlain- 
Balfour  Policies. 

London,  Feb.  8.— A.  J.  Balf  -ur  Iiaa 
finally  acceded  to  Joseph  Chanib-r- 
laln's  wish  that  a  call  be  made  for  a 
general  meeting  of  the  Unionist  party. 
It  Is  expected  the  gatheiing  will  be 
fixed  for  Feb.  5.  though  no  details  have 
been  settled  yet.  In  the  meantime  Mr. 
Chamberlain  has  i.ssued  an  Important 
manifesto  which,  whilst  acentuating- 
rather  than  lessening  thj  party  tension, 
still  leaves  Mr.  Balfour  a  bridge  over 
which  to  cross  into  the  tariff  reform 
camp.

CITIES  ARE 
TOJLAME 

For  Failure  of  Tax  Code 
at  Special  Legisla- 
tive Session. 

Maintained  Big  Lobbies 

While  Country  People 

Could  Not  Come. 


St.  Paul.  Feb.  9.— (Special  to  Tho 
Herald.)— 'It  was  the  cities  of  St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth  that  de- 
feated the  tax  code  at  the  special  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature  In  1S99."  de- 
clared Attorney  General  Young  before 
the  state  board  of  eciualizatlon  and  the 
meeting  of  county  auditors  yesterday 
afternoon. 

Mr.  Young  s  fling  was  in  answer  to 
a  short  talk  by  Mx-.  Harris  of  the  New 
LIngland  Furniture  company  to  the  ef- 
fect that  politics  and  sectional  feeling 
too  often  entered  into  the  task  of  equal- 
ization of  taxes.  He  held  that  there 
nhould  In-  no  country  and  no  city,  but 
cne   big   state. 

.  "It  dues  not  require  much  knowledge 
to  .see  that  our  tax  laws  are  anything 
but  perfect,"  said  Mr.  Young.  •  "They 
are  nothing  but  patchwork,  yet,  who  is 
to  blame.  I  was  one  who  believed  the 
tax  code  offered  at  the  special  session 
should  be  adopted.  It  was  not  per- 
fect, yet  it  was  as  good  as  could  be  ob- 
tained inider  the  circumstances.  But 
who  defeated  It?  Why  the  cities. 
They  maintained  big  lobbies.  The 
country  people  could  not  come. 

"If  the  code  In  a  modified  form  is 
presented  next  time,  1  can  assure  those 
who  are  demanding  reform  that  it  will 
pass  if  the  cities  will  keep  their  hands 
out.  Practice  what  ynu  preach  and  all 
Sections  will  get  a  scjuare  deal." 

Commissioner  U.  T.  Daly  of  Renville, 
contended  that  It  was  not  the  tax  laws 
that  re.sulted  In  equality.  It  was  the 
fault  of  those  employed  and  elected 
to  enforce  the  laws.  He  held  that  If 
the  assessors  and  the  local  bf)ards  were 
compelled  to  observe  their  oalh  of  of- 
fice, the  tax  payers  would  come  nearer 
a  square  deal  than  by  any  other  meth- 
od. The  trouble  was,  he  declared,  that 
assessors  and  local  boards  took  up  their 
duties  with  the  understanding  that 
they  were  not   to  observe  the  law. 

l'omml.s.»-ioner  (.».  B.  Wood  of  Minne- 
apolis said  he  favored  the  local  option 
In  the  levying  and  collection  of  tajces 
and  that  there  should  be  no  interfer- 
ence by  the  state  except  to  equalize 
only  so  far  as  state  taxes  were  con- 
cerned. He  thought  municipal  and 
county  taxes  should  be  let  alone. 


PACIFIC  LUMBER 
TRUST  IS  DEAD 

Has  Dominated  Lumber 

Business  on  Coast  for 

Eighteen  Years. 

San  Francisco,  Feb.  9. — The  sale  yes- 
terday of  the  stock  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Lumber  company  to  the  Delllng- 
ham  Bay  Lumber  company  for  $250,000, 
following  the  passing  out  of  existence, 
on  Jan.  1.  of  the  Pacllic  Pine  Lumber 
company,  inarks  the  death  of  the  giant 
combination  which,  for  eighteen  years 
past,  has  absolutely  dominated  the 
lumlier  business  of  the  we.stern  coast 
ot  .-Xnierlca. 

The  death  of  the  trust  v.lll  have  little 
effect  on  the  lumber  industry.  For 
some  years  it  liad  been  a  trust  la  name 
only.  Although  nominally  the  business 
will  now  be  conducted  on  a  basis  of 
competition,  as  a  matter  of  fact  the 
dlften-nt  concerns  lix  their  .schedule 
of  ralts  after  consultation.

Washington,  Feb.  9.— When  Secretary 
Taft  was  before  the  senate  committee 
on  aproprlatlons  which  was  consider- 
ing the  urgent  deficiency  bill,  he  re- 
quested an  aproprlatlon  of  $100,000  to 
be  expended  for  additional  barracks 
and  quarters  for  the  army  at  f)r  near 
Manila.  When  asked  as  to  the  neces- 
sity for  this  appropriation,  he  stated 
that  the  situation  In  China  was  sucn 
that  it  might  be  necessary  at  any  time 
to  send  troops  there  and  that  It  would 
be  wise  to  have  troops  near  to  be  u.sed 
for  that  purpose.  The  committee  did 
not  think  it  expedient  to  make  an  ap- 
propriati'tn  at  this  time.  The  report  of

"I  am 
fearful  that  it  Is,"  he  replied.  He  esti- 
mated that  tithing  brought  the  church 
a  revenue  of  from  $l.r.('0.oiiO  to  $2,000,000 
a  year,  but  no  accounting  had  been 
made  so  far  as  he  knew.

Baltimore,  Feb.  9.— The  sessions  of 
the  annual  convention  of  the  Woman's 
National  SutTrage  association  were  re- 
sumed today.  Reports  from  state  pres- 
idents were  read  showing  the  progress 
of  the  woman  suftrage  cause  in  various 
states.  Mrs.  Lucia  Ames  Mead,  chair- 
man of  the  department  of  peace  and 
arbitration  read  a  report  in  which 
plans  are  outlined  for  a  widespread 
celebration  in  the  schools.  May  18 — 
the  anniver.sary  of  the  openiiig  of  The 
Hague  conference  in  189S.  Every  state 
in  the  I'nion  will  be  recjuested  to  cele- 
brate the  day  and  give  appropriate  In- 
struction. 

The  report  concludes:  "Much  harm 
has  been  done  by  the  sentimental  pre- 
sentation of  the  peace  Question.  The 
key  to  world  peace  is  world  organ- 
ization. Suffragists  will  aid  their 
cause  the  most  by  Intelligently  work- 
ing to  abolish  war.  Where  brute  force 
rules,  women  are  always  discounted. 
Let  them  spend  less  time  on  palliatives 
and  poultices  on  the  evils  of  the  body 
politic  and  far  more  on  prevention. 
One  half  of  all  our  charities  would  be 
unnecessary  were  the  world's  war  bur- 
dens extinguished."

SENT  EAST 


Naval  Men  Are  Punished 
for  Petitioning  Rus- 
sian Ministry. 

Mutiny  is  Still  Smoulder- 
ing on  Vessels  of 
the  Czar. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  9. — A  number  of 
naval  officers,  according  to  a  dispatch 
to  the  Slovo  from  Sebastopol,  have 
been  transferred  to  the  Far  East  for 
petitioning  the  marine  ministry  for  an 
open  trial  of  Fonrt«r  Lieutenant 
Schmidt  and  for  satisfaction  of  the 
service  demands,  which  were  one  of 
the  main  causes  of  the  mutiny  of  sail- 
ors belonging  to  the  Black  sea  fieet. 
Schmidt  commandea  the  cruiser  Otcha- 
koiT,  the  crew  of  Khlch  .  mutinied  In 
November  last  at  Sebastoixjl.  The 
ciulser  subsequently  was  sunk  by  the 
loyal  ships. 

The  trial  of  Schmidt  has  been  post- 
poned Viecause  it  Is  thought  to  be  haz- 
ardous to  transfer  him  irom  the  fort- 
ress of  Otchakoff  near  Odessa,  where 
he  is  confined,  to  the  naval  headciuar- 
ters  at  Sebastopol. 

Mutiny  Is  still  smouldering  on  board 
several  vessels  of  the  Black  sea  fleet, 
notably  on  the  batteleship  Catharine  H 
where  several  officers  have  been  ar- 
rested. 

SOME  OF  THE  ENTOMBED 
MINERS  MAY  STILL  LIVE. 


Conceded  That  Measure 
Will  be  Favorably  Re- 
ported by  Committee. 


Washington,  Feb.  9. — The  senate  com- 
mittee on  interstate  commerce  today 
began  consideration  of  the  Hepburn 
rate  bill,  which  passed  the  house  yes- 
terday. This  measure  Is  now  made 
the  basis  of  legislation  and  has  been 
taken  up  section  by  section.  Today 
was  devoted  to  the  first  section,  which 
describes  the  kind  of  transportation  to 
which  the  act  shall  apply.  There  was 
quite  a  discussion  in  the  committee  as 
to  whether  express  companies  and 
Pullman  cars  are  included  in  this  sec- 
tion, al.so  whether  under  the  terms  of 
the  section  railroads  would  not  be  com- 
pelled to  transfer  freight  in  transit  at 
the  option  of  the  shipper.  Several 
amendments  were  suggested  to  meet 
objections  raised   by  different  senators. 

The  committee  will  meet  again  to- 
morrow. It  is  conceded  that  the  Hep- 
burn bill  with  only  few  modifications 
will  have  a  majority  report  when  the 
committee  votes  next  Friday.

COMMITTEE  TO 
INVESTIGATE 

To  See  Whether  Congress 

Has  Power  to  Control 

Insurance. 

Washington,  Feb.  i*.— Acting  under 
Instructions  of  the  house,  the  judiciary 
committee  today  began  an  investiga- 
tion   In     order     that     it      may    report 

wiiether  or  not  congress  has  the  power 
to  provide  federal  control  of  insurance. 
I  That  this  authority  does  not  exist  was 
1  maintained  by  R.   W.   Breckenridge  of 
\  Omaha,   Neb.,    chairman  of   the   insur- 
I  ance  commission  of  the  American  Bar 
I  astociatlon.      At    the    August    meeting 
'  of    this    association,    at     Narragansett 
Pier,  Mr.  Breckenridge  made  a  motion 
to    have    his    committee    instructed    by 
the  association  to  prepare  a  bill  provid- 
ing   such    control.      The    opposite    view 
of   the   question    was   presented    to    the 
committee     by    George     Whitclock     of 
Baltimore.     The   bar   association,   by   a 
vote  of  113  to  29  sent   to  its  insurance 
committee   for   consideration   a   resolu- 
tion declaring  federal  control  of  insur- 
ance illegal  and  unconstitutional  under 
the   decisions  of   the   supreme  court  of 
the  United  States.  

W01.F-KILL1NG  RECORD.

I  fense.  The  former  has  two  modern 
I  six-inch  guns  with  the  usual  display 
!  of  old  Spapish  pieces,  which  would  be 
blown  to  pieces  at  the  first  shots. 

"It  is  doubted  whether  President  Ca.s- 
tro  can  raise  more  than  16,000  men  who 
will  take  the  field  with  any  show  of 
spirit.  The  men  are  armed  with  Mau- 
ser rifles,  but  they  never  practice 
shooting.  They  have  20,000,000  rounds 
of  Ijall  cartridge  and  a  few  mountain 
guns.  The  Venezuelan  navy  consists 
of  five  small  craft  concentrated  at  I.a 
Guaira. 

"Well  posted  persons  express  fera* 
that  the  French  citizens  in  Venezuela 
will  be  in  great  danger  If  war  breaks 
out.  President  Castro  is  of  a  revenge- 
ful nature  and  the  inhabitants  of  tho 
country  are  at  his  mercy. 

"It  Is  reported  at  Caracas  tliat  Ihe 
American  minister,  Mr.  Russell,  is  per- 
sona non  grata  owing  to  the  apparent 
siding  of  the  United  States  with  France 
and  that  he  may  be  given  his  pass- 
ports. Matters  are  nearing  a  climax. 
President  Castro  will  compel  obedience 
to  his   will.

ARE  ACTIVE 

MaRe  Two  to  Ten  At- 
tempts on  Lives  of 
Officials  Daily. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  9.— Three  em- 
ployes of  the  Putloff  works  belonging 
to  the  "party  of  active  struggle  against 
revolution  and  anarchy,"  the  so-called 
"black  hundred,"  were  surprlf-ed  and 
killed  yesterday  by  a  party  of  revolu- 
tionary workmen.  They  were  accused 
of  furnishing  the  police  with  dtts  of 
revolutionarj'  workmen  and  with  as- 
sisting in  making  arrests  and  .-iiearches. 

The  terrorists'  campaign  ha.-j  been 
vigorously  prosecuted  in  the  provinces 
of  late.  From  two  to  ten  attempts  on 
the  lives  of  officials  and  police  are  re- 
ported daily. 

The  di.'^closures  regarding  the  impor- 
tation of  arms  into  Finland  ha\e  been 
followed  by  the  revelation  that  arms 
in  Quantities  have  been  opemy  im- 
ported through  the  custom  houses  at 
Reval  and  other  Baltic  ports  and  for- 
warded to  Moscow  and  other  places 
in  the  interior.

Maintained  Big  Lobbies 

While  Country  People 

Could  Not  Come. 


St.  Paul.  Feb.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— "It  was  the  cities  of  St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth  that  de- 
feated the  tax  code  at  the  special  ses- 
sion of  the  Itgislature  in  1SC«»,"  de- 
claied  Attorney  General  Young  before 
the  state  board  of  equalization  and  the 
meeting  of  county  auditors  yesterday 
afternoon. 

Mr.  Young's  fling  was  in  answer  to 
a  short  talk  by  Mr.  Harris  of  the  New 
linglaiul  Furniture  company  to  the  ef- 
fect that  politics  and  sectional  feeling 
too  often  entered  into  the  ta.sk  of  equal- 
Izatlcii  of  taxes.  He  held  that  there 
t-hould  \>c  no  country  and  no  city,  but 
one   big   state. 

.  "It  does  not  require  much  knowledge 
to  see  tliat  oin-  tax  laws  are  anything 
but  perfect,"  said  Mr.  Young.  'They 
are  nothing  but  patchwork,  yet,  who  is 
to  blame.  I  was  one  who  believed  tho 
tax  code  offered  at  the  special  session 
should  be  adciitted.  It  was  not  per- 
fect, yet  it  was  as  good  as  could  l)e  ob- 
tained under  the  eircum.stanees.  But 
•who  defeated  it?  Why  the  cities. 
They  maintained  big  lobbies.  The 
country  people  could  not  come. 

"If  the  code  in  a  modified  form  is 
presented  next  time,  I  can  assure  those 
who  are  demanding  refoiin  that  it  will 
pass  if  the  cili«  .-^  will  keep  their  hands 
out.  r'raetlce  wliat  yfiu  preach  and  all 
Bectit^ms  will  get  a  sijuare  deal." 

Commissioner  it.  T.  Daly  of  Ilenville, 
contended  that  it  was  not  the  tax  laws 
that  resulted  in  equality,  it  was  the 
fault  of  those  employed  and  elected 
to  enforce  the  laws.  He  held  that  if 
the  assessors  and  the  local  boards  wcrs 
compelled  to  observe  their  oath  of  of- 
fice, the  tax  payers  would  come  nearer 
a  sejuare  deal  than  by  any  other  meth- 
od. The  trouble  was,  he  declared,  that 
assessftrs  and  k>cal  boards  took  up  tlujr 
duties  with  the  understanding  that 
they   were  not   to  observe   the  law. 

Commissioner  O.  B.  W(»od  of  Minne- 
apolis said  he  favored  the  local  option 
In  the  levying  and  collection  of  tiixes 
and  that  there  should  be  no  interfer- 
ence by  the  state  except  t(»  equalize 
only  so  far  as  state  taxes  were  con- 
cerned.

The  report  concludes:  "Much  harm 
has  been  done  by  the  sentlmontal  pre- 
stntation  of  the  peace  <iuestion.  Tho 
key  to  w(»rld  peace  is  world  organ- 
isation. Suffragists  will  aid  their 
cau.se  the  most  by  intelligently  work- 
ing to  alKdish  war.  Where  brute  force 
1  tiles,  women  are  always  di.scounted. 
Let  them  spend  less  time  on  palliatives 
and  poultices  on  the  evils  of  the  body 
politic  and  far  more  on  prevention.

This  measure  is  now  made 
the  basis  of  legislation  and  has  been 
taken  up  section  by  section.  Today 
was  devoted  to  the  lirst  section,  which

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  9.— A  number  of 
naval  offlcers,  according  to  a  dispatch 
to  the  Slovo  from  Sebastopol,  have 
been  transferred  to  the  Far  East  for 
petitioning  the  marine  ministry  for  an 
open  trial  of  Former  Lieutenant 
Schmidt  and  for  satisfaction  of  the 
service  demands,  which  were  one  of 
the  main  causes  of  the  mutiny  of  sail- 
ors belonging  to  the  Black  sea  fleet. 
Schmidt  commandea  the  cruiser  Otcha- 
koif,  the  crew  of  \vldch  .  mutinied  in 
November  last  at  Sebastopol.  The 
ciuiser  subsequently  was  sunk  by  th-j 
loyal  ships. 

The  trial  of  Schmidt  has  been  post- 
poned because  It  is  thought  to  be  haz- 
ardous to  transfer  him  Irom  the  fort- 
ress of  Otchakoff  near  Odes.sa,  where 
he  is  confined,  to  the  naval  headquar- 
ters at  Sebastopol. 

Mutiny  is  still  smouldering  on  board 
several  vessels  of  the  Black  sea  fleet, 
notably  on  the  batteleship  Catharine  H 
where  several  officers  have  been  ar- 
rested.

At  the  August  meeting 
of  this  association,  at  Narraganseit 
Pier,  Mr.  Breckenridge  made  a  motion 
to  have  his  committee  instructed  by 
the  association  to  prepare  a  bill  provid- 
ing such  control.  The  opposite  view 
i  of  the  question  was  presented  to  the 
committee  by  George  Whitelook  of 
Baltnnore.  The  bar  as.sociatlon,  by  a 
vote  of  113  to  29  sent  to  its  insurance 
committee  for  consideration  a  resolu- 
tion declaring  federal  control  of  insur- 
ance Illegal  and  unconstitutional  under 
the  decisions  of  the  supreme  court  of 
the  United  States.

President  Castro  Rapidly 

Enlisting  Men  for 

His  Army. 

People   Apparently  Not 

in  Sympathy  With  the 

Government. 


Willemstad,  Island  of  Curaco,  Fri- 
day, Feb.  2. — A  traveler,  who  arrived 
here  today  from  Venezuela,  said: 

"President  Castro  is  busily  engagvd 
in  enlisting  throughout  the  republic 
and  in  other  ways  preparing  for  war. 
Generals  in  each  state  have  been  com- 
missioned and  orders  have  been  given 
to  call  the  recruits  to  the  colors. 

■•Information  from  the  best  sources 
Indicates  that  the  people  do  not  support 
President  Castro.  On  all  sides  are 
heard  expressions  of  a  desire  to  revr)lt 
and  overthrow  the  president's  govern- 
ments as  soon  as  the  French  blockade 
is  declared. 

"A  well  informed  Venezuelan  t(;ld 
me  that  the  troops  will  desert  their  col- 
ors, as  they  have  all  been  compel ied 
to  join  the  army,  volunt;.ry  enlistment 

being  unknown  in  Venezuela.  Puerto 
Cabello  and  La  Guaira  are  the  only 
ports  capable  of  making  a  slight  de- 
fense. The  former  has  two  modern 
six-inch  guns  with  the  usual  display 
of  old  Spapish  pieces,  which  would  be 
blown  to  pieces  at  the  first  shots. 

"It  is  doubted  whether  President  Cas- 
tro can  raise  more  than  16,000  men  who 
will  take  the  field  with  any  show  of 
spirit.  Tlie  men  are  armed  with  Mau- 
ser rilles,  but  they  never  practice 
shooting.  They  have  20,000,000  rounds 
of  ball  cartridge  and  a  few  mountain 
guns.  The  Venezuelan  navy  consists 
of  five  small  craft  concentrated  at  La 
Guaira. 

"Well  posted  persons  express  foar 
that  the  French  citizens  in  Venezuela 
will  be  in  great  danger  if  war  breaks 
out.  I'residenl  Castro  is  of  a  revenge- 
ful nature  and  the  inhabitants  of  the 
country  are  at   liis  mercy. 

"It  is  reported  at  Caracas  that  the 
American  minister,  Mr.  Rus.sell.  is  per- 
sona non  grata  owing  to  the  apparent 
silling  of  the  United  States  with  France 
and  that  he  may  be  given  his  pa'JS- 
ports.  Matters  are  nearina:  a  climax. 
President  Castro  will  compel  obedience 
to   his   will. 

Five  days  ago  the  newspaper  Fl 
Orito  del  Pueblo  suggested  that  tlie 
people  should  not  resist  the  French. 
The  editor  was  immediately  impris- 
oned without  a  show  of  trial  and  tne 
paper  was  suppressed. 

"The  German  charge  indignantly 
contradicts  the  reports  said  to  be  cir- 
culated by  President  Castro  that  Ger- 
many is  supporting  Venezuela's  policy 
against  France. 

"Gen.  Alcantra,  a  Venezuelan  edu- 
cated at  AVest  Point,  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  the  miltary  command  of  La 
Guaira.  He  has  received  c>rders  to  fire 
on  any  French  warships  the  momtrt 
iluy   are   sighted." 

IOWA  WOMAN  ON  TRIAL 
FOR  SHOOTING  OFf  ICER. 

Des  Moines.  Feb.  9.— Mrs.  Zetta  Fek- 
els,  the  Cedar  Rapids  woman  who  is  al- 
leged to  have  deliberately  shot  down 
Constable  Peter  Martin  of  Marion  last 
October  without  provocation,  was 
placed  on  trial  for  her  life  today.  Peter 
Martin  entered  the  home  of  the  accused 
to  levy  upon  some  furniture.  Mrc. 
Fckels  claimed  to  have  warned  him  not 
to  enter,  and  when  he  persisted  she 
shot  him.  The  defense  claims  that  her 
house  is  her  castle  and  that  she  had  a 
right  to  protect  it  even  to  the  extent 
of  shooting  the  oflJlcer. 

TRIAL  OF  BEAVERS 

POSTPONED  A  WEEK. 

Washington,  Feb.  9.— The  trial  of 
George  \V.  Beavers,  Former  State  Sen- 
ator George  E.  Green  of  Binghampton, 
X.  Y.,  and  W.  I>.  Doremus,  on  indict- 
ments alleging  fraud  in  connection  with 
the  letting  of  postal  contracts,  which 
was  set  for  Monday  next,  has  been 
postponed  until  the  following  Monday. 
This  action  was  made  necessary  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  Attorney  A.  S. 
Worthington  of  counsel  in  the  case 
Avill  be  unable  to  conclude  his  work 
before  the  Senator  Smoot  investigation 
connnittee  until  a  week  hence. 


Contracts  by  Reid  Com* 
pany  May  Raise  Inter- 
national Question. 


Milwaukee,  Feb.  9. — Complaint  has 
been  formally  made  to  Customs  Col- 
lector W.  H.  Devos  of  Milwaukee  by 
members  of  the  firm  of  The  Gilleri 
Wrecking  company  of  Racine  against 
the  Reid  Wrecking  company  of  Sarnia, 
Ont.,  in  connection  with  the  work  of 
that  firm  in  raising  the  stranded 
steamers  Argo  and  Whitney  in  Ameri- 
can   waters. 

Collector  Devos  has  presented  the 
matter  to  the  office  of  the  United 
States  district  attorney  for  this  district 
and  prompt  action  is  promised  by  that 
official. 

This  step  may  raise  International 
complications  with  Canada,  a-s  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Hacine  firm  is  the  out- 
growth of  years  of  business  rivalry  oe- 
tween  the  Canadian  firm  and  various 
American  firms  in  the  same  line  of 
business.  It  Is  understtod  that  the 
complaint  has  tho  support  of  nearly 
every  wrecking  firm  on  the  Great 
Lakes.

WOULD  SUFFER 
NO  REDUCTION 

In  Tariff  Income  by  Pro- 
posed Philippine  Tariff, 
Says  Taft 

Washington,  Feb.  9.— Secretary  Taft 
resumed  his  discussion  of  Philippine 
tobacco  before  the  senate  committee  on 
the  Philippines  today.  He  expressed 
the  opinion  that  the  United  States 
prc>bably  would  not  suffer  any  reduc- 
tion in  tariff  income  on  Philijipine  pro- 
ducts under  the  proposed  Philippine 
tariff  act,  as  the  increase  in  the 
amount  of  insular  products  sent  to  this 
country  at  lower  tariff  rates  would 
compensate  for  the  decrease  in  duty. 

Discussing  the  provision  of  the  bill 
relating  to  Philippir.e  sugar  now  in 
bond  in  this  country.  Secretary  Taft 
explained  that  Smith,  Bell  &  Com- 
pany, an  English  corporation  in  busi- 
ness in  MaTiila.  own  sugar  In  bond 
upon  which  they  must  pay  additional 
duty  aggregating  $4i'(i.(KHt  if  their  sugar 
is  not  permitted  to  be  taken  out  of 
bond  at  the  reduced  tariff  rate  pro- 
posed by  the  bill.  The  secretary  of  war 
said  the  English  firms  in  this  connec- 
tion are  closely  linked  with  those  of 
the  Islaiids  and  he  advised  that  the 
sugar  in  bond  be  entei-ed  at  the  lower 
rate. 

The  secretary  closed  his  statement 
with  an  argument  that  the  limitations 
on  the  methods  of  production  in  the 
Philippines  would  ensure  for  years  pro- 
tection of  the  tobacco  and  bett  sugar 
interests  of  this  country. 

Beet  sugar  men  will  be  hoard  on 
Monday  and  Tuesday  and  Mr.  Taft  will 
return  on  Wednesday  of  next  week. 
Senator  Hale  gave  notice  that  he  de- 
sired to  examine  the  secretary  at  that 
time.

"black  hundred,"  were  surprised  and 
killed  yesterday  by  a  party  of  revolu- 
tionary workmen.  They  were  accused 
of  furnishing  the  police  with  iists  of 
revolutionary  workmen  and  with  as- 
sisting in  making  arrests  and  searches. 

The  terrorists'  campaign  ha.-:  been 
vigorously  jirosecuted  in  the  piovinces 
of  late.  Freim  two  to  ten  attempts  on 
the  lives  of  ofiicials  and  police  are  re- 
ported  daily. 

Tlie  discle>sures  regarding  the  impor- 
tation of  arms  into  Finland  ha\fc  been 
follov.ed  by  the  revelation  that  arms 
jii  e:uantities  have  been  oj-cn;y  im- 
ported through  the  custom  hou.'^^es  at 
Keval  and  other  Baltic  ports  and  for- 
warded to  Moscow  and  other  places 
in  the  interior.

New  York,  Feb.  9.— President  David

Under   the     provisions     of     the    city 

I  charter  the  aldermen  shall  qualify  for 

!  office  by  taking  their  oaths  before  the 

'  city    clerk,    and    at    a    special    meeting, 

to   be   held   on   the   second   Tuesday   in 

March,  they  will  organize  the  body  for 

the  coming  year,  electing  the  prtsideni 

and  vice  president  at  that  lime. 

They  begin  their  term  of  office  on  the 
firFt  day  of  March,  and  on  the  first 
Monday  in  March  will  assume  their 
seats  in  the  council  chamber. 

None  of  the  aldermen  are  officially 
elected  until  after  the  election  returns 
have  been  canvassed  by  the  council. 
This  will  be  done  next  Monday  even- 
nig,  and  the  aldermen  can  then  be 
sworn  in  by  the  city  clerk. 

The  aldermen  who  will  retire  from 
the  council  this  year  are  as  follows: 
Alderman  A.  J.  Harker,  from  the  Sec- 
ond ward;  Alderman  James  A.  Waugh 
of  the  Third  ward;  Alderman  Thomas 
Trevillion,  from  t,he  Fourth  ward;  Al- 
derman Erick  (.»lson,  from  the  Sixth 
ward,  and  Alderman  William  Chesney, 
from  the  Eighth   ward. 

Their  places  will  be  taken  by  Samuel 
F.  Staples,  Frank  Jordan,  George  Van 
Burgess,  Charles  Mork  and  James  Fou- 
bister. 

The  new  council  will  be  compo.sed  of 
nine  Democrats  and  seven  Republicans, 
as  follows:  First  ward,  two  Republi- 
cans; Second  ward,  one  Republican 
and  one  Democrat;  Third  ward,  two 
Democrats;  Fourtli  ward,  one  Repub- 
lican and  one  Democrat;  Fifth  ward, 
two  Democrats;  Sixth  ward,  two  Dem- 
ocrats; Sixth  ward,  two  Democrats; 
Seventh  ward,  two  Republicans; 
Eighth  ward,  one  Republican  and  one 
Democrat. 

This  gives  the  Democrats  a  working 
majority  of  the  council,  but  not  enough 
to  carry  anytliing  by  a  two-ihird.s 
vote  without  the  assistance  of  the  Re- 
publican members.

PASTE  GEMS  ON 
VIRGIN'S  SHRINE 

Even  Gold  of  Heirloom 

Jewel  Presents  Was 

Counterfeited. 

New  York.  Frh.  y.— A  Honu-  cable  to 
tho  World  says:  The  discovery  h;i3 
3u3l  been  made  that  all  the  Jewels 
Whiih  adorned  the  shrine  of  the  Virgin 
at  tlif  famous  siuictuary  of  I'ompeii 
and  whifh  were  eonsidered  of  an  enor- 
mous value,  well  up  into  the  nillHons, 
are  worthless.  Tluse  Jewels  were  pre- 
sented to  the  saiutuary  by  devout  peo- 
ple from  all  over  l\u-  world  within  the 
past  15  years,  and  no  reason  e.visttd  to 
doubt  that  most  of  the  ufferings  were 
valuable,  as  some  of  the  donois  were 
persons  of  standinK  and  of  llnaneial  re- 
sponsibility. 

Some  month.s  a^o  the  pope  decided  to 
take  tile  administration  of  thi:  shrine 
from  a  layman  named  liartolo  L.ongo. 
■who  had  flrst  awakened  the  interest  of 
the  Catljolic  world  to  the  miracles  said 
to  have  taken  place  at  the  sanctuary, 
and  save  it  in  Hie  charge  of  tlic  Do- 
minican order,  with  all  the  establlsh- 
Xnents  connected  with  tiie  enterpiise. 

The  lH)minican  monks  were  recently 
requestd  by  the  Holy  See  to  take  an 
Inventory  of  all  tlic  property  bclonslng 
to  the  shrine,  as  the  pope  hims<lf  had 
tak«'n  title  to  the  property  in  conform- 
ity wltli  the  ItalJiin  laws.  The  inven- 
tory was  made  by  tlie  Dominican 
monks,    as    directed,    but,    in    order    to 

§lace  a  value  on  the  Immense  nuni- 
er  of  Jewels  adorning  the  shrine,  they 
called  in  an  expert  to  have  them  ap- 
praised. 

The  expert  soon  convinced  them  that 
the  iewelry  was  of  verv  little  value, 
even  what  appeand  to  be  gold  having 
been  substituted  by  lirass.  Tlu'  tnany 
diatiionds.  rubies  t-nieralds  and  other 
precious  stones,  the  value  of  which  was. 
thought  to  be  enormous,  were  all  paste. 
Keen  disappointment  is  felt  all  over 
Italy  because  of  tliis  discovery,  and  it 
Is  said  that  the  Vatican  authorities 
have  just  ordered  an  investigation  to 
tlnd  out  if  possible  by  whom  the  fake 
Jewels    \v»'re    substituted. 

Tlie  V.itican  auttiorities  have  already 
obtained  proofs  tliat  at  least  some  of 
the  jewels  presented  to  the  sanctuary 
were  originally  genuine,  as.  for  In- 
stance, the  crown  presented  to  the  Vir- 
gin under  the  late  pope,  wlien  he  al- 
lowed the  Vatican  Chapter  of  Canons 
to  proceed  to  the  solemn  coronation 
of    the    effigy. 

In  oilier  cases  it  is  known  that  some 
of     tl»e     jewels     offered     to     the     shrine 


were  family  heirlooms  of  undisputed 
value,  whicli  had  been  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  donors'  families  for  cen- 
turies so  that  they  must  have  been 
substituted  by  imitation  Jewelry  after 
they  were  presented  to  tlie  Virgin  a 
shrine.

One    Declares    Boycott 

WhenOtherTakes  Charge 

of  Millinery. 

Kansas  City.  Feb.  9.— Visitors  to  the 
"Xow  York"  millinery  store,  GOD  aiain 
street,  have  been  consideralily  puzzled  by 
conditions  there.  Should  a  prospective 
customer  ask  a  clerk  to  show  a  hut,  she 
would  immediately  be  approached  by  a 
womiin  having  the  appearance  of  being 
in  authority,   and   told: 

"Don't  buy  anything  of  this  clerk,  nor 
pay  her  any  money.  I  own  this  store, 
and  all  money  must  be  paid  to  me.  " 

Then  another  woman  would  approach 
and  assure  the  visitor  tliiu  she  was  the 
only  real,  rightful  proprietor,  that  the 
clerk  was  a  duly  authorized  agent,  and 
to  go  ahead  and  buy  as  much  as  she 
liked. 

'1  own   this  store  and   will  receive   the 
money    for    your    purchases,"    tlie    latest 
claimant   would  assert. 
At   this  the  customer  usually  fled. 
Tlie    wrangle    culminated    in    an    injunc- 
tion   suit     being    lirought    in    the    circuit 
court,     wiierein     Mrs.     Mayme     Sullivan, 
'  sometime   proprietor   of   tbe     "New    York" 
•  .store,  ua.sertcd  that  she  is  now  sole  owner. 
'  asked    to    grant  a  temporary   restraining 
i  order     ejecting     MLss    A.    W.    Jerrett,    the 
rival   claimant.     The   order    was   granted. 
A    deputy     sheriff       visited       the       "New 
York"    store,    made   known    his  authority, 
anil     Miss    Jerrett.    accompanied    by    two 
private  detectives  she  had  engaged,  moved 
out. 

Mrs.  Sullivan  had  been  the  proprietor 
of  the  millinery  establishment  for  the 
past  three  months.  When  she  adver- 
tised the  phice  for  sale.  Miss  Jerrett 
answered  In  person.  After  the  stock  had 
beeti  examined  they  entered  into  an 
agreement  of  sale.  Mi-ss  J  rrett  to  assume 
a  mortgage,  then  due,  of  $600  and  give 
Mrs.  Sullivan  a  mortgase  on  the  stuck 
to  secure  notes  for  ll.ix'a  In  consiijer- 
ation  of  this  Mrs.  Sulhvan  gave  u  bill  of 
sale. 

Miss  Jerrett.  Mrs.  Sullivan  asserts,  paid  , 
nothing  on   the   mortgage,    but  aitemptcd  | 
to  assume  control  of  the  store.    Mrs.  Sulli-  i 
van  informed  Miss  Jerret  that  her  claims 
would  not  ije  considered  until  she  paid  the 
mortcaa;c. 

Tlien  Miss  Jerrett  undertook  to  estab- 
lish a  boycott,  according  to  Mrs.  Sulli- 
van's story.  She  adopted  the  union 
methods,  including  a  patrol  on  the  slde- 
w.Tlk  hi  front  of  the  store.

15,000  ACRES  IN 
ONE  CORN  FARM 

Employes'    Village    in 

Center  Has  Special 

School  House. 

Webster  City.  Iowa.  Feb.  9.-The  largest 
farm  in  Iowa,  and  perhaps  the  largest  in 
the  world  where  corn  Is  grown  almost  ex- 
clusively, is  the  Adams  property  of  I'j.OlO 
acres  near  Odebolt.  The  103  men  wlio 
have  iK-en  employed  steadily  on  this 
farm  for  the  past  year  have  just  finished 
husking  the  greatest  corntleld  In  the  I'nll- 
ed  States.  „^r^ 

It  l-s  estimated  that  more  than  300,000 
buahel.><  were  raised  there  this  year.  The 
crop  is  all  cut  and  husked  from  the  shock. 
The  stocks  will  be  shredded  for  the  fat 
cattle  before  spring.  Thirty-seven  double 
stalk-cutters  were  used  to  bind  the  corn 
in  the  field  this  fall.  Two  hun<lred  mules 
are  emploved  to  do  the  heavy  draft  work. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adams  and  family  are  at 
present  at  their  winter  home  in  Chicago, 
and  the  farm  Is  In  the  hands  of  Its  man- 

'  "Last  winter  Adams  had  6.000  sheep 
brought  from  his  North  Dakota  ranch  for 
feeding,  and  it  was  announced  the  venture 
was  .so  profitable  it  will  »>e  repeated.  The 
affairs  at  the  farm  are  conducted  with  as 
much  system  as  any  large  business.  There 
is  a  main  office,  where  the  manager  has 
his  desk.  It  is  here  that  ilie  proprietor 
spends  a  large  part  of  his  time  in  summer. 
The  farm  is  divided  into  sections,  each 
part  under  tlie  illiectlon  of  a  foreman.  All 
houses  foi'  employes  are  near  the  center 
of  the  farm,  making  a  small  town,  where 
the  school   is    located. 

Adams  is  an  enthuslst  of  good  roads, 
and  all  through  the  place  he  has  built 
handsome   driveways.

LUMBERMEN  IN 
PROTEST  TO  BEDE 


ject  to  the  Repeal  of 
the  Timber  and 
Stone  Act. 

"Washington,  Feb.  9.— Representative 
Hede  h:is  received  a  number  of  protests 
from  lumbermen  and  others  In  his  district  ; 
protesting  against  the  passage  of  the  bill 
repealing  the  timber  and  stone  act,  whicn 
Is  now  before  the  house  and  senate  com- 
mittees on  public  lands. 

Representative  Volstead  of  Minnesota, 
who  is  a  m«>mber  of  the  house  cijmmittee, 
is  In  favor  of  the  bill,  expl.ilnlng  that  the 
law  has  opened  a  way  to  the  fraudulent 
acquisition  of  valuable  public  land. 

He  believes  that  after  the  law  Is  re- 
pealed a  new  law  can  be  er.acttd  provid- 
ing for  the  disposal  of  timber  and  of  land 
on  whleii  the  timber  Is  locrifed.  Volstead 
believes  also  that  with  the  passage  of  a 
new  law.  large  bodies  of  land  now  with- 
drawn for  forest  reserves  will  be  re- 
stored to  entry,  as  the  secri  tary  took 
the  withdrawal  method  of  preventing  fur- 
ther frauds  In  gaining  control  of  timber 
land. 

It  Is  probable  the  sen.Tte  committee  on 
public  lands  will  report  a  bill  to  the  sen- 
ate for  the  repeal  of  the  timlxr  and  stone 
act  which  will  contain  a  provl.slon  author- 
izing the  sale  of  timber  on  public  land, 
under  the  direction  of  the  secretary  of 
agriculture  Instead  of  the  secretary  of  the 
Interior,  as  at  present.  This  change  Is 
urged  on  the  theory  that  titles  to  timber 
lands  will  remnln  with  the  government, 
tile  timber  only  to  b«'  disposed  of,  ^^s  Is 
now  done  with  timber  in  a  forest  reserve. 
Operation  of  the  law,  under  the  proposed 
bill,  will  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
forest  service.  The  bill  will  carry  a  pro- 
vision placing  the  money  derived  from 
the  sale  of  timber  In  the  reclamation 
fund,  with  tlie  exi option  of  20  or  2."j  p«n- 
eeiit,  wlilch  will  go  to  the  counties  in 
which  the  timber  land  Is  loeated,  for  the 
maintenance  of  schools  and  roads.

Louisiana. 

New  Orleans.  La..  Feb.  9.— Judge  Will- 
iam Pugh  of  the  state  district  court  at 
Crowley,  La.,  broke  the  record  on  short 
sentences.  Charles  Melancoln.  aged  lt> 
years,  was  indicted  for  creating  a  disturb- 
ance at  a  ball.     He  pleaded  guilty. 

The  prosecuting  attorney  reminded  the 
judge  that  a  jail  sentence  must  \>v  admin- 
istere<l.  Judge  Pugh  then  sentenced  the 
boy  to  a  small  fine  and  to  spend  one  min- 
ute in  jail.

Mrs.  Pratt  claims  to  be  the  first  and 
only  exponent  of  the  law  which  governs 
the  determination  of  the  sexes,  ac-cord- 
ing  to  the  circular.

Ad- 
dressing himself  to  thLs  question.  Mr. 
Grain  created  much  amusement  by  a 
humorous  attack  on  Representative 
Williams  for  classing  be<'r  with  lottery 
tickets,  obscene  pictures  and  other 
things  to  which  the  same  prohibition 
will  apply.  He  protested  tlmt  beer 
had  been  declared  a  liquid  food  by 
many  learned  scientists,  that  the  brew- 
ing industry  paid  to  the  government 
$50,o*X).(>iH>  a  year  in  taxes  and  sup- 
plied 23  per  cent  of  the  pe-ople  of  the 
country  with  its  product.  "It  is  a 
shame  to  constantly  class  beer  with 
lotteries,  indee-ent  pictures,  vice  and 
crime,"  he  heatedly  declared.  "Ther* 
has  been  much  talk  of  the  Increase  of 
homicides  In  the  South.  Where  was 
there  ever  a  man  driven  to  commit 
murder  by  drinking  beer?  Beer  does 
not  fill  your  jails  and  penltentiarle'S, 
nor  does  It  drive  men  to  murder  or  ra- 
pine. The  crimes  complained  of  In 
the  South  come  from  the  vile  wood  al- 
cohol and  pe>isone>us  compounds  sohl 
by  the  'boot-le^ggers'  to  the  Indians  and 
by  the  'blind  tigers'  and  walking 
speakeasies." 

Turning  his  attention  to  the  "c.  o.  A." 
provision  in  the  Williams  bill.  Mr. 
Craln  insisted  that  congress  would  not 
talie  the  liberty  of  telling  a  citizen  of 
one  state  that  he  could  not  order  any- 
thing from  a  citizen  of  another  state 
"c.  o.  d.,"  except  liquor.  "You  say 
nothing  at  present  about  coffee,  sugar 
or  tea."  he  continued,  "but  where  is 
this  interference  with  interstate  com- 
merce to  end?  The  Democrats  are  in 
a  peculiar  position  in  that  they  were 
always  Jealous  of  'state  rights.'  but 
were  now  coming  to  cojigrcss  to  ask 
interference  with  state  rights.  You 
have  twelve  bills  before  you  intn»duced 
by  Southern  and  Western  members, 
and  every  one  of  them  asks  for  Inter- 
ference with  state  rights  i»y  the  gen- 
;  eral  government.  The  statement  has 
1  been  repeatedly  made  that  all  that  Is

With  due  deference  to  the  distinguished 
gentleman,"  said  Mr.  Craln,  bowing  to

Rei>iesentatives  Rlxey,  Clark  of 
j  Florida.  Humphreys,  Bowie,  Pe^are, 
Mace-n  and  others,  explained  the  pro- 
visions of  their  mei^sures.  By  a  regu- 
lation of  the  treasury  departnutn.  col- 
lectors of  Internal  revenue  are  forbid- 
den to  certify  the  names  of  parlies 
paying  the  government  tax  as  retail 
liquor  dealers  to  the  state  courts,  even 
under  a  proce-ss  of  "subpoena  ducus 
te-eum."  A  number  of  the  bills  require 
collectors  to  produce  copies  ot  these 
tax  certihcates  for  use  In  the  counts, 
and  those  present  contendenl  that  It 
would  ^o  far  toward  assisting  state 
e)tl1clals  to  pro.secute  violations  of  the 
law.

aged   Xt.   has   been   convicted   in   district 
court   licre   of   the   murder   of   his   stop- 
son.  Earl  Ford,  and  will  be  required  to 
serve  a   secemd  degree   murder    term   iu 
I  the  K.insas  penitentiary. 
I     Last  June  Earl  Ford,  son  of  Mrs.  Mor- 
j  belt    by   a   former    husband,    lived    wjth 
J  Mr.   and  Mrs.   Morbett  in   East  Mineral, 
north    of    this    city.     The    boy    antl    his 
mother    owned    an      80-acre      f.xriu      in 

Wrigiit  county.  Misouri.  Tom  Morbett 
wariifd  pos.se*sslon  e>f  this  farm,  but 
the  boys  guurdiun  and  grandfalher. 
George  Hunter,  a  retired  morchunl  from 
Aurora,   Mo.,    refused    to   sign    the   deed. 

Wlu-n  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morl)ett  were  lirst 
m.irried  itlarl  Ford  was  nuiklns  his 
home  with  his  gr.indfather.  The  mar- 
riage was  opposfd  bj'  Oeorge  Hujiler, 
but,  afl<T  sht-  li.id  been  married  a  year 
or  more,  Mrs.  Morbf-tt  befran  writing 
letters  to  her  p.irents,  telling  how  nice- 
ly tliey  were  getting  along.  Later  came 
a  request  from  Morbett  asking  that 
the  boy  be  sent  to  live  with  them. 

Hut  Hunter  didn't  like  Morbett  and 
he  objeeted.  Morbett  went  to  Auiora 
several  times  and  r«qutst«'d  that  the 
boy  return  home  with  him.  Finally 
Hunter  yielded. 

On  June  20  last  Earl  Ford  was  re- 
ported missing  from  his  home  in  East 
Mineral. 

All  East  Mineral  joined  In  a  search 
for  the  missing  boy.  Ponds  were 
dragged  and  mines  wt-re  searched,  but 
Earl    Ford    was    not    to    be    found. 

During  tlie  search  the  atentlon  of 
the  searchers  was  attracted  to  the 
strange  manner  in  whieh  Morbett  was 
acting.  He  upposed  e\ery  suggestion 
that  was  made.  He  knew  it  was  useless 
to  look  in  a  vacant  lot  where  the  weeds 
had  grown  tall.  And.  while  a  party  of 
men  was  engaged  In  dragging  a  pond, 
.Morbett  appeared  upon  the  bunk  and 
shouted  to  them  to  cease  their  work. 
He  said  he  knew  the  body  was  not 
there.  He  suggested  that  the  boy 
miglit  have  gone  to  Jopliu,  but  when  a 
neighbor  ofTered  to  telephone  to  the 
oflleers  hi  Jeiplin  Morbett  objertt-d.  say- 
ing   that    It    would    do    no    good 

At  List  suspleion  fell  upon  Morbett 
and  at  11  ocloik  that  night  he  was 
placed  under  arrest  and  locked  in  jall. 
To  the  constable  who  -TrrestfMl  him 
Morbett  remarked  that  if  the  body  of 
the  boy  should  be  found  near  his  homo 
it   might    go  hard   with    him. 

This  information  was  given  to  a  party 
of  searchers,  and  the  following  afternoon 
Mrs.  Ida  .Mc.Vdoo  found  the  body  of  tho 
boy  hidden  under  an  outhouse  that  had 
bftn  blown  over  during  a  storm  a  couple 
of  nights  before. 

The  boy  was  found  lying  upon  his  face 
with  one  arm  and  one  leg  doubled  un- 
der him.  Marks  found  on  his  throat  in- 
dicated that  he  had  been  clioked.  A  crowd 
gatliered. 

"That's  Tom  Morbett "s  work.  Lot's 
hang  him,"  said  a  voice  in  the  crowd,  and 
there  was  a  rush  for  the  jail.  But  T  >m 
Morbett  was  not  there.  He  had  been 
moeed    to   Columbus. 

Mrs.  Morbetfs  arrest  soon  followed. 

Soon  afterward,  George  Himter  of  Au- 
rora, Mo.,  appe^ared  upon  the  scene.  He 
discussed  the  affairs  of  the  Morbeiis 
with  their  neighbor.-*,  and  ih.-n  consulted 
the  county  attorney.  He  .said  that  if  Tom 
Morbett  was  guilty  of  killing  that  boy. 
he  wanted  to  see  him  punish. -d,  and  that 
if  Mr.s.  Morbett  kn»-w  anything  about  It, 
he  wanted  to  see  lur  punished  also.  He 
tmplojed  coun.'!«>l  to  assi.>ji  the  county  at- 
torney In   the  trial  of  the  ca.'^e. 

When  the  case  wjcs  called  Hunter  oc- 
cupied a  seat  on  the  side  of  the  state, 
while  his  wife  sat  by  tlelr  davighier 
throughout  the  entire  proceeding,  which 
lasted  hve  days. 

A  severance-  was  granted  and  Morb-^tt 
was  tried  first.  The  evidence  was  all 
circumstantial,  but  It  was  convincing. 
One  witness.  Mrs.  Ida  Burroughs,  te-sll- 
fieel  that  on  the  morning  of  the  dav  Karl 
Ford  was  reported  mLssing  sh.'  saw  Mor- 
bett and  the  boy  within  100  feet  of  the 
place  where  the  Ijody  afterward  was 
foui'.d.  She  mentioned  this  to  Morbett 
during  the  time  the  search  was  being 
made,  but  finally  said  that  if  he  was 
with  the  boy  he  had  forgotten  it. 

Other  witnesses  te.siified  that  Morbett 
often  struck  the  boy  with  his  fist,  and 
I  tiiat  he  had  often  threatened  to  kill  him. 
i  t>ne  of  the  last  witms.ses  to  be  placed 
j  upon  the  stand  by  the  state  was  George 
j  Hunter.  He  is  well  on  the  downward 
I  slope  of  life,  and  his  liair  and  heard  are

snow  white. 

He  broke  down  on  the  wltne.ss  .stand 
as  he  recited  tiie  story  and.  for  the  lirst 
time  during  tlie  trial.  Mrs.  Morbett  was 
moved  to  te-ars. 

IJttle  of  Hunter's  evidoncp  was  ad- 
mitted, but  the  state  was  able  to  show 
by  him  Morbetfs  motive  for  killing  the 
boy. 

After  the  Jury  returned  its  verdict  the 
case  against  Mrs.  Morbett  was  dismissed.

MISTAKES  IN 

NAVIGATING 

Were  the  Cause  of  the 

Wreck  of  the  Steamer 

Velencla. 

Washington,  Feb.  S.— .\  preliminary 
report  of  the  local  steamboat  inspec- 
tion at  Seattle,  Wash.,  who  conducted 
an  investigation  Into  the  Valencia 
disaster,  reached  the  department  of 
commerce  and  labor  today.  The  inves- 
tigation began  Jan.  27  and  was  still  un- 


der way  on  Feb.  2,  the  date  of  filing  of 
the  report. 

The  report  sets  out  that  the  most  of 
the  available  survivors  have  been  ex- 
amined arid  the  following  facts  were 
developed: 

The  Valencia  had  on  board  sixty-five 
officers  and  crew,  i;incty-one  adult  pa.s- 
sengers  and  s<jme  small  children,  as  far 
as  present  known  three  in  number.  Of 
these,  fourteen  passengers  and  twenty- 
four  of  the  crew  are  known  to  survive. 
It  appeai-s  that  thick  and  stormy 
weather  pre\-ailed  throughout  the  voy- 
age, and  no  observations  to  ascertain 
the  position  of  the  ship  were  possible. 
The  last  land  sighted  was  near  Cape 
Mendocino  on  the  California  coa.sL, 
from  which  point  the  ship  was  run  by 
log.  When  the  vessel  was  supposed  to 
have  reached  the  viciiiity  of  Cape  Flat- 
tery frequent  soundings  were  taken  and 
were  CDiitinued  up  to  the  immediate 
time  of  the  wreck.  It  appears  that  the 
vessel  overran  the  distance  as  sho\vn 
by  the  log,  and  that  the  master  of  the 
Valencia  failed  to  make  sufficient  al- 
lowance for  the  current  which  appears 
to  have  been  running  with  more  than 
usual  strength  toward  the  Vancouver 
coast. 

This  opinion  seems  to  be  borne  out 
by  the  fact  that  the  steam  colll;^r  Edith 
and  the  German  steamer  Terje  Viktn 
each  had  a  narrow  escape  from  groujid- 
ing  near  the  scene  of  the  Valencia 
wreck  from  the  same  cause,  since  the 
loss  of  that  vessel. 

At  about  11:48,  Jan.  22,  the  ship 
struck    on    the    coast      of      Vancouver 


island,  about  half  way  ijetween  Car- 
menah  head  and  Cape  EeaL?.  She  im- 
mediately backed  off.  but  findine  the 
ship  to  be  rapidly  filling,  Capt.  John- 
s<jn  ran  her  again  on  the  rocks  to  pre- 
vent her  sinking  in  deep  water.  All 
the  officers  except  the  second  officer 
and  the  first  assistant  engineer  were 
drowned,  hence  what  mistakes  may 
have  been  made  in  navi«ration  will 
probably   never   be   known. 


LOST  FINGER  SO 
HE  COULD  ENLIST 

Undergoes  Amputation  in 

Order  to  Break  Into 

Navy. 

Minneap»jlis,  Feb.  8.— Mutilation  by  the 
surgeon's  knife  was  the  price  whicli  tLl- 
vin  Zierman  of  Delano,  Minn.,  willingly 
paid  for  the  privilege  of  enlisting  in  the 
navy.  He  walked  into  the  naval  re- 
cruiting office  in  the  federal  building  yes- 
terday with  one  hand  swathed  in  band- 
ages and  calmly  remarked  to  Dr.  Ro!)'^rt 
Backman.  the  examining  surgeon:  ••Well, 
ductor,  it'.s  off  and  I'm  ready  lo  make 
my  application." 

Zierman    applied    for   enlistment    Tues- 


day, but  a.  short  examination  .showed 
that,  while  Ive  was  a  .splendid  example 
of  the  type  of  physical  manhood  de- 
veloped upon  the  farms  of  the  North- 
west, an  injured  linger  on  his  riglii  hand 
would  prevent  his  acceptance.  The  finger 
had  been  crushed  in  the  gear  of  a  thresh- 
ing machine  when  he  was  a  boy  and  a 
careless  or  inexpert  country  physician 
had  set  it  so  p'X>rly  that  he  first  j<jlnt 
was  .so  much  out  of  line  the  finger  waa 
an  Impediment  to  the  use  of  the  hand. 

The  navy  surgeon  explained  the  reason 
for  his  rejection  and  expected  thai  Zier- 
man v\-oald  take  the  dismissal  as  final. 
But  the  man  from  Delano  had  thought 
a  long  time  before  d<='ciding  to  lesrvo  the 
farm  for  service  under  the  blu"  peter. 
and  was  not  to  be  turned  from  his  pur- 
po.se. 

Dr.  Backman  decided  that  if  the  dis- 
torted first  joint  were  removed  he  would 
be  acceptable,  in  view  of  his  other  quall- 
fications.  and  directed  him  to  the  univer- 
sitv  free  dispensary.  True  to  his  deter- 
mination, the  youth  presented  himself  at 
the  clinic  and  submitted  10  the  operation. 
.A.  week  or  so  will  show  wh<='ther  or  not 
the  operation  has  been  .successful  and  he 
can   enter   the   service   as   he    desires. 

His  one  fear  is  that  the  budding  .saw- 
bones may  have  taken  off  too  much  in 
th»^ir  zeal  for  surgical  practice,  as  his 
hand  was  bandaged  before  he  recovered 
from  the  anesthetic  and  he  failed  to  in- 
spect the  finger  tip  which  he  has  laid  up- 
on the  altar  of  his  country.

Springfield.  111..  Feb.  9.— Maywood 
Maxon,  for  twenty-nine  years  an  em- 
ploye of  the  Standard  Oil  company, 
and  one  of  its  most  trusted  represen- 
tatives, is  back  of  the  suit  for  $50,000 
damages,  which  has  been  filed  in  the 
Siuigajnun  circuit  court  by  Fred  H. 
Solle,  formerly  an  independent  oil 
dealer  of  Springfield.  Solle  has  bctn  a 
bankrupt  for  more  than  a  year,  but 
only  recently  learned  the  Inlluenoes 
that   worked   to  ruin  him  financlallj'. 

A  few  years  ago  Solle  was  the  larg- 
est independent  oil  dealer  in  the  ciiv. 
He  kept  seven  wagons  busy  all  the 
time,  until  three  other  concerns  en- 
tered Inio  competition  with  him  and 
his  business  gradually  dwindled  to 
nothing. 

Witljin  the  past  week  Solle  has  been 
informed  that  the  three  concerns 
which  entered  the  Held  and  ruin<:u  him 
by  cutting  piices  were  agents  of  the 
Standard  l>il  company.  Thi.«i  knowledsii 
and  promises  of  support  from  Maxon 
caused   him   to  file   the  suit. 

For  many  years  Solie's  business 
brought  him  big  returns.  In  additien 
to  his  oil  wagons  he  conducted  a  hard- 
ware store  and  was  looked  uj>on  as 
one  of  the  city's  rising  merciianis. 
liusiness  reverses  forced  him  to  the 
wall,  and  now  he  expects  to  show  that 
the  Standard  Oil  company  conspired 
against  him  by  sending  here  the  Para- 
gtm  Oil  company,  Banner  Oil  company 
and  Kercher  Cr(>thers  to  break  Ui)  his 
business.  He  hopes,  with  Maxon's  tes- 
timony, to  connect  these  companies 
with    the    trust. 

The  Springfield  public  well  remem- 
bers the  three  companies  that  entered 
the  lield  here,  all  abc>ut  the  same  tfnie. 
Tlie  I'uragon  delivered  its  oil  from  a 
yellow  tank  wagon  that  ."howed  all  the 
marks  of  prosperity,  with  the  inni 
name  in  black.

While  the.se  things  were  going  on 
Solle  was  struggling  under  a  heavy 
load.  Business  hail  taken  a  sudden 
turti  for  the  worse.  He  heard  strange 
stories  about  himself.  Prices  were  cut 
l>y  his  new  competitors.  Upon  one 
pretext  and  another,  his  customers  left 
him.  Finally,  with  only  one  wagon 
left,  and  not  enough  business  to  keep 
it  going.  Solle  gave  up  and  went  into 
the  bankruptcy  court.  He  gave  up  his 
hardv>are  store,  and  took  the  one 
wagon  left  to  deliver  oil  himself,  ignor- 
ant of  the  methods  that  he  is  now  con- 
vii.ced  conspired  against  hlin. 

Meanwhile  Maxon  was  located  at  De- 
catur as  a  district  agent  for  the  Stan- 
dard. The  business  in  which  he  ex- 
celled was  the  murder  of  rival  com- 
panies. To  him  was  intrusted  the 
work  of  devising  means  and  laying 
plans  to  put  Independent  dealers  out  of 
business,  and  if  Solle's  case  Is  a  fair 
example'.  Maxon  was  a  valuable  em- 
pleiye.  Having  had  full  charge  of  the 
campaign  against  .Solle.  Maxon  knows 
the  full  de-tails  of  the  work  against  the 
man   who  was  his  victim. 

To  the  public  Maxon  has  represent- 
ed that  his  troubles  with  the  Stan- 
dard, resulting  in  the  less  of  his  Job, 
v.as  the  outcome  of  a  disagreement 
eiver  a  pension.  There  is  ane>ther  story, 
however,  that  Maxon  kept  for  years  in 
a  private  file  letters  written  to  him 
fr<»m  the  head  offices,  with  positive  in- 
structions to  destroy.  Some  time  ago 
Maxon  was  granted  a  year's  leave  of 
absence  on  full  pay.  When  he  re- 
turned he  was  told  his  services  were 
no  longer  needed.  His  private  tile  was 
not  there  when  Maxon  took  his  belong- 
ings from  the  office. 

Despite  the  le»8s  of  Maxon's  letters, 
.^^olk-'s  attorney  cllams  to  have  docu- 
mentary evidence  in  instructions  sent 
to  the  men  who  worked  against  .Solie. 
It  is  charged  letters  were  circulated 
reflecting  upon  feolle's  character  and 
his  family.

Patterson's  Amendment 

for  Eight-Hour  Law 

is  Defeated. 


Washington,  Feb.  9.— At  the  begin- 
ning of  today's  session  of  the  senate 
Mr.  Foraker  presented  an  amendinent 
to  the  statehood  bill,  directing  the 
method  of  proceeding  in  Arizona  and 
New  Mexico  on  the  Question  of  ad- 
mission. It  directs  that  witJiln  thirty 
days  after  the  approval  of  the  state- 
hood bill,  the  governors  of  the  two 
territories  shall  rispteiively  call  elec- 
tions for  submitting  the  (luestlon  of 
statehood  to  the  voters  of  the  two  pro- 
posed stales  separately  and  that  the 
union  shall  not  be  consumnuit«d  unless 
a  majority  of  tht-  votes  in  each  terri- 
tory are  cast  In  tne  affirmative. 

The  urgent  deliciency  appropriati m 
bill  was  laid  before  the  senate  and 
read  at  length. 

When  the  leading  of  the  bill  had  been 
concluded,  Mr.  Patterson  moved  to 
strike  out  the  provision  removing  the 
time  limitation  from  the  retiuii'emeiUs 
In  the  eniploymenl  of  alien  laborers  on 
the  Panama  canal.  He  spoke  in  sup- 
port of  the  amendment,  contending 
that  the  inevitable  effect  would  be  t) 
entirely  eliminate  the  possibility  of 
employing  American  labor  on  the 
canal.  He  said  that  with  the  time 
limitation  removed  from  one  class  of 
labor  on  the  canal  others  to  whom  the 
limitation  did  apply  would  not  em- 
ployed. He  thought  that  with  Improved 
(sanitary  conditions  in  I'anama  a  large 
number  of  negro  citizens  of  this  coun- 
try could  fine  profltaOle  employment 
there  if  the  eight-hour  law  was  en- 
forced. 

He  also  thought  that  many  Ameri- 
can mechanics  would  find  employment 
In  the  canal  zone. 

Mr.  Hale  said  that  it  had  been  Im- 
possible to  get  negroes  to  go  to  Pan- 
ama to  work.

First  Step  in  Municipal 

System  of  Handling 

Garbage  Taken. 


The  sight  of  a  dead  horse  being  con- 
sumed until  only  a  few  handfuls  of 
ashes  remain  \vill  6e  witnessed  Mon- 
day by  the  city  offlclals,  members  of 
the  council  and  all  other  citizens  who 
are  Interested  in  the  new  garbage  In- 
cinerator just  completed  at  the  foot  of 
Eleventh  avenue  west. 

As  an  exhibition  of  what  the  cre- 
matory will  accomplish,  the  body  of  the 
horse  and  several  leads  of  garbage  of 
all  kinds  will  be  dumped  into  the  plant 
while  the  officials  are  present. 

The  crematory  has  already  been 
thoroughly  tested,  and  the  exhibition 
Monday  v.ill  not  be  in  the  nature  of  a 
test,  as  the  plant  has  been  working 
satisfactorily    since    its    completion.

City  is  Highly  Praised 
as  Clean  and  Health- 
ful Municipality. 

Physicians  Hold  Experi- 
ence Meeting  on  Typhoid 

Epidemic  on  Ranges. 


Dultuh  was  held  up  as  a  model  of  a 
clean,  healthful  and  sanitary  city  at 
the  meeting  of  the  St.  Louis  County 
Medical  association  last  evening.  In  the 
Commercial  club,  when  the  recent  ty- 
phoid epidemic  on  the  ranges  was  un- 
der  discussion. 

The  meeting  was  addressed  by  Drs. 
Hill,     Bracken     and     Wesbrook     of     the 

state  board  of  health,  and  Dr.  Hill,  In 
his  paper,  gave  the  city  a  good  send- 
off  for  its  sanitary  conditions. 

The  mt-eting  was  in  the  nature  of  an 
experience  meeting,  to  guard  against 
thf  return  of  the  «pidemle  of  typlioid 
which  recently  vi.sited  some  of  the 
range  cities.  The  proper  methods  of 
coping  with  the  diseasf  and  guarding 
against  it  were  discusstd,  and  the  meet- 
ing was  a  very  Instructive  and  inter- 
esting one  for  the  physicians  in  at- 
tendance. 

Dr.  Murray,  the  Duluth  health  com- 
missioner, protested  against  the  ty- 
phoid patients  from  the  ranges  being 
broiiprht  itno  Duluth  so  freely.  He  stated 
that  at  the  present  time  there  Is  but 
one  native  case  of  typhoid  In  the  city, 
and  that  In  this  instance  the  patient 
hati  nut  bten  usinj?  the  city  drinking 
wat«  r.  The  hosplt.ils,  however,  contain 
a  number  of  typhoid  patients  from  the 
rang<  8,  brouKht  into  the  city  to  be 
treated,  and  tlie  statistics  which  Include 
their  deaths  give  .1  misleading  opinion 
that  the  city  is  the  <enter  of  inoi  e  or 
less  typhoid  infection.

The  plant  is  open  (o  the  inspection 
of  the  public  at  any  thne.  but  Monday 
has  been  .seb-cted  as  the  date  for  a 
special  exhil)itlon  of  what  the  plant 
can  acccnipHsh.  and  all  the  city  officers 
will  be  taken  down  to  Inspect  It. 

As  a  sample  «>f  what  the  plant  can 
aco<•nlpli^h,  it  might  be  stated  thit 
four  tons  uf  frozen  lis^h  and  a  cartload 
of  rotten  potatoes  were  dumped  into 
the  furnace  last  Friday  and  entirely 
consumed.  Stable  manure,  which  con- 
tains a  large  amount  of  ammonia,  is 
also  destroyed  easily,  although  this 
was  not  called  for  In  the  contract. 

The  plant  will  otntinue  In  operation 
regularly,  and  will  probably  be  for- 
mally ac<'epted  and  taken  over  by  the 
city  within  a  few  days.

Range    Woman    Visits 

Courthouse  to  Look  Up 

His  Record. 

If  a  certain  young  man  residing  in 
one  of  the  range  towns  is  unable  to 
produce  a  decree  of  divorce  obtained 
froiTi  his  first  wife  before  marrying  her 
daughter,  a  few  days  ago.  there  is  an

In  a  grand  jury  action. 

The  story  surrounding  the  case  came 
to  llgint  thi.s  morning  when  a  deter- 
mined looking  woman  visited  the  office 
of  clerk  of  district  court  and  asked  if 
there  was  any  record  of  the  marriage 
and  divorce  of  a  young  man  that  she 
called  by  name.

LA  FOLLETTE  HAS 
ANTI-PASS  BILL 

Would    Forbid    Federal 

Officers  From  Accepting 

Railroad  Courtesies. 

Washington,  Fob.  9.— Senator  La  Fol- 
lette  of  Wisconsin  yesterdav  introduced 
a  bill  in  the  senate  prohibiting  federal 
officials  from  asking  for  or  accepting 
ruilroad  or  other  passes  and  prohibiting 
railroaxis  from  granting  them.  It  imposes 
penalties   for   violations  of   the  law. 

The  bill  forbids  all  per.sons  and  cor- 
porations, giving  free  pa.s5es  or  franks 
to  any  political  convention,  to  any  can- 
didate lor  an  office  under  the  constitu- 
tion or  laws  of  tin?  United  States  or  to 
any  liolder  of  such  an  office.  The  bill 
forbids  passes,  franks  or  privileges  be- 
ing issued  to  any  other  person  for 
"traveling  accommodation  or  transpor- 
tation of  any  person  or  properly  or  the 
transmission  of  any  mes.sage  or  com- 
munication." 

The  i>unishment  for  violations  of  the 
bill  is  'imprisonment  at  hard  labor,  not 
more  than  hve  years  nor  less  th.in  one 
year  or  bv  fine  not  exceeding  Jo.OCJ  nor 
less  than  $]()»»." 

Agents  and  officers  of  companies  with- 
in the  purview  of  the  bill  are  not  to  be 
privileged  from  testifying  in  relation  to 
anything  it  prohibits  and  no  p«?rson  so 
testifying  is  to  be  liable  to  punishment 
for  any  offens*^  concerning  which  he  was 
required   tQ   testify. 

"Free  pass."  as  used  in  the  bill,  '.s  de- 
fln>Mi.  "any  form  of  ticket  or  mileage  en- 
tilling  the  holder  to  travel  over  any  part 
of  the  line  or  lines  of  any  railway  is.sued 
to  the  holder  a.s  a  gift  in  consideration 
of  any  service  performed  or  to  be  per- 
formed by  such  holder  or  any  other  per- 
son, except  where  such  ticket  or  mileage 
is  used  by  such  holder  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties  as  an  employe  of  a  railway 
issuing  the  same." 

Railway  mail  service  men  while  in  the 
performance  of  their  duty  are  to  be  ex- 
empt from  the  provision.s  of  the  bill. 

TWENTY-EIGHT 
MEN  KILLED 

By  Explosion  of  Gas  in 

a  West  Virginia 

Mine. 

Charleston,    W.    \'a.,    Feb.    9.— At    least 

twenty-eight   men   are   supposed   to   have 

met  death  in  a  terrible  mine  cxjilc  >:on 
in  the  Parallel  mine  of  the  Stewart  Coal 
company  at  Hopeville.  Thirty-nine  men 
were  employed  in  the  mine  and  only 
eleven  have  e.scaped  alive.  At  midnisrl.t 
six  bodies  had  been  recovered  near  the 
mouth  of  the  mine,  and  it  is  certain  that 
all  the  others  in  the  mine  are  dead. 

The  explosion  is  said  to  have  been 
caused  by  the  ignition  of  gas  in  the  west- 
ern portion  of  the  mine,  which  is  badly 
wrecked.  The  men  rescued  were  employed 
in  tlie  eastern  portion  and  not  exposed  to 
the  full  force  of  the  explosion.  It  is  not 
expected  that  the  bodies  of  the  others  will 
be  reached  until  some  time  Friday. 

The  explosion  occurred  at  1  o'clock  yes- 
terday afternoon  and  was  caused  by  a 
pocket  of  gas  which  was  struck  in  a  fault 
of  the  mine.  It  is  thought  the  miners 
were  killed  outright  by  the  explosion. 
The  system  of  fans  was  completely 
wrecked  and  all  air  was  shut  oflf,  leaving 
the  men  who  had  not  beftn  killed  by  the 
explo.sion  to  smother  to  death.  The  mine 
is  a  shaft  700  feet  deep,  and  the  unfor- 
tunate miners  had  little  chance  of  escape. 

Most  of  the  miners  caught  in  the  mine 
are  Hungarians  or  negroes  who  had  little 
experience  in  mining.  They  were  not  ex- 
pecting the  iK>cket  of  gas.  which  is  nearly 
always  discovered  In  mine  faults  in  the 
Kanawha  region.

TROUBLES  OF 
CASTELLANES

on  Divorce. 

Paris,  Feb.  9.— The  area  of  the  Cast  el- 
lane  scandal  is  rapidly  and  extensively 
widening.  It  is  learned  on  the  highest 
authority  that  Countess  Anna  h;is  finally 
and  definitely  determined  to  reject  all  the 
overtures  of  the  count  and  his  interested 
friends  for  a  reconciliation.  She  will  pres."? 
for  a  leg.al  separation,  no  matter  how 
many  reputations  of  women  belonging  to 
the  higiiest  circl.'S  of  French  society  may 
be  shattered  by  her  action  and  Its  con- 
sefiuent  disclosures. 

It  is  only  love  for  her  children  and  a 
fear  that  she  may  lose  possession  of  them 
that  deters  the  countess  from  seeking  a 
divorce.  The  fact  that  under  the  French 
law  a  woman  who  divorces  her  husband 
cannot  retain  her  husband's  titles  has  in 
no  way  influenced  the  countess  to  seek  a 
separation  and  not  a  divorce. 

The  countess,  In  ways  which  only  her 
legal  advisers  knew,  has  secured  abso- 
lute proof  of  the  count's  turpitude.  A 
personal  friend  of  the  countess  says  that 
the  proof  is  so  abundant  and  unsliakable 
that  Count  Boni  will  not  dare  oppose  the 
countess'  demand  for  legal  separation. 
Moreover,  the  countess  has  proof  suffi- 
cient to  convict  three  co-respondents,  in- 
stead of  the  one  titled  woman  most  inti- 
mately coupled  by  Parisian  gossip  with 
the  count's  name. 

One  of  the  three  Is  not  a  titled  woman, 
but  she  belongs  to  the  circle  of  famous 
French  families.  Her  husband  does  not 
belong  to  the  world  of  finance,  but  to  that 
of  the  captains  of  industry.  Tlie  third 
woman,  while  a  member  of  high  society, 
is  not  a  member  of  a  family  noted  for  its 
wealth.  It  is  positively  as.serted  that  the 
countess'  evidence  is  so  perfect  that  the 
count  cannot  offer  the  slightest  defense 
whether  the  number  of  co-respondents  she 
names  be  one  or  two. 

The  countess  initiated  the  necessary  pre- 
liminary legal  proceedings  for  separation 
on  Feb.  1.  Twenty  days  are  allowed  by 
law  between  filing  the  petition  for  sep- 
aration and  the  preliminary  hearing  and

LAWSON'S  PURPOSE. 

The  habit  many  people  have  fallen  into  of  looking 
more  into  the  motives  of  Thomas  W.  Lawson  of  Boston 
than  into  what  he  is  doing  or  trying  to  do  is  entirely  too 
much  like  looking  a  gift  horse  in  the  mouth. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  a  very  large  proportion  of 
the  recent  revolt  against  graft  and  corruption  in  life  in- 
surance and  other  circles  is  due  directly  to  Lawson's 
agitations.  Whatever  his  motives  were,  therefore,  he 
has  done  a  great  good  to  society. 

He  has  m^t  finished.  He  is  not  satisfied  with  having 
stirred  up  an  investigation  that  has  laid  bare  the  skel- 
eton within  the  life  insurance  closet.  He  wants  to  go 
ahead  and  not  only  bring  about  changes  in  the  com- 
panies that  will  insure  against  a  recurrence  of  the  evils 
that  publicity  has  apparently  suspended,  but  he  also 
wants  to  compel  restitution  to  the  treasuries  of  these 
companies  of  the  vast  funds  that  have  been  improperly 
diverted  from  them. 

With  this  end  in  view  he  made  his  campaign  for  prox- 
ies, and  he  got  a  lot  of  them.  Now  he  is  making  a  cam- 
paign to  induce  policyholders,  instead  of  sending  prox- 
ies, to  go  themselves  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  mu- 
tual companies  and  vote  for  what  seems  to  them  to  be 
the  best  methods  of  restoring  the  companies  to  a  sane 
and  sound  basis. 

It  cannot  be  questioned  that  it  would  be  a  wholesome 
thing  to  have  the  policyholders,  whose  interest  in  these 
companies  is  mt  ,t  vital,  in  control  of  their  affairs  for 
once.  That  is  what  Lawson  seeks.  If  incidentally  he 
seeks  notoriety  or  revenge,  who  cares?  So  long  as 
he  helps  to  accomplish  the  end  desired,  what  difference 
does  it  make  why  he  does  it? 

Lawson  wants  publicity,  reorganization  and  restitu- 
tion. Surely  every  policyholder  in  these  companies 
wants  the  same  things.  Somebody  had  to  take  it  up 
and  make  it  a  personal  fight,  or  there  would  have  been 
no  chance  of  accomplishing  anything.  Lawson  took  it 
up  and  made  it  a  personal  fight,  and  he  is  in  a  fair  way 
to  accomplish  what  he  and  every  policyholder  wants  to 
^ee  accomplished.  He  is  not  seeking  control  of  the 
companies  for  himself,  else  he  would  not  have  selected 
as  his  committee  to  have  charge  of  the  matter  men  of 
such  high  character  as  Governor  Johnson  of  Minnesota 
and  the  other  members.  He  is  seeking  to  have  the  pol- 
icyholders control,  as  they  should. 

In  this  effort  he  seems  to  deserve  the  support  of  the 
policyholders  and  the  public. 


AMERICAN  rORTUNES. 

There  has  not  been  in  recent  years  a  more  striking 
illustration  of  the  tremendous  growth  of  great  fortunes 
in  this  country  than  the  case  of  Charles  Lockhart  of 
Pittsburg,  who  died  a  year  ago. 

Never  heard  of  him?  Cut  few  ever  did.  Yet  when 
he  died  he  had  nearly  as  much  money  as  William  H. 
Vanderbilt  had  when  he  died  about  twenty  years  ago 
and  was  famed  as  the  richest  man  in  America.  When 
Vanderbilt  passed  away  his  enormous  fortune,  as  well 
as  the  conspicuous  position  the  fortune  gave  him,  caused 
his  death  to  make  a  great  noise  in  financial  and  social 
circles. 

Now,  twenty  years  later,  a  man  worth  nearly  as 
much  as  Vanderbilt  was  dies,  and  only  a  few  people 
hear  of  his  death  and  hardly  anybody  heard  of  him  be- 
fore it. 

When  Lockhart  died  it  was  made  to  appear  that  his 
estate  would  amount  to  about  $40,000,000,  and  a  settle- 
ment was  made  on  that  basis  with  one  of  the  heirs  who 
had  been  cut  off  in  the  will.  Now  the  local  tax  asses- 
sors claim  that  Lockhart  left  property  aggregating  at 
least  $150,000,000  and  possibly  $200,000,000. 

Fortunes  are  getting  pretty  thick  and  pretty  large 
when  a  man  can  accumulate  $150,000,000  without  becom- 
ing known  as  a  rich  man,  and  when  the  holder  of  such 
a  fortune  can  pass  away  without  his  death  creating  any 
stir. 


THE    LOBBY. 


Large  business  enterprises  that  have  been  convicted 
of  maintaining  k.bbies  at  state  and  national  capitals  have 
complained  that  they  had  to  do  it  because  of  the  large 
number  of  legislators  who  introduce  bills  for  no  other 
purpose  than  that  of  being  bought  off.  This  being  the 
case,  the  business  interests  have,  according  to  their 
story,  obligingly  founded  lobbies  at  the  capitals  to  meet 
the  desires  of  these  harpies,  thereby  quaking  their  occu- 
pation a  profitable  one. 

If  that  were  the  only  excuse  for  lobbying,  what 
would  happen  if  these  interests,  by  common  agreement, 
should  suddenly  dispense  with  their  lobbies  and  leave 
the  legislatures  to  their  own  resources?  The  imme- 
diate result  would  be  that  the  occupation  of  the  legisla- 
tive grafter  would  be  gone.  Since  there  would  be  no- 
body there  to  buy  him  off,  the  grafter  would  have  no 
object  in  introducing  bills  designed  to  produce  that 
profitable  result. 

But  it  must  be  admitted  that  that  is  not  the  whole 
story,  and  that  lobbies  are  maintained  for  other  pur- 
poses as  well.  They  are  kept  up,  in  many  cases,  to  de- 
feat measures  introduced  for  the  benefit  of  the  people, 
measures  founded  upon  a  desire  for  fair  play  between 
the  people  and  the  great  interests.  U  the  lobby  should 
cease,  therefore,  these  measures  would  go  through  un- 
impeded, so  there  is  little  likelihood  that  the  end  of  the 
lobby  will  come  through  the  action  of  those  interested 
in   it. 

While  there  is  no  excuse  for  the  lobby  as  it  is  com- 
monly understood,  there  could  be  no  objection  to  the 
appearance  before  the  legislative  committees  of  the 
attorneys  of  the  interests  affected  by  pending  legisla- 
tion, to  present  their  side  of  the  case  and  to  sec  that  in 
attempting  to  get  fair  play  for  the  people  the  legislators 
do  not  go  too  far  and  unfairly  attack  the  business  in- 


terests concerned.  This  phase  of  the  lobby  is  eminently 
fair  and  proper,  but  it  is  not  what  is  meant  by  the  term 
as  a  usual  thing. 

What  is  meant  is  the  attendance  of  hired  corrup- 
tionists,  some  of  whom  may  be  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture, whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  the  interests  of  the 
corporations,  no  matter  how  unfair  or  predatory  they 
may  be,  are  left  untouched.  It  is  this  sort  of  lobby  that 
deals  out  passes  and  franks  and  various  sorts  of  little 
favors.  Often,  it  is  more  than  surmised,  these  favors 
take  the  form  of  straight  cash  donations.  This  is  the 
form  of  lobby  that  is  objectionable,  and  that  should  be 
legislated  and  prosecuted  out  of  business  in  every  state 
in  the  land. 

Another  form  of  lobbying,  one  that  reaches  results 
through  partisanship,  consists  of  campaign  contribu- 
tions. Laws  prohibiting  corporations  from  contributing 
to  campaign  funds,  and  rigid  and  effective  laws  rccjuir- 
ing  publicity  of  all  forms  of  campaign  donations,  will 
reach  this  form  of  lobbying. 


STEALING  HEALTH. 

Twenty-six  leading  physicians  of  New  York  have 
signed  and  sent  to  the  senators  and  representatives  in 
congress  from  that  state  an  address  urging  them  to  vote 
and  work  for  the  passage  of  a  bill  prohibiting  the 
adulteration  of  foods  and  drugs.  They  did  this  be- 
lieving that  such  a  bill  is  of  great  importance  to  the 
health  of  all  Americans. 

Two  points  are  involved  in  the  pure  food  campaign: 
The  prevention  of  fraud  and  the  prevention  of  in- 
sidious attacks  upon  the  health  of  the  people  by  the 
use  of  injurious  substances  in  foods,  drugs  and  drink. 
There  are  many  adulterations  which  are  not  positively 
harmful  to  health,  but  they  are  frauds  upon  the  people 
because  the  dealers  claim  to  be  selling  something  known 
to  the  people  to  be  edible  when  in  reality  they  arc  sell- 
ing, because  it  makes  for  greater  profits,  something 
vastly  inferior.  More  important  still,  however,  is  the 
fact  that  substitutions  and  adulterations  are  often  poi- 
sonous, so  that  without  laws  governing  such  things  the 
health  of  the  people  is  being  undermined. 

The  Anoka  Union  this  week  presents  an  observation 
by  its  editor,  whose  span  of  life,  while  it  has  left  him 
ample  physical  and  intellectual  vigor,  has  been  long 
enough  to  cover  the  needful  period,  to  this  effect: 

Time  was  In  my  own  recollection  when  the  aver- 
asro  person  was  a  stranger  to  stomach  troubles,  to 
indlRestion,  app^Mnllcltls,  to  a  hundred  ills  that  flesh 
1.S  lit'ir  to.  But  how  different  today!  And  one  of  the 
greitto.st  caust-s.  to  my  way  of  tiilnking,  is  tiie  adul- 
terated and  impure  food  of  which  we  partake  so 
freely.  The  market  is  flooded  with  impure  food  of 
every  kind  and  description.  Hardly  a  thing:  on  sale 
todiiy  In  our  .storts  is  pure  and  healthy.  Our  state 
diary  and  food  department  is  Issuing  bulletin  after 
bulletin,  showing  iiarmful  impuritle.s  in  almost  every 
sample  analyzed.  Poison  is  enteritis?  our  system  at 
nearly  every  meal,  and  It's  no  wonder  that  disease 
and  even  death  follow  In  Its  w.ake. 

This  picture  is  not  too  darkly  drawn.  Dishonesty 
and  adulteration  are  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception 
in  foodstuffs,  where  the  law  does  not  step  in  and  by 
threat  of  punishment  make  dishonest  dealers  and  manu- 
facturers deal  honestly  with  the  public.  The  man  who 
will  offer  the  public,  in  the  guise  of  wh(,)lesome,  nourish- 
ing food,  a  substance  that  will  steal  away  health, 
strength  and  vitality,  is  a  scoundrel  as  deeply  dyed  as 
any  Borgia.  For  profit  he  is  destroying  the  nation,  for 
health  is  the  foundation  in  all  that  is  good  and  strong 
and  wholesome  in  a  people. 

Minnesota  has  a  good  food  law,  well  administered. 
Many  states  have  none,  and  others  have  poor  laws  poor- 
ly administered.  The  only  hope  of  safety  is  in  a  national 
law,  such  as  congress  is  now  being  asked  to  adopt.  The 
beef  trust,  together  with  manj'  other  interests  affected 
by  a  law  compelling  honesty,  are  fighting  the  passage  of 
the  bill. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  note  whether  the  health  and 
well-being  of  the  people  are  as  dear  to  the  national  law- 
makers as  the  friendship  of  the  dishonest  interests  seek- 
ing to  prevent  the  adoption  of  protective  legislation.

La.st  night's  lowest  temperature  was  14 
degs.  below  zero  and  the  weather  man  ex- 
pects zero  weather  to  keep  ujj  tonigiit 
and  tomorrow  with  snow  tonight  and  fair 
tomorrow.  Tonight  he  expects  it  to  go  to 
10  degrees  below.  Yesterday's  highest  tem- 
perature in  Duluth  was  10  degs.  above.

"It  is  colder  this  morning  over  the  Mis- 
souri and  Upper  Mississippi  valleys  and 
Lake  Superior  due  to  higher  barometric 
pressures  in  those  districts.  Tlie  Ijarom- 
eter  has  fallen  over  extreme  Eastern 
states,  the  Red  River  valley  and  Western 
slopes  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  attended 
by  liigher  temperature  to  the  eastward  of 
tile  Mississippi  and  throughout  Western 
Canada,  Scattered  areas  of  snowfall  oc- 
curred in  tlie  Northwest  Thursday  or  last 
night  while  in  the  same  period  a  disturb- 
ance moving  up  the  Atlantic  coast  and 
central  off  Virginia  caused  snow  in  New 
England  and  rain  in  other  Atlantic  states.

Alfred 
Kitto  of  Tower,  dealer  in  furs,  visited 
the  auditor's  office  this  mondng  with 
twelve  pelts  of  full  grown  wolves 
killed  in  the  towns  of  Brellung  ajid 
I-.inl>airas.s.  this  county.  A  total 
bounty  of  I15U  was  paid  on  ten  of  the 
I>ells  and  the  other  two  were  withheld 
for  correction   on   some  of  the   papers. 

Nine  of  the  wolves  were  killed  in  the 
town  of  Breiiung  by  Joseph  Bright. 
James  Blackbird  and  Joe  Bignose.  all 
Indians  who  taught  the  animals  by 
means  of  trap.s.  The  other  wolf  was 
killed  i-y  Erkki  Takala,  in  the  town  of 
Kinbarrass.

One  recent  inui<Jtr  uivstery  romhid.T 
me  of  a  case  that  made  an  immense 
sensation  In  France  three  years  after 
Waterloo,  says  the  New  Orleans  Time.^- 
Democrat.  In  the  year  181S.  a  M. 
Martin,  receiver  of  taxes  at  Bilffuv , 
was  murdered  on  the  highroad  and  at 
midday — shut  through  the  heart — 
wlilk'  returning  to  his  home.  The  mo- 
tive for  the  crime  was  obviouslv  rob- 
bery, as  M.  Alartin's  i>ur.-*e,  his  watch 
and  his  ring  were  carried  off  hv  the 
assassin.  Though  the  murder  was  oout- 
mltted  on  the  public  highway  and  in 
broad  daylight,  no  one  witnessed  the 
crime,  heard  the  shot  or  noticed  m ' 
the  neighborhood  any  suplcious  blran- j 
ger.  I 

After    the    most    exhaustive    invesll-i 
gation  only  a  slight,  single  and  singular  | 
clew    was    discovered    by      the      police.  | 
Part  of  the  paper  wadding  with  which  | 
the   charge   of   the   gun   had   been   ram- 1 
med    down    was    found    in    tlie    wound,  j 
a    kind   of   palimpsest   stained     on     tlie 
surface    with    blood    and    beneath    with! 
powder;    but    underneath    these    stair.si 
some   writing   was   discerned   of  a  cur- j 
iously    technical   character.     Under   thej 
date  of   1S03   words  and  phrases   which, 
were    u.sed    only    in    glass    manufacture 
became    legible.      Armed    with    this    lit- 
tle   bit    of   blackened    and    blood3taln»'d 
j  paper,    the   pollci^   interviewed   the   pro- 
I  prietor   of   a   Bllguy   gla.ss   factory    and 
begged    to    be    allowed    to    inspect    hlo 
books.     Under  date  of  1S03   they   found 
I  an  entry  of  the  delivery  of  some  glass, 
I  of  which  the  fragment  of  wadding  was 
a  scrap  of  the  invoice.     This  suggested 
to    the    detectives    a    suspicion    of    thoj 
,  son-in-law   of  the  proprietor,   who  had' 
been   for  ten   years  out  of  the  country. 
.Search  was  made  for  him,  and  he  was 
found   on  "his    knees  In   prayer.     When 
arrested    he    not    only    confessed      llie 
crime,     but     showed     the    ofBeers.     hid- 
den under  the  thatch  <>f  his  house,   the 
missing  watch  and  ring. 

It    is    curious    tu    lind    a   similar    case 
reported   thus  tti   Lord  Eldon'a   "Anec- 


dote Book:"  "I  remember  In  one 
case  where  I  was  counsel  for  a  long 
time  the  evidence  did  not  appear  to 
touch  the  prisoner  at  all,  and  he  looked 
about  hltn  with  the  most  perfect  un- 
concern, seeming  to  think  himself 
quite  safe.  At  last  the  surgiH>n  was 
called,  who  stated  thai  the  deceased 
had  been  killed  by  a  shot,  a  gunshot 
in  the  head,  and  he  produced  the  mat- 
tod  hair  and  stuff  cut  from  and  taken 
out  of  the  wound.  It  was  all  hardened 
with  blood.  A  basin  of  warm  water 
was  brought  into  court,  and  as  the 
blood  was  gradually  softened  a  piece 
of  printed  paper  appeared— the  wadding 
of  the  gun — which  proved  to  be  the 
half  of  a  ballad.  The  other  half  had 
betn  found  in  the  man's  pocket  when 
he  was  taken.     He  was  hanged." 

Here  is  another  odd  case  of  un- 
looked-for conviction.  I  remember  one 
man  taken  up  twelve  years  after  the 
murder  he  had  committed.  He  had 
n\adi-  his  escape,  and.  though  every 
search  was  made,  he  c-ould  not  be 
found.  Twelve  years  afterward  the 
brother  of  tlie  murdered  man  was  at 
Liverpool  in  a  public  house.  He  feU 
asleep  and  was  awakened  by  some  one 
puking  his  pocket;  he  started,  ex- 
claiming, "Good  God:  The  man  that 
killed  my  brother  twelve  years  ago!" 
The  murderer  had  enlisted  as  a  soldier 
and  gone  to  India  immediately  aftt;- 
the  deed  was  committed,  and  he  had 
just  landed  at  Liverpool  on  his  return, 
when  his  first  act  wa*  to  pick  the 
pocket  of  the  brother  of  the  man 
he  hiid  nmrdered  twelve  years  before. 

Another  instance  of  belaioi  Justice 
is  that  which  at  last  rehat)llltated  a 
servant  girl  In  Delft,  after  she  had 
served  out  a  severe  sentence  lor  theft 
of  goods  from  her  niaster's  house.  Her 
master  himself  was  so  convinced  of 
her  innocence  that  lie  Intercded  sue- 
ces.-^fully  for  the  shortening  of  her  sen- 
tence, and  took  her  agi^ln  into  his  sei^-- 
Ice  when  she  came  out  of  jail.  Shortly 
after  she  had  re-entered  his  feevxlce. 
as  she  was  passing  through  the  butch- 
ers' market  in  Delft,  a  man  tapped 
her  on  her  shoulder  and  whispered 
into  her  ear:  'Pretty  well  before  and 
not  amiss  behind  1"  Hurrying  home 
she  told  her  master  she  had  found  the 


I  thief.     "How?"  he  asked.      'Well,   sir," 
she    said,    "on    that    Sunday   when    the 
things    were    stolen      I      was    dressiiiff 
i  al<.ne,  as   I   thought,   in   my  room;   and 
I  w  hen    I    had    dressed,    I    took    a    good 
view  of  myself  In  the  glass  and  said: 
I  "Pretty  well   before  and  -not  ami>fe  be- 
'hind'.'     The  man  who  robbed  the  house 
I  must  have  been  concealed  in  the  garret 
'  next   my   room,   and    there   have   over- 
heard me.  for  today,  as  I  was  passing 
i  through       the     butchers'     market,     he 
!  whispered  these  words  in  my  ear."  The 
police  were  .set   upon   the   man  s  track, 
some  of  the  missing  goods  were  found 
in  his  house,  and   on   this  evidence  ho 
,  was    convicted      and    broken      on      the

I     In  the  reign   of  Charles  II  a   French 
I  refugee   named   De   Moulin     was     sen- 
tenced to  be  hanged  for  coining,  upon 
evidence  that   must  have  staggered  his 
jown     consciousness    of    innocence.       It 
'was  Indisputably  proved  that  De  Moul- 
iin  had  uttered  false  coin,  had  returned 
'  counterfeit  coins  to  persons  from  whom 
he  had  received  money,  as  though  they 
ihad  passed  It  off  upon  him.  had  a  heap 
iof    counterfeit    coin    in    one    drawer   of 
his   bureau,  and  in   another     a     mixed 
heap  of  good  and  bad  money,  while  all 
the  Implements  of  coining— files,  molds, 
aqua  regia— were  discovered  also  in  his 
escritoire.      De    Moulin's    defense    was 
that  he  had  received  all  this  base  coin 
:  from  others,  had  sifted  some  of  it  and 
thrown  it  into  one  drawer,  while  in  the 
! other  drawer  lay  the  money,  good  and 
tad,  which  he  had  not  had  time  to  sift. 
I  As   for    the    implements   of   coining    he 
I  could  not  for  his  life  imagine  how  thev 
\  came    to    be    in    his      escritoire.        The 
Judge  swept  scornfully  aside  this  pre- 
posterous defense,  and  the  Jury,  finding 
the  box.  he  was  sentenced  to  be  hanged. 
But  he  w  as  not  hanged  at  all.    At  the 
foot   of   the   gallows  he   waa  reprieved 
and    pardoned   on    the    testimony   of   a 
Mrs.  Williams,  the  widow  of  a  seal  en- 
graver,  whose  death  in   a  street  acci- 
dent had  so  shocked  her  £»s  to  occasion 
through  a  miscarriage  her  own  death- 
In  dying  sfhe  made  the  following  con- 
fession.   Williams  and  three  others  had 
live^  for  years  by  counterfeit  coining. 
9'nd    to   get   rid   of   some   of    this    basfl 
money,   one   of   them   had    become   De 


Moulin's  servant.  He  used  to  open 
with  false  keys  the  escritoire  where  his 
master  kept  his  money,  and  to  substi- 
tute for  it  its  seeming  equivalent  in 
base  coin. 

Scotland  Yard  would  no  doubt  scorn 
to  take  Sir  Conan  Doyle  into  his  coun- 
sels as  an  American  detective  consult- 
etl  R.  L.  Stevenson.  Arthur  Johnstone, 
in  his  "Stevenson  In  the  Pacific."  tells 
the  striking  tale.  As  they  sat  together 
one  evening  in  the  veranda  of  an  Inn  at 
Waikiki  the  detective  conllded  to  Stev- 
enson a  case  of  extreme  difficulty  he 
liad  in  hand,  and  also  his  theory  of  its 
solution.  As  Stevenson  hardly  seemed 
to  attend,  for  he  sat  looking  dreamily 
at  tlie  sea,  the  detective  left  him  to 
have  a  chat  with  the  more  responsible 
landlord.  On  his  return  to  the  veranda, 
however.  Stevenson  suddenly  roused 
himself  to  say;  "I  think  I  have  solved 
that  riddle  of  yours.  You  see,  it's  just 
like  writing  a  story.  If  you  go  at  it 
right,  il  will  work  out  right.  Now. 
your  theory  does  not  do  at  all."  The 
detective  did  not  at  first  think  any- 
thing of  Stevenson's  theory  of  the  case. 
It  was  daring  even  for  a  theory,  and 
dangerous  to  work  If  it  did  not  happen 
to  come  off.  But  on  thinking  it  well 
over,  with  Stevenson's  shining  eyes 
fixed  intently  on  his  face,  the  profe.s- 
sional  began  to  believe  there  was  some- 
thing in  it.  When  Stevenson  at  last 
asked  triumphantly:  '"Well,  sir,  I 
shall  trj'  your  theory;  but  if  it  don't 
win  you  and  I  will  lose  between  us  the 
$l,0o<)  fee  I  am  to  be  paid  for  a  con- 
viction." At  this  Stevenson  laughed 
and  said:  ".Sir,  if  it  doesn't  win  I  will 
pay  you  the  $l,Ouo  and  throw  you  tha 
theory  for  nothing."    But  It  won. 


GRACEFUL   WALKING. 

Shoe   Retailer:     "All  oi   the  cities  on 

the      continent,"       said     a     prominent 

wholesale  shoe  merchant,  who  has  Ju.ot 

returned    from    his    first    trip    abroad, 

"are  full  of  graceful  walktrs  of  the 
feminine  sex.  This  ia  Tnore  noticeable 
to  the  American,  prc'oably  for  the  rea- 
son th.at  here,  Iijl  -our  larger  cities  espe- 
cially, we  seft  So  little  of  that  kind. 

"The  rci»1.!on   American   women  don't 
walk  v'ii,  as  a  rule,  is  that  their  shoes 


are  uncomfortable  and  the  heels  are 
too  high.  A  French  woman  can  walk 
all  day  witliout  a  protest,  -^nd  re- 
gardless of  the  fact  that  she  wears 
those  much  abused  French  heels.  But 
that  is  Just  w  here  the  mistake  is  made. 
The  American  manufacturer  has,  in  his 
endeavor  to  provide  something  quite 
dashing,  tacked  onto  the  heel  seat  of 
some  of  the  shoes  a  heel  monstrosity 
which  throws  the  average  French  cus- 
tom shoemaker  into  a  rage  at  the  sight 
of  it. 

"What  the  French  woman  really 
wears  for  street  wear  is  the  old-fash- 
ioned 1^^  or  1%  'Louis'  heel,  with  the 
broad  top  lift,  which  gives  as  much 
surface  on  which  to  walk  as  the  ordin- 
ary military  heel  of  the  present  day. 
Then  she  wears  her  shoes  to  fit  her 
feet  according  to  the  shape  the  good 
Lord  made  them.  If  her  foot  is  of  the 
long,  narrow  and  pointed  kind,  that  is 
th*^  kind  of  shoes  she  buys  or  has 
made;  if  short,  wide  and  .square  it  is 
the  short,  vamp  and  broad  toe  that  is 
selected.  And  above  all  other  things— 
they  are  never  tight. 

"Said  a  well  known  gymnasium 
teacher  to  me:  'It  is  impossible  for  a 
woman  to  be  awkward  in  her  walk  if 
she  will  wear  a  shoe  with  a  heel  not 
exceeding  l\z  inches  in  height,  and 
when  she  puts  her  foot  down  have  the 
toes  turned  outward.  The  former  re- 
striction permits  her  to  follow  the  rule 
of  putting  the  ball  of  the  foot  down 
first  and  the  latter  is  the  natural  po- 
sition of  the  f<x)t  if  it  is  put  down  nat- 
urally  with  the  ball  first." 

"I  was  also  told  by  many  shoemak- 
ers abroad  that  it  is  the  usual,  rather 
than  the  unusual,  thing  for  the  woman 
of  average  means  to  possess  eight  or 
nine  pairs  of  shoes,  and  change  often. 
These  were  street  shoes  to  which  he 
referred.  Another  good  and  sensible 
thing  those  foreigners  do  is  to  fre- 
quently have  new  kid  linings  put  in 
their  shoes.  This,  they  claim,  makes 
the  shoe  feel  fresher  and  prevents 
blisters. 

"There  is  much  to  be  learned  from 
the  foreigners  In  the  .selection  ajid  care 
of  shoes,  but  the  thing  that  strikes  me 
as  being  the  fundament:.\  principle,  or 
difference,      between      the      American

General    Disposition  to 

Stamp  Out  the  Na- 

tionality  Talk. 

St,  Paul,  Feb.  10.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— For  the  first  time  in  Minne- 
sota it  looks  as  though  the  contest  for 
lieutenant  governor  would  be  stronger 
than  that  for  governor.  While  there 
Is  not  a  single  avowed  Rcp^ublican  can- 
didate for  governor,  there  are  at  least 
two  candidates  who  have  declared 
themselves  in  no  uncertain  terms  for 
the  second  place  on  the  ticket.  The 
situation  is  extremely  Interesting,  and 
Is  regarded  by  many  of  the  politicians 
as  an  anomaly  in  state  politics. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  there  will  be 
a  lively  light  for  the  .second  place  on 
the  ticket,  an  office  which  has  In  the 
past  been  meted  out  more  as  a  conoo- 
latlon  prize  to  a  candidate  who  was 
unfortunate  enough  not  to  land  where 
he  originally  aimed.  The  Importance 
of  the  position,  however,  Is  gradually 
Impressing  itself  not  only  upon  the 
party  w(irktrs,  but  upon  the  general 
mass   of   voters. 

While  on  the  surface  the  office  may 
appear  to  be  quite  Inslgnlrtcant.  in  the 
face  of  a  number  of  lucrative  and  long 
term  offices,  much  more  allurlnj,'.  It  Is 
one  of  the  most,  If  not  the  most,  im- 
portant executive  office  on  the  ticket. 
In  the  space  of  three  months— the  al- 
loted  t.rm— the  lieutenant  governor 
can  intluence  legislation  more  directly 
than  can  any  state  official,  from  the 
governor  down.

Portsmouth,  Eng.,  Feb.  10.— The  monster 
battleship  Dreiidnuught,  which  when  fm- 
ished  win  have  cost  $7,500,000.  was  launched 
here    today   by    King    Kdward. 

The  ceremony  was  the  most  simple  pos- 
sible, the  king  having  vetoed  all  decor- 
ation.s  and  piigeantry  on  account  of  the 
death  of  his  father-in-law.  King  Chris- 
tian. There  was  a  moment  of  suspense 
alter  the  king  touched  the  electric  but- 
ton removing  the  last  block,  as  the  huge 
ship  hesitated  and  appeared  reluctant  to 
take  the  water.  But,  ultimately,  she 
glidtd   down   the   ways   in   safety. 

Among  the  occupants  of  tlu'  royal  stand 
wore  tlie  American  naval  attache,  l..icut- 
Conmiandtr  John  H.  (Jlbbons,  and  the 
other  attaches,  the  admiralty  officials 
and  a  few  privileged  per.sons. 

The  launching  ol  the  Dreadnaught,  the 
largest  and  most  powerful  battleship  of 
the  worlds  navies,  mariis  the  fir.xt  slase 
in  what  the  British  admiralty  claim  as 
the  greatest  achievement  In  naval  con- 
struction. On  Oct.  2nd,  1905.  only  a  few 
days  over  four  months  ago,  work  was 
commenced  at  Portsmouth  on  the  vessel, 
the  first  of  what  Is  to  be  known  as  the 
Dreadnaught  clas.s.

She  Fires    Four  Times 

and  is  Then  Killed 

by  Orderly. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  10.— The  admir- 
alty has  received  a  report  from  the 
surgeon  In  charge  of  Vice  Admiral 
Chouknin,  who  was  shot  by  a  woman 
in  his  office  In  Sebastopol  yesterday,  to 
the  effect  that  his  wounds  are  not 
dangerous.  Rear  Admiral  Grogio- 
vitch  has  assumed  command  of  the 
Black  sea  fleet,  In  succession  to  Chouk- 
nin. 

According  to  the  morning  papers, 
and  subKt-quent  dispatches  trom  t?e- 
bastopol  conttrming  the  press  accounts, 
the  attending  surgeons  are  conlldent 
that  Chouknin  will  recover.  The  most 
severe  wound  Is  in  his  breast,  from 
which  the  bullet  has  not  been  extract- 
ed. The  other  wounds  are  in  the  right 
shoulder  and  both  legs.  His  assailant, 
who  was  shot  and  killed  by  an  or- 
derly, who  rushed  to  the  admirals  as- 
sistance.

which,  owing  to  the  Importance  of  thi.s 
great  and  growing  Held  of  commercial 
and  political  activity,  have  large  sums 
expended   upon    them    by    their   respec- 
tive governnunts."

Pittsburg,  Feb.  10. — J.  J.  Brooks, 
gene-al  counsel  for  the  Pennsylvania 
lines,  said  today  that  the  company 
had  no  Intention  of  contesting  the  two 
cent  rale  law  passed  by  the  Ohio 
legislature.

It 
Is  probable  that  Ohio  will  have  a  rail- 
road ct»mntlsslon  by  that  time  and  the 
matter  ought  to  be  referred  to  that 
body.  We  shall  make  no  protest 
against  the  law.  if  we  can  make  a 
fair   revenue   under  It."

Assailants   Said   to  be 

Robbers  Who  Were 

Escaping. 

Exeter,  N.  H.,  Feb.  10. — Two  un- 
known men.  who  boarded  a  Boston 
&  Maine  express  train  at  Dover,  shot 
and  mortally  wounded  an  unknown 
Italian  as  he  was  starting  to  leave 
the  train  at  Rockingham  Junction  to- 
day. The  conductor  of  the  train  had 
attempted  to  arrest  the  men,  having 
been  notified  by  the  Dover  police  they 
had  robbed  the  Luddy  &  Currier  shoe 
factory  at  Dover  and  that  they  were 
on  the  train.  At  the  same  moment 
the    Italian    started    to    leave    the    car 

and  one  of  the  alleged  robbers  fired 
five  revolver  shots  at  him,  all  of  which 
took  effect.  The  Italian  died  shortly 
afterwards.  In  the  confusion  which 
followed  the  shooting  the  two  sus- 
pects Jumped  from  the  car  and  dis- 
appeared in  the  woods.  When  the 
train  reached  here,  word  was  sent  to 
the  police  of  this  town,  and  the  cities 
of  Dover  and  Portsmouth  about  fifteen 
miles  away,  and  posses  started  from 
each  place  to  search  the  country. 

The  Dover  police  report  that  the 
safe  of  the  Luddy  &  Currier  factory 
was  blown  open,  but  that  the  robbers 
secured  less  than  $15.  Dover  officers 
who  heard  the  explosion  saw  the  tw'O 
men  running  in  the  direction  of  the 
depot  and  jump  aboard  a  train  as  it 
was  pulling  out  of  the  station.

F.  B.  Myers  of  Biwabik,  president  o£ 
the  Mesaba  Range  Traction  company, 
and  Thomas  F.  McGilvray,  the  con- 
sulting engineer  of  the  new  company, 
rt'lurned  last  evening  from  Minntapo- 
lis,  where  they  went  to  negotiate  with 
prospective  purchasers  of  the  bonds. 
The  visit  pruvtd  to  be  of  a  very  satis- 
factory nature,  and  the  cupiiaiisis  ex- 
pressed their  willingness  to  go  uilo  the 
scheme,  provided  a  favorable  report 
was  returned  by  an  expert  engineer 
whom  tliey  will  send  to  look  over  the 
ground.

Failla,  is  still  at  large,  at- 
tempts to  catch  him  by  making  him 
jealous  of  Cherubina  Mauro,  his  child- 
wife,  having  failed.  Cherubina,  who  is 
unusually  beautiful,  only  15,  daily  re- 
ceives letters  from  the  brigand,  admon- 
ishing her  to  keep  a  stiff  upper  lip.  and 
ji.>ln   him   as   soon  as   liberated. 

A  thousand  soldiers  are  seeking  Fail- 
la  in  tlie  mountains  with  warrants 
charging  him  with  the  murder  of  two 
policemen,  kidnapping,  blackmailing 
and  Incendiarism,  but  Failla  is  pi-o- 
tected  by  the  populace,  that  regard 
him  as  a  friend  and  benefactor.

His  last  cap- 
tive. Baron  Bella,  yielded  him  200,000 
francs  in  gold  ($40,000)  and  he  says  he 
has  now  stopped  work  for  a  little  while.

"Dishonorably    discharged." 
That  was  the  portion  of  Delegate  C.  M. 
Brandt's  motion  to  dismiss  the  political 
committee  of  the  Trades  and  Labor  As- 
sembly   which    the    other    delegates    to 
that   body   did    not   choose    to   swallow 
and    that    clause    wa.s    the    cause    of    a 
very    wordy    and    almost    bitter    session 
last  evening. 
The  motion  was  finally  turned  down. 
The   entire   affair    was   an   aftermath 
of  the  political  campaign  and,  as  some 
one    suggested,    there      were      probably 
those    present    who    were    not    pleased 
with  the  way  the  election  turned  out. 

At  any  rate,  wlien  Delegate  Brandt 
arose  an<l  made  a  motion  to  the  effect 
that  the  political  committee  be  dis- 
honorably discharged,  with  thanks, 
his  remark  had  somewhat  the  efftct  of 
a  real  li\e  bomb  hurled  into  the  midilie 
of  a  St.  Petersburg  crowd  by  some  dis- 
grunted    neurasthenic. 

At  the  outset,  ton,  it  looked  as  if 
Delegate  Brandt  had  suppoort,  f<»r 
Delegate  Henry  Deroche,  from  the 
painters'  union  as  is  also  Mr.  Brandt, 
lost  no  time  in  .seconding  the  motion 
made    by    his    fellow    painter. 

Then  betjan  the  long  oratorical  war 
over  the  motion,  which  took  up  the  re- 
mainder of  the  session,  and  threatened 
to  result  in  a  more  peppery  executive 
Session. 

Stveral  delegates  declared  that  they 
wanted  to  know  why  the  political  com- 
mittee should  be  dishonorably  dis- 
charged and  others  present  slenihcd  a 
willingness  for  the  facts  in  the  case. 
To  these,  Mr.  Brandt  replied  that  llie 
committee  had  been  derelict  in  its  duty 
and  had  suported  men  for  office  who 
had  not  signed  the  f»ledge  to  stand  by 
unitm  labor  which  the  members  of  the 
assemt)ly  asked  of  their  friends  aniong 
the   can<ii<lates. 

He  tUelared  that  at  a  time  when 
help  W.T.S  needed  for  Carl  Skugland. 
Itei-ubllean  candidate  for  alderman  In 
the  Sixth  ward,  he  asked  Pnsident 
Shartrell.  who  was  also  a  mtmber  of 
the  committee,  to  call  a  meeting  for 
that  ward,  and  that  Mr.  Shartrell  re- 
fused on  the  grounds  that  there  were 
no  funds  for  such  a  Kalheriiig.  and. 
fuilhermore.  Charles  Mork  had  sign«'d 
the  agreement  as  well  .as  Skugtand, 
and  was.  therefore,  quite  as  much  en- 
titled to  the  support  of  the  union  men 
as   the   Republican   candidate. 

Here  Mr.  Brandt  touched  off  his  fire- 
works by  stilting  that  Charles  Mork, 
In  a  conversation  with  him  after  the 
polls  had  elo.-«ed  on  election  day.  haa 
declared  that  he  had  not  signed  the 
union  labor  platform,  nor  any  other, 
•luring  the  entire  campaign.  He  de- 
clared, further,  that  there  was  no  ex- 
cuse for  Mr.  Shartrell's  refusal  to  hold 
the  Sixth  ward  meeting 
ground '5.  becau.«e 
stand  good  f 
curred. 

Deligate  McDonald,  who  had  offered 
the  report  of  the  political  committee. 
Informed  Mr.  H»andt  that  Charles 
Mcrk  had  signed  the  platform,  for  his 
signature  was  there. 

"If  he  did  not  sign  his  name  to 
document  it  is  a  forgery."  said 
McDonald. 

Mr.  Brandt  intimattd  that  it  must  be 
a  forgery,  in  view  of  the  statement  he 
had   had   from   Mr.   Mork's  own   lips. 

Delegate  Martin  Cimen  then  an- 
nounced that  he  had  seen  Mr.  Mork 
sign  the  platf<»im.  and  it  was  he  who 
turnefl  the  signed  document,  with  Mr. 
Mork's  signature  affixed,  over  to  the 
keeper   of   the   records   of   the   political 

committee.  ,,      ,,         ,.^ 

But  this  did  not  silence  Mr.  Brandt, 
nor  suggest  to  him  the  withdrawal  of 
the  motion.  The  arguments  went  on 
apace.  Several  members  suggested 
that  Jt  would  be  well  to  go  into  the 
matter  deeply  and  probe  well,  and  Del- 
egate Martin  ( Hmen  suggested  that  an 
eecutive  session   was   the   thing. 

Mr  Brandt  opposed  this  tooth  and 
nail,  declaring  that  he  would  not 
favor  the  exclusion  of  the  reporters, 
f.nd  would  like  to  see  long,  unbiased 
accounts  of  the  entire  affair  prmted  in 
full.      Mr.    O'.men's    motion    was    lost. 

Delegate  Walsh,  from  the  Tugmens 
union,  said  that  the  entire  affair  was 
the  result  of  soreness  over  the  result 
of  the  recent  elections.  Mr.  Olmen  de- 
clared that  Gordon  ONeill.  organizer 
for  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor,  was  also  present  when  t^harles 
Mork  signed  the  platform,  and  al- 
though he  was  not  a  full  Hedged  dele- 
gate to  the  assembly,  suggested  that 
he  be  given  a  chance  to  speak. 

Mr  O'Neill  corroborated  Mr.  Clmen's 
statements,  and  delivered  quite  a 
speech  upon  the  evils  of  bringing  such 
unsubstantiated  charges  as  those  made 
by  Mr.  Brandt  into  sessions  ot  the 
a.^seinbly.  He  declared  that  such 
fights  were  ruinous  to  the  cause  of  or- 
ganized  labor. 

Inasmuch  as  Mr.  Shartell's  name  was 
Involved  rather  prominently  in  the  re- 
marks of  T)elegate  Brandt,  it  was  pro- 
posed that  stimeone  else  take  the  chair 
and  he  have  a  chance  to  talk.  Ac- 
cordingly. T>elegate  Baker  took  up  the 
gavel  Vjut  had  a  merry  time  making 
himself  heard  with  It,  so  lively  did  the 
discussion  become. 

Delegate  T.  J.  Freshney,  who  had 
been  stirring  unea.sily  all  the  while, 
arose  then  and  said  that,  although  he 
was  a  member  of  the  much  abused  poli- 
tical committee,  he  did  not  think  Mr. 
Prandt  altogether  in  the  wrong.  Hs 
said  that  organized  labor  should  have 
Hupported  Tom  Trevillion  for  mayor, 
because  he  signed  the  union  labor  plat- 
form and  Mayor  Cullum  merely  wrote 
a  letter  saying  he  would  do  the  best  ho 
could  and  referred  to  his  past  record. 
He  reminded  his  brethern  that  it  was

PRONUNCIAMENTO 
BY  BJOERNSON 

Greater  Germania,  and 
Within  it  a  Scandinav- 
ian Triple  Alliance.  . 

Copenhagen.  Feb.  10. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  latest  political 
pronunciamento  by  BJoernson,  while 
much  discussed.  Is  not  taken  alto- 
gether .seriously.  "The  politician  h&a 
taken  a  back  seat,  and  the  romancer 
triumphs."  said  a  well-known  parlia- 
mentarian  to  your  correspondent. 

The  Swedish  papers  treat  the  mani- 
festa  in  the  same  spirit  and  Insist  that 
Bjoernson's  remarks  on  the  affair  of 
June  7th  are  highly  Indelicate  and 
even    offensive. 

BJornson  calls  the  act  of  discharg- 
ing a  king  like  an  arrogant  footman, 
"a    mere    bagatelle." 

The  main  point  made  by  Bjoernson 
la  his  reiteration  of  the  maxim,  long 
advocated  bj-  him.  namely  that  the 
entire  German  family,  the  .Scandinav- 
ian countries.  Germany  proper,  Eng- 
land and  Holland  must  unite  in  a  pan- 
Germanic  union.  Greater  Germany. 
"It's  a  wonder  he  didn't  Include  the 
United  states  of  America  in  his 
scheme."  says  a  Norwegian  paper.  As 
to  the  Scandinavian  countries,  Bjoern- 
son .says  they  must  form  a  triple  alli- 
ance, Denmark  being  the  leader.  "As 
the  kings  of  these  three  empires  are 
near  relatives,  they  will  easily  come 
to  an  understanding  with  each  other." 
says  Bjoernson,  "and  as  to  June  7lh. 
the  Swedes  must  forget  all  about  that 
bagatelle." 

Maybe  they  will,  in  the  cour.se  of 
time,  but  there  .seems  to  be  little  hope 
that  they  will  ever  submit  to  Danish 
overlordlsm. 

As  to  the  other  countries  of  the 
pan-Germanic  union,         Bjoernson 

thinks  that  England  ought  to  submit 
to  Prussia.  "Berlin  being  the  natural 
center    of    the  ,  pan-Germanic    world." 

"If  Bjoernson  wiusn't  a  poet.  one 
would  be  tempted  to  think  that  he  was 
in  his  dotage,"  .said  a  Danish  politician 
to  your  correspondent  with  respect  to 
the  last  part   of  the   manifesto. 

NORWEGIAN  SKI 
RACERS  WINNERS 

Astounded  tlie  Swiss  by 
Their  Wonderful  Jump- 
ing Feats. 

Chrlstlanla.  Feb.  10.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Sports  are  jubilant  over  the 
news  from  Switzerland  where  our  fa- 
mous ski  racers.

Copenhagen.  Feb.  1<».— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— If  tlie  new  king  of  Denmark 
ever  obtains  anything  like  the  inllutnce 
wklded  by  his  late  father,  he  will  be 
certainly  a  power  for  peace.  Freaerick 
saw  war  when  a  man  of  2L  he  has 
often  said  that  he  was  just  old  enouijh 
to  see  the  horror  and  the  folly  of  it.

World's  Workmen. 

Stockholm.  Feb.  10.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  propaganda  against  war 
and  warlordism  continues  and  Is  be- 
coming more  international  all  the  time. 
Your  correspondent  learns  from  a  lead- 
ing socialist  tlial  the  .Social  Democracy 
of  Sweden.  N(jrway  and  Dt  nmark  is 
co-operating  with  that  of  France,  Ger- 
many. Italy  and  Russia,  to  defeat.  If 
necessary,  any  attempt  to  make  war 
In  Europe. 

"The  organization  now  being  per- 
fected has  this  for  its  object."  said  the 
Socialist  deputy:  "If  the  warlord  of 
Italy  or  Germany,  or  the  war  party  in 
France  indulge  in  any  move  to  bring 
upon  the  people  the  namele.s8  horrors 
of  war.  the  majority,  that  la,  socialists 
and  workmen,  will  simply  aay.  'No.  no. 
we  will  not  shoulder  arms;  we  refuse 
to  die  for  you  and  your  Interests.  Our 
interests  are  at  home,  with  our  wives 
and  children.  If  you  want  to  Jight, 
by  all  means  cut  each  other's  throats. 
We  will  be  pleased  witnesses  of  the 
duel.  If  you  invite  us.  but  as  to  march- 
ing to  your  drum  and  life,  no,  thank 
you.' 

The  king  of  Sweden  had  a  taste  of 
our  strength."  continued  the  deputy. 
"(.)ur  Swedish  aristocracy  was  crazy 
to  go  to  war  when  Norway  dismis.sed 
Oscar,  but  Swedish  and  Norwegian 
workman  .said.  'Wo  won't  fight.'  and 
war  was  averted.  .  The  czar,  also,  was 
made  to  feel  that  the  workmen  have 
something  to  say  In  the  matter  of  war. 
You  will  remember  the  dimculties 
Nicholas  had  .sending  troops  to  .^laugh- 
ter-thanks to  the  work  of  socialists, 
still  imperfectly  organized.  in  Ger- 
many socialism  is  especially  strong 
among  army  men.  serving  soldiers  and 
discharged  .soldiers.  The  kaiser  may 
say  war  as  often  as  he  likes,  but  the 
socialists  can  defeat  his  object,  if  they 
want  to.  William  knows  It— that's 
pro»)al)ly  the  reason  why  he  refrains 
from  going  too  far  in  his  international 
meddling  excursions." 

The  .socialist  showed  your  correspon- 
dent a  letter  from  Paris,  which  read  as 
follows:  "We  French  workmen  have 
agreed  with  the  German  workmen  that 
we  will  not  break  each  other's  neck  to 
plea.se  any  kal.ser.  president  or  poli- 
tician, and  a  slndlar  agreement  with 
our  friends  in  Italy  is  under  way."  He 
also  displayed  an  Italian  leaflet  head- 
ed- "The  Union  of  Soldiers  of  the 
People."  Tho  leaHet.  500.000  of  which 
were  distributed  among  this  year's  re- 
cruits on  and  about  Feb,  1.  by  the 
Home  anti-milltar>-  central  commit- 
tee warns  soldiers-to-be.  and  also  dis- 
charged soldiers  to  us»  their  military 
knowledge  to  the  -detriment  of  the 
people.  "Do  not  7«tudy  murder  with 
the  object  of  turning  against  your  own 
kind,  against  your  -fathers,  mothers 
and  sisters,  as  the  German  emperor 
once  beautifully  put  it,"  says  the  leaf- 
let It  further  sets  forth  that  '  for  the 
present"  n.)  change  can  be  made,  and 
that  men  must  go  under  arms,  accord- 
ing to  law.  But  the  knowledge  gained 
must  never  be  employed,  "except  in 
the  cause  of  liberty  and  to  better  the 
conditions  of  the  working  people. 

NOBEL  INSTITUTION 

Sued  for  Commissions  Connected  With 
Italian  Dynamite  Company. 

Christianla.  Feb.  10.-(Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  Nobel  Institution  has 
been  sued  for  401,325  francs  by  one 
Darke  and  others,  who  claim  that  this 
amount  is  due  them  on  commissions. 
They  claun  to  have  been  agents  of 
Nobel  In  his  business  connection  with 
the  Italian  Dynamite  company.  If  the 
claim  Is  allowed  the  beneficiaries  of 
the  Nobel  fund  will  have  to  submit  to 
a  reduction  In  the  prizes. 

PEACT  RESTORED 

Between    King   Haakon   and   the  Old 
Bjoernson  Family. 

Christianla.  Feb.  10.— (Special  to  Tho 
Herald.)— Haakon  has  been  told  by  hla 
ministers  that  It  would  not  do  for  him 
to  fight  with  the  BJoernsons,  as  re- 
ported in  these  dispatches.  The  min- 
isters' opinion  might  not  have  im- 
pressed the  king  very  forcibly  if  it 
hadn't  been  for  the  fact  that  the  late 
King  Christian.  Haakon's  grandfather, 
some  three  weeks  before  his  end.  wrote 
to  "his  dear  Charles"  admonishing  him 
to  pocket  hi3  pride,  and  remember  that 
the  BJoernsons  are  as  old  a  family  as 
the  Holsteins  or  older. 

As  a  consequence  Haakon  told  his 
ministers  that  himself  and  family 
would  be  very  glad  to  extend  any  de- 
sired courtesy  to  the  Bjoernson  ladles. 
A  meeting  was  arranged,  but  of  course 
King  Christian's  death  upset  all  social 
duties  for  the  time   being. 

Bjoernson  is  said  to  have  merely 
smiled  when  Informed  of  Haakon's 
change  of  mind.  "He  is  a  young  man 
and  will  have  to  learn  a  lot,^'  he  said, 
"and  the  sooner  he  learns,  the  better 
for  him." 

Bjoernson   Is  a  descendant  of  the  old 


Northman  Kln^  Harald  Haarfa^rer. 
and  as  such  acknowledges  no  superior, 
whether  he  calls  himself  king,  emperor 
or  czar.  And  there  are  several  hun- 
dred Norwegian  peasant  families  of 
equal  exalted  descent.  "Wiese  families 
can  prove  that  their  ancestors  were 
kings  In  their  own  rights,  and  the  little 
Danish  prince  does  not  look  very  big 
in  their  eyes  when  It  comes  to  social 
prerogratlvea. 

KING  CHRISTIAN 

Distributed    Many  Titles  Daring  Last 
Years  of  His  Reign. 

Copenhagen.  Feb.  10.— (Special  to  Tlie 
Herald.)— The  death  of  the  king  wiU 
put  a  stop  to  the  wholesale  distribution 
of  the  title  of  "state  councillor,"  and 
the  good  old  king  will  be  mourned  for 
that  reason  perhaps  as  much  as  for 
any  other. 

Whenever  the  king  couldn't  remember 
a  man's  name — and  that  happened 
more  and  more  frequently  in  late  >eara 
— he  addressed  him:  "My  dear  State 
Councillor." 

Persons  who  desired  that  title,  if  they 
did  not  have  it  already,  usually  went 
to  the  minister  of  the  interior  and  in- 
formed him  of  their  eood  luck.  Of 
coiu-se  the  minister  "had  to  make  good  " 
and  that  is  the  reason  why  almost  every 
wealthy  man  In  Copenhagen  is  a  state 
councillor  nowadays. 

PART  OF  WORKMEN 

In  the  Dissolution  of  the  Swedish-Nor- 
wegian Union. 

Stockholm,  Feb.  10.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  Swedish  delegate  to  the 
congress  of  International  Socialists, 
which  will  meet  in  March,  will  give  a 
full  report  of  the  part  played  by  Nor- 
wegian and  Swedish  workmen  in  the 
dissolving  of  the  union.  That  part  has 
been  repeatedly  referred  to  in  these 
dispatches,  but  in  Europe  it  is  not 
widely  known,  since  the  majority  of 
new.spapers  would  give  no  space  to  the 
discussion.  A  full  report  will  be  most 
interesting.

Britishers  have  another  cause  lor  pride 
in  their  navy.  Anotiier  twelve  nionl.hs, 
all  going  well,  the  Dreadnaught  will  be 
commissioned  and  join  tlie  Atlantic  fleet, 
thus  beating  all  previous  records  in  bat- 
tleship building  by  six  months.  Tliere 
arc  two  reasons  why  work  is  being  ruslied 
on  the  DreadnauglU.  One  is  the  groat 
saving  in  cost,  but  the  chief  reason  is 
tliat  the  ship  is,  to  some  extent,  an  ex- 
periment, and  it  is  desired  to  give  her 
a  good  trial  before  commencing  con- 
struction on  any  more  of  her  class.  Great 
Britain,  it  will  be  remembered,  was  the 
onlv  power  having  attaches  or  observers 
on  Japanese  ships  during  the  Russo-Jap- 
anese war,  while  expert  British  construct- 
ors were  given  every  opportunity  of 
learning  wherein  the  ships  of  Japan 
proved  weak  or  strong,  as  the  case  might 
be.  These  men  were  busy  from  start  to 
finish  of  the  war,  and  immediately  after 
the  l>atlle  of  the  Sea  of  Japan  came 
home  with  their  data,  wliich  was  sub- 
mitted with  suggestions,  to  a  special 
committee  on  which  sat  not  only  the 
most  experienced  naval  experts,  but  the 
director  of  naval  construction.  Lord  Kel- 
vin, and  a  number  of  the  leading  private 
ship  builders.  The  Dreadnaught  is  the 
outcome  of  their  deliberations,  an  em- 
bodiment of  the  le.ssona  of  the  late  war 
in  the  Far  East,  a  ship  apparently  in- 
vincible, capable  at  one  discharge  of  her 
guns  of  throwing  with  unparallelled  force 
twice  as  much  metal  as  any  foreign  man- 
of-war  now  afloat,  while  her  armor  will 
render  her  immune  from  .attacks  by  any 
enemy's  guns,  and,  some  claim,  even 
against  torpedoes,  fired  at  the  usual  bat- 
tle range. 

Tlie  details  of  the  Dreadnaught  s  con- 
struction remain  a  secret,  so  W«--ll  has 
the  admiralty  guarded  the  plans.  Efforts 
of  naval  attaches  to  gather  information 
for  their  governments  have  been  fruitles.s. 
No  information  is  forthcoming,  the  an- 
swer to  all  inquiries  being  the  candid  one 
that  Great  Britain  intends  to  maintain 
s<^crecy  as  to  what  her  experts  learned 
us  a  result  of  Japan's  experiences  for  one 
year;  and  by  rushing  to  completion  the 
Dreadnauglit.  will  gain  a  year,  if  not 
more,  in  naval  construction  over  all  other 
powers  except  her  ally.  Usually  when 
ships  are  building,  a  board  is  placed  at 
the  head  of  the  slip,  giving  her  name, 
displacement,  principal  dtraen.sions,  horse 
power  and  speed.  In  the  case  of  tlie 
Dreadnaught  not  an  Item  in  the  design  Is 
revealed,  the  board  containing  the  simple 
.sentence  "His  Majesty's  Ship  Dreud- 
nauKhi,  commenced  Oct.  2,  1905."  When 
ready  for  .sea  the  ship  will  displace  18,500 
tons,  but  this  Is  the  least  remarkable 
thing  about  her.  for  besides  the  ideas  In- 
troduced as  a  result  of  the  Far  Eastern 
war.  Britain  is  placing  on  her  new  light- 
ing machine  the  heaviest  armament  ever 
carried  by  a  ship.  In  the  past  British 
vessels  have  carried  four  12-inch  guns 
throwing  850-pound  sliells:  the  Dread- 
naught win  have  ten  of  these  weaoons 
of  a  new  type  witli  a  muzzle  energ.v  of 
■11»,568,  as  comj)ared  with  the  33.622  of  the 
guns  carried  in  as  recent  battleships  a.s 
the  Majestic  class,  an  increase  in  power 
of  50  per  cent.  In  a  great  sea  fight  the 
Dreadnaught  will  be  able  to  discharge 
every  minute  ten  projectiles  weighing 
8,500  pounds  with  sufficient  velocity  to 
send  them  twenty-tive  miles  or  to  pene- 
trate about  sixteen  inches  of  the  hardest 
ttrmor  at  a  range  of  about  two  miles. 
Unlike  all  British  and  foreign  battleships 
built  in  the  past  thirty  years,  the  new  ad- 
dition to  the  tleet  will  carry  no  weapon 
smaller  than  the  great  12-inch  piece  ex- 
cept eighteen  3-inch  quick-lirers  for  re- 
pelling utiacics  by  torpedo  craft.  She  will 
mount  neither  9.2-inch,  7.5-inch  nor  C-inch 
guns,  she  will  be  the  biggest  warship 
ailoat  and  she  will  have  only  the  biggest 
and  most  powerful  guns.  The  secrets 
which  will  be  incorporated  in  the  huge 
hull  are  still  hidden,  but  it  is  known  that 
they  tend  to  economy  as  well  as  effi- 
ciency. 

The  Dreadnaught  will  cost  10  per  cent 
per  ton  less  than  recent  battleships  Brit- 
ish built,  although  she  will  represent  the 
Itist  word  in  ail  details  of  her  construc- 
tion In  another  respect  the  Dreadnaught 
will  l)e  unique,  she  will  be  the  hrst  battle- 
ship in  ilie  world  to  be  driven  by  tur- 
bines. These  engines  will  supply  ine 
power  for  four  propelltrs.  two  more  than 
any  previously  built  British  battleship, 
which  should  make  her  the  fastest  ship 
of  her  class  attoat.  Another  advantage 
of  the  turbines,  aa  shown  by  the  per- 
formances of  the  Carmania,  is  that  the 
gunners  will  have  a  steadier  deck  from 
which  to  handle  the  guns. 

The  guns,  armor,  machmery,  boilers, 
etc  are  ready  to  be  placed  in  the  Dread- 
1. ought  so  there  should  be  no  difficulty 
In  having  her  ready  for  sea  in  twelve 
months,  when  she  will  Join  the  Atlantic 
Heet  based  on  Gibraltar.  thus  being 
placed  midway  between  the  channel  and 
Mediterranean  fleets.  As  trouble  threat- 
ens on  the  one  side  or  the  other  the  ships 
of  the  Atlantic  fleet  are  moved,  making 
them  of  the  greatest  use  in  the  time  of 
war,  no  matter  who  the  enemy  might  be. 
Writing  of  this  fleet  as  it  will  be  when 
the  Dreadn:iught  joins,  a  naval  expert 
said-  "Nothing  as  devoistating  as  this 
concentrated  destruction  has  ever  been 
conceived  in  the  brain  of  man.  It  is  im- 
possible to  picture  the  result  of  one  min- 
ute's well-directed  fire  at  an  unemy's 
ships,  and  when  one  minute  is  followed 
by  others  the  effect  would  be  loo  terrible 
for  words,  presuming  the  gunners  get  the 
range  and  fire  as  at  target  practice.  To 
I  this  length  has  the  contest  for  sea  power 
I  gone,  and  this  Is  not  the  end.  for  the 
time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  British 
■  ensign  will  fly  over  fleets  and  squadrons 
of  Dreadnaughfs  ve-s.-^els  costing  a  rail- 
lion  and  a  half  sterling  or  more,  each  with 
10  or  12-inch  guns,  which  will  engage  an 
antagonist  when  three  or  four  miles  dis- 
tant, and  will  pour  in  a  succession  of 
shells  each  weighting  850  pounds  carrying 
wholesale  destruction  in  their  wake." 


Now  that  the  local  municipal  cam- 
paign has  come  to  an  end,  Duluth 
politicians  are  turning  their  ^attention 
and  directing  their  comment  more 
earnestly  towards  state  affairs  in 
things  political,  and  talking  more 
freely  of  the  chances  of  the  several 
candidates  winning  out  in  their  at- 
tenii)ts  to  act  as  representatives  of  the 

people  at  St.  Paul  at  the  next  session 
of  the  legislature.  The  names  of 
others  who  are  likely  to  become  candi- 
dates for  ixditical  honors  also  enter 
Quite  prominently  into  convers^alions 
of  this  nature. 

Yesterday  afternoon  L.  A.  Barne.s  of 
West  Duluth,  at  present  a  member  of 
the  city  council,  liled  for  the  nomina- 
tion as  senator  on  the  Republican 
ticket  from  the  Forty-ninth  district,  a 
position  which,  it  has  been  supposed 
all  along,  would  be  sought  by  Dr. 
David  Graham,  who  served  one  term 
in  the  house,  and  refused  to  try  for  a 
second  term.  Just  what  will  be  the 
effect  of  Mr.  Barnes'  announcement  on 
the  supposed  intentions  of  Dr.  Graham 
is  not  exactly  known,  but  it  is  liardliy 
considered  likely  that  the  doctor  will 
also  come  out  for  the  senate,  for  such 
action  on  his  part,  it  is  thought,  would 
be  pretty  sure  to  throw  the  nomina- 
tion to  Representative  P.  E.  Dowling 
of  Eveleth,  who  is  also  out  for  the 
honor,  and  who  announced  his  inten- 
tions in  this  direction  last  week. 

The  presumption  up  to  yesterday 
was  that  Mr.  Barnes  would  become  a 
candidate  for  representative,  which 
would  have  left  a  clear  field  for  Dr. 
Graham,  so  far  as  West  Duluth  was 
concerned,  should  It  have  been  his 
desire  to  run  for  the  senate.  The  doc- 
tor has  been  urged  to  enter  the  race, 
but  has  refused  to  anmiunce  for  a  cer- 
tainty whether  he  would  do  so  or  not. 
although,  until  Mr.  Barnes  appeared 
on  the  scene.  It  was  generally  believed 
that  he  would.  It  is  hardly  thought 
likely  that  he  will  become  a  candidate 
for  a  po.sltion  in  the  house  again,  in 
\iew  of  the  fact  that  he  refused  before 
to  try  for  a  second  term. 

Mr.  Barnes  is  looked  upon  as  a 
strong  candidate.  He  is  well  liked 
In  Duluth,  is  well  entrenched  with  the 
voters  of  jiis  district,  and  his  popular- 
ity extends  to  the  range.  He  is  now 
serving  his  third  term  as  alderman. 
The  race  between  the  West  Duluth 
man  and  Mr.  Dowling  promises  to  bo 
an  interesting  one.  Both  have  their 
following,  and  the  results  are  likely 
to  be  close.  At  the  last  session  of  the 
legislature  West  Duluth  was  not  rep- 
resented in  either  the  house  or  the 
senate,  the  senators  and  representa- 
tives all  naming  the  range  towns  as 
their  place  of  residence.

year   would  be   improbable. 

A  good  deal  of  talk  has  been  going 
around  for  some  time  past  regarding 
the  possibility  of  Mr.  Halden  trying  for 
the  position  of  state  auditor,  and 
many  of  his  friends  have  been  strong- 
ly urging  him  to  enter  the  contest. 
He  has  not  appeared  over-anxious  in 
the  matter,  liowever,  and.  so  far  as 
is  known,  at  no  time  expres.*!ed  his 
intention  of  filing  for  nomination.  He 
was  defeated  in  a  hard  fight  for  the 
same  place  once  before. 

"I  think  it  is  just  as  well  that  our 
county  auditor  didn't  get  into  the 
game  this  year,"  said  a  Duluth  man 
who  keeps  in  cIo.se  touch  with  the 
political  situation,  both  locally  and 
through  the  state.  "His  chances  of 
winning  out  would  not  have  been  very 
good.  This  statement  is  no  reflection 
upon  Mr.  Halden.  What  I  mean  to 
say  is  that  no  Duluth  man.  no  matter 
who  or  what  he  might  be.  could  win 
out  for  state  auditor  under  existing 
conditions.  The  prejudice  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  state  would  be  too 
.strong  against  him. 

"Personally.  Mr.  Halden  is  very 
popular,  and  is  known  to  possess 
executive  ability  in  a  large  degree,  and 
I  do  not  for  a  minute  doubt  that  he 
would  be  given  the  nomination  and 
later  be  elected  if  he  resided  in  some 
other  part  of  the  .state,  far  enough 
from  the  Head  of  the  Lakes  so  that 
he  could  not  by  any  possible  chance 
be  regarded  as  a  corporation  man.  As 
soon  as  a  man  from  this  city  enters 
the  field  for  state  office  the  voters 
elsewhere,  led  on  by  the  opposition 
politicians,  set  up  the  hue  and  cry 
that  he  should  not  be  given  the  place 
because  he  comes  from  a  home  of 
corporations,  and  that,  as  a  result,  his 
actions  in  office  would,  in  a  measure, 
be   influenced  or  controlled   by   them. 

"While  this  cry  is  already  being 
raised  against  Senator  Hawkins,  it 
will  not  be  so  loud  or  effective  as 
would  be  the  case  with  a  candidate 
for  state  auditor,  for  it  really  would 
be  rather  serlou.s  if  a  man  in  this  im- 
portant position  should  by  any  chance 
be  influenced  by  the  corporations  of 
the  state.  We  all  know  that  in  Mr. 
Halden's  case  any  insinuations  in  this 
connection  would  be  wholly  rot.  with 
no  possible  foundation  in  fact,  but  the 
trouble  would  be  in  making  the  re- 
mainder of  the  state  think  so,  which 
would  be  no  easy  matter.  I  a.ssure  you. 
That  is  really  what  defeated  Mr.  Hal- 
den before.  Personally  I  do  not  be- 
lieve St.  Louis  county  can  hope  to 
have  a  man  in  the  state  auditor's  chair 
for  some  time  to  come." 
*    *    * 

It  is  understood  that  N.  F.  Hugo  has 
no  intention  whatever  of  letting  up  on 
liis  campaign  to  become  .speaker  of  the 
house  until  the  political  fate  of  Senator 
E.  B.  Hawkins  is  known  beyond  a 
doubt.

mittees  that  might  have  to  consider 
drainage   and  kindred  questions.

"It  has  been  given  out  by  the  opposi- 
tion that  the  international  union  has 
had  to  mortgage  the  printers'  home  to 
raise  funds  for  the  strike.  President 
Lynch  denies  that  emphatically  and 
says  that  neither  has  1  cent  been  raised 
in  this  way  nor  will  there  be.  Strange 
at)  it  may  seem,  he  told  us,  the  strike 
fund  is  larger  now  than  when  the 
strike  started  and  the  expense  Is  les- 
sening. 

"Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  printers 
are  in  fine  shape.  In  Minneapolis  a 
great  many  of  the  main  offices  have 
surrendered  and  In  St.  Paul  there  is  a 
distinct  weakening  of  the  bo.s.ses."

West  End  Commercial 
Club  Meeting. 


"What's  the  matter  with  the  West 
end?"  seemed  to  be  the  burden  of  the 
principal  discussion  of  the  evening  at 
last  night's  meeting  of  the  West  End 
Commercial  club.  The  matter  was 
brought  up  by  George  M.  Jenson,  sec- 
retary of  the  club,  who  said  that  he  had 
been  talking  with  a  business  man 
yesterday  who  asked  the  question.  Mr. 
Jensen  said  that  so  far  as  he  was  con- 
cerned he  could  not  complain  about  It^e 
business   which   was   being   done. 

John  J.  Moe,  of  the  firm  of  Johnson 
&  Aloe,  said  that  he  cannot  object  to 
the  business  which  is  being  done  at 
his  store,  but  he  believed  that  if  any- 
thing is  wroug  with  the  West  end  it  is 
lack  of  advertising.  He  said  that  busi- 
ness in  the  West  end  is  much  better  now 
than  ever  before,  but  that  the  people 
and  business  men  of  the  West  end  do 
not  realize  the  fact.  There  is  a  greater 
field  for  business  in  the  West  end  now 
than  ever  before  .*iaid  Mr.  Moe  and  he 
added  that  the  business  men  must  wake 
up  or  this  large  number  of  buyeio  will 
do  their  merchandising  in  other  pails 
of  the  city. 

"You  must  go  after  business  if  you 
want  it,"  said  he,  and  recited  his  ex- 
perience In  advertising,  showing  that 
he  began  to  spend  money  in  presenting 
his  case  to  the  people.  Since  then,  tiio 
conviction  has  taken  firm  root  that  the 
money  he  spends  in  advertising  is  the 
best  Investment  he  can  make  in  con- 
nection  with  his  business. 

E.  A.  Nelson  of  the  Nelson  Knitting 
Mills,  also  spoke  of  the  good  condition 
of  the  West  end  and  spoke  of  the  grow  th 
of  business  since  he  located  there  eijihl 
years  ago. 

George  M.  Jensen  also  spoke  on  the 
advertising  feature  of  the  affair,  en- 
larging somewhat  on  what  Mr.  Moe 
had  said.  K.  C.  Sloan  said  that  ht  Is 
perfectly  satisfied  with  the  West  end 
and  knows  that  at  least  so  far  as  the 
rental  business  Is  concerned,  the  con- 
ditions this  year  are  far  ahead  of  what 
they  were  last.  He  said  that  he  be- 
lieved business  will  be  materially  helped 
by  the  street  lmproven;ents  under  way. 
and  which  will  be  finished  this  coming 
summer. 

S.  W.  Hill  said  that  the  unfinished 
condition  of  VV\st  Superior  street  is  a 
serious  blow  to  the  business  interests 
of  the  West  end.  Uufortunately,  he 
said,  the  merchants  of  the  West  end 
have  hardly  recovered  from  the  seveie 
blow  dealt  them  by  the  hold-up  In 
traffic,  caused  by  the  cutting  through 
of  the  Jenswold  street  subway,  and  now 
comes  the  street  Improvement  hold-up, 
which  Mr.  Hill  predicted  would  not  be 
finished    before   next   July. 

E.  A.  Nelson  brought  up  the  matter 
of  building  sheds  In  which  farmers 
driving  in  over  the  Hermantown  road 
could  put  up  their  horses  while  doing 
their  shopping.  This  called  up  the 
matter  of  a  proper  road  between  the 
West  end  and  the  Hermantown  road. 
It  was  agreed  that  because  of  the  con- 
dition ot  the  road  from  the  city  lin.ils 
In,  the  snow  melts  off  long  before 
it  does  off  the  Hermantown  road, 
and  therefore  farmers,  instead  of 
taking  this  nearer  way  into  town. 
go  down  the  Swan  lake  road  to  the  city 
proper  because  of  the  better  sleighing 
In  winter,  and  in  spring,  because  of  the 
roadway  being  less  cut  up.  t)n  motion 
of  Mr.  Moe  it  was  decided  that  the 
matter  of  this  roadway  to  Hermantoun 
would  be  taken  up  as  a  special  matter 
of  business  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
club. 

CUher  matters  were  not  discussed  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  a  full  attendance 
of  the  club  Is  required.  Plans  for  an 
entertainment  will  probably  be  taken 
up  at  the  next  meeting  also.

I     Secrest,  who  was  off  duty  at  the  time, 
was   shaking   dice   to     determine     who 
should    pay    for    the    drinks      for      tho 
I  house.    Johnson,  among  others,  yielded 
'  to  his  request. 

'     They  shook  the  dice  and  Secrest  lost. 
;He  bought  the  drinks  and  insisted  that 
I  the  dice  be  shaken  again.     He  bought 
;  the    drinks    a    second    time,    and    then, 
losing    his    temper,    he    uttered    half   a 
I  dozen    words    of    abuse.      Johnson    told 
I  him  there  was  no  cause  for  this  as  Se- 
I  crest  had  proposed  the  game  himself. 
i     Secrest    drew    his   big   Colt's  revolver 
;and  fired  twice.     Johnson  fell  with  two 
bullets   in    his    body.     Patrolman    Dur- 
kin,  who  had  been  trying  to  persuade 
Secrest  to  go  home,  rushed  into  the  sa- 
loon.

Secrest  killed  Henry  Reed,  an  elec- 
trician from  Omaha,  Neb.,  Oct.  31. 
1900,  In  a  saloon  on  Larlmor  street 
In  a  quarrel.  On  a  plea  of  self-defense 
he  was  cleared.  He  is  now  in  the  city 
jail  charged  with  murder. 

Little  is  known  of  Johnson  In  the 
city.  While  here  Johnson  roomed  at 
"The  Dajcota,"  117  W^est  Second  street. 
He  was  unmarried  and  had,  as  far  as 
can  be  learned,  no  relatives  in  the 
city.  Tho.se  who  knew  him  best  say 
that  he  was  uncommunicative  and 
never  spoke  of  his  person.al  affairs. 
It  is  said  that  he  had  a  sweetheart 
in  the  city.  He  worked  as  engineer 
on  a  dredge  while  In  Duiuth.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  International  Broth- 
erhood of  Engineers.

TRADE  REVIEW 

The  Seasonable  Weather 
Causes  Distribution  of 
Heavy  Wearing  Apparel. 

New  York.  Feb.  10.— R.  G.  Dun  & 
Co.'s  Weekly  Review  of  Trade  saytf: 
Distribution  of  heavy  weight  wearing 
apparel,  fuel  and  other  seasonable 
merchandise  expanded  rapidly  In  re- 
sponse to  the  more  normal  temperature, 
but  one  week's  business  has  not  ct- 
pleted  the  accumulation  of  last  month 
and  retail  stocks  of  thesse  goods  are 
an  impetus  has  been  given  In  whole- 
sale trade  In  spring  dry  goods  and  other 
forward  business  depending  upon  con- 
fidence Is  continued  national  prosperity. 
Jobbing  returns  and  manufactuiiiig 
statements  Indicate  little  idle  capacity, 
the  leading  Industrial  plants  havnig 
added  to  their  already  heavy  contracts 
on  hand.  Mcrchantlle  collections  are 
prompt  as  a  rule,  although  some  ex- 
tensions are  asked.  Commodity  prices 
are  fairly  steady,  no  Important  varia- 
tions occurring  during  the  past  week. 
The  only  adverse  development  of  the 
week  was  the  less  pacific  news  from 
the  coal  fields,  although  a  strike  may  be 
prevented  by  agreement  any  time  be- 
fore April  1.  Railway  earnings  for 
January  now  fairly  complete,  show  an 
lncrea.se  of  16.6  per  ct  nt  over  last  year's 
figures,  while  foreign  commerce  at  thij 
port  for  the  last  week  made  a  most 
strikingly  favorable  coomparlson  with 
the  same  period  in  1905,  exports  gain- 
ing $6,890,698  while  Imports  increased 
$2,275,039. 

Less  urgency  to  place  orders  for  Iron 
and  steel  products  during  the  pai-l 
week  Is  a  .satisfactory  development,  be- 
cause It  testifies  to  the  absence  of 
speculative  operations  that  might  eaoll> 
produce  unwholesome  Inflation  of 
prices.  Yet  the  past  week  was  by  no 
means  devoid  of  new  inquiries,  partic- 
ularly In  regard  to  structural  ^teel  for 
lake  vessels  and  manufacturing  plants. 

Seasonably  poor  quality  of  hides  has 
weakened  the  tone,  the  only  firm  de- 
partment being  packer  branded  hides 
for  sole  leather.

BEYOND  THE  ALPS. 

In  the  school  days  that  have  slipped  far  into 
the  past  for  many  the  graduation  thesis  used  to 
be  a  iamliai  feature.  .\s  a  rule  it  wo.<  profoundly 
di<::itiii-  aid  preternaturally  nisf.  Many  young 
people  crowded  into  their  essa'"",  more  wisdom 
thnn  tliej  were  ever  able  to  get  together  again  in 
one  pile  all  the  rest  of  their  lives.  They  were 
earnest,  honest,  noble,  and  it  is  a  pity  that  the 
authoi^>  ever  forgot  the  splendid  sentiments  they 
pronounced.    A  favorite  subject  was  this: 

"Beyond  the  .\lps  lies  Italy." 

It  was  a  pregnant  topic,  full  of  wholesome 
stimulus  to  effort.  It  was  crowded  with  the 
buoyancy  and  hopefulness  that  are  characteristic 
of  youth.  We  stood  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains. 
They  towered  awfully  above  our  heads.  The  climb 
was  steep  and  beset  with  perils.  Their  tops  were 
snow-capped,  their  sides  were  full  of  precipices 
and  chasms.  Danger  lurked  everywhere,  and  every 
step  was  an  effort,  but  an  effort  upward. 

But  what  cared  we  for  danger  or  toil?  We 
were  young,  we  were  hopeful,  and  though  the 
mountains  loomed  ruggedly  before  us,  beyond  them 
was  Italy,  land  of  flowers  and  fruits  and  golden 
promise.  .\s  soon  as  we  were  through  concen- 
trating the  tremend(5us  knowledge  we  had  gained 
into  those  graduating  papers,  we  would  take  up 
our  alpenstocks  and  buoyantly  mount  the  heights. 
Shortly  we  would  pass  over  them  and  triumphant- 
ly enter  into  the  joyous  land  that  lay  beyond. 

How  many  of  us  ever  regaled  ourselves  with 
the  flowers  and  fruits  of  Italy?  How  many  of 
us,  if  it  comes  to  that,  ever  reached  the  heights? 
Sad  to  think  of  are  the  scores  that  stopped  at  the 
bottom,  lost  their  ambitions,  and  repulsed  the 
tempting  of  the  glorious  lands  beyond  the  snow- 
capped peaks.  Others  marched  up  the  first  foot 
hills,  gallantly  enough,  and  stopped  at  the  first 
real  difficulty  in  the  road,  looked  back,  looked 
about,  and  then  when  they  looked  again  at  the 
towering  heights,  more  awful  than  ever  from  a 
closer  view,  their  hearts  grew  faint  and  they 
ceased  from  journeying. 

Still  others,  a  smaller  band,  scaled  higher  than 
these,  overcame  many  of  the  difficulties,  grew 
hardened  with  effort  and  strengthened  with  toil, 
and  then  slipped  into  precipices  of  temptation  and 
fell,  beaten,  to  the  bottom.  Some  nearly  reached 
the  top,  and  then,  their  strength  spent,  lay  down 
to  die.  Others,  a  pitiful  few  compared  with  the 
crowd  that  started,  mounted  bravely  to  the  sum- 
mit, paused  a  moment  to  wave  their  hands  to  those 
that  remained  behind,  and  then  passed  gaily  over 
into  the  unseen  delights  l)eyond. 

Those  of  us  still  toiling  up  the  heights  find  many 
discouragements,  and  are  often  tempted  to  forget 
the  struggle  and  to  lie  down  and  rest  in  some 
pleasant  valley  along  the  way.  We  find  that  the 
ranks  grow  thinner  and  the  way  steeper  as  we 
travel  upward.  As  we  grow  f)lder  our  steps  are 
heavier,  our  dependence  upon  our  alpenstock 
greater,  and  the  hope  that  sped  us  on  our  way 
fainter. 

Yet,  though  toil  and  trouble  may  sometimes 
blur  our  visions  of  the  promised  land,  and  dim 
the  vigor  of  our  ambition  to  attain  it,  it  is  still 
there,  waiting  for  us,  and  is  within  our  reach  if  we 
persist.  It  is  still  true  that  "bej'ond  the  Alps  lies 
Italy." 


THE  SENATE'S  POSITION. 

It  must  be  very  embarrassing  indeed  to  the 
Aldriches,  Elkinses  and  Keans  of  the  United 
States  senate  to  contemplate  the  practically  unani- 
mous vote  by  which  the  house  of  representatives 
passed  the  Hepburn  rate  regulation  bill.  It  was 
even  nearer  unanimous  than  had  been  expected. 
But  seven  congressmen  mustered  up  the  courage 
to  vote  against  the  measure,  and  all  of  these  were 
Republicans.  The  balance  of  the  Republicans  and 
all  of  the  Democrats  voted  for  the  bill,  and  it  goes 
now  to  the  senate  backed  by  the  house  and  by  the 
people  of  the  United  States. 

What  will   the   senate  do  with   it? 

It  can  be  depended  upon  at  the  start  that  '\t  will 
not  adopt  it  in  its  present  form  if  it  can  get  out 
of  it.  Last  time  it  had  a  somewhat  similar  con- 
diti(jn  confronting  it,  when  the  house  had  passed 
the  Ksch-Townsend  bill  by  a  large  majority,  if 
calmly  set  back  and  fussed  about  awhile,  atid  then 
adjourned  without  doing  anything  at  all.  It  can- 
not very  well  do  this  at  this  session,  since  there 
is  no  limit  to  the  session  as  there  was  last  titrie, 
and  there  is  no  reason  why  congress  should  not 
remain  in  session  until  next  December,  if  no 
action  is  taken  sooner. 

The  senate  is  on  trial,  and  the  issue  is  clear. 
The  Roosevelt  idea  of  rate  regulation,  shorn  of 
detail,  is  that  the  interstate  commerce  commission 
shall  hear  complaints  of  unjust  rates,  and  if  it  finds 
justice  in  the  complaints  it  shall  fix  maximum 
rates,  to  go  into  effect  in  thirty  days  and  remain 
effective  until  the  courts  decide  that  the  substituted 
rates  are  unfair.  This,  in  effect,  the  Hepburn  bill 
provides. 

It  is  what  the  people  want.  It  is  what  the 
president  wants.  It  is  what  the  railroads  do  not 
want,  and  therefore  it  is  what  the  senate  does  not 
wart  if  it  can  dodge  it. 

The  meat  of  the  whole  controversy,  no  matter 
hew  much  it  may  be  obscured  by  details,  is  wheth- 
er rate  adjustments  by  the  interstate  commerce  com- 
mission shall  become  effective  at  once,  or  whether 
the  railroads  shall  be  permitted  to  delay  them  by 


dragging  them  through  the  courts.  There  is  prob- 
ably no  longer  any  thought  of  opposing  a  rate 
regulation  bill,  and  the  fight  in  the  senate  will 
narrow  down  to  this  one  point.  The  railroads, 
through  their  senators,  will  seek  to  amend  the 
bill  so  as  to  postpone  the  execution  of  the  com- 
mission's orders  until  the  courts  have  passed  upon 
thein.  which  means  that  shippers  will  suffer  while 
the  railroads  exercise  their  well  known  ingenuity 
in  prolonging  litigation. 

The  progress,  or  lack  of  progress,  of  the  bill  in 
the  senate   will  be  watched   with   intense  interest.

WOMEN'S  CLUBS. 

It  has  come  to  be  the  habit  of  a  great  many 
men,  and  unfortunately  some  having  access  to  the 
public  prints,  to  joke  about  women's  organizations, 
to  belittle  their  purposes  and  discount  their  achieve- 
ments, and  to  ridicule  the  idea  of  women  taking 
an  active  part  in  the  world's  affairs. 

There  is  nothing  funny  about  the  jokes  made 
on  this  subject.  Neither  is  there  anything  logical, 
sensible  or  helpful  about  them.  It  is  true  that  a 
woman  who  neglects  her  household,  her  children 
and  her  husband  to  mix  up  with  public  affairs,  and 
who  spends  time  .sewing  for  the  naked  savages  of 
Borioboola  Gha,  after  the  fashion  of  Mrs.  Jellyby, 
while  her  children  go  buttonless  and  unkempt,  is 
deserving  of  harsh  remarks,  but  that  is  an  extreme 
form  that  is,  fortunately,  very  uncommon.  As  a 
rule  the  woman  who  interests  herself  in  the  affairs 
of  the  world  and  thereby  broadens  her  horizon  is 
a  better  woman  and  therefore  a  better  wife  and 
mother  for  it. 

Eliminating  such  unpleasant  exceptions  as  the 
few  Mrs.  Jellybys,  who  are  useful,  after  all,  in 
showing  their  sisters  the  result  of  carrying  the 
thing  too  far,  it  seems  fair  to  say  that  when  women 
take  an  intelligerrt  interest  in  public  matters,  and 
devote  a  sensible  portion  of  their  time  to  them, 
not  only  are  the  women  better  for  it  but  the  world 
benefits  also.  On  the  other  hand,  the  woman 
whose  life  is  confined,  by  her  own  desire  or  by  the 
will  of  a  tyrannical  husband,  within  the  four  walls 
of  a  home,  is  a  woman  doomed  to  a  narrow  life 
hedged  closely  about  by  a  crowding  horizon  beyond 
which  she  can  see  nothing.  Narrow  lives  make 
narrow  people,  and  anything  that  makes  for 
breadth  of  mind  should  be  encouraged. 

It  is  essential  for  the  mental  well-being  of  a 
woman,  as  well  as  for  her  physical  well-being,  that 
she  have  some  interests  beyond  the  threshold  of 
the  home.  These  home  interests  are  immensely 
important,  not  only  to  herself  and  to  those  about 
her  but  to  society  at  large,  but  the  woman's  world 
should  not  end  there.  Her  influence  in  the  home 
circle  will  be  gentler,  broader  and  more  potent  if  |  reform 
she  acquires  some  knowledge  of  and  interest  in  the 
broader  fields  without.  Always  remembering,  of 
course,  that  she  must  not  become  a  Mrs.  Jellyby, 
the  caricatured  type. 

The  field  for  women's  organizations  is  wide  and 
fertile.  They  may  simply  aim  toward  mutual  im- 
provements in  letters,  arts,  sciences  and  public  af- 
fairs, or  they  may  lead  to  active  efforts  for  the 
betterment  of  the  home,  the  community  and  the 
nation.  Tactfully  exercised,  their  influence  is  pow- 
erful and  always  good.  In  the  progress  that  has 
been  made  toward  creating  more  wholesome  and 
cheerful  surroundings  in  the  communities  of  this 
country,  the  women's  organizations  have  led.  They 
have,  in  fact,  initiated  most  such  enterprises,  and 
successfully  carried  them  out. 

Duluth  has  several  such  organizations,  and  they 
have  done  splendid  work  for  the  improvement  of 
the  city.  They  have  other  work  mapped  out  for 
the  future.  They  deserve  the  cooperation  of  every 
woman  in  Duluth  who  wishes  to  help  make  things 
better,  and  above  all  do  they  deserve  the  com- 
mendation and  support  of  the  men  of  the  city,  in 
every  worthy  enterprise  upon  which  they  may  em- 
bark. 


THE  BOY  OF  TODAY. 

There  has  been  a  great  awakening  of  the  public 
conscience  within  the  past  year  or  so,  and  the 
wave  of  reform  that  resulted  from  it  has  swept  into 
the  fields  of  politics,  business  and  eveti  society. 

The  principal  discovery  that  has  come  out  of  it 
is  that  the  whole  trouble  is  due  to  selfishness.  It 
has  been  the  unholy  scramble  for  dollars  growing 
out  of  the  enormous  expansion  of  business  and  in- 
dustry in  late  years  that  has  corrupted  business, 
politics  and  society. 

Men  have  made  enormous  fortunes,  and  made 
them  quickly  andapparently  with  ease.  The  spec- 
tacle has  been  too  much  for  many  men,  who  have 
sought  to  do  the  same  thing,  and  in  their  anxious 
endeavor  they  have  failed  to  be  particular  about 
their  methods  and  morals. 

It  is  a  pretty  pessimistic  view  of  it  that  will  lead 
to  the  conclusion  that  this  generation  is  beyond 
redemption,  and  that  selfishness  and  the  mistaken 
lust  for  mere  money  are  too  deeply  ingrained  to  be 
eradicated.  Few  people  will  go  that  far,  because 
the  prompt  response  of  the  public  conscience  to 
the  appeals  that  have  been  made  to  it  show  that  at 
heart  the  American  people  are  right,  as  they  al- 
ways were. 

But  the  fullest  results  of  the  reform  movement 
should  be  realized  from  the  generation  now  in  its 
boyhood.  "The  thoughts  of  youth  are  long,  long 
thoughts."  and  the  man  is  generally  formed  out  of 
the  impressions  gathered  by  the  boy.  The  genera- 
tion now  in  control  of  things  was  brought  up  in  an 
atmosphere  of  money-seeking,  when  on  every  hand 
the  man  that  was  pointed  out  as  a  model  to  his 
youthful  neighbors  was  a  man  who.se  success  had 
been  measured  in  dollars.  Often,  it  is  to  be  feared, 
the  fact  that  his  methods  of  working  had  violated 
most  of  the  rules  of  human  brotherhood  did  not 
interfere  with  the  admiration  that  was  felt  for  him, 
and  therefore  his  example  became  an  evil  influence 
among  the  young  people  who  were  besought  to  do 
as  he  had  done. 

The  boys  of  today,  however,  must  realize  that 
that  sort  of  thing  is  no  longer  popularly  admired. 
They  are  asking  "where  did  he  get  it?"  and  "how 
did  he  get  it?"  much  oftener  than  they  used  to,  and 
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they  are  beginning  to  admire  men  for  other  things  ! —

Representative  Nathan  ffale  of  Tennessee  hav- 
ing declared  that  he  will  resign  his  seat  in  congress 
because  the  civil  service  law  has  taken  away  all 
of  his  patronage,  the  Pittsburg  Dispatch  inquires 
what  congressmen  are  for,  anyway,  and  wonders 
whether  it  is  a  general  conception  that  the  princi- 
pal duty  of  a  national  lawmaker  is  to  get  fat  jobs 
for  his  constituents.

B.  Adams  of  Eau  Claire,  Wis.,  at  the  Mc- 
Kay. "They  say  that  in  Mexico,  South 
America,  Western  Asia,  Turkey,  Egypt, 
Kus^ia,  Italy,  Spain  and  a  few  other 
countries  tliat  nii^jht  lie  moTitioneJ,  botii 
sexes,  more  or  less,  from  chiklhood  to  old 
age,  smoke  cigarettes,  without  any  appar- 
ent injury. 

"There  may  be  isolated  cases  among 
them  of  injury  to  those  having  luns  trou- 
ble, l)Ut  there  is  no  general  disorder,  suc^l 
as  extreme  nervuusness,  insanity,  Im- 
paired vision,  memory  or  stunted  growtli 
that  is  notlceal>l'\  in  all  tlie  larger  cities 
vf  the  country  one  tlnds  certain  cUi.sses  of 
forcisners  smoking  cigarettes  almost  in- 
cessantly, and  while  I  admit  thai  most  of 
these  Indivlilual^  are  not  very  striking 
txami)les  of  hrillianey.  1  maintained  tha* 
they  ar."  just  as  iirisht  as  tliey  would  be 
If  they  didn't  smoke. 

"Several  years  ago  the  I.,ondon  Lancet, 
one  of  the  leading  medical  journals  of  the 
werld,  after  inve.stigation,  afiirmed  its 
belief  in  the  cigarette  being  th<'  least  In- 
jurious form  of  smokinK  and  the  pipe  the 
nuist  Injurious.  One  of  the  reasons  ad- 
v.'inced  in  support  of  this  theory  is  that 
the  cl^farette  burns  with  a  more  perfect 
or  comph  te  conil)ustlon.  and  consec^uent- 
Iv  most  of  the  nicotine  and  other  matter 
>,oes  into  the  air  and  less  Is  driven  back- 
ward  into  the   mouth   and  body. 

"L'nd -r  existlnj?  conditions  many  per- 
sons condemn  the  cigarette  merely  be- 
cause tliey  have  heard  others  do  so.  Thev 
condemn  it  witliout  any  real  knowledtfo 
as  to  whether  it  is  or  is  not  harmful. 
There  is  prevalent  on  this  subject  a  .sort 
ftf  moral  hysteria.  I  do  not  say  tin-  cigar- 
«tte  is  not  harmful,  nor  do  I  say  it  is.  I 
do  not  know.  Some  brands  of  cigarette.? 
may.  and  dotjbtless  do  contain  injurious 
chemicals.  Because  one  or  two  brands  are 
bad  is  no  reason  why  the  whole  lot  shouhl 
Ihj  condemned,  and  laws  prohibitmg  their 
j^ale   passtd. 

"But  (he  general  sentiment  and  l>elief  is 
that  clcrarcttes  are  harmful,  especially  to 
children  and  to  y<junp  men  who  have  not 
fully  matured.  I  d.Tim  that  any  kind  of 
smokini?  would  injure  children  and  im- 
i.iature  youths.  The  cigarette  is  picked 
out  particularly  for  abuse  heoause  it  so 
happens  that  thi  •!.•  yoking  fellows  general- 
ly start  their  smokint?  with  It.  If  they 
started  with  a  pipe  they  would  prol.ahly 
be  hurt  jvist  as  much.  I  Just  said  I  don't 
know  whether  cijrarettes  were  injurious 
«.r  not.  Xot  to  appear  to  be  making  con- 
i.-adictory  statements  I  will  sav  that  I 
think  they  are  not.  That,  of  course,  isn't 
expressing  any  knowledge  on  the  sub- 
ject."

"There  is  no  question  in  my  mind,  how- 
ever, that  through  the  use  of  cigarettes 
boys  are  Injured  i»liysieally  in  tlieir  grow- 
ing stage,  and  through  this  injury  their 
mental  and  moral  powers  are  afTected. 
The  (il>jectlt)nal)le  feature  about  ci.^arettes 
is  that  they  art?  so  cheap  a  nlekle  will 
buy  so  many  the  b<iy3  can  purchase  them 
when  they  would  not  tliluk  of  buyintf  a 
cigar.  But  iti  tlie  case  of  adults,  1  do  not 
believe  a  cigarette  made  of  good  tobacco 
causes  so  much  harm  to  a  man's  nerves 
as  a  heavy  ami  str<mK  lt)-cent  cigar.  It 
is  no  reason  because  children  smoke 
cigarettes  that  a  ban  should  be  placed 
upon  their  u.se  on  the  part  of  adults, 
while  the  sale  of  harmful  drugs  daily 
used  to  excess  is  allowed  to  go  right  on. 
.  "But  with  boys  It  Is  undoubtedly  a  hart 
[practice.  The  cigarette  smokiuK.  where 
iulialing  is  IndulKe^l  in.  causes  a  disor- 
dered nervous  system,  the  doctors  tell  us, 
where  youth  is  concerned,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  that  they  are  right.  The  moral 
sense  goes  to  pieces  with  the  breaking  of 
the    boy's   health."

Moderate  Temperature  in  Wheat  Section 
Causes  Weakness  in  Price. 

Chicago,  Feb.  10.— Prices  in  the  wheat 
market  here  were  inclined  to  be  weak 
early  In  tlie  day  btcause  of  reports  of 
moderate  temperature  in  the  winter 
wheat  section  and  a  sllKht  decline  at  Liv- 
erpool. Tile  buying  was  chiefly  by  com- 
mission houses,  but  offerings  were  not 
large.

The  corn  market  was  weak  because  of 
hea\y  receipts  and  weather  throughout 
the  corn  belt  which  was  considered  favor- 
able for  grading.  The  volume  of  business 
was  small.  May  was  off  at  the  opening 
>yic  to  '4c,  at  43*«'{jTbC.  Local  receipts  were 
3y(j   cars   with   25   of   contriict    grade. 

There  was  little  trading  at  any  time 
during  the  day  and  prices  fluctuated 
within  a  narrow  range.

Because  of  the  weakness  of  wheat  an 
easier  tone  prevailed  in  the  oats  market.

WILL  TRY  TO 

BE  SERIOUS 

Senate  Committee  Cen- 
sured for  Treating  Rate 
Bill  With  Levity. 

Washington,  Feb.  10.— With  all  sorts 
of  compromises  rumo.-ed  the  senate  com- 
mittee on  interstate  commerce  today  re- 
sumed consideration  of  railroad  rate  bills 
under  the  agreement  to  meet  daily  until 
Feb.  16,  when  a  vote  will  be  taken.  The 
rupture  in  the  committee  yesterday, 
causing  Senator  Clapp  to  withdraw  and 
Senators  Dolliver  and  Aldrich  to  indulge 
in  a  heated  controversy  over  the  char- 
acter of  the  amendments  offered,  was 
smoothed  over  temporarily  at  least.  Sen- 
ator Clapp,  however,  was  not  present  to- 
day. 

The  consideration  of  the  bill  yesterday 
was  confined  to  Section  1,  which  is  not 
the  rate-making  section.  Advocates  of 
the  bill  insist  that  the  provisions  over 
whicli  the  real  differences  arise  shall  be 
taken  up  seriously.  The  chief  variance 
concerns  the  court  features  and  involves 
tlie  right  of  the  rallnjads  to  hav<^  the 
rates  fixed  by  the  commi.>^sion  reviewed  by 
the  courts  before  they  become  operative. 

This  insistence  had  reference  to  the 
controversy  of  yesterday  when  Senator 
Dolliver  took  the  committee  to  task  for 
its   levity    in    considering   rate   legislation. 

Certain  opponents  of  ihe  house  bill,  who 
have  been  contending  for  a  specific  rec- 
ognition of  that  right,  have  suggested  an- 
other and  conceded  by  a  more  modei-ate 
amendment.  This  provides  that  courts 
may  determine  the  lawfulness  of  a  ratip 
fixed  by  the  commission,  which  would 
amount  to  a  test  proceeding  and  have  a 
bearing  on  all  subsequent  orders  of  the 
commission.  In  effect  this  would  mean 
that  after  the  constitutionality  of  the 
powers  given  the  commission  had  been  de- 
termined by  the  highest  court,  nothing 
would  stand  in  the  way  of  execution  of 
further  orders  issued  by  the  commission 
In  accordance  with  this  construction.  The 
railroads,  of  course,  would  have  the  right 
of  any  litigant  contest  orders  which  they 
believed  to  be  unjust,  but  this  would  not 
obstruct  the  continuance  of  the  orders  on 
any  ground  except  their  lawfulness. 
Courts  would  review  the  reasonableness 
of  rates  in  the  manner  pennitted  by  the 
liouse  bill. 

How  acceptable  this  proposed  amend- 
ment will  be  to  the  majority  Of  the  op- 
ponents of  the  bill  has  not  <5een  ascer- 
tained, but  Senator  Aldrich  is  said  to 
favor  :t.  It  is  a  compromise  only  in  that 
it  provides  for  the  determination  of  the 
constitutionality  of  the  bill  before  its  pro- 
visions are  enforced.  It  is  believed  gen- 
erally that  If  adopted  it  would  result  in 
the  greatest  legal  contest  in  the  history  of 
the  courts.

Although  tliere 
was  but  general  dlsous.sion  here  as  to 
who  might  be  given  full  authority  in 
football  coaching,  the  consensus  of 
opinion  is  that  Bemus  Pierce  the  war- 
horse  of  probably  more  gridiron  bat- 
tles than  any  other  man  in  the  coun- 
try, and  a  full-blooded  red.-*kln  him- 
self, siiould  be  the  man.  Pierce  is  a 
characteristic  type  of  Indian,  and  has 
enough  reserve  to  meet  all  emergen- 
cies. He  Is  a  strategist  of  undoubted 
strength  and  possesses  keen  under- 
standing etf  all  the  requirements  of 
modern  athletic  work.  His  experience 
in  athletics  has  carried  him  from 
ocean  to  ocean  and.  probably  more 
than  any  other  coach  in  the  country, 
he  Is  conversant  with  football  methods 
and  styles  of  play  in  every  section. 
Pierces  strong  point  w  ith  the  athletic 
committee,  which  is  now  deliberating 
on  a  policy,  is  that  while  he  Is  per- 
fectly impartial  in  his  judgment  he 
has  the  faculty  of  making  himself 
literally  beloved  by  all  of  his  asso- 
ciates, Indian  and  pale  face.  both.

MOST  POSITIVE  DENIAL- 

Carlisle  Indians  Have  Made  No  Overtures 
to  Hurry  Up  Yost 

Carlisle.  Pa..  Feb.  10. — A  most 
passive  denial  has  been  entered  by  the 
officials  who  have  charge  of  athletics 
at  the  Carlisle  Indian  school,  regard^ 
ing  the  rumors  lately  circulated 
through  the  press,  to  the  effect  that 
they  had  been  making  overtures  to 
hurry  up  Yost  of  Univej-slty  of  Michi- 
gan, with  a  view  to  securing  him  as 
head  coach  for  the  1906  redskin  foot- 
ball eleven.  While  the  Carlisle  offi- 
cials have  the  highest  respect  for  Mr. 
Yost's  attainments,  and  believe  that 
he  could  probably  do  marvels  with  the 
unusually  excellent  crowd  of  Indian 
athletes  who  will  be  here  next  season, 
they    are    on    the    point    of    definitely 


FOIL-STRIKE  RULE. 

Grirrith  Proposes    Change  in  Famous 
Baseball  Regulation. 

New  Ye)rk.  Feb.  10.— Clark  Griffith, 
who  Is  chairman  of  the  American 
league  rules  committee  as  well  as  man- 
ager of  the  Highlanders,  has  given  the 
subject  of  increased  batting  his  atten- 
tion, and  proposes  to  offer  an  amend- 
ment to  tine  foul-strike  rule  at  the 
joint  session  of  the  rules  committees 
of  both  leagues,  shortly  to  be  held  in 
this  city. 

Griffith  prefaces  his  position  toward 
the  foul-strike  rule  by  saying  that  he 
does  not  believe  that  it  should  be  abol- 
ished. He  tJninks,  however,  that  it  can 
be    modified    without    prejudice    to    the 

pitcher  and  in  such  a  manner  that  it 
will  give  batters,  especially  free  hit- 
ters, more  opportunities  to  bat  the  ball 
to  fair  ground. 

The  amendment  to  the  playing  rules, 
which  has  been  drawn  up  by  Unc  man- 
ager of  the  New  York  Americans,  reads 
as  follows: 

•"Any  batted  ball  that  drops  on  the 
fly  out  of  bounds,  into  or  over  any 
stand  or  fence  on  foul  ground  is  a  foul 
and  not  a  strike." 

In  explaining  his  theory  of  the  sug- 
gested change,  Griffith  says;  "It  is 
obvious  that  whenever  a  batted  ball 
drops  out  of  bounds  there  is  no  fielder 
who  has  an  opportunity  to  make  a 
play  on  it.  Therefore,  -.vhen  such  a  hit 
is  called  a  strike  the  batter  is  being 
penalized  for  a  play  which,  in  reality, 
is  not  a  part  of  the  game. 

"This  seems  to  me  to  be  an  injustice 
to  the  batter  and  a  gift  to  Une  pitcher. 
It  is  true  that  some  arbitrary  rules  are 
iieces.sary  in  baseball,  but  here  is  one 
instance  where  more  wisdom  might  be 
employed  to  the  general  good  of  the 
game. 

"If  the  amendment  proposed  by  me 
shall  be  adopted,  all  long  line  hits  which 
go  foul  into  the  bleachers,  or  over  the 
fence,  will  no  longer  be  called  strikes. 
All  balls  which  are  fouled  over  the 
grand  stand  will  no  longer  be  called 
strikes.  Here  are  two  classes  of  hits 
that  could  not  be  caught  without  the 
use  of  a  ladder  or  a  balloon,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  so  many  are  urg- 
ing that  the  percentage  of  base  hits  to 
a  game  be  Increased,  I  cannot  see 
where  there  would  be  any  harm  in  giv- 
ing batters  such  additional  chances  as 
might  arise  in  exempting  these  hits 
from  strikes."

ARE  TRYING  TO 
REFORM  GAME 

Rules  Committee  on  Foot- 
ball Hold  Meeting  in 
New  York. 

New  York,  Feb.  10. — The  number 
ot  downs  in  which  ten  yards  must  be 
gained  on  the  football  gridiron  and  a 
proposition  on  behalf  of  the  colleges 
composing  the  big  nine  in  the  Middle 
West  for  a  reconsideration  of  rules 
governing  formations  were  the  points 
of  discussion  scheduled  today  for  the 
consideration  of  the  national  inter- 
collegiate football  rules  committee  at 
Its  meeting  here.  This  is  the  commit- 
tee recently  appointed  to  reform  the 
game  of  football.  The  proposition  of 
the  Western  colleges  was  that  the 
rules  now  contemplated  will  greatly 
weaken  the  attack  of  football  elevens 
resulting,  when  teams  are  evenly 
matched,  in  a  large  number  of  tie 
games.

New  York,  Feb.  10.— A  letter  to  the 
Sun  from  Toula.  Russia,  says:  I  have 
had  a  talk  with  Tolstoi  regarding  his 
views  on  the  return  of  the  land  to 
the  peasants  as  the  only  possible  cure 
for  Russia's  misery. 

He  would  support  any  form  of  nation- 
alization which  "would  give  tlie  peasants 
a  true  hold  on  the  land  which  they 
work.  With  improved  methods  of  agri- 
culture there  is  plenty  of  land  to  main- 
tain an  immensely  increased  population. 

As  it  is,  less  than  a  third  of  the  cul- 
tivated land  is  held  by  peasants  or  com- 
munities, and  less  than  a  quarter  of 
the  cultivable  land  is  used  at  all.  The 
czar  should  at  once  return  the  land  to 
the  peasants  and  they,  with  their  long 
experience  of  a  commercial  system, 
could  do  very  well  without  a  further 
st.ite  assistance,  as  they  have  success- 
fully proved   in   their  Siberian   colonies. 

When  I  suggested  that  there  was  also 
a  town  question,  he  put  it  rather  easily 
aside.  "Towns  are  the  places  wliere 
m.inkind  has  begun  lo  rot,  and  unhap- 
pily the  rottenness  spreads.  The  mis- 
lake  of  the  liberal  politicians  in  the 
towns  is  that  they  are  always  aiming 
at  some  English  or  American  constitu- 
tion. But  those  constitutions  are  things 
of  the  past,  and  an  ideal  is  never  of  the 
past,  but  always  of  the  future.  For 
the  Russians  of  our  time  we  should 
aim   at   something   quite  different." 

Among  the  many  plans  of  work 
which,  as  he  says,  he  cannot  live  to  get 
through,  is  a  book  he  is  writing  now, 
to  be  called,  "The  End  of  an  Age.'"  "As 
you  grow  older."  he  said,  "day  follows 
day,  ai^  there  does  not  seem  much 
change,  till  suddenly  you  find  people 
speak   of   you   as   an   old    man. 

"It  is  the  same  with  an  age  in  his- 
tory; suddenly  it  becotnes  old  and  out 
of  date;  it  is  finished.  This  movement 
in  Russia  is  not  a  disturbance,  it  is  not 
even  a  revolution,  it  is  the  end  of  an 
age. 

"The  age  that  is  ending  is  the  age 
of  the  collection  of  small  states  under 
one  large  state — the  age  of  empires. 
There  is  no  true  community  between 
Russia,  Finland,  Poland,  the  Caucasus 
and  the  rest  of  tiiem.  Or  what  have 
Hungary  or  Styria  or  Bohemia  to  do 
with  Austria?  No  more  than  Canada, 
Australia,  Indian  and  Ireland  have  to 
do   with    England. 

"People  are  beginning  to  se,e  the  ab- 
surdity of  these  things,  and  in  the  end 
people  are  reasonable.  They  tell  me 
that  if  the  Russian  empire  ceased  to 
exist  the  Japanese  would  overrun  us. 
But  the  Japanese  ar«^ea.sonable  people, 
and  seeing  how  much  better  we  were 
without  an  empire  they  would  imitate 
our  example." 

The  whole  argument  was  magnificent, 
not  so  much  In  its  daring  as  in  Ita 
quiet  confldenue.

'  into  his  cottage.  The  man  was  rather 
I  above  the  ordinary  type,  l>eing  tall  and 
straight.  '  But  he  had  the  thoughtful  and 
quiet  look  of  the  avjrage  peasant,  as  well 
iLS  the  long  dark  hair  and  furry  appear- 
ance. 

His  wife  was  quite  the  usual  woma»— 
short,  ungraceful,  .and  possessing  no  vls- 
:ble  beauty,  except  perhaps  patience.  On 
the  faces  of  both  was  the  green  look  of 
hunger,  almost  mvariable  In  the  peasant* 
I   have  seen. 

The  house  door  opened  into  the  cattle 
shed,  where  a  sickly  cow  was-  dragging 
out  the  winter.  There  wa»  room  for  a 
horse,  but  they  had  been  obliged  to  sell 
the  horse  this  autumn  to  pay  the  taxes 
and  other  debts — debts,  I  supi>oso  to  the 
koulak  or  viliaee  usurer.  From  the 
koulak,  too,  I  siipi>oso,  he  would  get  the 
money  wiih  which  he  said  he  was  going 
lo  hire  a  horse  next  summer.  For  no 
peasant  can  get  tlirough  his  work  with- 
out  a.   hc»rse. 

A  wooden  partition  separated  the  cattle 
house  from  tlie  dwelling  room,  tiie  cot- 
tage being  designed  exactly  like  an  Irish 
cottage,  except  that  the  white  brick  con- 
struction of  the  stove  projected  on  both 
sides  of  the  partition,  tiius  warming  the 
cow  and  family  both.  As  everyone  knows, 
I  lie  p«asant's  stove  is  a  large  .'ind  wonder- 
ful edifice,  full  of  mysterious  holes  and 
caverns  for  cooking  and  baking,  and  even 
for  a   dry,    roasting   bath. 

Clo.se  beside  it  were  the  two  broad 
wooden  shelves  on  which  the  family  slept 
—the  parents  above,  the  five  children  un- 
derneath. There  was  no  l>edding  of  any 
kind,  except  one  worn  rug  or  shawl  on 
each  shelf. 

I'he  cl'.ildren  had  made  their  bare  bed 
into  their  day  nursery  as  well,  for  they 
were  all  seining  on  it  or  rolling  about, 
imagining  some  game,  I  think.  All 
were  bare-legged,  and  quite  naked  but 
for  loose  red  .shirts  reaching  lo  their 
knees.  I  suppose  they  went  out  some- 
timesi,  but  I  am  .sure  tliere  were  not 
enough  clothes  to  send  them  all  out  to- 
gether in  winter. 

The  rest  of  the  furniture  was  a  wooden 
chest  (which  was  the  seat  of  honor),  a 
short  l)encli,  a  table  and  a  small  wooden 
loom,  which  would  have  made  its  for- 
tune at  an  arts  and  crafts  exhibition. 
Both  the  man  and  the  woman  could 
weave,  and  they  were  making  yards  of 
coarse  stuff  dyed  with  red  madder,  ex- 
actly the  same  as  the  women  make  for 
their  petticoats  on  Achill   Island. 

No  doubt  the  loom  supplied  a  chief 
part  of  the  family's  income,  for  the  sale 
of  the  horse  probably  showed  they  could 
not  live  oflf  tlieir  land  and  pay  the  taxes. 
The  man  boasted  that  hi.s  bit  of  lajid  on 
which  he  grew  potatoes,  oats  and  rye, 
was  his  absolute  property,  and  when  I 
tried  to  ask  him  whether  the  village  com- 
munity did  not  redistribute  the  land  every 
few  years,  he  became  violent  and  showed 
no  interest  at  all  in  the  sociological  im- 
I  portance  of  the  Mir. 

I  dont  know  what  the  truth  of  it  was; 
he  may  have  lieen  only  Insisting  on  the 
Russian  peasant's  touching  failli  that  the 
land  is  the  natural  possession  of  the  man 
who  cultivates  it.  There  was  no  doul>t  he 
was  terribly  afraid  of  having  that  belief 
shaken  in  some  way. 

When  1  looked  at  him  and  his  wife  In 
their  clean  povertj-,  with  the  mark  of 
their  almost  passionate  labor  upon  them 
and  their  five  children  growing  up.  It  did 
seem  incredible  that  these  are  just  the 
people  who  are  publicly  stripped  and 
flogged  by  the  officials  and  village  police 
because  they  cannot  pay  their  taxes  for 
the  Japanese  war,  or  for  the  interest  on 
the  French  loans.

Young  Man  Caught  in 

Negaunee  Mine  and 

Fatally  Crushed. 

Negaunee— Peter  Rucinski,  a  young 
man  about  twenty-six  years  of  age 
and  of  Polish  descent,  was  caught  be- 
tween   a    motor    car    and    a    timber    in 

the  drift  through  which  the  car  was 
passing  at  the  Negaunee  mine  Thuis- 
day,  and  was  crushed  so  badly  that  he 
died  a  few  minutes  later.  The  unfor- 
tunate man  was  employed  as  coupler  on 
the  cars  hauled  out  to  the  siiaft  by 
the  motor.  The  accident  was  the  re- 
sult of  momentary  forgetfulness  on 
his  part  in  not  keeping  his  body  out 
of  the  way  while  the  car  was  passing 
through  a  part  of  the  drift  where  the 
timber  supports  projected  close  to  the 
track.  Rucinski  did  not  appear  to  be 
very  badly  hurt  when  picked  up  after 
the  accident,  and  after  he  was  tak»*n 
up  to  the  surface  he  walked  a.s  far 
as  the  dry  with  little  aslsstanco.  Then 
he  bogan  to  .•thow  signs  of  distress  and 
explr»(i  alnmst  instantly.

BIGELOW'S  SON 
GOT  THOUSANDS 

From  First  National  Bank 

of  Milwaukee  by 

Frauds  of  Goll. 

Milwaukee,  Feb.  10. — Gordon  Bigelow, 
son  of  Frank  G.  Bigelow,  defaulting 
president  of  the  First  National  bank  of 
this  city,  is  alleged,  in  an  indictment 
returned  against  Former  Assistant 
Cashier  Henry  G.  Goll,  by  the  federal 
grand  Jury  to  have  received  $100,000  of 
the  funds  alleged  to  have  been  em- 
bezzled by  Frank  G.  Bigelow  and  Goll. 

The  fifth  count  in  the  indictment  al- 
leges that  $20,000  was  fraudulently 
liansfened  to  Gordon  Bigelow  on  Dec. 
8,  1904.  The  sixth  count  charges  that 
on  the  same  day  Gordon  Bigelow  re- 
ceived $20,000  through  President  Bige- 
low, aided  and  abetted  by  Goll.  On 
Dec.  9,  1904,  $40,000  is  alleged  to  hava 
been  traiusforred  to  Gordon  Bigelov.- 
though  he  had  no  account  with  the 
bank,  and  that  on  Dec.  5,  1904,  Goll  is 
alleged  to  have  frauduently  trans- 
ferred $20,000  to  Gordon  Bigelow  for  his 
personal    use.

Shenango    Furnace    Company   Takes    the    Traders 

IW/ne— Heav/er  Production  by  Corrigan, 

McKinney  &  Co.  Expected. 


Iron  Mountain.   Mich..  Feb.  10.-(Special 
to  The  JItraUl.)-The  management  ot  the 
Traders'    mine    her  ,    which    for    several 
years   has   been   operated   by   the  Antolne 
Ore  company  as  a  subsidiary  organization 
to  tlie  Republic  Iron  &  Steel  company,  has 
bctn  taken  over  by  the  Shenango  furnace 
company,   which,  jointly  with  tlie  Repub- 
lie    corporatiim.    owns    the    stock    or    tno 
Ant.>ine  concern.     E.  W.  Hopkins,  general 
manager  of  the  mining  intensts  of  Ogle- 
bay.    Norton   &   Co.   in   the   Lake   Superior 
region,    succeeds    to    the    superlntendcncy, 
a  position   formerly  held  by  him  for  sev- 
eral   years,     when      the      Oglebay-Norton 
people    oporatt'd     the    Traders,     replacing 
W.    \V.    Watson,   who,   it  is  understood.  Is 
to  he  transferred  to  an  important  post  on 
the  Alcsaba  range.    The  new  management 
proposes    to    operate      the      Traders    full 
strength  tMs  season.    This  means  an  out- 
put of  2i>0,tio«:t  to  30it,000  tons  of  ore  and  the 
steady    employment    of    several    hundred 
men.       Many     substantial     improvements 
-will  bo  made.   Inc  hiding  the  erection  of  a 
larse  clianglng  house  for  the  miners  and 
the   construction   of   two  boarding  houses 
sufficient    to    accommodate    100    men.      A 
large    Gates    ore    crusher,    the    second    at 
the  mine,  capable  of  treating  8,000  tons  of 
ore  a  day,  is  being  Installed,  and  a  large 
double-drum   hoisting  plant    has   been  or- 
dered    and    will    be    received     before     the 
opening  of  the  season  of  navigation. 

Corrigan.  McKinney  &  Co.,  who  last 
year  mined  about  2,GiJ(i,iioO  tons  of  ore,  of 
which  Tod.WK)  was  from  the  Menominee 
and  th«  balance  from  the  Mesaba  range, 
will   produce  still  heavier  this  season.     A

Ishpemlng.  Mich.,  Feb.  10.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— M.  A.  Hanna  &  Co. 
of  Cleveland  have  leased  the  old  Amer- 
ican mine  at  Humboldt,  Marquette 
range,  and  operations  -will  be  resumed 
there  as  soon  aa  machinery  can  be  in- 
stalled and  the  workings  freed  of 
water.  Capt.  F.  Platto,  who  had  charge 
of  the  East  New  York  mine,  at  Ish- 
penung,  for  the  same  company,  will  be 
liic  superintendent.  The  hoisting  plant, 
air  compressor  and  pumps  formerly  in 
use  at  the  East  New  York,  which  sus- 
pended operations  last  year,  will  be 
transferred  to  the  Ameiican  at  once.

Reports  received  in  this  city  last 
week  from  the  Newhouse  Cactus  mines 
were  to  the  effect  that  a  most  signl- 
ficent  strike  had  been  made  on  the 
Cactus  property.  The  body  of  ore 
found  was  on  the  300-foot  level  in  a 
crosscut  that  has  been  extended  for-  a 
distance  of  sixty- five  feet.  At  the  point, 
broken  into  there  is  a  new  ledge,  differ- 
ent and  distinct  from  any  ever  encoun- 
tered In  the  Cactus,  and  If  It  makes  up 
as  it  should  from  present  indications 
the  Cactus  will  have  a  new  mine  of 
great  Importance.  A  very  high  per- 
centage of  Clipper  has  been  obtained 
from  this  new  ore. 


Blsbee,  Ariz.,  Feb.  10.— Most  satis- 
factory showings  were  made  by  the 
great  smelting  plants  in  Douglas  for 
the  month  of  January.  The  copper 
bullion  produced  was:  Copper  Queen, 
7,636.000  pounds:  Calumet  &  Arizona, 
4.969.968  pounds;  total,  12,605,968  pounds. 
At  the  Copper  Queen  the  output  for 
last  month  would  have  been  larger  had 
not  shortage  of  coke  compelled  shut- 
down of  a  couple  of  furnaces  for  sev- 
eral days.  The  Calumet  &  Arizona 
records  the  largest  output  in  Its  his- 
tory, the  amount  being  practically  5,- 
OOO.tKK)  pounds  of  copper.  The  large 
output  of  the  Calumet  &  Arizona  may 
be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the  grade 
of  ore  smelted  is  perhaps  the  highest 
now  uiiilergolng  treatnu-nt  in  the  ter- 
ritory, similar  in  character  to  the  rich 
oies  handled  by  the  Copper  Queen  dur- 
ing the  early  days  of  Its  production.

be  handled  were  It  not  for  the  unusual 
price  of  copper.  The  Queen  has  much 
ore  blocked  out  ot  excellent  grade,  but 
the  policy  seems  to  be  given  the  pre- 
ference during  the  present  condition  of 
high  price  for  the  metal. 

It  has  been  decided  by  the  Copper 
Queen  management  to  start  at  once 
on  the  work  of  erecting  two  more  blast 
furnaces,  of  equal  size  to  the  three  now 
ones  added  to  the  plant  last  year, 
which  has  a  capacity  each  of  400  tons. 
The  extension  ot  the  smelter  building 
made  last  year  ia  sufficient  to  accom- 
modate these  two  additional  furnaces 
and  they  are  to  be  hurried  to  com- 
pletion as  fast  a«  possible.  The  five 
original  furnaces  built  at  the  Queen 
smelter  are  all  to  be  remodeled  and  en- 
larged as  much  as  the  building  will  per- 
mit. They  will  not  be  quite  as  large  as 
the  new  ones  recently  erected,  but  they 
win  be  nearly  so. 

The   Calumet    &    Arizona   people   are 
also  pushing  the  "work  of  erecting  an 


additional  furnace  at  their  plant.  Just 
when  it  will  be  completed  cannot  be  de- 
finitely stated  now,  but  it  will  be  hur- 
ried forward  without  any  unnecessary 
delay.  Other  enlargements  are  ex- 
pected to  be  put  on  foot  at  the  Calu- 
met &  Arizona  before  the  end  of  the 
year,  as  the  mines  in  the  "Warren  dis- 
trict are  constantly  showing  Increas- 
ing quantities  of  ore.  The  work  on  the 
steel  trestle  at  the  Calumet  &  Arizona 
has  been  delayed  on  account  of  the 
non-arrival  of  necessai-y  material.

.  Oliver  shaft  is  shortly  to  have  the 
biggest  and  best  plant  that  Is  in  oper- 
ation in  a  mining  industry  in  the 
Southwest.

The  new  port  of  hailing  will  be  Grand 
Island,   Lake   Superior,    now   famous   aa 
the      Cleveland-Cliffs      company's      big 
game  preserve.    Grand  Island,  since  the 
passage  of  a  special   act  of  the  Michi- 
gan legislature,  is  now  an  incorporated 
township,  the  Cleveland-Cliffs  company 
owning     all     the    13,(ki0    acres     Included 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  island  ex- 
cept a  tract  of  eighty  acres  in  the  cen- 
ter.

was  a  close   personal   friend   of   Edwin 
Hulburt,  the  discoverer  of  the  famous 
Calumet    conglomerate    lode,    Is    nego- 
tiating for  the  purchase  of  the  proper- 
ties.   Mr.  Hague  is  a  strong  believer  in 
Mr.    Hulburt's    theories.      One    of    the 
leading   theories  advanced   by   the  pio- 
neer explorer  was  that  a  rich  cupper- 
bearlng    formation      lies      Immediately 
west  of  the  Eastern  sandstone,  and  it 
is  presumed   that   Mr.    Hague   contem- 
plates   working   upon    the   strength     of 
this  theory,  as  he  has  njt  been  in  the 
lake  district  for  many  years.

Empire  Will  Become  Active  Producer  This  Season. 


Ishpeming,  Mich.,  Feb.  10.— (Special 
to  Tlie  Herald.)— M.  A.  Hanna  &  Co. 
of  Cleveland  have  leased  the  old  Amer- 
ican mine  at  Humboldt,  Marquette 
range,  and  operations  will  be  resumed 
there  as  soon  as  machinery  can  be  in- 
stalled and  the  workings  freed  of 
water.  Capt.  F.  Platto,  who  had  charge 
of  the  East  New  York  mine,  at  Ish- 
peming, for  the  same  company,  will  be 
the  superintendent.  The  hoisting  plant, 
air  compressor  and  pumps  formerly  in 
use  at  the  East  New  York,  which  sus- 
pended operations  last  year,  will  be 
transferred  to  the  American  at  once. 
It  will  take  a  month  or  more,  however, 
to  got  the  machinery  in  position,  and 
several  weeks  more  will  be  required 
to  pump  out  the  mine.  Mining  work 
can  hardly  be  resumed  much  before 
the  opening  of  navigation.  It  is  nearly 
thirteen  years  since  tlie  American  sus- 
pended work,  and  there  is  not  a  piece 
of  timber  left  of  any  of  the  mine  build- 
ings, engine  house,  shops,  or  barn. 
every  structure  but  the  shafthouse 
having  been  torn  down  and  carted 
away,  presumably  by  people  in  the 
neighborhood  for  use  as  fuel.  New 
buildings  will  have  to  be  erected  in 
every  instance.

The  American  was  last  operated  by 
l«^hpeming  and  Wisconsin  men.  but  it 
was  opened  by  other  parties  under  the 
name  of  the  Sterling.  The  total  pro- 
duction of  the  property  was  113,000 
tons  The  trouble  with  the  American, 
as  with  most  of  the  other  mines  in  the 
Humboldt  district,  seems  to  have  been 
that  the  ore,  although  of  fair  grade, 
uas  lacking  in  quantity.

Duluth  Grain  Firm  Defeats  Farmer  Wlio 
Repudiated  Flax  Trade. 

At  this  monunt,  when  a  "farmers'  ex- 
change" is  making  a  campaign  against 
the  Duluth  board  of  trade  and  grain  men 
generally,  a  decision  in  a  case  in  which  a 
Duluth  grain  firm  ia  Involved  with  a 
North  Dakota  farmer  is  of  considerable 
Interest.  The  farmer  ordered  some  llax 
Bold  for  future  delivt-ry  and  when  the 
trado  went  against  him  <l'  tulted,  and 
then  In  response  to  the  suit  brought, 
claimed  it  was  a  gambling  transaction. 
A  dispatch  from  Grand  Forks  reports  the 
court's  decision  aaying:

Dayton,  Ohio,  Feb.  10.— Paul  Laurence 
Dunbar,  the  poet  of  the  negro  race, 
died  at  his  home  here  yesterday  after- 
noon of  consumption.  For  three  years 
he  had  been  seriously  ill  and  for  a  year 
rrltieally  111,  but  he  kept  at  his  work 
Intermittently  and  wrote  his  last  poem 
for  his  Christmas  book,  "Howdy  honey, 
howdy"  Just  before  Christmas. 


Although  Thomas  Johnson,  news  of 
whose  death  at  Denver  has  reached 
here,  had  hosts  of  friends  in  Duluth, 
none  of  them  Is  able  to  tell  much  about 
hlB  life  except  that  part  of  11  which 
was  spent  in  Duluth.  Careful  inyulry 
among  those  who  knew  him  best  failed 
to  reveal  any  definite  or  authentic  In- 
formation regarding  his  parents  or  his 
home. 

Ever  since  Johnson's  tragic  death  In 
Denver,  telegrams  have  been  received 
in  Duluth  from  the  Colorado  authori- 
ties, who  are  experiencing  diftlculty 
In  locating  the  dead  man's  relatives. 
It  is  said  that  a  man  who  was  probably 
as  close  to  Johnson  as  anyone  during 
his  stay  In  r>uluth,  and  who  is  likely  to 
be  in  possession  of  some  information 
concerning  his  parents  is  Peter  Berg, 
formerly  of  Duluth.  but  now  in  Port- 
land.   Or. 

For  three  months  a  year  ago, 
he  roomed  with  G.  G.  Hawley  at  117 
West  Second  street.  Mr.  Hawley  is 
employfd  at  the  Northern  Puciflc 
freight  depot  and  Johnson  was  well 
acquainted  with  many  young  men  work- 
ing  there. 

.All  of  them  declare  that  Johnson  was 
a  very  llk.ible  fellow  and  not  at  all  the 
sort  of  person  likely  to  pick  a  quarrel 
with  anyone.  He  received  high  wages 
as  a  dredge  engineer  and  was  quite 
saving.  During  the  summer  months  he 
usually  earned  about  J150  a  month  and 
board,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  season 
of  navigation  he  had  quite  a  'nrge  sum 
of  money.  He  invariably  carried  large 
sums  with  him. 

"Thomas  Johnson  was  a  man  of  about 
30  years,  light  and  of  Scandinavian  de- 
scent,' said  Mr.  Hawhy,  in  speaking 
of  his  friend's  sad  death  today.  "I 
rather  think  that  he  was  born  on  the 
other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber ol    the   Brotherhood  of   Engineers. 

"Although  he  roomed  with  me  for  three 
months  and  I  knew  him  very  will,  I  never 
learned  anything  about  his  past  life  or 
whether  his  parents  are  living.  While  a 
Jolly,  good-natured  fellow,  he  never  spoke 
of  his  former  asst)ciations  and,  of  course, 
I   never  inquired  about  them. 

"I  have  an  idea  that  he  formerly  lived 
at  Spooner  or  Prairie  du  Chien,  Wis.,  but 
that  Is  largely  supposition.  He  left  uu- 
luth  for  the  last  time  the  last  part  of  De- 
cember and  went  to  the  Twin  Cities.  Lat- 
er, he  went  to  Mclntyre,  Iowa,  and  it  is 
possible  that  he  has  relatives  living  there, 
although  he  never  said  so.  I  last  heard 
from  him  at  Mclntyre  and  I  did  not  know 
that  he  was  in  Denver  until  I  received 
word  last  night  that  he  had  been  killed 
there. 

"I  cannot  Imagine  how  an  affair  of  that 
kind  should  have  occurred.  While  he  was 
big  and  powerful,  he  was  the  personifi- 
cation of  good  nature.  He  was  about  6 
fe«t  tall  and  was  built  in  proportion. 
When  he  gripped  your  hand,  he  made  you 
wince.  It  Is  probable  that  he  had  a  large 
sum  of  money  with  him  when  ho  was 
killed  as  he  was  quite  saving  and  liad  al- 
ways made  gf>od  wages.  His  habltB  were 
of  the  very  best. 
"When   he  left   Duluth,   he  naJd  that   h« 


all  of  the  musical  centers  and  before 
the  crowned  heads  a"nd  winning  tre- 
mendous praise.  She  was  decorated 
by  Queen  Victoi-ta  with  the  Victoria 
star,  and  has  played  with  Padeiewski 
and   many   other  notables.

]  prano  of  rare  ability.  She  completely 
'  captivated  New  York  critics  a  short 
time  ago  when  she  took  the  place  of 
another  singer  on  a  program  with  but 
an  hour's  notice,  and  acquitted  herself 
nobly.

GRIEVANCES  OF 
TRAVELING  MEN 

St.  Paul,  Feb,  10, —  (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — A  big  delegation  from  the 
United  Commercial  Travelers'  a.«socia- 
tion  met  with  the  railway  and  ware- 
house, commission  today  and  aired 
their  grievances,  regarding  the  refusal 
of  some  of  the  roads  to  accept  inter- 
changeable mileage. 

The  roads  involved  are  the  Great 
Northern,  Northern  Pacific,  and  Soo 
and  the  contention  of  the  traveling 
men  was  that  while  the  mileage  books 
were  accepted  by  these  companies  at 
competitive  points  they  had  to  pay 
extra  fares  when  covering  territory 
where   the   roads  were  supreme. 

The  traveling  men  declare  this  to 
be  an  injustice  and  rank  discrimina- 
tion and  asked  for  relief.  The  matter 
was  taken  under  consideration. 

Several  members  of  the  Western 
Passenger  association  under  whose 
authority  the  mileage  books  are  is.sued 
were  in  attendance  and  the  travelers 
took  advantage  of  their  presence  to 
call  attention  to  the  practice  of  tieing 
up  $19.50  of  their  money  on  each  mile- 
age book,  which  the  roads  later  re- 
bated. They  wanted  a  flat  rate  and 
a  book  that  any  person  could  use  with- 
out a  rebate.  It  was  calculated  that 
the  railroads  have  $3,000  of  the  travel- 
ing men's  money  tied  up  in  these  re- 
bates. 

The  traveling  men  stated  that  they 
would  prefer  a  5.000-mile  book  with- 
out anv  rebate.  The  as.soclation  prom- 
ised to"  take  the  grievances  in  this  re- 
spect under  consideration.

to  study  and  solve  their  problems  with 
them.  The  parsonage  was  now  a 
swarming  hive  of  Industry  and  life. 
The  very  attic  and  every  shed  and  the 
little  shop  in  the  yard  by  the  old  canal 
and  the  old  barn  burst  with  activities. 
Meanwhile  the  old  ijroken  down  Uni- 
tarian meeting  house  was  assuming 
fresh  color,  too,  and  felt  again  the 
trafnp  of  young  feet. 

"The  one  farm  has  multiplied  into 
four,  with  more  than  a  hundred  acres 
of  land.  The  old  houses  are  gradually 
being  fitted  Into  'settlement  homes, 
with  ample  firesides  and  many  books, 
the  particular  joy  of  a  remote  country 
house  in  winter.  Delightful  work 
rooms  for  looms,  dye  houses,  laborator- 
ies, etc.,  have  been  planned  out  and 
partly  materialized.  We  are  studying 
modern  conveniences  applicable  to 
country  houses  and  work." 

This  in  part  explains  the  New 
Clalrvaux  movement.  Mrs.  Washburn 
is  Intensely  interested  in  the  movement 
and  feels  that  It  is  an  eminently  prac- 
ticable one  that  If  furthered  by  the 
Minnesota  Federation  would  do  incal- 
culable good  in  the  country  districts  of 
Minnesota.  Although  the  value  of  lit- 
erary study  will  never  be  lost  sight  of 
in  the  federation  work,  this  study  Is  a 
thing  which  the  Individual  club  can 
carry  on  very  well  l)y  itself  with 
occassional  councils,  but  the  work 
which  the  federation  alms  to  do  is  one 
that  needs  the  united  efforts  and  good 
will  of  the  women  of  the  state.  Th<i 
doing  of  simple  things,  the  bringing  of 
.<<i  cial  settlement  ideas  to  the  country, 
will  have  a  tendency  to  start  the  fiow 
of  people  from  the  city  to  the  country, 
and  make  the  home  their  a  true  abid- 
ing place. 

Mrs.  Washburn,  who  has  of  all  things 
a  clear  view  of  tht-  practical  value  of 
things  is  very  enthusiastic  over  the 
project  and  feels  that  if  the  movement 
was  started,  the  introducing  of  arts 
and  crafts  into  country  settlements 
would  work  to  the  large  benefit  of  tht* 
state.  The  l>eginnlngs  might  he  very 
simple  but  there  are  starting  points 
and  available  teachers  In  most  unex- 
pected places.  Many  women  who 
W(juld  be  entirely  unsuspected  of  such 
Ir.struction  have  had  early  training  in 
weaving  of  rags,  mayhap,  or  some 
equally  practical  art  which  can  be  con- 
vert'Hi  into  a  m<>ans  of  livelihood  by 
the  production  of  very  beautiful  things. 

If  the  movement  is  to  be  taken  up  l)y 
th<'  federation,  the  art  and  civics  com- 
mittees must  take  the  matter  up  and 
report  favoi-ably  upon  It  at  the  feder- 
ation meeting.  The  idea  is  a  new  one 
In  this  state  and  the  first  thought  of  It 
for  many  people  will  be  brought  Mon- 
day evening  by  Mr.  Pres.sey.  The  local 
club  women  who  are  interested  in  the 
federation  work  and  who  see  the  im- 
mense i)osslblllties  if  the  federation 
should  take  up  the  work  are  watching 
with  eagerness  the  impression  Mr. 
Pressey's  message  will  leave  upon  Du- 
luth people.

As  the  Lenten  quiet  comes  nearer  we 
plan  a  few  last  meals  for  friends  and 
among  them  nothing  could  be  more  In 
keeping  than  this  simple  yet  dainty 
luncheon.  It  is  suitable  for  a  half 
dozen  or  more  friends  and,  when  so 
desired,  can  be  made  decidedly  formal 
by  adding  decorations  and  having  more 

attendants.     At  the  same   time   it  can 
be  so  worked  out  by  a  capable  house- 
wife that  there  is  but  little  left  to  be 
done  at  the  Fast  moment  "by  the  maid 
who  must  also  act  as  waitress. 
Bouillon. 
Creamed   Fish   in    Ramekins   or 
Paper   Cases. 
Breaded   Chicken.         Bechamel    Sauce. 

Panned    Mushrooms. 
.Shrimp  Salad.  Toasted  Crackers. 

Nutted  Whipped  Cream. 

Macaroons.  Fancy  Cakes. 

Coffee. 

In  buying  meat  for  clear  soups  it 
must  be  kept  in  mind  that  such  meat 
must  be  lean  without  bone  as  the  lime 
contained  In  the  latter  would  cloud 
the  soup  and,  with  a  sharp  knife  cut 
it  as  fine  as  possible;  or.  what  is  bet- 
ter yet,  run  it  through  the  food  chop 
per,  using  the  coarse  knife.  Put  it  in 
an  enameled  saucepan  with  three  pints 
of  cold  water,  and  a  small  bay  leaf,  two 
sprigs  of  parsley,  one  sliced  onion  and 
two  stallcs  of  celery  cut  fine.  Cover 
closely,  and  heat  very  slowlj'  then  sim- 
mer for  three  hours.  Strain  and  set 
aside  until  next  morning,  then  skim 
off  every  particle  of  grease.  Season 
to  taste  with  salt  and  p -pper  and  color 
with  culinary  bouquet  or  caramel. 
Beat  the  white  of  an  egg  with  a  half 
cupful  of  the  soup,  add  the  crushed 
shell  and  stir  into  the  bouillon.  Heat, 
stirring  constantly  until  it  reaches  the 
boiling  point,  tlien  boll  slowiy  without 
stirring  for  ten  minutes.  Set  aside  un- 
disturbed for  another  ten  minutes  then 
strain  without  pressure  through  two 
thicknesses  of  wetted  cheese  cloth.  It 
Is  now  ready  to  be  reheated  just  be- 
fore the  meal. 

At  this  season  the  best  firm  fleshed 
fish  in  the  market  is  halibut.  Wash 
and  wipe  a  two  pound  slice,  lay  In  a 
saucepan  with  a  stalk  of  celery,  a  slice 
of  onion,  a  teaspoonful  of  salt;  cover 
with  boiling  water  and  simmer  gently 
until  the  fiesh  draws  awaj'  from  the 
bones.  Let  cook  In  the  water  then 
drain  and  break  In  fiakes  with  a  silver 
fork.  In  a  saucepan  nielt  and  mix 
together  one  tablespoonful  of  butter 
and  one  tablespoonful  and  a  half  of 
Hour;  gradually  add  one  cupful  of  hot 
milk,  stirring  until  smooth  and  quite 
thick.  .Season  with  .salt,  pepper,  i'lvr- 
drops  of  onion  juice  and  a  teasptwnful 
of  lemon  juice.  Add  the  fiaked  fish  and 
keep  hot  over  water  for  at  least  ten 
minutes,  by  which  time  the  fish  will 
be  heated  through.  Fill  the  hot  rame- 
kin dishes  or  heavy  paper  ca-ses  and 
spiinklo  the  top  of  each  with  paprika. 

Young  chickens  should  be  selected 
for  the  main  dish  and  two  will  be  none 
too  many  for  six  persons.  Disjoint  and 
clean  as  for  a  fricassee.  Place  In  a 
s*aucepan.  the  backs,  necks  and  wings 
at  the  bottom;  add  a  teaspoonful  of 
salt  and  sutticient  boiling  water  to  half 
cover,  simmer  until  the  meat  is  very 
tender.  When  done  set  away,  still 
closely  covered,  in  a  cold  pl.ace  until 
chilled,  then  from  all  the  best  pieces 
carefully  remove  the  skin.  In  a  saucir 
break  an  egg.  add  a  teaspoonful  of 
warm  water  and  l>eat  with  a  fork  only 
just  enough  to  mix.  <  >n  a  plate  have  at 
least  a  pint  of  fine  dry  crumb.s— It  is 
always  best  to  have  an  abundance  that 
the  covering  may  be  even  and  perfect.

Dip  each  piece  iii|the  egg  then  roll  in 
the  crumbs.  Do  ''*<)t'x)ile  them  on  one 
another,  but  sprem  oq  a  platter.  This 
^may  be  done  ea^  W  the  day.  Just 
before  the  meal  dl«lnii  ready  a  deep 
saucepan  or  kettle^  ^alf  filled  with 
smoking  hot  fat.  AVire  basket  makes 
frying  easier,  but  iA.^pot  Indispensable. 
Immerse  two  pieces  at  a  time  in  the  fat 
and  when  colored  a  rich  golden  brown 
lift  out  and  drain  on  soft  paper.  Keep 
the  fat  over  the  hpttest  part  of  the 
tire,  and  if  necessary  reheat  when  halt 
of  the  pieces  have  been  cooked,  keep 
ing  the  first  lot  warm  by  laying  on  a 
papered  pan  in  the  open  oven.  Dish  on 
a  hot  platter,  garnishing  with  olives 
and  triangles  of  toasted  bread, 

Tlie  sauce,  which  Is  sent  in  separate 
1.  is  delightful.  M«lt  two  tablebpoon- 
fuls  of  butter  in  a  saucepan  without 
brownlju  Stir  into  it  two  tablespoon- 
fuls  of  flour.  When  mixed,  add  giad- 
ually  one  cupful  of  hot  chicken  stock 
(the  liquor  In  which  the  chicken  was 
cooked);  when  smooth  and  very  thick, 
add  one  cupful  of  hot  cream.  .Sea-son 
to  taste  and  simmer  for  five  minuted, 
then  .set  for  half  a  minute  before  add- 
ing the  well-beaten  yolks  of  two  eggs. 
Stir  rapidly  and  serve  at  once. 

A  half  pound  of  fresh  mushrooms 
will  make  a  delightful  accompaniment 
to  the  chicken.  Cut  off  the  stalks,  dis- 
card the  root  ends,  skin  and  cut  them 
fine.  Peel  the  caps  and  rinse  quickly 
In  cold  water,  then  cut  each  Into 
quarters  or  eighths,  according  to  sii.e. 
In  a  saucepan  melt  two  large  table- 
spoons of  butter,  add  a  pincli  of  dalt, 
a  dash  of  white  pepper  and  the  mush- 
rooms. Cover  and  stand  over  the  side 
of  the  fire.  Shake  frequently, 
they  will  lake  up  the  butter, 
they  heat,  will  give  out  some 
juice.  At  this  stage,  draw-

Coal  Dock  Extension 

in  Superior. 

Franknian  Brcs.  &  Morris  of  St.  Paul 
have  been  awarded  the  contract  for  the 
construction  of  an  addition  to  the  North- 
western Fuel  company's  dock,  at  the  foot 
of  Winter  street,  Superior,  to  cost  about 
$tj;X),OlK>.  The  St.  Paul  contractors  are  to 
do  all  the  crib  work  and  have  the  super- 
structure ready  for  the  installation  of  new 
machinery. 

The  present  dock  is  1,20<)  feet  long  by  600 
feet  wide  and  its  capacity  Is  estimated  at 
4ix».000  tons.  The  addition  is  expected  to 
bring  the  total  capacity  up  to  nearly  1,- 
OOO.i>W    tons. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  improvement 
will  be  the  dredging  of  a  slip  no  that  boats 
may  be  unloaded  on  both  sides  of  the 
dock  at  the  same  time,  thertbv  saving  a 
great  deal  of  time  during  the  rush  season 
when  the  vesselnien  are  anxious  to  get 
their  boats  unloaded  and  on  the  way  down 
the    lakes    for   anothei    cargo.

In  buying  meat  for  clear  soups  it 
must  be  kept  in  mind  that  such  meat 
must  be  lean  without  bone  as  the  lime 
contained  In  the  latter  would  cloud 
the  soup  and.  with  a  sharp  knife  cut 
it  as  line  as  possii)Ie;  or,  what  is  bet- 
ter yet,  run  it  through  the  food  chi>p 
per,  using  the  coarso  knife.  Put  It  in 
an  enainelt'd  saucepan  with  three  pints 
ol  cold  water,  and  a  small  bay  leaf,  two 
sprigs  of  parsley,  one  sliced  onion  and 
two  stalks  of  celery  cut  fine.  Cover 
closely,  and  heat  very  slowly  then  sim- 
mer for  three  hours.  Strain  and  si-t 
aside  until  next  morning,  then  skim 
off  every  particle  of  grease.  Season 
to  taste  with  .salt  and  p.-pper  and  color 
with  culinary  bounti^-t  or  caramel. 
Beat  the  white  of  an  egg  with  a  half 
cupful  of  the  soup,  add  the  crushed 
shell  and  stir  into  the  bouillon.  Heat. 
stirring  constantly  until  it  reaches  the 
boiling  poitit,  thoti  boll  slowly  without 
stirring  for  ten  minutes.  Set  aside  un- 
disturbed for  another  ten  minutes  then 
strain  without  pressure  through  two 
thicknesses  of  wetted  cheese  cloth,  it 
is  now  ready  to  be  reheated  Just  be- 
fore the  meal. 

At  this  season  the  best  firm  fleshed 
fish  in  the  market  is  halibut.  Wash 
and  wipe  a  two  pound  sllcu,  lay  In  a 
saucepan  with  a  stalk  of  ceh-ry.  a  slice 
of  onion,  a  teaspoonful  of  salt;  cover 
with  boiling  water  and  simmer  gently 
until  the  flesh  draws  away  from  the 
l)ones.  Let  cook  In  the  water  then 
drain  and  hreak  In  flakes  with  a  sliver 
fork.  In  a  saucepan  melt  and  mix 
togfthor  one  tablespoonful  of  butter 
and  one  tabl»-spoonful  and  a  half  of 
flour;  gradually  add  one  cupful  of  hot 
milk,  stirring  until  sm<x>tli  and  quite 
thick.  .Si-asoii  with  ,salt,  ptpper,  liv^- 
drops  of  onion  juice  and  a  teasjxtonful 
of  lomon  juice.  Add  the  flaked  fish  and 
kocp  hot  over  water  for  at  least  ten 
minutes,  by  which  time  the  fish  will 
be  heated  through.  Fill  the  hot  rame- 
kin dishes  or  heavy  i>aper  cases  and 
sprinkle  the  t<^p  of  each  with  paprika. 

Young  chickens  should  be  .selected 
for  the  main  dish  and  two  will  be  none 
too  many  for  six  persons.  Disjoint  and 
clean  as  for  a  f ricasst  e.  Place  In  a 
.saucepan,  the  backs,  necks  and  wings 
at  the  bottom;  add  a  teaspoonful  of 
.salt  and  suttldent  boiling  watf  r  to  half 
cover,  simmer  until  the  meat  Is  very 
tender.  When  done  set  away,  still 
closely  covered,  in  a  cold  place  until 
chilled,  then  from  all  the  best  fiieces 
carefully  remove  the  skin.  In  a  saucer 
break  an  egg,  add  a  teaspoonful  of 
warm  water  and  boat  with  a  fork  onlv 
just  enough  to  mix.  <  )n  a  plate  havr>  at 
least  a  pint  of  fine  dry  crumb.s — It  Is 
always  best  to  have  an  abundance  that 
the  covering  may  be  even  and  perfect.

Dip  each  piece  ii»|tlie  egg  then  roll  in 
the  crumbs.  Do  Jot  pile  them  on  one 
, another,  but  spreml  on  a  platter.  This 
may  be  done  early  i4  the  day.  Just 
before  the  meal  .liav«^  i-eady  a  deep 
saucepan  or  kettle  half  filled  with 
smoking  hot  fat.  A  wire  basket  makes 
frj'lng  easier,  but  is  not  lndlspen.sable. 
immerse  two  pieces  at  a  time  in  the  fat 
and  when  colored  a  rich  golden  brown 
lift  out  and  drain  on  soft  paper.  Keep 
the  fat  over  the  hottest  part  of  the 
lire,  and  if  necessary  reheat  when  half 
of  the  pieces  have  been  cooked,  keep 
ing  the  first  lot  warm  by  laying  on  a 
papered  pan  in  the  open  oven.  Dish  on 
a  hot  platter,  garnishing  with  olives 
and  triangles  of  toa.'^ted  bread. 

The  sauce,  which  is  sent  in  separate 
1,  is  delightful.  Molt  two  tablespoon- 
fuls  of  butter  in  a  saucepan  without 
brownifv^  .Stir  Into  It  two  tablespoon- 
fuls  of  flour.  When  mixed,  add  giad- 
ually  one  cupful  of  hot  chicken  stock 
(the  liquor  In  which  the  chicken  was 
cooked);  when  smooth  and  very  thick, 
add  one  cupful  of  hot  cream.  .-Reason 
to  taste  and  simmer  for  five  minutes, 
then  .set  for  half  a  minute  before  add- 
ing the  well-beaten  yolks  of  two  eggs. 
Stir  rapidly  and  serve  at  once. 

A  half  pound  of  fresh  mushrooms 
will  make  a  delightful  accompaniment 
to  the  chicken.  Cut  off  the  stalks,  dis- 
card the  root  ends,  skin  and  cut  them 
line.  Peel  the  caps  and  rinse  quickly 
In  cold  water,  then  cut  each  Into 
quarters  or  eighths,  according  to  sli,e. 
In  a  saucepan  melt  two  large  tauie- 
spoons  of  butter,  add  a  pincli  of  salt, 
a  dash  of  white  i>opper  and  the  musii- 
roonis.  Cover  and  stand  over  the  side 
of  the  fire.  Shake  frequently.  At  first 
they  will  take  up  the  butter,  then,  us 
they  heat,  will  give  out  .some  of  their 
juice.  At  this  stage,  draw  slightly 
forward  and  cook  slowly  for  ten  min- 
utes or  until  tender.  Dredge  with  a 
teaspoonful  of  flour,  add  slov.  ly  a  half 
cupful  of  cream,  and  simmer  five  min- 
utes longer.  .Serve  in  a  deep  dish, 
sprinkling  with  a  very  little  chopped 
parsley. 

For  tho  .shrimp  .salad,  open  a  can  of 
shrimps,    turn    out.    drain      and      rinse 
them    thoroughly    In    cold    water,    tiun 
lot   stand   f<jr  an   hour  to  aerate.     Mix 
with   a   French   dressing  and   set   away 
for   an   hour   or   tw<).      In   a   bowl   drop 
the    yolk    of   an    egg,    add    a    dash     of 
I  cayenne    and    gradually    stir    In    lemon 
I  juice     until  the  egg  Is  ulte  thick.     Now 
j  add  olive  oil,  a  little  at  a  time,  stirring 
I  steadily,    and    always    the    same    direc- 
tion.    When  Very  thick,  thin  with  lemon 
juice    and    alternate    in    this    way    uniil 
'a  cupful  of  oil  has  been  used  and  the 
mayonnaise  is  thick  and  jelly-like.  Cut 
the    shrimps    In    half-inch    pieces,    mix 
with  an  etiual  (luantity  of  cut  celery  and 
arrange    in    lottuce    cui)s   on    individual 
plates.     Serve   with   Philadelphia  cream 
chee.se.    Bar   Le   Due   jolly   and   toasted 
crackers. 

To  a  pint  and  a  half  of  very  heavy 
cream  add  a  half  cupful  of  silled 
powdered  sugar,  four  tablospoonftils  of 
sherry,  one  tal)lospoonful  of  vanilla,  a 
teaspoonful  of  granulated  gelatine  in 
two  tablespoonfuls  of  cold  water  and 
dissolve  over  h<»t  water  and  sufflcleiit 
fruit  red  color  paste  to  give  a  pretty 
pink  tinge.  .Stand  in  a  cold  place  un- 
til sllglitly  thickened,  then  whif>  to  a 
firm  froth.  Heap  in  ln<lividual  glasio.^. 
Blanch  a  half  cupful  of  almonds, 
spread  on  a  pad  and  place  lu  a  slow- 
oven  until  crisp  and  %M'11  browned,  then 
choi»  Very  fine.  Sprinkle  these  over 
the  top  of  each  gla.ss  just  bcfoie 
luncheon  is  served.

To  be  poor  on  $25,000  a  year  is  not  an 
unknown  condition  In  New  York.  Pov- 
erty is  as  relative  as  many  other  condi- 
tions, but  I  had  studied  so  diligently  at 
one  extreme  of  tlic  social  scale  as  almost 
to  lose  sight  of  the  other  as  a  subject  of 
•ocltloglcal    interest. 

Borne  few  years  apo  my  studies  made  me 
fanuiiar  with  conditions  under  which  it 
\s  ac«  eiittil  as  a  matter  of  course  that  a 
family  is  well-to-do  in  the  world  if  after 
paying  for  tlie  smallest  cjuantlty  of  the 
p<)<>r<  tit  lood  upon  wliich  life  can  be  sus- 
Btained  and  meeting  a  monthly  rent  bill 
of  $&  enough  more  is  earned  to  furnish  tlie 
luxury  of  sufficient  coal  comfortably  to 
warm  one  room  of  a  two-room  tenement. 
In  the  civil  district  courts  of  Manhattan- 
whore  I  learned,  by  the  way.  tluit  tliere 
have  been  more  evictions  in  New  York  in 
a  single  month  than  in  all  Ireland  in  a 
year— It  was  made  evident  that  starvation 
la  seldom  a  direct  cause  of  deatii  among 
the  poor  ■){  New  York,  thoUKli  insufficient 
and  improper  nourishment  is  a  contribut- 
ing cause  in  a  percentage  of  cases  so 
large  that  I  would  not  dare  print  my  own 
estimate  lest  the  Podsnaps  arise  as  one 
man  and  call  me  a  false  witness  because 
the  fact  would  be  too  disagreeable. 

And,  to  be  sure,  why  write  about  dls- 
agrt table  subjects?  It  has  been  already 
Intimated  that  the  present  purpose  is  to 
Chat  about  persons  with  $J5,(niO  a  year  who 
are  considered  poor,  and  that  Mr.  Podsnap 
really  is  more  whimsical  than  distressing. 
Let  me  tirst  tell  a  short  family  history, 
changing  names  of  persons  .ind  places  ol 
course,  for  otherwise  the  real  persons 
might  be  rtoognized.  and  that  would 
never  do.  A  few  years  ago  there  died  ii 
New  York  a  man  of  the  name— well  say 
— of  Porter.  His  heirs  were  his  widow, 
their  son  and  another  son  by  a  former 
wife.  This  eldtst  son  iniierited  from  his 
mother— the  tirst  Mrs.  Porter— sonuthing 
like  |2m,000  a  year,  and  receives  from  his 
father's  estatf  $5,0<X»,  as  also  does  llie  wi- 
dow's son.  Hut  that's  all  the  sicond  son 
hcis,  or  will  have  until  tlie  death  of  his 
mother,  to  whom  the  estate  pays  sotne- 
thing  like  $,{ii.t)oy  a  year,  which  goes  to  the 
sons   at    her   death. 

That  the  income  of  the  younger  son— a 
mere  lad  of  30— is  but  So.ixm,  everyone 
knows  wl»o  knows  him  well,  for  he  la- 
ments his  stark  poverty  In  a  way 
which  affects  to  t.ars  or  laughter.  That 
he  has  never  thought  of  Increasing  his 
Income  is  not  surprising.  His  fatlier  in- 
herited the  Porter  fortune  carefully  in- 
vested, and  was  nt  ver  in  business,  and  liis 
grandfather  merely  wound  up  a  business 
lo  wliich  he  fell  heir.  So,  with  no  inherit- 
ed or  natural  aptitude  for  buimss,  the 
young  man  does  as  his  half  brotlitr  does- 
manages  as  well  as  lie  can  on  his  meagri' 
Bhare  of  wealth,  and  piously  tries  lo  look 
elncere  when  he  wislies  his  mother  .good 
health. 

To  come  to  the  poor  fellow  on  twenty- 
five  thousand  n  year;  he  is  a  man  of  43 
or  41,  manitd  to  a  woman  who  l)rought 
him  nothing  but  an  excellent  family  con- 
nection. Tliey  have  two  daughters  over 
whose  ages  it  is  futile  to  ponder;  one  has 
been  out  three  years,  the  other  was  for- 
mally introdu«ed  to  her  destined  social 
set  within  the  s«{u<t>n  recently  endt  d.  In 
a  clul)  to  which  we  both  belong  I  some- 
times ineet  the  younger  son,  and.  speak- 
ing of  this  social  dibut  of  his  niece,  and 
referring  to  his  brother,  he  sighed:  "Poor 
Phil!  With  two  daughters  to  dress  I'll  bo 
hanged  if  I  can  make  out  what  h*  "11  do. 
Until  now  it  lias  l)etn  necessary  merely  to 
keep  the  kids  in  school  and  outing  clothes. 
Kow— party  gowns,  street  gowns,  carrhige 
Ko%vns,  house  gowns.  Whew!  The  poor 
Fellow   will    nevt-r  be  able   to  do   it.       Ile'd

"Then  they  must  go  to  afternoon  con- 
certs,   to    dances,    dinners,    the    opera;

It  j 
must    be    done    just    right,    though,    or 
not   at   all. 

"Phil's  city  home  is  below  Fourteenth 
street,  off  the  avenue.

You  could  start  fe>r  California  or  Flori- 
da tomorrow  and  not  feel  like  a  des<  rt- 
er  in  the  face  of  the  enemy:  but  Mary 
and  I  must  keep  the  fight  up  until 
we've  won— or  are  knocked  out.  I  saw 
mother  the  other  day— she's  looking 
quite  well." 

"No  wonder  he  envies  me,  for  I  have  no 
front  to  make.  I'm  known  as  one  who 
must  be  allowed  the  privileges  of  pe)ver- 
ty.  I  am  allowed  to  repay  a  week-end  at 
a  country  house  by  sending  my  hostess  a 

firoper  note  of  thanks  and  a  bunch  of  vio- 
els.     I  make  no  pretence;  but  Phil  has  to 


live  like  a  man  of  comfortable  means— 
that  is,  with  the  appearances  of  such  a 
man— and  is  obliged  to  do  it  on  only  JliS,- 
Otm  a  vear.    Poor  fellow!" 

I  asked  my  friend  to  give  me  an  esti- 
mate of  the  numiier  of  families  living  in 
New  York  on  1:^,000  a  year.  This  was 
after  I  had  tried  to  get  that  information 
from  several  other  sources.  At  the  offices 
of  the  departments  having  lo  do  with 
taxes  they  told  me  they  frequently  hud 
re-quests  for  just  such  information,  but 
Were  unable  to  supply  it.  The  reason  was 
that  the  data  from  which  they  would 
have  to  work  out  such  a  sum  was  faulty. 
A  man  might  pay  taxes  which  would  sug- 
gest that  ho  was  laboring  under  the  dis- 
advantages of  an  income  of  $:i5,000  a  year, 
when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  he  was  paying 
on  unimproved  real  estate  which  was  a 
source  of  expense,  not  of  profit  to  him. 
On  the  other  hand,  a  taxpayer  has  been 
known  to  do  such  fine  and  scientific 
swearing  off  that  he  appeared  to  be  a 
man  starving  along  on  a  mere  ten  or 
twenty-  thousand  a  year,  while  in  truth 
he  wiLS  managing  very  comfortably  on 
fifty  thousand.  "1  can't  do  that  sum"  was 
the  invariable  answer  of  the  tax  experts 
to   mv   request   for  exact    information. 

But  my  informant  already  quoted  had  a 
scheme  t.v  which  the  matter  could  be  illu- 
minated  if    one   would   lake    the   time   and 
exercise  necessary  to  count  the  number  of 
;  a   certain   kind    of    residences    and    apart- 
i  meut     houses    in     New     York.      Said     he: 
"Every    home    in   New    York    that    cost    a 
hundred  thousand  dollars— house  and  lot— 
'  is  occupied  by  a  family  that  spends  twen- 
■  ty-five  thoeisand  dollars  or   more  a  year. 
Every  apartment  that  rents  for  five  thou- 
sand or  more  is  occupied  by  people  living 
on  a  like  scale." 

I     In  other  words,   there  are  thousands  of 
'  families    in    New    York   living    in    a   social 
I  moderation  which  tapers  off  into  obscuri- 
ty and  are  yet  spending  twenty-five  thou- 
sand   a   year    oa   their   modest    living   ex- 
penses. 

But  there  is  a  class  in  New  York  whose 
members  spend  a  quarter  of  a  million  a 
year  on  living  and  entertaining  expenses. 
What  their  chief  expenditures  are  I  shall 
consider  in  a  later  chat.

THE  U.  S.  COULD 
SETTLE  TROUBLE 

Between    Powers    Over 

Morocco  by  Agreeing  to 

Maintain  Order. 

London,  Feb.  10.— The  .Statist,  one  of 
the  leading  financial  weeklies  of  Great 
Britain,  deals  this  week  with  the  Alge- 
ciras  conference  in  a  long  leader.  The 
article  predicts  a  failure  to  reach  a 
conclusion  satisfactory  to  France,  and 
consequently  continued  uneasiness  in 
the  commercial  world,  while  at  the 
same  time  the  writer  believes  that  war 
will  not  result.  The  point  of  the  Stat- 
ist's conclusion  is  that  President 
Hoosevell  alone  can  solve  the  situation, 
"just  as  he  alone  was  able  to  bring 
about  peace  between  Russia  and 
Japan." 

The  Statist,  after  dealing  with  the 
crux  of  the  situation,  namely,  the  po- 
licing of  Morocco,  upholds  France's 
right  to  demand  that  she  should  be 
given  power  to  maintain  order,  and  to 
maintain  a  police  force.  The  paper 
does  not  believe,  from  present  indica- 
tions, that  Germany  will  yield  the 
point,  that  country  preferring  to 
humiliate  France  with  the  result  of 
tying  up  for  an  indefinite  period  the 
immense  sums  of  money  now  held  in- 
active in  France.  ""The  small  powers," 
says  the  article,  "are  afraid  to  meddle 
between  Germany  and  France,  and 
England  cannot  do  anything  that 
would  seem  contrary  either  to  the 
spirit  or  the  letter  of  the  Anglo- 
French  agreement.  Russia  has  too 
much  to  do  at  home,  and  Austro-Hun- 
gary  is  too  much  distracted.  There  re- 
mains, then,  only  the  United  States. 
If  the  United  States  is  willing  lo  under- 
take the  policing  of  Morocco,  every- 
body will  hail  with  joy  her  readiness 
to  assume  an  unpleasant  responsibility 
for  the  sake  of  preserving  the  peace  of 
the  world.  Nobody  would  attempt  to 
dictate  to  the  United  States,  yet  every- 
body knows  that  the  United  States  is 
impartial,  and  by  undertaking  the  po- 
licing would  not  entangle  herself  in 
treaties,  would  not  incur  any  danger, 
and  would  not  impose  upon  herself 
any  gratuitous  expense.  In  return,  she 
would  sweep  away  the  danger  of  war 
between  two  great  European  nations— 
a  war  which,  if  it  broke  out,  would  in 
all  probability  spread,  and  ultimately 
become  worldwide.  We  trust  that  for 
the  sake  of  maintaining  the  world's 
peace,  the  United  States  will,  in  this 
case,  willingly  depart  from  its  settled 
policy." 


San  Francisco,  Feb.  10.— Can  it  be 
that  the  pugilists  at  large  are  fighting 
shy  of  San  Francisco's  new  boxing 
trust?  "Perish  the  thought,"  said  Ed- 
mund M.  Graney,  who  is  now  both  a 
promoter  and  a  referee,  but  the  fact 
remains  that  while  we  are  drawing  the 
words  the  fag  end  of  the  first  week  in 
February  no  match  had  yet  been  ar- 
ranged for  the  shortest  month  in  the 
year. 

Worse  than  that.  Some  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  inatciiniaking  band  are  act- 
ing as  though  the  scarcity  of  attrac- 
tions concerns  them  but  little.  Morris 
Levy  is  in  Los  Angeles,  w  here,  accord- 
ing to  the  byst  iuiormation,  he  is  try- 
ing to  gain  a  foothold  as  a  handler  of 
ring  events,  and  Jimmy  Coflroth  is 
taking  things  easy  for  a  few  days  at 
Byron  Hot  Springs. 

The  strange  thing  about  Collroth's 
flitting  is  that  he  packed  his  suit  case 
and  boarded  the  train  the  day  it  was 
definitely  announced  that  Jimmy  Britt 
had  declined  to  box  Eddie  Hanlon.

widely  known.  Dresser  first  made  a  name 
as  an  actor  depending  upon  his  enormous 
size  for  a  part  of  his  ability  as  a  fun- 
maker.  He  played  the  opposite  John  to  J. 
C.  Stewart  In  "The  Two  Johns"  for  many 
seasons.  In  recent  years  he  has  devoted 
all  his  time  to  writing  songs.  One  of  his 
earliest  successes  was  "On  the  Banks  ot 
the  Wabash."  which  made  his  name  and 
fortune.  Dresser  was  well  known  in 
Cincinnati,  and  quite  an  admirer  of  the 
late  Harry  ^^'eldon,  whose  office  in  the 
Enijuirer  was  his  favorite  haunt  during 
his  stay  in  that  city.  It  was  in  these 
offices  that  the  big,  good-natured  song 
writer  used  to  try  his  material  on  the 
public  during  his  early  days  as  a  song 
wi'iter.  He  would  sketch  out  his  words 
and  hum  them  to  the  tune  lie  had  in 
mind,  and  ask  for  a  veidict  from  his  few 
intimates  who  might  be  sitting  around. 
"On  the  Banks  of  the  Wabash  "  and  "The 
Blue  and  the  Gray"  were  among  the  songs 
that  he  tried  out  in  this  way.  in  the  list 
of  songs  that  Dresser  wrote  are  some  of 
the  genuine  popular  hits  of  their  tim>', 
including  "'My  Gal  Sal'and  'Mister  Volun- 
teer," a  song  that  enjoyed  a  wonderful 
run  immediately  following  the  close  of 
the  Spanish  American  war. 

Dresser  weighed  in  the  neighborhood  of 
3i>J  pounds,  but,  despite  his  size,  was  un- 
usually active.  He  was  connected  at  dif- 
ferent times  with  the  music  publishing 
firms  of  Howley,  Haviland  Jsi  Dresser  and 
Howley  &  Dresser,  later  organizing  the 
Paul  Dresser  Music  Publishing  companj 
in  New  York,  which  he  was  conducting 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  passed  away 
at  the  liome  of  his  sisters  in  New  Yorlv, 
one  of  whom.  Louise  Dressei'.  is  well 
known  on  the  vaudeville  stage,  liaving  in- 
troduced a  number  of  her  brothers  song 
hits.

Noteworthy  Short  Plays  at  Actors'  Fund  Matinee- 
lack  Barrymore's  Luncheon  Spoiled 
Sister  Ethel's  Best  Speech. 


New  York,  Feb.  10. — Twelve  young 
•Women  to  make  a  trout  row  in  "Alex- 
icana"  W"ere  adverti.sed  tor  In  the 
new.spapers.  and  the  .specification  was 
that  liiey  must  be  superlatively  beauti- 
ful. A.s  the  call  was  placed  under 
•"Aniu.semenls.""  not  ""Help  Wanted." 
nor  even  ""personal."'  it  was  construed 
to  be  meant  to  bring  good  lookers  into 
the  auditorium  rather  than  what 
sliowmen  call  good  lookers  on  the 
stage.  The  special  reason  for  play- 
ing that  trick  was  that  "Mexicana" 
would  have  to  get  along  without 
blondes,  all  its  giils  being  Mexican 
senorilas  or  squaws.  Faces  that  are 
olive  or  reddish  and  overhung  with 
black  hah",  niu.st  be  i>ositlvely  beauti- 
ful il  they  are  to  seem  more  than 
merely  pretty  on  the  stage.  Did  you 
ever  see  a  chorus  of  toddling  Japanese 
maidens  in  "The  Mikado"  that  was 
seductive".'  I  don't  believe  that  any 
api>itcant  was  accepted  for  "Mexi- 
cana" at  the  150  per  week  offered. 
Instead  of  the  customary  $15.  for  tho 
accepted  dozen  are  not  more  beauti- 
ful than  tlie  rest  of  the  fifty  at  any- 
thing like  the  ratio  of  fifty  to  fifteen. 
However,  they  are  fine  examples  of 
fulvou.s-hued  beauty  and  a  welcome 
change  from  light  pink,  white  and 
yellow  bleaching  and  painting  that 
we   are   accustomed    to.

Maybe  the  reader  wants  to  ask  If 
there  isn't  in  all  the  Broadway  thea- 
ters a  salient  subject  of  more  drama- 
tic Import  than  the  beauty  of  some 
ahowj?lrls.  Further  along  I  will  tell 
you  about  four  ni»teworthy  short  plays 
at  the  Actors"  Fund  matinee,  but  the 
only  full  length  one  Is  thl.s  comic 
opera.  Clara  Driscoll,  who  wrote  it, 
Is  a  Texan  who  sp^-nds  portions  of  her 
winters  in  New  York.  She  had  seen 
the  plctures({ueness  of  Mexican  life; 
uldo  the  sore  need  of  novelty  In  musi- 
cal plays,  so  she  undertook  li>  put  Into 
"Mexicana"  the  qualities  that  had 
characterized  her  novelette.s.  She 
-shows  to  us  at  the  beginning  a  mar- 
ket place  in  a  Mexican  village,  all 
alive  wilh  venders  and  buyers  of 
flowers  and  pottery,  pulque  and  to- 
bacco, all  sons  of  Country  produce. 
The  villagers  are  In  gay  Spanish  ap- 
parel, the  Indians  In  their  native  at- 
tire, all  lndi>lent  with  the  Mexican 
lazy  siiirit  of  manana.  This  action  Is 
started  wilh  a  showinesa  tiiat  means 
something  in  |>articular.  and  It  is 
ended  <tulte  as  admirably  with  the 
songs  and  dances  of  fiesta  in  a  garden 
of  tropical   plants.

Tho  understanding  is  that  Miss 
Drl.scoll  capltali/.id  her  play,  and  at  a 
heavy  outlay,  for  no  stage  mounting 
this  .season  has  been  more  carefully 
correct,  regardle.ss  of  cost.  Yet  " Mex- 
icana."_  with  all  its  originality  of 
achome",  has  boon  conventionalized  very 
damagingly.  Robert  B.  Smith,  one  of 
tlnise  Smiths  who  grind  out  extrava- 
ganzas by  turning  the  crank  of  a  ma- 
chine, has  written  into  Miss  Drlscoil's 
llberctlo  a  Wall  street  speculator,  who 
goes  to  Mexico  to  look  after  a  mining 
project,  loses  his  last  dollar  in  It.  is 
forced  to  imi>ersonala  a  bandit  leader 
of  an  Insurrection  and  has  the  same 
kind  of  ill  luck  that  has  befallen  Am- 
erican comedians  In  foreign  countries 
ever  since  Francis  Wilson,  Jan\es  T. 
Powers,  Frank  Daniels  and  Jefferson 
DeAngells  began  to  make  audiences 
laugh.  In  thl.s  case,  Thomas  CI.  Sea- 
brook  is  the  misadventurer,  the  onl/ 
character  in  the  play  not  native  Mexi- 
can, and  all  the  more  inconeruous  be- 
cause he  jokes  about  New  Y'ork  affairs 
in  the  bri*ad  brogut>  of  an  Irishman, 
wearing  Donegal  whiskers.  Raymond 
Hubbcl  has  mad'"  the  music  with  a  ^  cry 
ijlight  regard  for  the  Mexican  nature 
of  the  sul^jcct.  and  most  of  tho  tune.-^. 
like  the  verses,  "are  native  here  (in  the 
Tender  loin)  and  to  the  manner  born." 
I  am  not  saying  that  the  work  of  Smith 
and  Hubboil  is  of  Itself  bad,  or  that 
'"Mexicana"   could    live   without    It;    yet

City— stage  name  Rahjaka  and  right 
from  Hindustan — hired  for  ""Mexicana"' 
to  vivify  the  lethargy  of  the  Mexicans. 
instead  of  that  familiarly  cake-waiky 
little  Imp,  Blanche  Deyo?  I  think  of 
Ruth  because  last  .Sunday  night  a  thou- 
sand i>er.sons  wont  to  see  her  dance. 
and  didn't  .see  her,  because  It  was 
feared  that  the  police  might  b.>  incited 
by  her  iH:rformance  to  encore  the  Sab- 
bat harian  law.  But  she  had  danced 
at  a  private  entertainment  given  by 
Mrs.  Hamilton  Fish,  and  subsequently 
I  had  .seen  her  exi>loit  In  Rowland  Hln- 
ton's  studio.  Ruth  dresses  for  a 
Buddhist  worshiper;  that  Is.  she  wears 
nothing  else  in  sight  than  a  scant  and 
sleeveless  Jacket  that  reaches  but  a 
little  below  her  waist  and  a  gauze 
skirt  that  begins  at  her  hips  anil  stops 
at  her  ankles — when  she  Isn't  whirling 
It  after  the  fashion  of  tho  dervish 
dancers.  The  section  of  Ruth's  body 
constituting  her  waist  Is  bare— not 
falsely  with  pink  webV)lng,  but  really 
with  skin  tinted  tawny.  So  are  her  fet't 
and  ankles;  also,  as  revealed  when  she 
whirls  her  skirt  out  high  and  wide,  hor 
legs  are  nude  to  somewhere  above  the 
knees.  Now,  if  Ruth  had  been  uncov- 
ered In  "Mexicana"  like  that,  but  in 
the  guise  of  some  Aztec  princess  in  a 
rite  of  sun  worship.  Miss  Drlscol 
couldn't  have  complained  of  her — at 
least,  not  for  destroying  the  atmos- 
phere of  the  play,  and  I  guess  tho  au- 
diences wouldn't  denounce  the  nudity 
of  art  in  a  way  to  depreciate  the  box 
office  receipts.  As  it  is.  Ruth  haa 
probably  gone  to  waste  for  stage  pur- 
poses.

Onco  a  year,  and  for  one  afternoon, 
Daniel  Frohman.  president  of  the  Act- 
ors' fund,  brings  the  warring  theatrical 
managers  together  for  charity's  sake. 
This  season's  matinee  was  remarkable, 
not  only  for  the  celebrity  of  the  per- 
formers, but  also  for  the  new  matter 
Which  some  of  them  introduced.     And 


a  tricky  connection  was  made  T»t ween 
two  short  plays  which  Margaret  llling- 
ton  and  Blanche  Bates  use<i.  The 
woman  whom  Miss  lllington  personat- 
ed in  ""A  Maker  of  Men."  written  by 
Alfred  Sutro,  was  a  young  wife,  and 
so  was  the  woman  whom  Miss  Bates 
personated  in  "M^  Aunt's  Advice,"  re- 
written by  David  Belasco.  Miss  llling- 
ton has  more  of  fresh,  wholesome, 
vital  beauty.  I  think,  than  almost  any 
other  conspicuous  American  actress. 
Miss  Bates  never  looks  the  same  to  me 
in  any  two  pictures  or  plays — she  has 
the  mimetic  ability  to  change  her  ap- 
pearance with  her  purpose,  and  this 
time  she  chose  to  resemble  Miss  ll- 
lington in  coiffure,  gown,  manner,  even 
in  facial  expression.  She  isat  as 
handsome  as  the  other,  but  a  more  ver- 
satile player,  and  the  likeness  was  so 
close  that  a  man  who  hadn't  seen 
either  before,  and  didn't 
names  in  the  program, 
thought  that  one  actress 
the  two  wives.

Sutro's  wife  had  a  husband  who  was 
awaiting,  in  their  humble  home,  a  let- 
ter which  would  tell  whether  he  was 
to  be  promoted  to  be  the  manager  of 
a  bank,  which  would  lift  the  famllj 
from  mere  comfort  to  a  considerable 
luxury,  or  remain  hopelessly  a  clerk.

semblance to  the  other  actress,  he  said. 
""Ciood  afternoon.  Mrs.  lllington."'  and 
then  confu.sedly  corrected  hl.s — well,  let 
it  go  for  a  blunder.  But  If  it  was  a 
trick  it  was  a  winning  one,  for  it 
marked  the  sequence  of  wives  and 
made  the  audience  laugh.  The  second 
wife,  though,  had  a  loss  ethical  lesson 
to  learn  and  teach;  which  was  that.  If 
you  hate  your  husband's  chum,  and 
desire  to  got  him  out  of  the  house,  the 
best  way  Isn't  tho  one  your  aunt  ad- 
vises, if  she  tells  you  to  pretend  love 
for  the  chum,  so  that  your  husband 
will  become  jealous  and  turn  him  out. 
This  was  a  hilarious  farce.

A  third  play  at  this  matinee 
produced  by  Ethel  Barrymore, 
whom  Richard  Harding  Davis 
written  it.  The  title.  "Ml.ss  Civiliza- 
tion." Indicated  a  problem  piece,  and 
so  It  was,  for  It  presented  In  a  way — 
but  dliln't  answer — one  of  civilization's 
questions:  How  does  one  pretty  girl 
charm  men  out  of  their  wits,  and  make 
them  all  the  kinds  of  fools  that  she 
cares  to,  while  none  of  the  next  hun- 
dred equally  pretty  girls  can  do  If.' 
The  public  pictures  don't  let  us  forget 
that  Ethel  Is  an  example  of  the  type 
of  beauty  just  now  fiushlonably  ap- 
proved, and  when  we  see  her  on  the 
stage  we  have  to  admit  that  they 
haven't  flattered  while  exploiting  her; 
but  why  she  Is  peculiarly  Irresistible  I 
would  like  to  find  out.  I  will  grant 
yiiu  that  my  fingers  on  one  hand  are 
enough  to  count  the  American  actress- 
es as  perfectly  Glb.sonesque  as  she,  If 
you  will  grant  me  that  I  could  go  over 
both  hands'  fingers  and  both  feet's 
toes  without  enumerating  all  who  are 
as,  or  more,  accomplished  In  their  art 
than  this  natural  born  si)ellbinder.

When  Clyde  Filch  made  Ethel  a 
jollier  of  press  reporters  in  "Captain 
Jinks"  I  thought  that  her  personality 
couldn't  be  staged  more  aptly,  but 
Richard  Harding  Davis  goes  cleverly 
further  In  "Miss  Civilization"  by  mak- 
ing her  a  josher  of  burglars.  This 
short  play  Is  a  comedy  written  In  the 
way  ">f  the  Davis  stories — with  a  sane 
pen  dipped  in  crazy  Ink. 

"Don't  make  a  noI.se."  says  Ethel  to 
three  burglars  who  have  broken  Into 
a  country  house  at  night;  "my  mother 
is  sick  abed  and  she  mustn't  be 
alarmed.  You  see.  mother  is  not 
strong — like  I  am." 

There,  you  perceive,  we  get  the  girl's 
unconscious  assertion  of  loving  cour- 
age, followed  by  the  joke  of  her  re- 
ceiving the  ruffians  politely.  as 
though  she  had  no  reason  to  be  afraid 
of  them.  The  room  Is  dark,  but  even 
those  unfamiliar  with  Ethel's  voice 
recognize  It,  for  Elsie  Janls  has  just 
mimicked  It;  so  wo  at  once  identify 
the  girl  who  Is  very  dimly  disclosed. 
We  +ioar  her  call  up  the  crew  of  a 
freight  train  over  a  'phone,  tell  them 
that  robbers  are  breaking  in.  ordering 
them  to  cut  loose  their  locomotive  and 
come  ti)  her  rescue,  and  adding  calmly 
that,  as  her  father  Is  president  of  the 
railway  company,  they'll  lose  their 
Jobs  If  they  don't  hustle.  Yet  there  l.s 
the  chance  that  they  will  arrive  too 
late,  and  we  would  be  Interested  In 
that  uncertainty  but  for  another  one 
that  presents  Itself.  Ethel  has  come 
directly  from  her  bedroom  to  the 
dining  room,  and  shall  we  see  her  in 
a  night  gown  when  the  lights  are 
turned  tip"?  Of  c<iur.se,  we  might  know 
that  such  a  self-possessed  girl  wouldn't 
come  downstairs  to  meet  even  bur- 
glars without  throwing  on  a  pegnolr, 
or  a  kimono,  or  a  something  or  other.

their  methods  mould  be  of  Belp  to  Others-tenor  and 
I  Soprano  Illustrate  Row  not  to  grow  Old. 
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Now  York,  Feb.  10.— When  each  looic 
of  the  prima  donna's  wig  has  been 
adjusted,  the  last  fold  of  her  costume 
placed  in  position,  the  final  tint  of 
color  added  and  the  work  of  the  tire- 
woman completed  an  alert,  keen-eyed 
man  rucps  In  to  her  dressing  room  and 
adds  the  touch  which  completes  her 
preparation  for  her  part. 

No  word  Is  spoken.  Quickly  adjust- 
ing a  little  mirror  anchored  in  a  shin- 
ing silver  band,  in  such  a  way  that 
each  part  of  the  singer's  mouth  and 
throat  Is  retlected  in  it,  the  specialist 
sprays  the  vocal  cords  and  the  ad- 
jacent parts  with  an  oil  so  delicate 
that  It  has  neither  taste  nor  smell  nor 
feteinlng   substance. 

He  then  goes  to  the  dressing  room 
of  the  leading  tenor  and  performs  a 
like  service.  Afterward  he  or  one  of 
his  colleagues  usually  lubricates  the 
throats  of  those  who  have  roles  of  less 
Importance.  When  this  Is  done,  and 
not  till  then,  the  curtain  goes  up  and 
the  opera  begins. 

When  all  the  singers  are  ready  for 
the  stage  the  specialist  takes  a  place 
In  the  audience,  which  is  invariably 
reserved  for  him.  With  keen  attention 
h.-  follows  each  note.  Is  there  a  ten- 
dency to  Hat,  a  little  hoarseness,  any- 
thing Indicating  that  all  Is  not  as  11 
should  be  with  the  vocal  organ  of 
which  he  has  charge,  at  the  llrst  op- 
portunity he  hurries  behind  the  scenes 
and  proceeds  to  tone  up,  tune  and  clear 
the  throat,  as  one  would  any  other 
machine  gone  wrong. 

When  a  throat,  estimated  by  its 
earning  power.  Is  worth  from  $1()0,0«)0 
upward.  It  Is  not  to  bo  left  at  any  time 
to  the  hazard  of  chance  or  ignorance, 
and  this  nightly  s-rvlce  of  the  skilled 
physician  is  no  more  than  Incidental. 
All  that  science  can  do  to  Insure  the 
btst  condition,  not  alone  of  the  throat, 
but  of  the  whole  body  at  all  times,  is 
done. 

A  Now  York  specialist  \vho  ha.s  cared 
for  the  throats  of  many  famous  sing- 
ers during  tho  last  twenty  years,  and 
In  that  time  has  examined  and  treat- 
ed more  than  100.000  throats,  tabulating 
results  said.  In  speaking  of  the  valuo 
of  constant  care  of  tho  throat. 

'There  Is  a  tenor  now  singing  at  the 
Metropolitan  t>i)era  house  who  has  not 
In  any  appreciable  way  aged  a  single 
year  In  tlttei-n  Toars.  His  throat  and 
body  are  in  fine  condition,  and  lie  ap- 
poarf--  In  all  ways  like  a  man  not  half 
his  years. 

"But  v.hat  care  that  man  takes  of 
himself;  Although  he  Is  will  nourished, 
ho  is  abstemious,  and  nothing  would 
Induce  him  to  eat  more  than  he  should 
or  take  any  form  of  alc<iholIc  bevet  age. 
He  takes  evoryttilng  easily;  Is  genial, 
good  natured  and  seems  the  young  fel- 
low he  looks. 

-Another  grand  opera  singer  as  well 
and  favorably  known  as  this  tenor  has 
dolled  time  as  successfully.  Her  voice 
is  fresh,  her  appearance  Is  in  all  ways 
youthful,  and  her  temperament  is  that 
of  a  sweet  natured  young  woman. 

'There  are  few  so  abstemious  as 
She.  .She  eats  like  a  bird.  During  the 
opera  season  she  lives  as  Quietly  as 
pu.sslble  and  each  day  finds  her  In 
Central  park. 

"At  the  close  of  the  season  she  at 
once  retires  to  hor  little  country  place 
In  England.  There  she  spends  most  of 
her  time  In  the  open  air  looking  after 
lu-r  rose  garden  and  personally  super- 
intending the  work  about  her  place.

-What  Is  true  of  those  two.  would  bj 
true  to  anyone,  in  a  good  degree  at 
least,  who  would  follow  the  same  re- 
gime as  persistently.  If  people  In  gen- 
eral cared  for  tho  nose,  mouth  and 
throat  as  singers  do.  there  would  l<3 
much,  very  much,  less  disease  and  a 
prolonging  of  vigor,  youthful  appear- 
ance and  the  ability  to  do  good  work 
for  from  twenty  to  thirty  years  be- 
yond  the   date  at   which   men   begin   to 

fall" 
In  speaking  of  tho  caupo  and  cure  of 

tuberculosis  and  other  diseases  of  the 
throat  and  lungs.  In  connection  with 
the  subject  of  how  to  keep  young.  Dr. 
Bleyer  said: 

"Ninety  por  cent — and  that  is  a  con- 
servative estimate — of  troubles  of  this 
kind  are  the  result  of  permitting  foi- 
elgn  substances  to  remain  In  tho  nose, 
mouth  and  throat.  For  tho  reason  that 
singers  carefully  avoid  this  thoy  rare- 
ly have  disorders  of  this  nature.  Many 
persons  (In  fact.  I  may  say  most  per- 
sons). Immaculate  in  all  other  respects 


are    utterly     unmindful    of     the     care   druggist. 


which   should    be   given    lo    the   organs 
of  respiration   and   speech. 

"These  organs.  If  health  is  to  be 
maintained,  must  be  kept  clean— just 
plain  clean.  Nothing  without  this  will 
elTect  a  cure  of  the  diseases  which  at- 
tack them. 

"Much  more  effective  than  segregat- 
ing consumptives  would  be  to  teach 
peoi)le  to  care  for  the  mouth,  nobe  and 
throat  as  singers  do.  If  this  were 
done,  tuberculosis,  with  catarrh  an  i 
kindred  ailments,  would  be  relegated 
to  the  class  of  rare  di.sorders.  I 

'To  begin   with,  the  mouth  should  be' 
cleansed   most   thoroughly  and  careful- 
ly at   once   after  eating.     To   wait     an 
hour    or    more    before    doing    this    is    to 
invite  malignant  germs,  sure  to  accept; 
the  summons;    and  there  is  the  begin- i 
ning  of  a  colony  certain  to  make  trou-  ! 
ble  of  some  kind.  ! 

"The  mouth  alTords  an  excellent  cul-  | 
ture  for  gt>rms;  and  they  quickly  ex- 
tend Into  the  various  resonant  cham- 
bers— the  chest,  throat  and  nose— an  1 
enter  into  the  intricate  little  passages 
and  caveliko  spaces  communicating 
with  them,  and  so  on  Into  the  lungs. 
"The  nose  should  be  bathed  at  loait 
once  a  day  (at  night)  with  a  douch>-, 
and  afterward  lubricated  with  anti- 
septic spray  suitable  for  the  purpose. 
'It  has  frequently  been  shown  that 
an  abrasion  or  hurt  may  develop  ini ) 
cancer,  so  dust,  particles  of  food,  any ! 
foreign  substance,  however  minute  and 
Innocent  to  begin  with,  may  cause  Irn-! 
tatlon  and  enlarge  its  area  and  lead  to  [ 
any  one  of  a  dozen  di.'^eases.  This  is 
the  local  aspect,  but  there  Is  a  larger  | 
aspect. 

"The  congestion  which  follows  Irrita- 
'  tlon   partially   closes   the   air   passages.  | 
'in   this   way   the  system  is  deprived  of  i 
'the    amount    of    oxygon    necessary     t»>  I 
maintain  a  normal  state  of  resistance.  | 
Non-reslstanco    opens    the    door    to    all  [ 
I  aliments,  local  and  general.    Much  bad ! 
I  health    and    many    diseases    not    seem-] 
i  Ingly    connected     with    it    originate    ia 
defective  respiration. 

"The    vocal    instrument,    more    com- 
plete and  complex   than  any   fashioned 
j  by  man,  is  part  of  an  organism  which 
,  may    mar   It    hopelosslj',    and,    in    turn, 
'  It    may   be   an   equal    detriment    to   thu 
organism.     As  to   the  first:     If  alcohol 
'  Is    taken,    whether    the    vocal    cords    be 
.  thick,  wide  and  strong,  as  are  those  of 
a    bass,    or    long,    narrow    and    {\\\2,    as 
are   a   soprano's,    thoy   at   once   become 
I  congested.     A  relaxed  condition  follows 
,  and  this  cannot  be  overcome  by  reme- 
I  dies. 

"Overeating  is  no  loss  a  menace  to 
the  vocal  mechanism.  The  stomach  Is 
suspended  in  the  midst  of  the  torsa  by 
nitans  of  tlexible  muscles,  since  it  muit 
move  to  do  its  work.  If  too  great  a 
weight  is  imposed  It  becomes  partially 
Impotent.  When  this  liappons  the  food 
does  not  pass  out  as  It  should,  poison 
is  generated  and  the  entire  system,  in- 
cluding the  vocal  organs,  becomes  In- 
volved. 

"Science  is  helpless  before  man's  free 
moral  agency,  which  Includes  tho 
power  to  cause  physical  destruction 
through  excess.  C'ampanlnl  had  on  3 
of  the  most  wonderful  throats  I 
knew,  but  he  would  not  be  prudent 
and  the  end  was  Just  what  I  told  him 
It   would  be." 

It  was  stated  that,  in  addition  to  the 
dally  care  of  the  vocal  organs  Indicated 
and  the  practice  of  abstemiousness, 
the  body  should  be  hardened  by  dally 
cold  baths.  The  Instructions  given 
to  singers  are  equally  applicable  to  all 
persons.  They  are:  Avoid  draughts 
and  unnecessary  exposure  when  pos- 
sible, but  be  ready  to  meet  and  resist 
them  when  you  must."  It  is  said  there 
Is  nothing  that  Insures  this  resistance 
so  surely  as  the  cold  bath,  not  coo:, 
but   cold. 

It  Is  said  by  this  specialist  that 
keeping  the  air  passages  open  so  that 
the  breath  Is  drawn  into  both  nostrils 
equally,  with  practicing  deep  breath- 
ing, which  puts  and  keeps  In  commis- 
sion the  whole  area  of  the  lungs,  will, 
as  a  rule,  banish  insomnia. 

In  addition  to  this  the  assertion  was 
made  that  all  nervous  dl.s9a.ses,  includ- 
ing nervous  prostration,  are  greatly 
benefited  by  having  the  air  passaget 
In  perfect  condition,  and  that  the  nooC 
being  an  air  filter  designed  to  calcn 
and  retain  such  particles  as  cause 
trouble  when  they  reach  the  more  del- 
icate respiratory  organs,  should  bj 
thoroughly    and    frequently   cleared.

Is  illicit  Intercourse  between  business 
men  and  aldermen  so  much  more  rep- 
utable than  betweH^n  other  law  break- 
ers and  the  police?  The  price  may  b-' 
higher;  but  how  about  the  moral 
standard? 

Civic  prldo  .says  we  will  find  some 
way  to  get  public  Improvements  with- 
out condoning  or  participating  In 
fraud.  Good  government  is  a  vital 
commercial  asset,  and  a  good  demo- 
cratic government  is  impossible  with- 
out civic  pride  In  the  individual  citi- 
zen, a  deep  appreciation  of  the  dignity 
and  responsbillty  of  democratic  citi- 
zenship. For  what  is  a  realized  dem- 
ocracy but  a  government  of  the  peo- 
ple and  for  tho  people  through  agents 
and  agencies  sek^cted  by  the  people? 
This  means  a  sturdy  individualism, 
government  evolved  from  within  re- 
sponsible and  re.sponslve  paternalism, 
or  an  Irresponsible  autocracy  Imposed 
from  without.  It  means  a  people  sup- 
porting and  energizing  government 
not  a  government  supporting  and  con- 
tifjlling  of  the  people. 

The    ago-long    struggle    toward     this ;  m-jde  is 
democratic   Ideal;    the   struggle   of     the  1 
governed  to  control  tho  government,  to! 
be    the    government,     has    omnhaslzed  1 
and  developed  the  power  of  private  in- 
i  Itlative.     Tho    power   and    Infiuence    of 
IprlvaU'   and   Initiative   marks   vorv   ac- 1 
i  curately    the   progress   towards   democ- 
racy. 

I  Our  war  of  Independence  was  start- 
'  od  by  private  Initiative  and  carried  on 
by  private  enterprisers.  The  Federal 
constitution  that  welded  together  the 
discordant  thirteen  states  was  the  re- 
sult of  private  Initiatives.  The  great 
moral  movement  for  the  abolition  of 
slavery  in  the  territory  of  the  United 
States  found  its  original  inspiration 
and  derived  its  energizing  force  from 
ever  ,  ^^^^  private  citizen. 

In   our  own    times,    the   emancipation 
of    our    civil     service    from     the    spoiU 
system,   the   enactment  of   laws   to   in- 
sure   a   secret    ballot    and     an     honojt 
count,   honestly   announced   on   election 
day;    the    present-day    struggle    to    es- 
Itabll.sh  honest  and  open  methods,  eas- 
!lly  understood,  through  which  nomlna- 
'  tlons    to    public    elective      office      shall 
i  cease    to    be   a    part    of     the     personal 
;  pre)perty    of   tho   autocrat   of   some   po- 
lUtlcal    organization;    the   earnest   effort 
i  going    on    in    hundreds    of     our     cities 
throughout   tho   country   to   achieve     a 
I  local    government    responsible    and    re- 
isponslve  to  the  city's  own  citizens— all 
;  these   and   many   other  movements   for 
i  civic    betterment      have      found      their 
origin  and  mainspring  in  tho  initiative 
r,f  private  citizens  who  neither  hold  nor 
seek   a   public  office. 

It  Is  the  civic  pride,  the  high  civic 
ideal  of  the  private  citizen,  the  con- 
sciousness of  the  dignity  and  worth  of 
democratic  citizenship,  the  ennobling 
effect  upon  the  man  himself  of  the  de- 
termined effort  to  make  his  standard  of 
conduct  accord  with  the  lofty  Ideals  of 
democratic  citizenship  that  alone  make 
possible  a  government  of  the  people, 
by  the  people  and  for  the  people. 

Civic  pride  is  more  than  an  asset. 
It  is  the  very  soul  of  democratic  citi- 
zenship. Without  It,  one  is  not.  and 
is  not  worthy  to  be,  a  citizen  In  the 
democracy.  Civic  pride  makes  one 
strive  to  be  an  affirmative  positive 
force  for  civic  betterment.  It  makes 
one  appreciate  that,  if  one  wishes  to 
have  a  government  responsible  to  the 
governed,  he  must  fit  Ulmaelf,  as  ooe 


than  in  the  seventies.  Our  elections  are 
more  hone>st,  our  laws  more  humane, 
the  standard  of  business  honor  is  high- 
er, the  abilities  of  our  business  honor 
Is  higher,  the  abilities  of  our  business 
men  more  consplclous.  Wo  have  grown 
not  merely  in  wealth,  but  in  civic  vir- 
tue. If  you  feel  pessimistic,  study  his- 
tory. Nor  need  you  go  far  back  in 
time  nor  to  other  countries  to  receive 
encouragement.  Familiarize  yourself 
with  the  intimate  details  of  the  pejll- 
tlcal  business,  and  social  life  of  your 
own  country  since  1850,  and  see  how 
de^cade  by  decade  the  standard  is  ever 
higher.  No,  we  need  not  despair  of  our 
country  or  of  our  city,  nor  lament  the 
decadence  of  our  day  and  generation. 
But  what  of  you  and  me?  That  Is  the 
real,  the  vital  question.  What  are  we 
a  [  doing  to  make  the  world  better?  What 
are  we  doing  to  make  this  noble  city  of 
ours  a  yet  nobler  city?  And  if  to  these 
questions  we  must  answer  we  have 
slight  consciousness,  or  none  at  all, 
of  honest  personal  effort,  and  we  feel 
no  shame — however  large  our  bank  ac- 
count or  flourishing  our  business,  civic 
wanting  from  our  assets. 
Is  the  day  far  distant  when  the 
aroused  and  intelligent  patriotism  of 
our  business  men  will  attack  the  prob- 
lem of  city  government  in  the  same 
clear-cut,  acute  constructive  fashion 
that  such  men  employ  in  any  uthc 
important  manner  demanding  atten- 
tion outside  their  regular  callings. 
When  an  experienced  man  builds  a 
factory,  he  does  not  assume  to  be  an 
architect  or  an  engineer,  but  he  knows 
how  to  find  architects  and  engineeis 
and  competent  ones.  When  the  pro- 
duct of  his  mill  is  poor'  in  quality,  he 
does  not  insist  upon  using  old  ma- 
chinery and  tho  same  superintendents 
and  fooll.shly  blame  the  bad  product. 
He  does  not  hesitate  to  Invest  in  now 
machinery  and  to  find  better  super- 
intendents. There  is  no  blind  fctlch- 
ism  In  the  make-up  of  a  wide-awake, 
progressive  business  man.  He  honor  i 
his  ancestors,  but  his  ancestor-wor- 
ship does  not  make  him  prefer  a  liorse- 
car  to  a  trolley-car,  a  hod-carrier  to  a 
hoisting  engine,  or  refuse  to  install  a 
telephone  because  his  father  employed 
the  mail  or  messenger.  Bigotry  and 
blind  adherence  to  tradition  are  short- 
lived in  the  business  world.  But  in  the 
business  man's  political  attitude  there 
is  still  a  deal  of  bigotry  and  his 
thoughts  on  political  matters  ara  apt 
to  be  saturated  with  benumbing 
traditionalism.

Noteworthy  Short  Plays  at  Actors'  Fund  Matinee- 
lack  Barrymore's  Luncheon  Spoiled 
Sister  Ethel's  Best  Speech. 


New  York,  Feb.  10. — Twelve  young 
•uomeii  to  make  a  front  row  in  "Mex- 
icaiia"  were  adverti-sed  lur  in  tlie 
iiew.spupers,  and  the  .-ipecificatlun  was 
that  iliey  must  l>e  sui>erlaiively  beauti- 
ful. -\s  the  call  was  placed  under 
"Aniusemenls,"  not  "Help  Wanted," 
nor  even  "personal,"  it  was  con.strued 
to  be  meant  to  bring  gijod  lookers  into 
tlie  auditorium  rather  than  what 
.showmen  call  good  lookers  on  the 
.stage.  Tlie  special  reason  for  play- 
ing that  trick  was  that  "Mexicana" 
would  have  to  get  along  without 
blondes,  all  lis  girls  being  Mexican 
fienorilas  ov  squaws.  Faces  lliat  are 
olivu  or  reddi.sh  and  overhung  with 
J>lack  hair,  must  be  positively  beauti- 
ful if  they  are  to  seem  more  than 
merely  pretty  on  the  stage.  Did  you 
ever  see  a  chorus  of  toddling  Japanese 
maidens  in  "The  Mikado"  that  was 
.seductive'.'  I  don't  believe  that  any 
applicant  was  accepted  for  "Mexi- 
cana "  at  the  $oO  per  week  offered, 
instead  of  the  customary  $15,  for  the 
accepted  dozen  are  not  more  beauti- 
ful than  the  rest  of  the  fifty  at  any- 
thing like  the  ratio  of  fifty  to  fifteen. 
However,  Ihey  are  fine  examples  of 
fulvous-hued  beauty  and  a  welcome 
ciiange  from  light  pink,  white  ami 
yellow  bleaching  and  painting  that 
we  are  accustomed  to.

Maybe  the  reader  wants  to  ask  if 
there  Lsn't  in  all  the  Broadway  thea-

bacc),  all  .si)ris  of  counliy  produce. 
The  villagers  are  in  gay  Spanish  ap- 
parel, the  Indians  in  their  native  at- 
tire, all  Indolent  with  the  Mexican 
lazy  .spirit  of  manana.  This  action  is 
-started  with  a  .shouiness  that  iiieans 
something  in  particular,  and  it  is 
ended  quite  as  admirably  with  the 
songs  and  dances  of  fiesta  in  a  garden 
o£  tropical   plants.

Sea- 
brook  is  the  mi.sadventurer,  the  only 
character  hi  llu  jilay  not  native  Mexi- 
can, and  all  the  more  Incongriiou.s  bo- 
cau.se  he  jokes  about  New  York  atfalrs 
in  the  broad  brogue  of  an  Iri.-^haian. 
wearing  Donegal  whiskers.  Kayniond 
Hubbcl  has  mad"  the  music  with  a  \ery 
slight  ngard  for  the  Mexican  nature 
of  the  .subject,  and  most  of  the  tunes. 
like  the  Verses,  "are  native  here  (in  the 
Teiideiloln)  and  to  the  manner  born." 
I  am  not  saying  that  the  work  of  Smith 
and  Hubbell  is  .>f  it.self  bad.  or  that 
"Mexicana"  could  live  without  It:  yet 
it  does  seem  a  pity  that  Ml.ss  Driscoli'a 
artistic  Intentions  have  been  dlsor- 
garded    for   the   .sake   of  popularity.

No  further  developments  have  taken 
place  in  the  baseball  situation  since 
the  meeting  of  the  Northern  league 
here  last  week,  and  the  abandonment 
of  negotiations  to  Include  Calumet  and 
Lake  Linden  in  the  circuit. 

The  circuit  committee,  composed  of 
J.  M.  Lamb.  L.  A.  Van  Praagh,  and  E. 
K.  Kt-nt  is  at  work  on  the  plans  for  the 
revision  of  the  circuit  now.  but  nothing 
Is  bfcing  given  out  concerning  the  situ- 
ation. 

In  The  Herald  last  evening,  a  num- 
ber of  guesses  as  to  the  future  action 
of  the  club,  were  hazarded,  but  they 
were  merely  uesses,  and  not  based  upon 
any  knowledge  of  the  clubs  intentions. 

The  only  assurance  that  the  club 
management  will  make  is  that  Duluth 
will  have  a  ball  team  this  year.  anJ 
will  be  represented  in  some  league.

The  action  of  Michigan  university  In 
voting  to  retain  Yost  as  a  profe.sslonal 
coach  is  In  direct  violation  of  the 
agreement  reached  at  the  conferenci-, 
and  it  leaves  affairs  in  a  \*ery  unset- 
tled shape. 

Wisconsin  has  gone  farther  in  the 
other  direction,  and  advocates  the 
abolishment  of  football  entirely  for  two 
years  or  more. 

On  the  other  hand,  Illinoift,  Chicago 
and  Northwesteai  have  voted  to  fail 
in  line  wiih  recommendations  adopted 
at  the  conference,  and  there  are  thus 
three  widely  separated  factions  in  foot- 
ball affairs. 

What  the  outcome  will  be  time  alone 
can  tell.  Michigan's  action  may  force 
Bcme  of  the  other  colleges  to  recon- 
sider their  action.  The  reforms  insti- 
tuted at  the  Michigan  meeting  were 
very  mild.  They  consisted  entirely  of 
certain  minor  changes  in  the  rules, 
and  in  the  laws  g<»vernlng  the  digibil- 
Ity  of  the  players.  The  profe.sslonal 
coach  was  unanimously  retained,  and 
Yost  will  continue  to  head  footbal! 
affairs  at  Ann  Arbor.  That  means  that 
the  changes  will  not  be  very  noticeable 
next  year,  and  the  colleges  that  meet 
Michigan  will  do  .so  at  a  great  disad- 
vantage if  they  adopt  the  rules  of  the 
Chicago  conference.  It  may  bar 
Michigan  from  any  big  games  next 
year,  If  the  other  colleges  stick  by  the 
agreement. 

Dn  the  other  hand,  if  one  or  two  of 
them  begin  to  waver  In  their  loyalty, 
the  uproar  for  the  reforin  of  the  game 
may  end  In  smoke,  and  the  teams  go 
back  to  the  rules  which  have  governed 
the  game  for  the  last  ten  years,  with 
a  few  minor  reforms  in.stltuted  which 
"may  aid  in  eliminating  roughness  to 
Bome  extent. 

It  Is  pretty  generally  admitted,  how- 
ever, that  another  conference  Is  now 
necessary,  and  It  may  take  some  clever 
diplomacy  to  save  the  game  from  being 
epllt  up  into  half  a  dozen  different 
factious,  playing  under  different  .sets 
of  regulations.  This  would  mean  a 
death  blow  to  the  game  In  the  West, 
as  It  would  prevent  anything  In  the 
nature  of  a  championship  competition. 


Five  Runners  Will  Rep- 
resent City  at  St.  Paul 
and  Stillwater.

Those  were  in  the  halcyon  days  before 
the  boom  burst.  Since  that  time  Du- 
luth has  been  about  as  sporty  as  a  New 
Hampshire  village  ruled  by  hard 
shelled  Baptists  and  descendents  of  tho 
I'uritan   fathers. 

liut  times  sh<nv  signs  of  a  Chans'?, 
and  if  the  city  Isn't  careful  it  will  gain 
a  widespread  reputation  as  a  commun- 
ity where  any  kind  of  clean,  outdoor 
sport  can  find  adherents  and  a  liberal 
support. 

The  kind  of  sport  that  takes  a  clerk, 
a  business  man,  or  a  school  boy,  away 
from  the  daily  grind,  puts  him  \u  con- 
tact with  fresh  air  and  the  spirit  of 
clean  competition,  with  the  financial 
element  eliminated.  Is  what  the  city 
I  needs,  and  this  year  promises  to  see  a 
'  big  awakening  in  such  lines  of  athle- 
tics. 

First  of  all  comes  the  boat  club.  This 
wt»rthy  organization  will  open  up  for 
business  as  soon  as  the  Ice  gets  out  of 
the  bay,  and  provide  amusement  and 
exercise  for  between  30)  and  400  mem- 
btrs.

No- 
where on  earth  are  there  better  facil- 
ities for  boating,  yachting  and  canoe- 
ing than  right  here  at  the  Head  of  the 
Lakes.

Thi.^ 
b(>at  is  a  development  of  the  auto.  Iht 
nudor  b»)at  and  similar  devices.  The 
scientific  name  Is  the  pneumosllto.  .(. 
Bruce  Macduff  of  Brooklyn  Invented 
It.  and  the  trials  that  proved  Its  ca- 
pacity were  made  on  a  lake  at  Long 
Island    last    year. 

The  motor  boat  makes  one  think  a 
little  of  an  Ice  yacht,  save  that  the 
latter  Is  dependent  entirely  on  the 
wind  for  Its  power  wbile  the  pneu- 
mosllto Is  operated  by  a  motor  and  Is 
always  ready  for  its  lightning  llignt, 
no  matter  what  the  climatic  conditions 
may  be.  A  machine  that  can  go  bowi- 
ing  over  the  ice  at  a  rate  of  twenty 
milts  an  hour  is  what  the  pneumosllto 
Is  said  to  be.

Philadelphia,  Feb.  10.— The  executive 
committee  of  the  Intercollegiate  asso- 
ciation of  Amateur  Athletes  of  Amer- 
ica (East)  is  making  plans  for  the  first 
dual  meeting  between  the  track  and 
field  champions  of  the  Eastern  and 
Western  universities.  This  proposed 
set  of  games  has  been  talked  of  for 
two  years,  but  did  not  take  definite 
shape  until  last  spinng,  when  repre- 
sentatives of  the  two  associations  met 
in  Philadelphia  and  agreed  to  hold  such 
a  meeting,  leaving  the  aetailed  plans 
to  be  worked  out  this  year.  There  ia 
no  longer  any  doubt  that  the  cham- 
pions of  the  two  sections  will  meet, 
the  most  likely  dale  being  June  9. 

There  is  an  unusual  amount  of  in- 
terest being  manifested  in  these  games, 
especially  in  the  Western  schools.  The 
\N  est,  in  fact,  makes  no  secret  of  its 
belief  that  it  can  beat  the  East  in 
track  athletics  or  any  other  kind  of 
college  sport.  The  Eastern  men  are  al- 
most as  keen  for  a  trial,  for  they  have 
been  worsted  so  often  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  relay  carnival,  the 
only  place  the  two  sections  have  been 
accustomed  to  meet  of  late,  that  they 
are  anxious  to  redeem  themselves. 

This  year  the  Eastern  games  will  bo 
held  on  May  25  and  26,  the  place  for 
holding  them  not  having  been  decided. 
The  Westerners  always  hold  their  meet 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  a  fact 
would  make  it  neceosary  for  the  inter- 
sectional  chaini)ionshii>s  to  be  held  tho 
second  Saturday  In  June.  In  what 
city  the  East  and  West  will  meet  ia 
also  to  be  decided.  It  is  settled,  how- 
ever, that  the  games  will  alternate  be- 
tween the  East  and  West  annually, 
with  the  likelihood  that  the  first  meet- 
ing will  be  held  in  the  East.  Phila- 
delphia and  Chicago  have  been  men- 
tioned as  the  most  suitable  places  for 
holding  a  meet  of  such  importance,  as 
both  of  these  cities  have  the  finest 
fields  obtainable  in  their  sections  and 
are  the  most  easily  reached. 

The  events  and  the  number  of  com- 
petitors in  each  event  are  yet  to  be  de- 
cided. In  the  West  there  are  fifteen 
events  on  the  program,  two  more  than 
lo  the  Easi.  The  extra  events  which 
tie  Western  colleges  have  are  the  dis- 
cus tlirow  and  the  relay  race.  It  Js 
most  uiiJiK*  iy  that  the  East  would  con- 
sent to  compete  in  two  additional 
events  but  could  not  easily  object  lo 
one.  The  discus  throw  has  never  been 
popular  in  the  East,  as  it  is  decided 
more  on  chance  than  real  ability. 
Eastern  men  never  train  for  it,  and 
therefore,  could  not  be  expected  to  al- 
low 't.  to  V'e  placed  on  the  program, 
but  they  could  not  very  well  object  to 
the  one-mile  relay  race  in  which  they 
are  quite  as  proficient  as  the  West- 
erners. 

Another  point  which  Is  furnishing 
cause  for  argument  is  tlie  number 
of  competitors  for  each  event.  The  first 
suggestion  that  there  be  but  one  repre- 
siiilaiive  from  each  section,  this  being 
the  champion  for  a  particular  event, 
has  not  met  with  favor,  for  such  a 
meeting  would  lack  interest.  What 
would  appeal  much  more  to  the  spec- 
tators would  be  a  meeting  between  the 
first  three  or  four  men  in  every  event. 
This  wjuld  insure  a  lively  interest  at 
all  times  and  would  be  producll\e  of 
Stirling  contests.  If  three  men  aro 
perniiited  to  represent  each  section 
first,  second  and  third  places  will  be 
counted  In  figuring  out  the  champion- 
ship. In  addition  lo  this  meet  decid- 
ing the  relative  sujieriority  of  the  East 
and  West  in  track  athletics,  it  would 
also  give  some  one  institution  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  national  inter- 
collegiate champion,  though  the  meet- 
ing if  not  being  arranged  to  determine 
this. 

In  reckoning  only  on  first  places,  the 
East  has  a  decidedly  belter  chance  lor 
victory  than  the  West,  and  if  second 
and  third  men  are  to  be  counted  also, 
the  prospects  of  the  Easterner.s  will  be 
enhanced  further.  The  following  table, 
giving  the  available  men  in  each  sec- 
lion  and  their  records,  .shows  how  the 
East  and  West  compare:

The  biblical  quotation  that  "there  la 
nothing  new  under  the  sun"  seems  to 
bo  still  intact.  Even  Duluth's  widuly 
advertised  aerial  ferry  bridge  is  not 
at  all  new,  nor  are  its  onljc  predeces- 
sors, the  bridges  at  Rouen.  France, 
and  the  one  at  Algiers,  Africa.  Both 
these  seem  to  have  been  ante-dated— 
and  in  America,  too.  The  silver  Stand- 
small  publication  Lssued  by 
Brothers,  the  famous  cutlery 
since  1847,  lias  this  month  an 
on  the  aerial  brldue  and  goes

erlcaii  of  1^47.  showing  the  maturity 
of  the  aerial  bridge  iiiea.  Concerning 
the   Duluth   aerial   bridge,   it  says: 

"Mr.  I^I.  M.  Houghton  of  Bergen,  N. 
J.,  conceived  the  idea  about  1847.  It 
Is  thus  described  in  the  Scientiflc  Am- 
erican  of  tlial   time. 

"  'The  nature  of  the  invention  con- 
sists of  erecting  piers  of  a  great  height  best 
and  placing  a  double  track  railroad  on 
the  same,  sufficiently  high  to  allow 
the  masts  of  ships  to  pa.ss  freely  un- 
derneath during  the  greatest  freshels 
or  tides.  A  suspension  carriage  (or 
carriages)  is  employed;  it  is  hung  to 
run  on  the  track  above  and  the  plat- 
form of  It  Is  hung  so  far  below  the 
track  on  the  piers  as  to  allow  persons 
and  carriages  to  pa.ss  on  the  suspension 
carriages  or  platform  and  to  be  pro- 
pellf^d    on    the    other    side.' 

"lUgarding  the  site  of  the  pi'oposed 
ferry,  the  Scientific  American  con- 
tinued: 

"  'The   question  of  erecting  a  bridge 


of  the  East  river  at  New  York  has 
often  been  discussed,  but  no  bridge 
could  be  erected  over  that  would  pay 
expenses  and  compete  with  ferry  boats. 
That  a  bridge  could  be  erected,  there 
can   be   no   doubt   at   all.   and   the     one 

here  presented  would  be  by  far  the 
In  every  sense  of  the  word. 
"  'To  erect  a  drawbridge  over  the 
Hudson  from  New  York  to  Jersey 
City,  the  Interests  of  the  public  would 
probably  suffer,  that  is,  the  dama^'e 
to  navigation  would  be  greater  than

The  Cleveland  Cliffs  Iron  compan/, 
\vh'ch  is  operating  the  Princeton  iyud 
Auiitin  mines  In  thu  S^vanzey  or  Chesh- 
ire district,  still  farther  s<)Uth  of  the 
Negaunee  field,  will,  as  soon  as  the 
«uow  is  off  the  ground,  build  a  six- 
mile  ''Xtension  of  its  Munising  railway 
to  serve  the  two  proi)ertles  mentiijned. 
The  lino  will  extend  due  west  from  the 
Llitlo  Lake  station  of  the  Chicago  & 
Northwestern  road,  the  present  ter- 
minus of  the  Muntshig  road.  The 
Cleveland  Cliffs  peoi>le  have  been  u.slng 
the  Chioagi)  &  Northwestern  tracks  be- 
tween LUtle  Lake  and  the  Prineton  to 
get  out  ore  from  the  latter  propi-rty. 
A  .spur  one  mile  In  length  was  built 
last  summer  from  the  Princeton  to  the 
Au.^iin,  and  a  stockpile  of  about 
ton.s  wa.^'  shipped  from  the  latter  mine 
during  the  fall.  The  trains  were  run 
to  Little  Lake  from  the  mines,  and 
then  over  the  Munlsing  railway  and 
Marquette  &  Southeastern  line,  also  a 
Cleveland  Cliffs  property,  to  the  ore 
docks  at  Marquette.  The  division  of 
freitrht  between  the  three  railroads 
made  the  venture  unprofitable,  and  the 
construction  of  the  proposed  branch 
\vas  decided  upon.  Both  the  Princeton 
and  Austin  will  produce  heavily  this 
year.  It  is  of  interest  to  state  in  this

Marquette  &  .Southeast- 
ern and  Munislng  railways — have  de- 
veloped a>>out  a  mileage  of  about  ICO, 
oxtendmg  from  the  heart  of  the  Mar- 
tinet te  range  into  the  hardwood  ani 
hemlock  timber  belts  of  .several  pro- 
ductive counties.  It  Is  over  the  Lake 
Superior  &  Ishpemlng  that  the  com- 
pany .ships  all  the  Marquette  range 
ore  with  the  exception  of  tliat  mnied 
at  the  Prineton  and  Austin.  Last  year 
the  rolling  stock  of  the  line  was  In- 
crea.se*!  by  the  addition  of  two  heavy 
locomotives  and  and  l.^iO  steel  ore  cars. 
This  season  100  cars  and  two  more 
engines  have  been  added,  placine  thej 
r<»ad  in  a  position  t'>  handle  all  the  ore. 
It  will  be  jmssible  to  forward  from  the| 
Marquette  dock.s.  Aside  from  this, 
freight  equipment,  two  first-class  pas- 1 
senger  coachs  and  four  combination  j 
smoklTig  and  baggage  cars  have  been 
ordered  for  early  delivery,  and  recently 
there  was  received  an  80,000-pound  Im- 
provd  snow  plow  capable  of  clearing  a 
patli  sixteen  feet  in  width,  the  snow 
being  thrown  Into  the  air  and  away 
from  the  traeks.

lelt'phone  company.  The  two  companies, 
3o  tar  as  conmiuuicalion  is  concerned, 
lorm  practieally  one  sy.stcm,  and  one 
which  is  larger  than  that  of  any  oilier 
ciiy  of  tho  world. 

How  rapidly  the  telephone  has  grown 
Ml  popaiarity  among  Americans  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  In  the  Greater 
New  York  today  there  are  more  tele- 
phones than  there  were  In  the  entire 
country  ten  years  ago.  On  January  1. 
1>-'M,  the  total  number  of  stations  in  the 
Bell  system  wa4  2Sl,ti95,  and  at  that 
time  nearly  all  the  telephones  in  the 
land  were  owned  by  the  liell  companies, 
'three  years  later,  on  Jan.  1.  I'i'M,  the 
Tjunihers  of  telephones  in  the  system  had 
aoul)led.  the  report  for  ISUS  showing  a 
total  of  ItS.lStJ.  At  the  enJ  of  the  next 
three-year  period,  on  Jan.  1.  ly»J2,  the 
number  bad  again  increa.sed  more  than 
luo  per  cent,  the  total  tlien  bemg  1,020,- 
M7.  At  the  beginning  of  last  year  the 
number  of  telephones  connected  with 
llie  system  was  substiuitiaJiy  two  mil- 
liens  or  anotlier  100  per  cent  increase  in 
a  three-year  period.

tion. Today  there  is  iio  , telephone  to 
every  thirty-four  of  the  fco^ntrys  inhabi- 
tants. In  1S96  the  lines  m  the  Bell  com- 
panies reached  about  CjJW  cities,  town.s 
and  villages;  since  then  the  wires  have 
multiplied  until  today  3$,iA)«i?  communities 
are  connected  willi   the  iyStfm. 

Such  figures  as  these  tell  a  story  of 
industrial  development  .w^hich  has  few, 
If  any,  parallels,  and  notwithstanding  the 
marvelous  Increase  in  the  use  of  tho  tele- 
phone, experts  say  that  the  bu.slness  is 
still  In  Its  infancy.  There's  a  new  field 
of  usefulness  of  the  convenience  opened 
almost  every  day.  Edi.son's  remark,  for 
example,  that  the  telephone  in  time  wouM 
be  with  the  enterprising  ni.in  every  hour 
of  the  day.  no  matter  where  he  might  be, 
tlnd.s,  to  turn  from  New  York  .southward, 
a  new  illustration  in  a  dispatch  from  H.il- 
tiinore  to  the  effect  that  th«  Baltimore 
Country  club  has  arranged  with  the 
Cht  sapoake    <t    Potomae    Telephone    corn- 


pans  lo  nislall  a  llioroughly  modern  and 
eomplete  private  branch  exchange  sys- 
tem, to  embrace  all  parts  of  the  club- 
house and  the  grounds.  The  new  arrange- 
ment will  not  only  provide  direct  service 
from  the  clubhouse  at  Roland  Park  to 
the  city  proper,  but  also  through  the 
clul)'s  private  exchange  will  connect  the 
various  rooms  of  the  clubhou.se,  the  bowl- 
ing alley  and  the  cricket  house. 

What  the  "Wizard  of  Menlo  Park" 
meant  to  convey  by  his  remark  was  the 
idea  that  some  day  the  telephone  habit 
would  be  so  strong  that  people  would 
never  be  without  the  telephone.  And 
that  has  come  to  pass.  The  business  man 
who  has  the  telephone  at  his  elbow 
morning  and  afternoon,  and  oftentimes 
talks  to  more  persons  outside  than  inside 
his  office;  the  people  who  make  the  tele- 
phone an  adjunct  of  their  social  pursuits, 
substituting  a  conversation  over  the  wire 
for  the  more  formal  call  at  a  friend's 
house;  the  doctor  who  not  only  saves 
liimsclf  many  unnecessary  visits  by 
means  of  the  telephone  connection  Willi 
liospitals  and  private  houses  but  has  a 
portable  telephone  on  a  table  alongside 
his  bed,  so  thai  in  case  of  a  midnight 
call  there  will  l>e  no  waste  of  time— all 
these  have  the  habit  to  a  marked  degree 
In  this  same  last  decade  the  position  of 
the  telephone  has  changed  from  that  of 
a  luxury  to  a  necessity.  The  consequence 
of  u.sing  a  telephone  often  at  home  or  at 
a  business  office  is  that  the  demand  for 
the  telephone  has  become  pressing  every- 
where. A  man  can  have  the  telephone 
brought  to  the  table  when  he  takes  din- 
ner at  an  up-to-date  restaurant;  and  even 
the  firmer,  the  most  conservative  of 
Americans,  is  now  wide  awake  to  the 
advantages  of  the  telephone  service  in 
marketing   his   crops. 

The  news  from  Baltimore  Illustrates 
still  another  phase  of  telephone  devel- 
opment. As  the  members  of  clubs  are 
the  very  ones  who  have  formed  the  tele- 
phone habit,  they  will  not  be  without 
a  telephone  if  they  can  help  it.  The 
twentieth  century  clubhouse,  like  the 
twentieth  century  hotel,  has  a  telephone 
service  in  every  room  and  department, 
for  just  as  a  club  member  desires  to 
keep  in  touch  with  hl3  home  or  his  of- 
fice, so  the  club  manager  or  steward 
needs  to  have  means  of  instant  com- 
munication with  his  staff,  or  with  the 
outside  world,  from  every  part  of  the 
house   or  grounds. 

The  telephone  is  so  widespread  a  ne- 
cessity that  no  one  knows  whence  or 
when  a  call  may  come,  and  to  the  busi- 
ness or  professional  man  It  is  very  im- 
portant tiiat  wherever  he  goes  for  rec- 
reation he  should  find  it  possible  to  ans- 
wer such  a  call.  Of  this  tendency  to 
make  the  telephone  a  fixture  of  social  as 
well  as  business  life  the  Baltimore  enter- 
prise is  a  typical  illustration.

such  a  thing  as  the  printing  art.  and 
that  it  deserves  respect.  He  says  with 
emphasis: 

•While  the  illustrations  of  books  and 
magazines  has  developi<i  a  high  degree 
of  arti.'ilic  excellence,  both  In  subject  and 
treatment,  the  Illustration  of  the  daily 
papers — especially  as  it  relates  10  the 
comic  element,  on  which  these  Journals 
lay  great  stress— grows  constantly  worse 
In  every  particular;  .ind  the  colored  Sun- 
day supplement  denotes  its  lowwater 
mark.  This  curious  anomaly  ought  to 
and  does  interest  all  who  desire  to  see  the 
art  of  printing,  whether  formal  or  deco- 
rative, grow  in  a  wholesome,  sane  direc- 
tion. The  costliest  and  most  tasteful  let- 
terpress has  something  in  common  with 
the  innumerable  spawn  of  yellow  Jour- 
nalism; all  are  children  born  of  the  mar- 
riage of  human  intelligence  with  mechan- 
ical ingenuity,  and  nothing  which  con- 
cerns this  great  family  of  the  press  is  a 
negligible  quantity." 

The  beautiful  examples  of  typography 
which  the  Printing  Art  exhibits  every 
month  reach  the  few.  whfie  the  flag- 
rantly, purposely  Inartistic  printing  of 
the  yellow  press  affects  the  standards 
of  .the  million,  and  from  this  point  of 
view  reaches  its  lowest  depths  in  "the 
shameless    travesty    of    art    and    humor 


does 
not  accept  the  conventional  answer  that 
the  public  demands  it   and   must   have  it: 

"I  am  not  so  sure  about  that.  The  pub- 
lic visits  beautiful  museums  and  libraries 
and  seems  to  enjoy  them;  it  goes  to 
churches  where  good  music  may  be  heard; 
It  will  support  a  decent  play  and  con- 
demn a  nasty  one.  But  it  can  be  de- 
bauched and  can  have  Its  dawning  sensi- 
bilities for  art  or  anything  else  that  is 
worth  while  blighted;  and  there  is  no  de- 
bauchery or  blight,  outside  the  domain 
of  obvious  immorality,  more  deadening 
to  the  public  than  this  continually  thrust- 
ing everything  that  is  sordid,  vulgar,  and 
l>elittllng  before  its  uncultured  but  curi- 
ous eyes." 

Aside  from  their  glaring  ugline.ss,  he 
condemns  the"  comic  .oupplements  for  their 
bad  effects   upon  children: 

"At  a  time  when  this  country  is  seri- 
ously trying  to  Implant  a  knowledge  of 
and  stimulate  a  taste  for  better  things, 
artistic  and  esthetic,  through  exhibitions 
In  museums,  libraries  and  even  in  Sunday 
schools.  It  Is  not  a  little  disheartening  to 
realize  that  every  step  in  this  direction 
gets  a  weekly  setback  through  these  col- 
ored atrocities.  The  child  of  sensible  par- 
ents will  not  see  or  know  about  them, 
but  the  child  of  the  street,  the  child  of 
the  Indifferent  hou.sehold.  will  warm  to 
them  like  a  cat  to  the  back  of  the  stove. 
There  are  certain  negative  results  at  least 
that  parents  have  a  right  to  expect  from 
every  educative  force  which  is  brought 
to  bear  on  their  children;  that  these 
children  shall  not  be  deliberately  taught 
disrespect  for  old  age  or  for  physical  in-

firmities  and  deformities,  that  they  shall 
not  learn  to  cherish  contempt  for  other 
races  or  religions  than  their  own,  that 
they  shall  not  take  satisfaction  in  the 
tornienting  of  animals  or  weaklings— in 
short,  that  they  shall  not  acquire  an  hab- 
itually cynical  and  unsportsmanlike  al- 
titude of  mind.  A  morbid  gloating  over 
the  dellciencies  and  humiliations  of  our 
neighbors  is  prevty  sure  to  develop  vul- 
garity and  a  lax  moral  liber  In  ourselves; 
for  vulgarity  of  mind  and  manners  seems 
to  me  to  be  prlnuirily  a  lack  of  restraint 
in  thought,  feeling  and  expression  regard- 
ing those  tendencies  which  every  civilized 
man  and  race  is  striving  to  modify  or  to 
conauer." 

Mr.  Swift  will  not  find  himself  alone 
In  thinking  these  cjmic  pictures  an  un- 
wholesome tiling  for  children.  They  can- 
not be  said  to  make  for  good  manners, 
good  behavior,  or  good  taste.  It  is  evi- 
dent from  their  popularity  that  he  is  in 
the  minority  in  thinking  them  "the  un- 
funniest  pictures  ever  conceived  by  tlie 
mind   of   m.an;" 

"The  leading  motive  of  most  of  those 
humorous  Illustrations  Is  the  practical 
joke— a  theme  which  in  literature,  as 
everybody  of  the  simplest  kjiowledge  un- 
derstands, died  a  natural  'and  deserved 
death  at  the  end  of  the  Isih  century. 
No  more  In  books  are  we  expected  to 
laugh  over  the  ducking  of  par.sons  in 
horse  ponds,  or  other  bucolic  and  heavy 
modes  of  enjoyment.  But  there  is  a 
strange  recrudescence  today  in  our  comic 
illustrations  of  the  making  merry  over 
the  mistakes  of  another.  Yokels  now,  as 
150  years  ago,  are  to  be  amused  at  the 
butting  of  elderly  frames  by  the  horns  of 
the  polemic  goat;  mules  are  perpetually 
warring  on  the  corporeal  welfare  of  the 
unwary;  policemen  are  defacing  the  fea- 
tures of  innocent  citizens;  the  negro,  the 
Irishman,  the  Jew  are  presented,  not  with 
that  fair  sense  of  fun  which  needs  of- 
fend no  race  f.r  person,  but  with  a  cynical 
distortion  of  ethnic  characteristics.  The 
pencil  of  our  humorists  is  most  malign 
in  its  delineations  of  children.  Their 
young  faces,  with  prolonged  upper  lips, 
upturned  noses,  and  otherwise  misshapen 
leptures,  give  them  the  appearance  of 
aborted  monsters  fit  only  for  the  speci- 
men bottles  of  a  medical  museum." 

There  Is  no  arguing  as  to  whether  a 
thing  is  funny  or  not.  A  civilized  man 
laughs  at  a  clever  turn  of  wit,  a  savage 
when  someone  is  hit  with  a  club.  One 
i.s  amused  or  one  is  not,  and  there  is  an 
end  of  it.  Btit  it  is  a  blot  on  our  civiliza- 
tion that  the  humor  most  widely  circu- 
l.ated,  most  assiduously  purveyed,  should 
be  our  worst.  It  Is  a  per%'ersity  which 
he  does  not  reprobate  too  severely.  In 
place  of  hardly  human  caricatures  we 
might  be  given  genuine  humor,  executed 
by  skilful  pencils,  showing  real  life  and 
character.  It  may  be  that  this  particular 
degradation  of  the  printing  press  has 
reached  its  lowest  point,  and  that  a  pul>- 
lic  surfeited  with  vulgarity  would  turn 
gladly    to    a    T.eech   or    Du    Maurier.

Today  there  is  an«  .teh-phone  to 
every  thirty-four  of  the  fcoontry's  inhal)i- 
taiits.  In  l.S'.>6  the  lines  t>f  the  Bell  com- 
panies reached  ab<jut  G.iM  cities,  towns 
and  villages;  since  then  the  wires  have 
multiplied  until  today  3S,iW  communities 
are  lonnocted  w-itli  the  system. 

Such  figures  as  these  leil  a  story  of 
industrial  development  whieli  has  few-. 
If  any,  parallels,  and  notwithstanding  the 
marvelous  increase  in  the  use  of  tho  tele- 
phone, exi>erts  say  that  the  buslnes.s  is 
«iill  In  Its  infancy.  There's  a  new  field 
of  usefulness  of  the  eonveiiietiee  openc.i 
almost  every  day.  Edi.son's  remark,  for 
example,  that  the  telephone  in  time  would 
\>i-  with  the  enterprlsinif  ni.an  every  hour 
of  the  day,  no  matter  where  he  might  be, 
finds,  to  turn  from  New  York  southward, 
a  new-  illustration  in  a  dispatch  from  Bal- 
timore to  the  effect  that  the  Baltimore 
Country  club  has  arranged  with  the 
Chesapeake    &    Potomac    Telephone    com- 


pany to  install  a  thoroughly  modern  and 
complete  private  branch  exchange  sys- 
tem, to  embrace  all  parts  of  the  club- 
house and  the  grounds.  The  new  arrange- 
ment will  not  only  provide  direct  service 
from  the  clubhouse  at  Roland  Park  to 
the  city  proper,  but  also  through  the 
club's  private  exchange  will  connect  the 
various  rooms  of  the  clubhouse,  the  bowl- 
ing .allev  and  tlie  cricket  house. 

Wiiat  the  "Wizard  of  Menlo  Park" 
meant  to  convi>y  Uy  his  remark  was  the 
idea  that  some  day  tlie  teleplione  haljit 
would  be  so  strong  that  people  would 
never  be  without  the  teleplione.  And 
that  has  come  to  pass.  The  business  man 
w-ho  has  the  Telephone  at  his  elbow 
morning  and  afternoon,  and  oftentimes 
talks  to  more  persons  outside  than  inside 
his  office;  the  people  who  make  the  tele- 
phone an  adjunoi  of  their  social  pursuits, 
substituting  a  conversation  over  the  wire 
for  the  more  frtrmal  call  at  a  friend's 
house;  tli<;  doctor  who  not  only  saves 
liimsejf  many  unnecessary  visits  l^y 
means  of  tlie  telephone  connection  with 
liospilals  and  private  houses  but  has  a 
portable  telephone  on  a  table  alongside 
his  lied,  so  that  in  case  of  a  midnight 
call  there  will  be  no  waste  of  time— all 
these  have  the  habit  to  a  marked  degree 
In  this  same  last  decade  the  position  of 
the  teleplione  has  changed  from  that  of 
a  luxury  to  a  necessity.  The  consequence 
of  using  a  telephone  often  at  home  or  at 
a  l>usiiiess  office  is  tliat  the  demand  for 
the  telephone  has  become  pressing  every- 
where. A  man  can  have  the  telephone 
brought  to  the  table  when  he  takes  din- 
ner at  an  up-to-date  restaurant;  and  even 
the  firmer,  the  most  conservative  of 
Americans,  is  now  wide  awake  to  the 
advantages  of  the  telephone  service  in 
marketing  his  crops. 

Tlie  news  from  Baltimore  illustrates 
still  anoiher  phase  of  telephone  devel- 
opment. As  the  members  of  clubs  are 
the  very  ones  who  have  formed  tho  tele- 
phone habit,  they  will  not  be  without 
a  telephone  if  tliey  can  help  it.  The 
tw-eniietli  century  clubhouse,  like  the 
twentieth  century  hotel,  has  a  telephone 
.service  in  every  room  and  department, 
for  just  as  a  club  member  desires  to 
keep  in  toucli  with  his  home  or  his  of- 
fice, so  the  clulj  manager  or  steward 
needs  to  have  means  of  instant  com- 
munication with  his  staff,  or  with  the 
outside  world,  from  every  part  of  the 
house   or  grounds. 

The  telephone  is  so  widesprea*!  a  ne- 
cessity- that  no  one  knows  whence  or 
when  a  call  may  come,  and  to  the  busi- 
ness or  professi(»nal  man  it  is  very  im- 
portant tiiat  wherever  he  goes  for  rec- 
reation he  should  find  it  possible  to  ans- 
wer sueii  a  call.  Of  this  tendency  to 
make  the  tilcphono  a  fixture  of  social  as 
w-ell  as  business  life  the  Baltimore  enter- 
pri.se  is  a  typical  illustration.

mark.  This  curious  anomaly  ought  to 
and  does  interest  all  who  desire  to  see  the 
art  of  printing,  whether  formal  or  deco- 
rative, grow  in  a  wholesome,  sane  direc- 
tion. The  costliest  and  most  tasteful  let- 
terpress hiia  .something  in  common  with 
the  innumerable  spawn  of  yellow  jour- 
nalism; all  are  children  born  of  the  mar- 
ri;iKe  of  human  Intelligence  with  mechan- 
ical ingenuity,  and  nothing  which  con- 
cerns this  great  family  of  the  press  is  a 
negligible  quantity." 

The  beautiful  examples  of  typography 
which  the  Printing  Art  exhibits  every 
month  reach  the  few.  while  the  flag- 
rantly. purpo.<5ely  Inartistic  printing  of 
the  yellow  press  affects  the  standards 
of.  the  million,  and  from  this  point  of 
view  reaches  its  lowest  depths  in  "the 
shameless    travesty    of    art    and    humor 


Aside  from  their  glaring  ugliness,  he 
condemns  the"  comic  supplements  for  their 
bad  effects  upon  children: 

'"At  a  time  when  this  country  Is  seri- 
ously trying  to  implant  a  knowledge  of 
and  stimulate  a  taste  for  better  things, 
artistic  and  esthetic,  through  exhibitions 
in  museums,  libraries  and  even  In  Sunday 
schools,  it  is  not  a  little  disheartening  to 
realize  that  every  step  in  this  direction 
gets  a  weekly  setback  through  these  col- 
ored atrocities.  The  child  of  sensible  par- 
ents will  not  see  or  know  about  them, 
but  the  child  of  the  street,  the  child  of 
the  indifferent  household,  will  warm  to 
them  like  a  cat  to  the  back  of  the  stove. 
There  are  certain  negative  results  at  least 
that  parents  have  a  right  to  expect  from 
every  educative  force  which  is  brought 
to  bear  on  their  children;  that  these 
children  shall  not  be  deliberately  taught 
disrespect  for  old  age  or  for  physical  in- 


firmities and  deformities,  that  they  shall 
not  learn  to  cherish  contempt  for  other 
races  or  religions  than  their  own,  that 
they  .shall  not  take  satisfaction  in  the 
torn:enting  of  animals  or  weaklings— in 
short,  that  they  .shall  not  acquire  an  hab- 
itually cynical  and  unsportsmanlike  al- 
titude of  mind.  A  morbid  gloating  over 
the  dellciencies  and  humiliations  of  our 
neighbors  is  pretty  sure  to  develop  vul- 
garity and  a  lax  moral  liber  In  ourselves; 
for  vulgarity  of  mind  and  manners  seems 
to  me  to  be  primarily  a  lack  of  restraint 
in  thought,  feeling  and  expression  regard- 
ing those  tendencies  which  every  civilized 
man  and  race  is  striving  to  modify  or  to 
conquer." 

Mr.  Swift  will  not  find  himself  alone 
in  thinking  these  comic  pictures  an  un- 
wholesome thing  for  children.  They  can- 
not bo  said  to  make  for  good  manners, 
good  behavior,  or  good  taste.  It  is  evi- 
dent from  thi'ir  popularity  that  he  is  in 
the  minority  in  thinking  them  "ihe  un- 
funniest  pictures  ever  conceived  by  the 
mind   of   man:" 

"The  leading  motive 
humorous  Illustration.-^ 
joke — a  theme  which 
everybody  of  the  sinipl -st  knowledge  un- 
derstands, died  a  natural  knd  deserved 
death  at  the  end  of  the  ISlh  century. 
No  more  In  books  ar;  we  expected  to 
laugh  over  the  ducking  of  par.sons  in 
hor.se  ponds,  or  other  bucolic  and  heavy 
modes  of  enjoyment.  But  there  is  a 
strange  recrudescence  today  in  our  comic 
illustrations  of  the  making  merry  over 
the  mistakes  of  another.  Yokels  now,  as 
ir,0  years  ago,  are  to  be  amused  at  tlie 
butting  of  elderly  frames  by  the  horns  of 
the  polemic  goat;  mules  are  perpetually 
warring  on  the  corporeal  welfare  of  the 
unwary:  policemen  are  defacing  the  fea- 
tures of  innocent  citizens;  thi  negro,  the 
Irishman,  the  Jew  are  preBenled,  not  with 
that  fair  sense  of  fun  which  needs  of- 
fend no  race  or  penson,  but  with  a  cynical 
distortion  of  ethnic  characteristics.  The 
pencil  of  our  humorists  is  most  malign 
in  its  delineations  of  children.  Their 
young  faces,  with  prolonged  upper  lips, 
upturned  noses,  and  oiherwi.se  misshapen 
features,  give  them  the  appearance  of 
aborted  monsters  fit  only  for  the  speci- 
men bottles  of  a  medical  museum." 

There  is  no  arguing  as  to  whether  a 
thing  is  funny  or  not.  A  civilized  man 
laughs  at  a  clever  turn  of  wit.  a  savage 
when  someone  is  hit  with  a  club.  One 
is  amused  or  one  is  not,  and  there  is  an 
end  of  it.  Btit  It  Is  a  blot  on  our  civiliza- 
tion that  the  humor  most  widely  circu- 
lated, most  assiduou.sly  purveyed,  should 
be  our  worst.  It  Is  a  perversity  which 
he  does  not  reprobate  too  severely.  In 
place  of  hardly  human  caricatures  we 
might  be  given  genuine  humor,  executed 
by  skilful  pencils,  showing  real  life  and 
character.  It  may  be  that  this  particular 
degradation  of  the  printing  press  has 
reached  its  lowest  point,  and  that  a  pub- 
lic surfeited  with  vulgarity  would  turn 
glailiy    to    .a    I>eech   or    Du    Mautier.

The  lb  niiepin  shaft, 
eoi)  feet  In  deptli,  has  bt  en  tha  proeluclng 
shaft,  but  is  to  give  way  lo  the  Tobln 
shaft,  its  life  being  threat«-ned  by  caving. 
The  Tobln  shaft  has  four  compart iiuiits. 
two  for  ore  skips  and  llif  otlurs  for  the 
ladd*  IS  and  pipes.  It  h.is  been  newly 
e«iuipptd  Willi  a  hoisting  engine  having 
straigiit  elouble-  drums,  to  l)e  e>perated  In 
balance-  or  ind«-p<-iuleiitly,  each  7-foot  face 
antl  7-foe)t  diameter,  and  each  capable  of 
winding  1,40<>  feet  of  cable  In  one  hiyer. 
The  skips,  operating  in  balance,  have  a 
capacity  of  thre-e  and  one-half  tons,  mak- 
ing, with  the  Weight  of  the  skip  itstlf 
and  the  rope,  a  load  of  seven  and  one- 
half  tons. 

The  Weimen's  Missionary  society  of  the 
Pr«-sbvterlan  church  has  eleviscd  a  novel 
metheul  of  collecting  funels  to  raise  money 
for  fe>rt-ign  and  domestic  missionary  work.

The  Rust  mine  Is  an  a<ljoin- 
ing  property  and  the  increase  height  of 
water  In  the  Hull  but  adds  to  the  danger 
of  the  flooding  of  that  property,  and  a 
strong  effort  is  being  made  to  prevent 
lliM.>dlng  of  that  property,  but  the  water  is 
seeping  through  In  a  considerable  quan- 
tity. 

The  Drake  &  Stratton  company  discon- 
tinued Us  night  crew  at  stripping  opera- 
tians  of  that  company  at  Stevenson  this 
week.

Five  side  tracks  have  been  put 
m  in  a<ldiiion  to  the  main  track  into  the 
mine,  and  all  with  sufficient  capacity  for 
go<:>d-slzed  trains.

"Well,"  she  solilo- 
quized, "I  guess  this  path  I  am  on  will 
had  mc  back  to  the  zoo  If  I  turn  round 
and  walk  towards  the  way  my  back  la 
now  turned.  "  So,  she  acted  on  this  plan, 
and  soon  came  to  a  little  footbridge  that 
crossed  a  frozen  stream.  Here  she 
stopped,  her  heart  beating  with  fear  and 
a  lump  coming  into  her  throat.  She  was 
lost.  "Oh,  oh,"  she  sobbed,  covering  her 
streaming  eyes  with  her  little  trembling 
hands.  "Oh,  oh,  I  am  lost  from  mauui 
and  pa-pa.  I  am  l-o-s  tl" 
Just    at    this    minute    a    good    lady    was 
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"  'The  short  and  simple  annal..  of  the 
poor.'  That's  my  life,  -id  that's  all  you 
or  anyone  else  can  uuike  out  of  It." 

So  spo!. -J  Abraham  Lincoln  when  a  well- 
known  newspaper  man  asked  him  for 
biographical  facts  to  use  In  his  (Llucoln's) 
presidential  campaign,  quoting  the  pa- 
thetic and  expressive  line  from  Gray's 
Elegy  as  descriptive  of  his  own  early 
life. 

"The  short  and  slm,ile  annals  of  the 
poor."  How  truly  Indeed  does  this  sen- 
tence cover  almost  all  of  Abraham  Llu- 
coln's  worUliy   existence. 

Born  In  Ilardln  county,  Kentucky,  Feb- 
ruary 12,  1S09.  of  extremely  poor  parents 
the  child  "Abe"  had  suuill  promise  of 
future  greatness.  If  such  uromlse  comes 
through  the  possession  of  educated  and 
couscU'uliouB  tinrenis  wnose  worthy  ambi- 
tions for  their  eliiuircn  s  welfare  find  the 
means  of  accomplishment.  But  the  fact 
Is  the  little  Abe  bcgau  life  in  the  midst 
of  poverty  and  illiteracy,  for  at  that  time

education  was  not  easily  obtalnoble  In 
the  South,  and  his  father,  Thomas  Lin- 
coln, could  neither  write  nor  read.  But 
we  are  told  his  mother  "could  read  and 
spell  tolerably,"  and  that  she  taught  her 
Ignorant  husbaiul  how  "to  siiell  his  way 
through  tue  Bible." 

When  Abraham  was  seven  years  old  his 
father  packed  the  family  and  household 
goods  Into  a  covered  wagon  and  Imlgrated 
to  Indiana,  where.  In  o  clearing  on  Pigeon 
Creek,  they  took  up  their  al)ode  In  what 
was  known  as  a  "half  faced  camp."  being 
a  rude  log  structure  of  three  sides,  one 
side  being  left  open  as  a  means  of  en- 
trance, light  and  air,  for  Thomas  Lincoln 
loved  not  to  work  and  the  building  of 
doors  aiul  windows  was  doubtless  thought 
too  serious  an  undertaking  for  a  carpenter 
of  his  ability.  But  the  hardships  endured 
In  such  a  hovel,  thus  open  to  wind  and 
storm,  seems  to  have  had  some  effect  on 
him,  ond  after  a  year  spent  In  the  miser- 
able "half  faced  camp"  he  built  a  more 
habitable  cabin  of  logs.  Into  which  the 
family  moved,  a  house  about  14  feet 
square  and  boasting  a  doorway,  without 
a  shutter,  and  a  good  fireplace.  And  In 
this  cabin  a  year  later  came  the  first 
great  grief  Into  little  Alie's  life,  the  loss 
of  his  mother.  The  description  of  this 
sorrowful  event  Is  quitted  from  Lincoln's 
admiring  aud  conscientious  biographer, 
William  Herudon: 

"Meanwhile  Abe's  mother  had  fallen  a 
victim  to  the  Insidious  disease.  Her  suf- 
ferings, however,  were  destined  to  be  of 
brief  duration.  Within  a  week  she,  too, 
rested  from  her  labors.  'She  struggled  on 
day  by  day,'  says  one  of  the  household, 
'a  good  Christian  woman,  and  died  on 
the  seventh  day  after  she  was  takeu  sick. 
Alie  aud  his  sister  Surah  waited  ou  their 
mother  iuh\  did  the  little  Jobs  and  er- 
rands reijulred  of  them.  There  was  no 
physician  nearer  than  33  miles.  The 
mother  knew  she  was  going  to  die,  and 
<<>lled  her  two  little  children  to  her  bed- 
side. She  was  very  weak,  and  tnc  cuii 
dreu  leaued  over  while  she  gave  her  last 
message.  Placing  her  hand  on  little 
Abe's  head  she  lold  him  to  be  kind  and 
good  to  his  father  and  sister.  Then  she 
bade  them  to  be  good  to  one  another,  ex- 
pressing a  hi>pe  that  tncy  might  live,  us 
Ihey    hud    bveu    taught    by    her,    to    love 


their  kindred  and  worship  God.*  Amid 
the  miserable  surroundings  of  a  home  in 
the  wilderness  Nancy  Hanks  passed  across 
the  dark  river.  Tho\igh  of  lowly  birth, 
the  victim  of  poverty  and  hard  usage, 
she  takes  a  place  in  history  as  the  mother 
of  a  son  who  liberated  a  roce  of  men."

If  several  girls  that  move  In  the  same 
social  set  desire  to  give  a  St.  Valentine's 
party  at  a  small  outlay  to  each  It  is  a 
good  plan  to  Join  their  forces  and  funds 
together  and  give  the  entertainment  at 
the  home  of  one  of  the  girls.  The  home 
affording  the  largest  drawing-room  and 
dining-room  should  be  chosen  as  the  place 
of  morrtment,  for  young  folks  delight  in 
plenty  of  room  to  move  about  in.  Let 
the  young  hostesses  get  together  and  ar- 
range their  plans  fully,  counting  the  coat 
of  everything  before  definite  arrange- 
ments are  made.  Then  no  cause  for  dis- 
pute or  misunderstanding  can  later  arise. 

The  luucheon  might  be  left  to  tae  man- 
agement of  one  girl,  the  luvitatlons  and 
decorations  to  another  and  the  program 
to  a  third.  In  this  way  much  can  be  done 
quickly  and  thoroughly  without  the  mud- 
dle that  BO  often  comes  of  "too  many 
fingers  In  one  pie  aud  none  to  mix  the 
porridge." 

In  the  drawing-room  where  the  party  is 
to  be  given  tlie  floor  should  be  canvassed 
as  for  dancing.

When  all 
have  been  given  their  mail  the  postofllce 
window  closes  and  the  Jolly  old  saint 
comes  forth  to  join  in  the  frolic  of  the 
evening.  He  proves  to  be  one  of  the 
guests  whose  Identity  is  hidden  by  the 
appropriate  costume  of  Saint  Valentine. 

Then  comes  the  fun  of  opening  the  en- 
velopes. In  those  drown  by  the  girls  the 
most  dainty  little  hand  painted  valen- 
tines are  incased,  and  in  those  drawn  by 
the  boya  are  found  the  most  comical  and 
absurd  valentines,  bearing  humorous 
verses  and  meaningless  prophesies.

crs  of  the  bureau  were  full  of  linens  for 
tal.le,  beds  and  bodies.  She  taught  Sarah 
and  the  little  Abo  to  wash  and  comb  before 
each  meal  and  to  observe  care  in  regard 
to  their  homespun  cloth^^a.

Thomas 
Lincoln  had  needed  just  such  a  practical, 
determined  and  energetic  woman  to  bring 
out  what  little  good  he  possessed.  His 
second  wife  dictated  the  work  to  be  done 
on  the  farm  and  he  bravely  followed  her 
orders,  after  a  fashion.  Of  the  nido,  bare, 
unkept  hut  this  new  woman  made  a  com- 
fortable and  cherry  cabin  wholesome  with 
good  cheer. 

Of  the  little  Abe  the  stepmother  grew 
very  fond,  and  In  no  respect  did  she  show 
favors  to  her  own  children  over  the  half- 
orphans  who  claimed  a  share  of  her  love 
ond  her  sweet  motherly   Influence. 

Of  Abraham  Lincoln's  first  school  days 
the  following  is  quoted  from  "Herndou's 
Lincoln": 

"Hazel  Dorsey  was  Abe's  first  teacher 
In  Indiana.  He  held  forth  a  mile  and  a 
half  from  the  Lincoln  farm.  The  school- 
house  was  built  of  round  logs,  and  was 
just  high  enough  for  a  man  to  stand  erect 
under  the  loft.  The  floor  was  of  split 
logs,  or  what  were  called  puncheons.  The 
chimney  was  made  of  poles  and  cloy  and 
the  windows  were  made  by  cutting  out 
parts  of  two  logs,  placing  pieces  of  split 
board  a  proper  distance  apart  and  over 
the  aperture  tuus  formed  pasting  pieces 
of  greased   papc  admit  the   light.     At 

school  Abe  evinced  ability  enough  to  gain 
him  a  prominent  place  in  the  respect  of 
the  teacher  and  the  affections  of  his  fel- 
low-scholars."

Says  Investors  Need  Not 

Fear  the  Legislative 

Vagaries. 


Philadelphia,  Feb.  U.— George  F.  Baer, 
president  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading 
lanlroad,  has  Issued  a  statement  In  rela- 
tion to  the  action  of  the  house  of  repre- 
Bcntntlves*  of  Pennsylvania  last  Friday 
In  adopting  a  re5,oIuticin  instructing  the 
attorney  general  of  the  state  to  bring 
c<"<urt  proceedings  against  the  anthracite 
coal  carrying  railroads,  if,  upon  Inquiry, 
he  finds  they  arc  violating  the  state  con- 
Btitution,  wliich  says: 

"So  incorporated  company  doing  busi- 
ness of  a  common  carrier,  shall,  direct- 
ly or  indirectly,  prosecute,  or  engage  in 
mining  or  manunfacturlng  articles  for 
transportjition  over  its  lines."  The  reso- 
lution, which  will  come  before  the  senate 
names  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  the 
Philadelpliia  &  Reading  railway  company, 
and  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  West- 
ern Railway  comjiany.  President  Baer's 
statement    follows: 

"My  atttntion  has  been  called  to  the 
pcssibillty  that  there  are  many  good  peo- 
ple In   the  country  who  may   mistake   the 

actions  of  the  Pennsylvania  railway  sys- 
tem and  tliat  tliereture  some  statement 
of  the  tacts  should  be  made. 

"First,  as  to  the  right  of  the  Reading 
company  to  own  the  stock  of  coal  com- 
panies: Tho  legi.slature  seems  to  be  the 
only  law  oIYiCfi's  and  law-makers  of  the 
state  who  are  ignorant  of  the  provisions 
of  the  constitution  of  1873.  The  corpora- 
livms  referred  to  obtained  thetr  riRhts  and 
franchises  under  charters  grant«(l  prior 
to  the  Jtdoption  of  the  new  constitution. 
The  framers  of  the  constitution  well  knew 
that  these  were  vested  lights  fully  pro- 
ticltd  by  the  law  of  the  land  and  to  pre- 
vent any  mUsapprelunsion  the  new  consti- 
tution explicitly  dtclans,  'and  all  rights, 
actions,  prosecutions  and  contracts  shall 
continue  as  if  thi.s  constitution  had  not 
bt  ( II  adopted"  {ind  to  still  further  set 
forth  their  meaning  they  declare  in  an- 
other article,  "That  all  existing  charters 
or  grants  of  special  or  exclusive  privileges 
under  which  a  bona  Mde  organization  shall 
not  have  taken  plao'  and  business  bten 
commenced  In  good  faith  before  the  adop- 
tion of  this  constitution,  sliall  thereafter 
have    no   validity." 

"The  supreme  court  of  the  state  has 
several  times  p.issecl  upon  the  effect 
of  the  new  constitution  in  repealing 
vested  rights  and  franchises,  and  has 
unlftirmly  held  that  these  constitution- 
al limitations  do  not  apply  to  corpor- 
ation.s. 

"But  all  this  can  safely  be  left  to 
the  report  of  the  attorney-general.  The

Plan  to  Shut  Out  Harri- 

man  Interests  on 

Pacific  Slope. 


New  York,  Ftb.  12.— It  was  disclosed 
>esterday  that  one  of  the  most  gigantic 
transcontinental  railroad  deals  ever  made 
is    being   formulated. 

It  means  the  consolidation  of  the  North- 
ern I'acilic,  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St. 
I'uul,  Great  Northern,  and  Burliitgton 
Into   two  great   transcontinental  lines. 

It  al-so  means  the  shutting  out  of  the 
Harriman  interests  on  the  Pacific  coast. 

It  also  means  a  dtsp«rate  t\y;hl  between 
the  four  lines  mentioned  and  the  ilarri- 
man  lines. 

As  outlined  by  authority  of  unquestioned 
Integrity   the  situation   is  as   follows: 

The  undertaking  involves  two  separate 
transaetiuns.  They  have  been  in  the 
minds  of  the  promoters  for  several  years. 
The  proposal  means  two  of  the  greatest 
milroad   systems   in   the   world. 

The  Great  Northern,  with  its  $11:0,000,000 
of  iron  ore  lease  and  sale  ri^his  to  its 
own  and  tlie  Burlington  stock  amounting 
to  J.'-t.MiKt.ttCV  more,  will  cement  these  two 
roads  into  one  vast  double-track  system  to 
the   coast. 

The  Northern  Uaclflc,  whose  stock  is 
actually  worth  $;kttt,t>mi,f(Hj  on  the  basis 
of  its  earnings,  may  easily  devote  $100,- 
WKi.iKiO  toward  the  purchase  of  the  stock 
of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul, 
now  exttiiding  to  tlit-  I'acittc  coast,  prac- 
now  paralleling  the  Northern  Pacific, 
The  Chicjigo,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  will 
find  It  more  convenient  at  points  along  the 
route  to  use  tlie  Northern  Pacific  tracks. 
Indeed,  a  conference  already  has  been 
held    b«'t\\<en   officials  to  this  end. 

A  r.'illroad  attorney,  whose  business 
brings  him  In  touch  with  the  fliiiincial 
end  of  nil  these  roads,  dechires  that 
affairs  are  so  shaping  that  one  can 
reach  no  oth<-r  ccuulusion  .tud  he  pre- 
dicts that  within  two  years,  at  least, 
or  possildy  socmer,  the  four  roatls  men- 
tioned will  have  become  two  great 
transcontinental  lines  by  tlie  piocess 
workfil   out   by  James  J.    Hill. 

The  attorney  declaies  his  belief  in 
the  early  ce^nsutiimation  of  this  scheme 
because- "of  the  fait  that  Hill  is  getting 
along  In  years  and  wishes  to  see  liis 
aniliition  r«a!izc-d  as  cjuickly  as  pos- 
sible. Railro.id  men  do  not  doubt  that 
such  arrangeinc  lU  would  be  beneficial 
to  all  the  roads  cone  erut  d.  It  Is  sim- 
ply a  matter  of  working  out  the  de- 
tail. 

As  the  first  move,  it  Is  undorctood 
that  the  Burlington  bonds,  gu.iranteed 
by  the  Northern  I'acilic,  are  to  be 
called   In   and   retired. 

In  effect,  the  Northern  Pacific  ami 
the  Chicago,  Mllwaukt  e  &  St.  I'aul  will 
be  merged  and  the  tJreat  Northern  .md 
the  Burlington  will  he  mad<-  one  sys- 
tem. It  is  und<  rstood  the-  tircal  North- 
ern will  absorb  the  Burllngtcui,  while 
for  a  few  years  the  Chicago,  .Milwau- 
kee &  St.  Paul  and  the  Northern  Pa- 
cith'  will  work  In  conjunction,  the 
Northern  Pacific  finally  absorbinb  the 
Milwaukee   road.

New  York,  Fvh.  12. — 0:ie  month  on 
the  Atlantic  ocean,  with  the  entire 
ship  converted  into  a  smallpox  hospital 
and  a  quarter  of  the  crew  ill  with  this 
disease,  was  the  experience  of  the 
whaling  brig  Sullivan  of  New  London, 

Conn.  The  story  of  the  smallpox  out- 
break on  the  whaler  was  told  today 
by  Mrs,  M.  J,  Haggerty,  wife  of  the 
captain  of  the  Sullivan,  who  arrived 
here  today  from  Rio  de  Janeiro  on  the 
steaiiter  Italian  Prince. 

The  whaling  vessel  put  into  Rio  de 
Janeiro  after  two  of  its  crew  had  died 
of  smallpox,  and  with  seven  otncrs  ill 
with  the  disease,  and  the  twenty-seven 
rtniaining  members  of  the  crew  fran- 
tic to  get  ashore.  The  cruise  began, 
Mrs,  Haggerty  said,  last  October  from 
the  island  of  Fayal,  In  the  Azores. 
Alter  the  brig  had  been  out  some  time 
the  smallpox  started  with  one  case. 
The  disease  spread  until  nine  sailors 
were  ill.  Days  followed  when,  owing 
to  the  fear  which  spread  among  the 
members  of  the  crew,  the  brig  drifted 
along  almost  like  a  deserted  ship. 

With  Mrs.  Haggerty  on  board  the 
vessel,  were  her  two  children.  After 
lauding  at'  Rio  de  Janeiro  she  remained 
until  the  di.sease  had  been  stamped  out 
on  the  Sullivan.

To  the  east  of  Cass  Lrfike.  near  Ball

2tl,  there  are  2..S60.45  acres  of  state 
I  land,  all  of  which  borders  on  the 
;  etistern  boundary  of  the  forest  reserve. 
■  This  land  is  on  the  Leech  Lake  river.

New  York,  Feb.  12.-John  Mitchell, 
president  of  the  United  Mine  Workers  of 
America,  who  is  in  this  city  to  confer 
with  the  operators  of  the  anthracite 
mines,  said  today  that  he  did  not  care  to 
discuss  the  statement  given  out  by  Presi- 
dent Dolan  of  the  Pittsburg  district  yes- 
terday. „    .  .,      iU     * 

In  this  statement  Dolan  said  that 
President  Mitchell  was  coining  to  New 
York  to  "ask  the  anthracite  operators 
for  a  contract  which  he  has  not  the 
power  to  enter  into  as  the  national 
convention  has  tied  liim  hand  and 
foot.  "  He  also  attacked  President  Mit- 
chells  conduct  of  the  coal  strike  in 
the  past  and  declared  that  every  strike 
in  the  soft  coal  regions  under  his 
leadership   had   ended  in   failure.

BOYSMAKE  A  FORTUNE. 

Get  $75,000  Each  by  Prospecting  in 
Cobalt  Silver  District. 

Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ont..  Feb.  12.-(Spe-

Secretary  of  Navy  Bona- 
parte Presents  Diplo- 
mas to  101  Members. 


Annapolis,  Feb.  12. — The  career  of 
the  class  of  1906  at  the  naval  academy 
was  brought  to  its  close  officially  Itv 
the  new  armory  this  morning  when 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  Charles  Bona- 
parte delivered  to  101  members  of 
the  class  their  coveted  diplomas  in  the 
presence  of  fully  2,500  persons.  In 
the  large  crowd  were  present  families 
and    friends    of    the    graduates    from 

all  over  the  country,  and,  while  not 
marked  with  the  Joyousness  of  similar 
occasions  in  the  past,  the  scene  wa» 
an  impressive  and  beautiful  one. 

The  speech  of  the  secretary  did  not 
refer  in  any  way  to  the  present  condi- 
tions at  the  academy,  which,  however, 
have  materially  affected  the  tradi- 
tional gayity  of  the  occasion  and  cast 
a  damper  over  the  whole  week's  cere- 
monies.    Jlis  address   was  short. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  remarks 
the  secretary  received  the  diploma  of 
Midshipman  Allan  Chantiy  from 
Lieut.  Commander  Magruder,  who 
drew  it  from  the  pile  of  sheepskins 
on  the  table  in  front  of  him.  The 
other  "star"'  members  who  headed 
the  class  then  received  theirs  in  order 
in  whicli  they  stood.  The  diplomas  of 
other  graduates  were  then  drawn  at 
random  and  as  each  youth  stepped 
forward  and  received  his  reward  and 
a  handclasp  from  the  secretary  there 
was  a  round  of  applause. 

The  handsome  sword  sriven  each 
year  by  the  class  of  IS 76  to  the  mid- 
shipman holding  the  best  record  in 
the  department  of  practical  and  the- 
oretical ordnance  and  gunnery  was 
pre.sented  to  the  man  who  earned  It 
this  year.  He  was  Midshipman  W.  A. 
Glassford  of  Seattle,  Wdsh.,  who  re- 
ceived the  prize  from  tlie  hand  of 
Secretary  Bonaparte. 

Almost  immediately  Midshipman 
Arthur  W.  Frank,  cadet  commander  of 
the  brigade,  called  for  three  cheers 
for  "Those  about  to  leave  us"  and  the 
youths  who  have  more  years  at  the  in- 
stitution before  them,  gave  the  cheers 
wiih  a  will.  This  was  replied  to  by 
the  graduates  who  gave  three  cheers 
for  those  "we  leave  behind  us."  Com- 
mander T.  G.  Dewey  of  the  depart- 
ment of  ordinance  of  gunnery,  who 
cammanded  the  brigade,  then  called  for 
three  cheers  for  the  secretary  of  the 
navy.  The  official  party  then  left  the 
armory  and  went  at  once  to  the  homo 
of  Superintendent  Sands,  wiiere  a 
luncheon  was  served.  Secretary  Bona- 
parte returned  to  Baltimore  In  tlie 
afternoon. 

After  the  graduation  exercises  the 
ancient  custom  of  "Throwing  the  first 
class  out  of  quarters.'  was  enacted  and 
all  of  the  men  who  for  the  past  year 
have  been  the  officers  of  the  brigade 
wore  good  naturedly  tossed  out  of 
Bancroft  hall.  After  that  the  class 
favorites  were  given  yells  and  ridden 
about  the  yards  on  the  shoulders  of 
their  comrades. 

The  dance  tonight  will  close  the  ex- 
ercises and  tomorrow  the  graduates 
will  leave  for  their  respective  homes  to 
which  they  have  been  sent  on  "wait- 
ing orders"  before  being  assigned  to 
duty  in  the  service. 

IS  FATALLY  BURNED. 

Iowa  Woman  Dies  After  Twelve  Hours 
of  Intense  Agony. 

Fayette,  Iowa,  Feb.  ]2.-Afttr  twelve 
hours  of  intense  agony  as  the  result  of 
burns,  Mrs.  Yates  of  this  city  died  at  the 
home  of  a  neighbor.  Fire  which  occurred 
early  In  the  morning  destroyed  the  woni- 
ans  home,  the  entire  family  of  small  chil- 
dren being  rescued  by  the  14-year-old 
daughter  after  the  woman  had  rushed 
from  the  building  with  her  clothing  on 
fire. 

When  neighbors  reached  the  scene  Mrs. 
Yates  was  found  sitting  in  a  snow  bank> 
terriblv  burned  about  the  upper  portion  of 
her  bo'dy.  As  nearly  as  could  be  ascer- 
tained from  the  fragmentary  story  the 
woman  was  able  to  tell,  .she  had  bten 
transferring  live  coals  from  a  heater  to 
the  kitchen  range,  and  in  some  manner 
spilled  kero.sfne  on  tliem.  The  oil  flamed 
up  and  caught  the  woman's  clothing,  and 
she  fled  madly  for  the  outer  air. 

In  passing  through  a  woo<lslied  she  came 
in  contact  with  a  quantity  of  straw,  and 
the  liames  quickly  communicated  to  the 
house.  "The  woman  s  hust>and  is  said  to 
be  in  North  Dakota.
